Article L— This Society shall be denominated the American Teactt SociE'ry, 
the object of which shall be to diffuse a knowledge of our Lord Jesus Christ ^ tne 
Redeemer of sinners, and to promote the interests of vital godliness and sound mo- 
rality, by the circulation of Religious Tracts, calculated to receive the approbation 
of all evangelical christians. 

Article II.— Any person paying twenty dollars at one time into the treasury 
of this Society, shall be a Member for Life; and any person paying fifty aGilars 
at one time, or who shall, by one additional payment, increase nis oiigmal con- 
tribution to fifty dollars, shall be a Director for Life. 

Article III.— Persons constituted members of the Society by donations not 
designated by them to be applied to specific objects, shall be annually entitled to 
Tracts to the value of one dollar, and persons so constituted Directors to the 
value of two dollars ; or, if preferred, they may receive Tracts at any one time to 
the value of half the sum given. 

Article IV. — The Society shall meet annually, on Wednesday immediately pre- 
ceding the second Thursday in May, when the proceedings of the foregoing year 
shall be reported, and a Board, consisting of a President Vice-Presidents, Secre- 
taries, a Treasurer, two Auditors, and thirty-six Directors, shall be chosen. 

Article V. — The Board of Directors shall annually elect by ballot, a Publishing, 
a Distributing, and a Finance Committee, each consisting* of not less than three, 
nor more than six members; the members of which three Committees shall consti- 
tute an Executive Committee to conduct the business of the Society and shall be, 
ex-olficio, Members of the Board. The Board shall have power to enact By- 
Laws, and to appoint Honorary Vice-Presidents, Directors or Members. Twelve 
members of the Board, present at any meeting regularlv convened shall consti- 
tute a quorum for the transaction of business. « j ^ »

The Nineteenth Anniversary of this Society was held in the Broad- 
way Tabernacle, New- York, May 8, 1844, the Hon. THEODORE 
FRELINGHUYSEN, President, in the chair, supported by Peter 
G. Stuyvesant and John Tappan, Esqrs. Vice-Presidents ; Rev. James 
Milnor, D. D. Chairman of the Executive Committee, an^ Rev. Jere- 
miah Day, President of Yale College, who led the meeting in an ad- 
dress to the throne of grace. 

The Treasurer's report, as certified by the auditors, was read by 
Moses Allen, Esq.; an abstract of the publishing and foreign depart- 
ments of the Annual Report by William A. Hallock, and of the home 
department, especially Colporteer labooe, by Rev. R. S. Cook, Sec- 
retaries ; when the following resolutions were presented and unani- 
mously adopted : viz. 

On motion of Rev. Seth Bliss, Secretary of the American Tract 
Society at Boston ; seconded by Mr. Seely Wood, superintendent of 
volume circulation and colportage in the Western States ; 

Resolved, That the Annual Report, an Abstract of which has now been 
presented, be adopted and published under the direction of the Executive 
Committee; and that we gratefully recognize the goodness of God in the ad- 
vancing prosperity and usefulness of the Society ; the harmony of its counsels; 
the evangelical character of its publications ; the number and fidehty of its 
laborers; the increased liberality of its Branches, Auxiliaries, Colporteur As- 
sociations, patrons and friends; its influence in awakening compassion and 
active effort for the destitute; and the seal of the Holy Spirit on its various 
enterprises. 

"The congregation then rose and joined in singing hymn 152, fi'om 
the Society's Sacred Songs, " Awake and sing the song," &c. 

. On motion of Rev. C. E. Stowe, D. D. of the Presbyterian Church, 
Cincinnati, Ohio; seconded by R. H. Ives, Esq. of Providence, Rhode 
Island ; 

Resolved, That the unprecedented activity and corruption of the Popular 
Press furnishes a powerful incentive to the universal diffusion of evangelical 
publications, as a means of counteracting its pernicious tendencies, aiding the 
Gospel ministry, and giving ascendency to moral and religious principle. 

On motion of Rev. J. G. Morris, D. D. of the EvangeHcal Lu- 
theran Church, Baltimore, Maryland ; seconded by Rev. J. Goldsmith, 
of the Presbyterian Church, Newtown, Long Island ; 

' Resolved, That the history and results of the American Colporteur System, 
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as a pioneer and auxiliary to the ministry and the missionary in reaching the 
destitute, bv placing in their hands the best uninspired books, and in many 
instances the Bible, accompanied with personal conversation and prayer, 
commend it to the confidence and co-operation of all good men ; and that pa- 
triotism and piety alike demand its speedy extension until the masses of the 
people, including our native destitute population; Q-erman, French, and other 
immigrants ; Romanists and errorists of every name, are reached at their 
several homes and in their various tongues. 

The congregation then sung hymn 28 of the Sacred Songs, " Hark ! 
the glad sound, the Savior comes !" 

On motion of Rev. T. S. Malcom, of the Baptist Church, Louis- 
ville, Kentucky ; seconded by Rev. Timothy M. Cooley, D. D. of the 
Congregational Church, Granville, Mass. ; 

Resolved, That we recognize with gratitude the voluntary co-operation the 
Society has received from pastors and members of the churches, in seeking 
the salvation of those who come not to the sanctuary — a duty to which all 
should be impelled by love to our perishing fellow-men, the glory of the Re- 
deemer, and the reflex spiritual blessings enjoyed by the humble active 
christian. 

The President of the Society, Hon. Theodore Frelinghuysen, then 
moved the following resolution, and at the request of the Executive 
Committee accompanied it with an exhibition of the present aspect 
of the Society's work in this and other lands ; seconded by Rev. John 
Scudder, M. D. missionary from India ; 

Resolved, That, full of interest and promise as is the Society's work in our 
own country, we must not forget our brethren who are struggling to revive 
evangelical religion in continental Europe, nor the millions of benighted 
heathen ; and we rejoice that the Society has been enabled the past year to 
cheer the hearts of the servants of Christ abroad by the grant of $20,000 dis- 
tributed at thirty-two important stations. 

The public exercises of the meeting were closed by singing the 
Christian Doxology, and the Apostolical Benediction pronounced by 
Rev. Dr. Milnor. 

Sketch of the •lddre$$e9» 

Rev. Dr. STO WE, of Cincinnati, spoke of the unprecedented activity and cormp- 
tion of the popular press, as furnishing a powerful incentive to the universal diffu- 
sion of evangelical publications, as a means of counteracting its pernicious tendencies', 
aiding the Gospel ministry, and giving ascendency to moral and religious principle. 
If bad men would print bad books, he knew of no way of counteracting the evil but 
by multiplying good ones. At times, in looking upon the flood of evil pouring forth 
on the community from this and other sources, he had been ready to despair ; but he 
had no idea of giving up the battle. He would fight on, and as Luther once said, if 
swallowed up by the adversary, we would at least give him a hard stomach-ache. 

The point he wished to illustrate was the aid rendered to the ministry by evangelic 
cal publications. He had lived and labored eleven years at the West, and could at- 
test that little could be done for permanent usefulness without a ministry. Even com- 
mon schools cannot be kept alive without ministers. The West is the easiest place 
in the world to put things right, but the hardest place to make them stay right. The 
views in the report on this subject accorded with his 'own, and the more rapidly we 
could bring good books to the aid of the ministry, and the ministry to bear on the 
whole population, the better. 
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THE GERMANS. 

The Rev. Dr. MORRIS said he would not now dwell on the excellence of Ihe 
Colporteur System, as it had been so fully and ably presented by the Secretary for 
that department — he would simply claim the attention of the Society as an advocate 
of the German interest. His early associations, his sympathies, and his blood were 
German ; his labors were among the descendants of Germans, and he might be pre- 
sumed to know something of their real state and character. Singular misapprehen- 
sions prevailed even among intelligent men of the English churches, in reference to 
the Germans ; few understood the difference between the Lutherans and the Ger- 
man Reformed, who were constantly blended together ; and respectable writers 
made almost unpardonable blunders on the subject of the German churches gene- 
rally. 

He was glad that the Grermans and the descendants of Germans were beginning 
to excite the interest of the benevolent of other churches, and thanked the Tract 
Society for their kindness to that numerous class of our population. He showed that 
it was a most inviting and productive field for christian effort, and asked the co-ope- 
ration of all believers in cultivating it. 

The American Germans, 

In order to show the extensiveness of the field, he proceeded, first, to classify the 
Americo-Germans ; and began with the LiUherans, the most numerous and influen- 
tial of the German sects in our country. He gave a rapid sketch of that denomina- 
tion — the number of its ministers, churches, institutions of learning, societies, reli- 
gious papers, and of its increase and destitution. He believed that all the 440 min- 
isters in connexion with the Synod of the Church, proclaimed the scriptural way of 
salvation through Christ. He stated the interesting and yet painful fact, that most 
Lutheran ministers were obliged to take the pastoral charge of two, three, four, and 
some as many as six churches, because of the paucity of ministers, and that the Lu- 
theran ministers were real circuit riders — that they were a laborious, self-denying 
class of men, most of whom were eminently successful in winning souls to Christ. 
He stated that the number of churches increased as the ministers increased, so that 
it would be long before each church would have its own minister — and that many of 
the single churches were unable to support a minister, and hence the necessity of 
the union of several to sustain one. 

He stated one fact as worthy of especial notice, that in proportion as the churches 
were anglicised they improved in intelligence, benevolence and liberality; and hence 
it was the policy of many of the young men especially, to introduce the English lan- 
guage whenever it was practicable. They found those churches which mingled most 
with the people of other English denominations around them, most active in the work 
of supporting the Gospel and every benevolent enterprise. He did not mean to say 
that those churches which adhered to the use of the German did nothing, but that 
the fact stated was incontrovertible. 

He next spoke of the German Reformed^ whom he represented as enterprising and 
laborious — they had also founded similar institutions and societies, and were in- 
creasing in number and improving in all respects. The German Reformed were the 
first cousins of the Lutherans — they intermarried to a great extent, and many of the 
people did not know the theological differences between the two denominations. 
More than half the houses of worship were held in common, the congregations 
meeting in them on alternate Lord's days. 

He then gave a short sketch of the Moravians, the German Methodists, the 
Evangelical Association, familiarly known in Pennsylvania and Ohio as Albrights, 
from their founder, a Mr. Albright— the Church of God, or Weinbrenerians— the 
several classes of Tunkers and Mennonites, with an amusing account of the differ- 
ences between some of the minor divisions of the latteV class — the Amish, the Revier 
B ruder, the Herriies, &c. Here was a wide field for Colporteur operations. These 
sects embraced more than a million of our population — most of them were destitute 
of a regular, constant ministry, and many of them were anxious to be visited by the 
missionary.

The Foreign Germans, 

Dr. Morris then proceeded to take a view of another class of Germans, the fo- 
reignerSf who are already so numerous, and coming into our country in such large 
numbers every year. They were to be found every where out of New England, and 
even in Boston there were two German Lutheran churches. In some parts of Balti- 
more they have edged out the former population, and now occupy whole streets by 
themselves, nearly every hotise of which has a German sign upon it, and in most 
cases they are not signs of good, but purely of evil. 

He proceeded to classify the foreign Germans, and first spoke of the numerous 
paupers who are thrown on oar shores, it is said, by the governments of Europe. 
This evil he deplored, and hoped it would be corrected. He then spoke of the far- 
mers and mechanics, many of whom brought some money with them, and most of 
whom will make desirable citizens. He stated that a few rich Germans immigrate 
into our country. A few poor noblemenYiad come over, of whom he related some cu- 
rious facts. Not a few pious men had also come over, laymen as well as ministers, 
and in some cases whole congregations, with their minister^ and schoolmasters. 

Among this immense number of German immigrants there were many educated 
men — ^men who would do honor to any literary institution in the land. Some of them 
come for literary employment; many of them secure desirable stations, and are 
contributing much to awaken a taste for German literature, whilst they are training 
many of our youth for usefulness and happiness in life ; but many of them are 
sadly disappointed in procuring, employment as instructors. He had known not a 
few young men of accomplished education, obliged for a livelihood to break stones 
on a turnpike, and work on canals and rail-roads — some have enlisted in the army — 
some have conmiitted suicide in despair. 

Have the Germans in this country ever done any thing towards establishing literary 
institutions for the education of their own children and the promotion of German 
science and literature ? Yes ; they made an attempt a few years ago to found a high 
school at Phillipsburg, on the Ohio, not far below Pittsburg ; but it failed, and the 
failure he attributed to want of harmony among the Germans themselves, and espe- 
cially to the fact that the Lord Jesus Christ was not prominently recognised in their 
system of education. He also spoke of tlie institution at Columbus, Ohio, which was 
in the hands of orthodox Lutherans, but he doubted whether it would succeed under 
its present organization. 

Has any thing been done in Germany for the spiritual benefit of the Germans in 
this country ? Yes j there are four or five missionary societies in the fatherland, 
which send over missionaries. He specified these and the principles on which they 
are established. 

Have other denominations in this country done any thing for the spiritual benefit 
ef the Greimans among us ? Yes. The Methodists had not a few missionaries amon^ 
them, and no doubt were dping good ; but he might be excused for judging that an 
equal number of men in connexion with the denominations already existing among 
them would be more successful, as they have the confidence of the Germans. 

Importance of Gerrjgtan Colportage. 
Here then was a wide field for Colporteur operations ; because, 

1. Thousands of these Germans are destitute of ministers. 

2. Many of them hear nothing but unsound doctrine, even when they do go to 
church. There were not a few German preachers, pseudo-Lutherans, not in con- 
nexion with or accountable to any ecclesiastical body, who deal damnation through 
the land. 

3. Some of them are miserable fanatics. 

4. Thousands of them do not go to church at all, even where they have an op- 
portunity. 

5. Some of their journals have a rationalistic tendency, and two of them are 
avowedly infidel. There are sixty German journals in this country. In Cincinnati 
are four daily German papers. Of these 60, 50 are secular or political ; six are 
religious and orthodox, two are Romish, and two are infidel. 

6. Because, when converted, the Germans are truly devout and active christians. 
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Dr. M. said he had been speaking of German Protestants — the German Romanists 
are numerous, but he had not time to speak of them. 

This then was the German field. He implored the Society to sevid more Colporteurs 
— thanking them for what had already been done, and promising the help, co-opera- 
tion and prayer of the people in their behalf. 

VOLUNTARY CHEISTIAN CO-OPERATION. 

The Rev. THOMAS S. MALCOM said, when our fathers were struggling for 
their national independence, the tidings crossed the Atlantic, and reached the noble 
Lafayette. He voluntarily left his native land, and became the companion of our be- 
loved Washington. He voluntarily expended his prop\erty, and perilled his life, in 
assisting us. With gratitude we acknowledge his generous and voluntary co-opera- 
tion. Many of this audience recollect his last triumphal tour through the United 
States. Many who were then children still recollect the shouts of a grateful people. 
And even now, though death has dimmed his eye and hui^hed his voice, we love his 
countrymen for his sake, and when a Frenchman makes our land his home, we press 
his hand with a warmer grasp, because of our gratitude to Lafayette. 

If we feel grateful for aid in securing our national freedom, with how much pro- 
priety may every friend of the American Tract Society adopt the language of the re- 
solution, " That we recognize with gratitude the voluntary co-operation the Society 
has received from pastors and members of the churches, in seeking the salvation of 
those who come not to the sanctuary." If we feel grateful for voluntary co-operation 
in securing national freedom, shall we not feel still more grateful for aid in the con- 
iiict with the powers of darkness, and co-operation in securing the independence of 
undying souls from the thraldom of Satan ? 

The " voluntary co-operation," for which we express our warmest gratitude, has 
been exhibited in three ways. 1. The efibrts voluntarily and systematically made 
in circulating the bound volumes of the Society. 2. The systematic monthly circula- 
tion of the Society's Tracts from house to house. 3. The occasional circulation of 
volumes or Tracts by gift, sale or loan. 

In almost all our cities and towns voluntary co-operation has been afforded in sell- 
ing the bound volumes. About two years ago, our esteemed Secretary, Rev. Mr. 
Cook, visited Louisville: The city was divided into sixty districts. Young men vo- 
luntarily engaged in the work. With a basket of books each went from house to 
house. One gratifying evidence of God's blessing came under my own notice. Ac- 
companied by a member of my church, we visited every dwelling in one of the dis- 
tricts. One man, an opposer of religion, refused to purchase, but permitted a copy 
of Baxter's Call to be laid upon his bureau. Curiosity led to its perusal. God blessed 
the contents to his awakening. He went to hear the Gospel preached, and soon was 
rejoicing in the hope of pardoned sin. In relating what God had done for his soul, he 
mentioned that the first person of whom he thought, when he felt the peace of sins 
forgiven, was the one who had left the book which led him to Christ. 

We feel grateful for the voluntary co-operation of those engaged as monthly Tract 
distributers. When a volume would be neglected a brief narrative Tract will be read. 
We feel grateful to these distributers of Tracts, not only for the good accomplished by 
leaving a Tract at each dwelling, but for the prayers offered for the blessing of God 
upon the Society. " The providential history of the Society," is an expression which 
thrills to my soul whenever it recurs. When contemplating the recent formation of 
the Society, the wonderful expansion of its original design, the cheerful co-operation 
of diflferenl denominations, and the thousands of souls converted through its instru- 
irentality, we are constrained as we trace the hand of Providence to exclaim, *' Be- 
hold the fingejpof God !" We ascribe much of this providential history to the prayers . 
of the monthly Tract distributers. 

We feel grateful also for the voluntary co-operation exhibited by many who have 
from time to time sold or given volumes and Tracts. Many are now accustomed to 
supply themselves with Tracts and small volumes to give away. Many are imitating 
the noble example of Harlan Page. Some are- so anxious, " by all means to save 
some," as, like James Brainerd Taylor, even to place Tracts in the rings to which 
travellers fasten their horses, that curiosity may lead to a perusal of the messenger 
of salvation. Some have shown their interest by subscribing for copies of the Ameri- 
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can Messenger for gratuitous distribution. How much more noble in such ways to 
expend money, than for articles which momentarily gratify the palate or please the eye. 

We feel gratefal for the co-operation of those belonging to different denominations. 
The presence of our distinguished and venerable President suggests the scene lately 
exhibited by the convention in Baltimore. Delegates from all the States in this wide 
Union were there assembled. Some were accustomed to the snows of Maine, while 
some were from the region of the magnolia, and others from the prairies of the West. 
The sectional predilections and prejudices of all were for the time disregarded and 
forgotten in the enthusiasm with which all united for the accomplishment of a com- 
mon object. At the head of each delegation in the procession were carried the ban- 
ners of the different States, each with its own device and its proper motto. But over 
them all floated the starry banner of the Union ! And so with this great convention, 
of christians co-operating in the American Tract Society. Though we come up, 
bearing the devices and mottoes of our different denominations, yet we are united for 
the accomplishment of a glorious work, and over us all is waving the radiant banner 
of Christ, and the great Captain of salvation is our leader. 

We feel grateful for the cheerful co-operation of the Ladies, Female disciples, 
though precluded from preaching the Gospel, and many public ways of usefulness, 
can co-operate efficiently in this work. Before the invention of gunpowder our Eng- 
lish ancestors used the long-bow and the cross-bow. The former sent the arrow 
with a force proportioned to the strength of the man who drew the string. But the 
latter when drawn to its position might be discharged by the finger of a child. Ladies 
can adjust the Tract to the cross-bow, and do as much execution with it as the 
learned divine. 

Three motives should impel us all to voluntary co-operation : 

1. Love to our perishing fellow-men, — Souls are perishing ! Among the mountains 
of Vermont lived a blind man. In travelling a dangerous, though ofl-trodden road, 
the staff fell from his hands. He stooped to regain it. Feeling along, step by step, 
he neared the edge of the precipice. A friend beheld from a distance his danger, and 
rushed to warn him. But before his rapid steps could bear him to the spot the blind 
man lost his balance. One shriek of anguish was heard, and the mangled corpse lay 
upon the rocks beneath. Souls are upon the edge of the bottomless pit ! It is not yet 
too late. A Savior's arm can yet interpose and rescue. Shall not love for our pe- 
rishing fellow-men impel us to greater efforts in this cause ? 

2. The glory of our Redeemer, — These words need only to be repeated to awaken 
intense emotion in the soul of each blood-bought follower of the Lamb. Repeat 
these words, and you touch a cord which vibrates to the heart of each redeemed 
soul. Can we, who were by nature the children of wrath, promote the glory of the 
Redeemer? Can such worms of the dust promote the glory of Him who died for sin- 
ners upon Calvary ? We can ! Let this motive impel to renewed and untiring efforts. 

3. The reflex spiritual blessings enjoyed by the active christian. — ^We cannot do 
good without receiving a blessing. If we should rescue a child from drowning it 
would ever cheer us to think that we had saved the life of a fellow-being. But lan- 
guage is too poor to describe the joy of leading souls to Christ. Let us be wiUing 
to make sacrifices. Law, in his " Serious Call," represents the guilt of a man who 
should adorn his dwelling with festoons of eyes and ears, and refuse the cries of the 
deaf and the blind. Yet we adorn our houses with costly furniture, which, in the 
shape of Tracts, might be eyes and ears to the spiritually deaf and blind. 

My mind passes onward. Instead of bright eyes and rosy cheeks, I behold the 
tenants of the silent grave. And, hark ! I hear the archangel's trumpet sound, and 
the slumbering dead are starting from their graves. Yonder is the great white 
throne, and upon it is seated the majestic form of Him who was once crucified for 
sinners. See that redeemed soul waving his palm of victory, and folding around him 
his robe of light. His eye rests upon you. He rushes to thank you for the gift of a 
Tract which led him to Christ. Another hastens to thank you for the gift: of a Bax- 
ter's Call or an Alleine's Alarm. And another blesses God that when a child you 
made him a birth-day present of Doddridge's Rise and Progress. Can tongue describe, 
can imagination conceive the bliss of such scenes ? Will you then regret the money 
given to this Society ? Will you then regret the time occupied in bearing its publi- 
cations from house to house ? No ! — No ! You will humbly and joyously cast your 
crowns at Jesus' feet, and bless God that you were ever permitted to co- operate in 
sustaining the American Tract Society. 
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THE society's WORK AT HOME AND ABROAD. 

The Hon. THEODORE FRELINGHUYSEN, President of the Society, made a 
statement in behalf of the Executive Committee, of the present aspects of the Socie- 
ty's work in this and other lands. It was one of those happy efforts of this great and 
good man which have made him so distingaished in religious and political circles. 

After speaking of the Foreign grants, beginning with ouj: Western Indians, and 
thence literally encircling the globe, regardless of denominational or geographical 
limits ; and characterizing the Tract distribution among our own migratory popula- 
tion, as adapted to arrest the attention and convert the soul ; and the volume circu- 
lation, as furnishing for the settled households a defence against infidelity, and an 
indispensable means of sanctification ; he passed to the colporteur system, which, 
though in its infancy, he regarded as giving indications of mighty power. A glow of 
christian sympathy and good will had welcomed the introduction of this system, 
which it richly deserved. Humble and unpretending as it is, it holds high and sacred 
relations, and is destined to a glorious career of usefulness. 

It fills its own place, said Mr. F., interfering with no other good enterprise. It 
goes to the scattered population, where no missionary goes, by men whose hearts 
bum with love to God and to immortal souls, there to deposit the burning truths 
a Baxter and Doddridge, a Flavel and Leighton, have recorded for the instruction 
of mankind. 

The care exercised in selecting these men is worthy of remark. Though scat- 
tered over twenty-seven States and Territories, nhey ail bear a commission from the 
Society, given after the most careful scrutiny of their character and motives, by the 
laborious Secretaries, or the Agents of the'ibciety. A monthly report is required of 
each man, showing how many families he has visited ; the amount of his sales ; the 
extent of his grants, &c. which furnish 'the materials for communicating annually to 
the churches the progress of the work. • 

The Colporteurs do not interfere with or supercede the necessity of the missionary 
and the pastor ; but go into the moral wastes of the land and sow the seed before 
them. The more people are interested, and the wider the Colporteur scatters such 
books, the more will they be dissatisfied with an uneducated ministry, and demand 
Gospel teaching from the lips of qualified men. The Colporteurs are not profound 
theologians; but they bear the writings of the ablest practical divines that the world 
has produced: they are not usually preachers, but they introduce such preachers as 
Baxter to the people at their firesides, and tell them of Calvary, and its wonders of 
love— they can speak of the hope that springs up there— for their own souls glow 
with it. 

Hon. Mr. F, concluded by noticing another aspect of this and other benevolent in- 
stitutions, in giving a testimony to the reality and importance of religion. The very 
being of the ^iety ; the untiring efforts and prayers of its various laborers; every 
press that groans with its burden of truth; every book that goes forth — bears a tes- 
timony for God that his religion is true. Who would wish to silence such witnesses ? 
It is a voice from God : why all this preparation, if there is not a reality in the reli- 
gion of Christ, important as eternity, lasting as the throne of God ? 

Surrounded by every form of error, and efforts on all hands to undermine our liber- 
ties, where is our hope but in the blessed religion of the Gospel ? How can we meet 
error but by the truth ? How dispel darkness but by diffusing light ? How eradicate 
the tares but by sowing the seeds of eternal life ? 

The conflict is begun— it waxes stronger and stronger every day. It is a sublime 
and eventful spectacle — that finds a place among the sympathies of heaven. Angels 
and men are beholding it with intense interest. Truth against error. Religion and 
the Bible against infidelity and the spirits of evil. And who dare falter or faint in 
such a warfare ? Cheer up then, christian, for although the marshalled hosts of the 
enemy seem to fill up a thousand avenues, yet, blessed be God, our aUies, unseen, 
fiame from every mountain side and valley, and through the whole heavens in cha- 
riots of fire, for the final discomfiture and overthrow of all that hate God and despise 
his Gospel. 
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NINETEENTH ANNUAL REPORT. 



The blessing of God has never more signally attended this Society 
than in the year now closed. The receipts have exceeded those of the 
previous year by more than $12,000 ; the gratuitous issues of publica- 
tions by more than 7,000,000 pages ; the foreign pecuniary grants by 
$5000; and the number of Colporteurs successfiilly laboring for the 
destitute of our own land is more than doubled. 

A full view of all that has been done in the Society's various de- 
partments, at home and abroad, on the land and the ocean, by books 
and Tracts and the labors of Missionaries and Colporteurs and volun- 
tary christian co-operation, would form a volume rather than a report. 
All that can now be presented is the most condensed view of the 
events of the year, humbly added to previous reports as a testimony to 
the riches of Redemption purchased for our world by the blood 
of the Son of God, and applied by the renewing of the Holy Ghost — 
a work which, though Rome, sin and hell oppose, God will assuredly 
accomplish. 

Two of the Society's esteemed Vice-Presidents have fallen during 
the year : the Rev. Lucius Bolles, D. D. long the faithful and la- 
borious Secretary of the Baptist Foreign Missionary Board, and 
the venerable Rev. James Richards, D. D. of the Theological Se- 
minary at Auburn. Both were full of days and of usefulness.

It will be perceived that a premium ($50) was awarded to Tract 
No. 448 above ; and another ($50) divided between Nos. 452 and 453. 
The offer of the sum awarded to those Tracts was also the occasion 
of the writing of six others in the above list. 

It is well perhaps to repeat, that premiums offered through the 
Society have in all cases been contributed by individuals for that spe- 
cific object — no premium having ever been paid from the Society's 
general funds. 

D*Aubig'ni*s History of the Great Reformation, so well known and 
highly esteemed, is, as a learned professor has well said, " one of the 
most timely and useful works of the present century. It is indeed the 
only history that opens to the French or English reader any thing 
like an interior view of that great, work of God, the Reformaticni in 
the sixteenth century ; the style is graphic and full of life, and a de- 
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lightful spirit of eyangelical piety pervades the whole." If the reader 
would have an intellectual treat ; if he would have a graphic and au- 
thentic history of the period more full of incident and interest than 
any other of modem times ; if he love racy anecdote and brilliant bio- 
graphical sketches; if he prize spiritual refreshment from the delinea- 
tion of such great doctrines as are associated with the doctrine of the 
TefoTm9Xion,jtcstificati(mbi/Jaith; if he would know popery as it was, 
and is, and would trace its likeness to other systems of formalism and 
error, let him buy for one dollar, and read this book. And if he would 
aid his neighbor in all these respects, let him procure it for him or 
lend it to him. Notwithstanding some 40,000 copies have been sold 
within two or three years, it will have a wide and most useful circu- 
lation in the Society's channels ; and will be found in many thousand 
family circles with Bunyan, Baxter, Owen, Edwards, and like stand- 
ard authors. A few passages in this edition, incidentally touching points 
on which evangelical christians differ, have been omitted, but not ex- 
ceeding in all about four pages in 1300, and entirely unessential to 
the great object and general bearing of the work. 

Jay's Morning Exercises for the Closet for every day in the year, 
two volumes in one, embracing about 600 full pages 12mo. have been 
so extensively introduced into christian families, that his peculiarly 
happy style of presenting rehgious truth is well known. It is " clear, 
simple, pointed, and forcible ; but its greatest excellence is the ap- 
propriate and beautiful illustrations from the Scriptures, with which 
his works every where abound." There is a sweetness and sprightli- 
ness that sustains the interest of the individual reader, or the family 
circle, while they feel that their minds are under the direction of a 
master-spirit which yet has drawn deeply from the fountains of Divine 
truth ; and brings them into a communion with God that shall be re- 
newed and perfected in that brighter world to which the author al- 
lures and leads the way. 

Bishop Hall's Scripture History; or Contemplations on the Historical 
FcLssages of the Old and New Testaments , is a production of the times 
of Baxter, or nearly a half century earlier, and combines with great 
originality, force and sprightliness of thought and illustration, an unc- 
tion and power of evangelical truth which has made it a favorite 
work with pious and discriminating minds. The present is the edition 
abridged by Rev. George Henry Glasse, an ardent admirer of Bishop 
Hall, who endeavored in a less compass to retain the substance of the 
whole. The work, in 516 pages 12mo. embraces 103 articles, com- 
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mencing with the Creation, Paradise, Cain and Abel, Noah, Abraham, 
&c. and ending with our Savior's Crucifixion, Resurrection and As- 
cension. It is throughout characterized by a buoyancy and fascination 
of style, and sprightliness and originality of thought, that interests the 
roEider of every age, and fixes the barbed arrows of truth deep in the 
heart, ere the more heedless reader is aware that it contained any 
message particularly adapted to himself. 

Tht Forgiveness of Sin, a practical exposition of Psalm 130, by John 
Owen, D. D. for some years Chancellor of Oxford University, has by 
many sound and practical divines been considered the best of the 
works of this great author. This edition is divided into chapters, with 
heads indicating the subject of each, and showing at a glance in the 
table of contents the author's train of thought. Numerous repetitions 
in announcing his sub-divisions are also omitted, and obsolete terms 
and phrases in many cases exchanged for others — making the booTc 
more attractive and easily read than any previous edition. 

Those familiar with the Psalm on which it is founded, — " Out of 
the depths have I cried unto thee, O Lord — If thou shouldest mark 
iniquities, O Lord, who shall stand — BtU there is forgiveness with thee — 
My soul waiteth for the Lord," &c. — will easily discover in it the 
great outlines of the whole system of salvation by Christ, and can well 
suppose that, as Owen expended upon it the full energies of his pow- 
erful mind and heart, under the guidance of the Spirit, it contains ex- 
haustless mines of Divine truth ; tracing out the lurking-places and 
windings of sin in the human heart ; the hinderances to the saving ac- 
ceptance of mercy ; and exhibiting the superabounding grace of God, 
rich, full and unfailing, evermore tendered to our acceptance, and 
which still remains rich and free, however blind, dark and reluctant 
our hearts may be. " There are no depths of darkness, doubt and trial 
which the author does not seem to have explored ; none for which he 
does not show the most rich provision ; no false refuge against which 
he does not guard. Indeed there is not perhaps in the language a 
work which more assuredly carries the humble and prayerful reader 
through all spiritual difiiculties, and guides his feet to the rock whence 
they can never be moved. It is good to be brought into immediate 
contact with the warm, glowing heart of Owen. Every spiritual reader 
yrill bless God that he was enabled thus to vmte. We hope that thou- 
sands will drink at this fountain and live for ever." 

A Church in the House, or Family Religion, .by Rev. Matthew Henry y 
the Commentator^ is a highly instructive and profitable treatise of 80 
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pages, showing what that family religion is which will be as a church 
in the house, and the motives to itrf cultivation ; with appeals both to 
those who may have hitherto neglected family religion, and to all who 
observe it, in whatever measure of fidelity ; furnishing powerful in- 
centives to the duty and aids to its performance. 

The Treatise on Self-Deception has grown out of the lamentable 
state of many individuals and churches, maintaining the outward forms 
of religion, while they give sad evidence that their heart is not right 
with God. It points out the nature and forms of self-deception ; the 
danger and consequences of being self-deceived, and the liability that 
the mistake vnYl be one for eternity, and then directs to the only and 
never-failing remedy. 

The three volumes in German, added to seven previously issued, are 
all esteemed works in the Society's English series, Krummacher's Eli- 
jah being now printed in the original German; and who that sympa- 
thizes with the true state of the million and a half or more of Ger- 
mans now in our own country, will not rejoice that works so valuable 
are provided for them in their own tongue. 

The Christian Almanac is still published in one edition adapted for 
use throughout the country, 80,000 copies having been issued for 1844. 
The Monthly Distributer, containing specimens of new Tracts, is also 
issued as new Tracts are added to the series. 

The American Messenger, a monthly newspaper, and the only peri- 
odical orgap of the Society, has now a circulation of upwards of 30,000 
to paying subscribers. No pains has been spared to fill its columns 
with valuable and entertaining matter in a condensed form, that, as 
far as possible, every line may be worthy of an attentive perusal by 
the intelligent christian. During the year it has been largely devoted 
to the presentation of the various aspects of the colporteur system : a 
subject which, it may be hoped, will still increase in interest. The 
firiends of the Society can hardly subserve its interests better than by 
giving this paper a wide circulation ; 6 copies of which are furnished 
for $1, and forty for $5, always payable in advance, and they may be 
distributed as desired in any part of the country. 

AMOUNT PRINTED AND CIRCULATED. 

During the year there have been printed, (exclusive of the Ameri- 
can Messenger, and the Society's Annual Report and occasional do- 
cuments,) 217,000 volumes, 5,536,000 publications, 96,118,000 pages; 
and circulated 192,480 volumes, 4,937,684 publications, 91,471,456 
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pages, being 10,664,996 pages more than in the year preceding. To- 
tal circulated since the formation of the Society, 2,118,886 volumes, 
73,340,753 publications, 1,391,325,967 pages. 

Of German volumes 28,000 have been printed and 12,000 circulated 
during the year ; of Baxter's Call 20,000 printed during the year, and 
of AUeine's Alarm and Harlan Page 8000 each ; of Tract No. 445, 
The Holy Ghost Resisted, 200,000 copies ; No. 446, The Stricken 
Bride, 188,000; No. 442, The Sinner and the Savior; and No. 453, 
The Sinner Believing, each 176,000; and of five other four-page 
Tracts, about 150,000 each. 

GRANTS OP PUBLICATIONS. 

The efficient introduction of the colporteur system has largely in- 
creased the gratuitous distribution of the Society's publications, the 
grants by colporteurs and agents of the Society amounting to no less 
than 10,948,982 pages, swelling the total gratuitous distributions for 
the year, as by the list in the Appendix, which the Committee have 
sanctioned in 974 distinct grants, to 20,773,996 pages, exceeding the 
grants of the last year by more than 6,000,000 pages. Of the grants 
for the year, besides the nearly eleven mUlion pages circulated by col- 
porteurs and agents, 2,149,052 have been granted to Auxiliaries ; 
759,000 circulated by Home and Domestic missionaries ; 124,145 in 
Sabbath-schools ; 501,840 in Literary and Humane, and Criminal insti- 
tutions; 735,136 on our lakes, canals and rivers; 112,595 on ship- 
ping for foreign ports; 290,226 by Seamen's Chaplains; 1,659,816 in 
Foreign lands ; and 3,493,204 by individuals. 

In addition to the above, 3,541,125 pages have been delivered to 
members and Directors ; making the total gratuitous circulation of the 
year more than twenty four million pages, in value sixteen thousand 
dollars, 

MeceiptB auA ISxpendiiures. 

The receipts for the year have been $108,484 44, of which 
$51,804 13 are the proceeds of sales, and $56,680 31 donations. The 
donations include $5220 82 in legacies ; $4382 78 designated for fo- 
reign distribution, and $18,781 98 for colportage. 

The expenditures equal the receipts, $57,987 10 having been paid 
for paper, printing and binding; $20,000 remitted for foreign and 
pagan lands; and $15,011 15 expended for colportage, (exclusive 
of books to the value of $7299 distributed gratuitously.) 
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The Sodety^s Branches atid Attxiliaries have borne a liberal share 
in furnishing the above receipts. 

The American Tract Society at Boston has remitted $7070 for col- 
portage, $2500 for foreign distribution, and $8504 71 for publications. 
Total $18,074 71. 

Connecticut Branch at Hartford, $200 for publications, besides 
$2568 30 in donations from that city, including $532 from ladies, and 
a legacy of $500. 

New-Yorh City, Female Branch, $923 92 for publications, and 
$542 87 in donations; Newtowoi, L. I. Female Auxiliary, donations, 
$161 09; Troy, $412 52 for publications, and $110 12 donations. 
Philadelphia, $2163 27 ; Baltimore, $718 28 ; Norfolk, Va. $228 64 ; 
Virginia Society at Richmond, $743 75 ; Savannah Colporteur Asso- 
ciation, $543 33 ; Louisville, Ky. Young Men's Auxiliary, $208 17 ;

HOJIIi: OPERATIONS. 

An open Bible and a free conscience is the heritage of our land. 
May it never be wrested from us. Our free institutions cannot exist 
without the Bible. Blessings on the instrumentalities that seek to give 
ubiquity to the inspired Word. The authorized expounders of the 
Bible, too, — the faithful, intelligent Pastors and Missionaries, — who 
can over-estimate their value as the teachers of the religion of Christ 
and the constituted leaders of the sacramental host 1 Whatever effi- 
ciency other schemes of evangelization may possess, they are necessa- 
rily incomplete, unless they are associated with, directed by, or pre- 
pare the way for the Gospel Ministry and the revealed Word. 

But while God has conferred special honor on his own inspired 
oracles and the commissioned ministry, he has authorized and enjoined 
many auxiliary instrumentalities. The promised gifts of the Holy 
Spirit for the world's salvation are not made to the sacred volume or 
the ministry as separate from, but as identified with the jprayers, and 
lahoTB of his own »pirittial church. Every redeemed soul, however 
humble or exalted, bears a responsibility in this great work. The 
mother training her infant for God and the obscurest widow prayer- 
fully consecrating her two mites are employing means which he 
has appointed and will bless. Every individual christian must be 
" the salt of the earth," and " ready always to give to every man a 
reason of the hope that is in him ;" when he " heareth " the Gospel mes- 
sage he must repeat it and " say, come," and himself " shine as a light 
in the world, holding forth the word of life." It is the positive injunc- 
tion of the Most High ; and if obeyed, how would the hands of the 
ministry be strengthened and their hearts be cheered ! What efficient 
service might the people of God render in spreading his Gospel, espe- 
cially in " compelling men to come in " from the highways and hedges 
of sin all around us, and wait on the ministrations of the sanctuary ; 
and what admirable helps in this service has he provided in the ivri- 
tings of inspired prophets and apostles, and of his ministers and ser- 
vants, who " being dead yet speak " in the works now richly laid to 
our hands. 

Such labors of love are blessed in every clime ; but the destitute 
OP OUR OWN COUNTRY have peculiar claims. Millions of our enterprising, 
accessible, growing population, native and foreign, after all that has 
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been done and is doing in every way, are " perishing for lack of 
vision/* This astounding &ct causes our eye to weep and our heart 
to bleed. Wis must seek to convey to them at least some crumbs of the 
bread of life. We must reach them with the '' Calls " and ** Alarms " . 
which God has so much blessed, and with tears invite them to read, 
and believe, and live for ever. We mu^t tell them of their danger in 
living without God, his word and ordinances, and point them to the 
coming wrath and the bleeding Sacrifice £>r sin. Grod has brought 
their necessities to our view ; he has raised up praying, humble men, 
willing to go to them at their homes — '' necessity is laid upon us, yea, 
wo is unto us " if we do not tohat we can for their salvation. We beg 
all other agencies to speed their course, to redouble their energies, 
to linger not ; for the enemy ** cometh in like a flood,'* threatening all 
that we hold dear. God forgive us that we have done no more« We 
hear his voice caJling us to these destitute abodes, whether native or 
immigrant, protestant or Romanist, and we would obey. This is the 
work on which God and the churches have evidently smiled, embodied 
in what may be termed 

The tBUoMTiean Colpmrteur System. 

The name is derived from the French, and is synonymous with 
pious book-hearer f implying personal effort for the spiritual welfare of 
men, in connexion with the diffusion of good books, Tracts and Bibles. 

The History of Colportage, in its broadest sense, is traced from the 
apostolic days to the Reformation, when the ,715 books and tracts 
written by Luther, during the thirty years of his public life, were dif- 
fused by converted monks and others : Farel, Zuingle, and the other 
Reformers also employing the press and Colporteur labors, and estab- 
lishing a Tract and Bible Society, and a Colporteur Association at 
Basle as early as 1524. John Knox, and his associates, who rescued 
Scotland from the hands of the Pope 1^ itinerant labors, and stamped 
upon it that character of indomitable firmness in the love and defence 
of the truth, which has continued to this day, as manifested on a recent 
illustrious occasion ; and Howell Harris, a lawyer, who at the lowest 
ebb of piety in Wales, went from house to house and from parish to 
parish, blazing like a beacon-fire on the summit of Snowdon, rekin- 
dling the fires of devotion in thousands of hearts, and leaving 600 con- 
gregations among the beautiful Welch mountains and valleys as a 
monument of his zeal ; and the English Reformers and Non-Conform- 
istSy who employed the press and personal labors for diffusing the 
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Grospel among the common people ; and the Moravians and the Wes- 
leyans — with a system borrowed from the Moravians — these and others 
might record, in letters of light, the history of Colportage. 

Its more modem history on the Continent of Europe and in connex- 
ion with some foreign missions, and in a modified form in our own 
country, under the names of Volume Circulation and Tract Visitation ; 
by which nearly 2,000,000 of volumes and tens of millions of Tracts 
have been circulated, v^ith the co-operation of many thousands of active 
christians^ is sufficiently familiar. 

The elements of power involved in the system are the individual influx 
ence of man over his fellow-man in private, personal intercourse ; and 
the Press — perhaps the mightiest known engine of intellectual and 
moral power, and these combined and sanctified by the Word and 
Spirit of God. 

The spirit of the enterprise is eminently catholic and evangelical, as 
is apparent from the fact that the Colporteurs in commission during 
the year have been connected with nine different evangelical denomi- 
nations, and that grants of books have been made indiscriminately 
among the destitute. The sole purpose of the Society is to make 
known Christ and him crucified, as the only Savior of lost sinners — 
considering it of small moment, comparatively, from what regiment 
of the church militant the soldier of the cross is promoted to the church 
triumphant, if he be found at last bearing the victor's palm. In this 
spirit, the Committee are enabled to rejoice in the prosperity of every 
evangelical interest. There is more than scope and occasion for all. 
The Colporteur may be the pioneer and herald of the Missionary : the 
Missionary may encourage and direct the Colporteur : the Bible may- 
give relish to the streams which spiritual writers have drawn from it ; 
these streams may often lead the soul to the fountain. Let not the 
ear say to the eye, " I have no need of thee." 

The peculiar field for colportage embraces the absolute destHutions 
of the country, existing in all our great cities ; on the numerous islands 
along our coast; in the lumber districts of the East; on. the frontiers 
of the North; on the extended mountain ranges dividing the East 
from the West ; among the barren " Pines," stretching down for 1000 
miles to the Gulf; around the bayous and hammocks of the South ; in 
the forests or along the borders of the ocean-prairies and lakes of the 
West ; among the million Romanists, and the 2,500,000 of German 
and other foreign inmiigrants. 
^ The necessity for such a system appears from the extent of territory 
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and sparseness of population — a Colporteur in Georgia having travel- 
led 900 miles to reach 28 T families, and another in Arkansas 5200 
miles to reach 2000 families, or nearly an average of three miles from 
« family to family; from the existing destitutions of other means of 
grace, Colporteurs frequently finding families and some entire neigh- 
borhoods where an evangelical sermon has not been heard for four, 
eight, and even twelve years, and a single county in the State of New- 
York having 1298 families destitute of the Scriptures ; from the fact 
that masses of the people who hear preaching at all, hear it from the 
lips of uneducated and secular men, and need an intelligent G-ospel, 
diffused by an intelligent agency. The necessity of colportage is fur- 
ther seen in the prevalence of error, Rbmanism, Infidelity, &c.i the 
victims of which will not come to a Protestant sanctuary, and must be 
reached at their homes, or not at all; in the vast . increase of immi- 
grants who must be approached by pious men with pious books, in 
their several languages, until an adequate ministry can be raised up : 
and in the corrupt condition of the popular press, which may be in- 
ferred from the fact that in this city 65 daily, weekly and monthly pe- 
riodicals furnished in April, 1843, on a careful analysis, the amount of 
2401 12mo. pages of literary matter, including 1986 thotwaB fictitious, 
licentious and infidel, to 1118 pages of commercial, 742 political, 755 
religious, and 480 of miscellaneous intelligence. So that nearly, twice 
as much periodical printing in New- York, according to this average, 
and excluding cheap pamphlets, is devoted to fictitious and injurious 
matter as to commerce, and nearly three times as much as to political 
or religious intelligence ! Put these things together and say whether 
a system that contemplates conveying an oral and printed gospel mes- 
sage to every destitute abode, can be dispensed with. 

The easy adaptation of the Colporteur system to the various unevan- 
gelized classes of an heterogeneous population is worthy of remark. 
Already, in the infancy of the enterprise, a converted sailor goes in 
his boat, with sails or oars, from island to island along the coast of 
Maine ; others visit and supply the shipping, or the thousands of rafl:- 
xnen and boatmen at southern ports; pious Germans approach the 
immigrants from the land of Luther, with devotional books and spirit- 
ual instruction in their own rich and noble tongue ; zealous Frenchmen 
endeavor to enlighten and save their volatile countrymen on the north- 
em frontier and in Louisiana : a convert from the Mennonists visits the 
people of that one among the numerous fanatical German sects ; and 
truly converted Romanists, with almost apostolic zeal and success.

seek to dispel the darkness resting on the minds of the followers of the 
man of sin. What need prevent the extension of this principle of 
common-sense adaptation to the Welch, Irish, Italian, Danish, Nor- 
wegian and other immigrants, whether Jew or Gentile, Protestant or • 
Romanist f 

Thorough Supervision forms a part of the plan of Colportage. Grene- 
ral Agents for the Northern, Middle, Southern, Western and South- 
western States explore the country, secure and instruct Colporteurs, 
address churches and interest them in the surrounding destitutions, 
and raise funds for sustaining the operations. One of this class at the 
far South has provided for . four Colporteurs in Florida, and secured 
one ; and secured one each for Alabama, Georgia and other States ; 
raised $1300 at New-Orleans and $1200 at Mobile — in all $4000 in six 
months, where, perhaps, $500 could not have been expected without 
his visit ; and has travelled thousands of miles on steamboats, railroads, 
and in stages — ^the accommodations having been gratuitously tendered 
him, in view of the philanthropic and christian character of his impor- 
tant enterprise. Does '' prejudice," said to exist against '' agents," 
extend to such men? If it does, it is wicked and absurd. Efficient 
and experienced Agents for the immediate supervision of the financial 
concerns of the department are also employed; Mr. Seely Wood hav- 
ing the oversight of 30 Colporteurs at the West. 

By an arrangement with the Am. Bible Society and its Auxiliaries, 
connected with the generous grant of 500 Bibles and 1500 Testaments, 
the Colporteurs are supplied with the Scriptures for distribution among 
absolutely destitute families. 

RESULTS OF THE PAST TEAR. 

Duiing the year, 76 Colporteurs and Volume Agents, including 23 
Germuis and Frenchmen, have been engaged in the work, of whom 10 
have dosed their labors, the whole number now in the field being./f/ify- 
seoen^ including 18 German and French, and exclusive of those in the 
service of the American Tract Society, Boston, the Baltimore Branch, 
the Virginia Tract Society, and the Savannah Colporteur Association. 
In addition to the above, 15 have been commissioned who are about 
to enter upon their labors, and 14 Theolo^cal Students have been 
conmnssioned for the term of three months. 

It is estimated that at least 35,000 ftmiUes have each been supplied 
with a book like Baxter's Call or the Saints' Aest, gratuitously, and 
tens of thousands with Tracts. The co6t of publications distributed 
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gratuitously by Colporteurs is $7300. The sales on the western field, 
under the supervision of Mr. Wood, amount to nearly 50,000 volumes 
of the value of $11,300, and the grants to about 18,000 volumes. 

The intellectual, moral and spiritual bearings of this work are deve- 
loped below in connexion with a condensed statement of the labors of 
each Colporteur. It may be well to gather up a few items of interest, 
illustrated by a fact or two in outline, as specimens of the great mass 
of facts of which the body of the report is composed. 

Temperance, Every Colporteur is in a sense a Temperance Agent. 
Besides addresses given and pledges obtained by nearly all, a Colpor- 
teur in the mountains of Kentucky has put out the fires of at least one 
distillery ; and a German Colporteur in Ohio was the means of leading 
a Universalist distiller to abandon his establishment, which cost him 
$1000, and the man and v^fe, his brother and wife, and mother, were 
hopefully converted. 

Education, A Colporteur in Indiana gave a[Tract volume to a family 
without a reader in it. The mother being taken sick, a girl came into 
the family, who read the book in her hearing. It was the means of her 
conversion, and of leading her to send her children to school, which 
she had never done before, and of bringing the family, into a chris- 
tian church. Sabbath schools are encouraged or established where 
the influence of the Colporteur can eflect it. The American, German 
and French Colporteurs at New Orleans each have schools under their 
direction, gathered from the poor. 

Intelligent piety is promoted by the thousands of practical treatises 
placed in the hands of professors of religion, many of whom have been 
found without a religious book or even a Bible in the house. 

attendance on public worship is invariably increased. '* Hundreds 
have been brought to the house of Grod," vmtes one, who states that 
previous to his visit not more than 500 out of 2500 population of a 
town were accustomed to attend the sanctuary. Other facts cor« 
Toborate this. 

Fictitious and injurious reading has been supplanted. In Florida the 
Colporteur sold 25 volumes in a family where the children were en- 
^ged in reading fiction ; another in Illinois has bartered Doddridge 
and Baxter for " the Devil on two sticks " and other trash, committing 
it to the flames. 

Infidelity has been refuted. Nelson's work on infidelity has accom- 
plished and is accomplishing wonders. An infidel judge in Tennessee 
vras led to Christ by it ; he loaned it to two lav^exs on his circuit, who 
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were also converted, and established meetings, in which some 200 souls 
were hopefully bom from above. An infidel in Wiskonsan, with his 
son and daughter, were led to the Savior by it, the two former publicly 
renouncing their skepticism in a prayer-meeting held by the Colpor- 
teur in that territory. 

Romanism has been successfully encountered by this system. The 
fact that some of the Colporteurs are converted from Rome, draws 
crowds of that class to their meetings. A large number of this popula- 
tion have been hopefully led to Christ. In one instance, the leading 
Komanists in a town in Ohio went from house to house with the books, 
and sold or gave them to the people ; telling them that the Colporteur 
wjM right, and wished to bring them back to primitive Christianity and 
the Bible. They have sent for him again in that place. What a rebuke 
is ftirnishiBd by facts like these, of the prevalent spirit of unbelief as 
to the conversion of Romanists ! 

The success of the Society's efforts among the German populaiion, 
which constitutes one of the most inviting and influential fields of evan- 
gelical effort in the world, has been cheering. Self-denying pastors 
have been encouraged and strengthened by this timely co-operation. 
One of the ablest and most distinguished divines of the German com- 
munion writes, " I look upon the Colporteur work as emphatically the 
bow of promise for the country at this time, spanning with light and 
hope a horizon where only clouds and darkness might otherwise seem 
to reign." The German Colporteurs are not excelled by any others in 
zeal and devotedness. One of them preached almost daily, holding a 
prayer-meeting in the morning, and going froyi house to house during 
the day with his books. Another braved the yellow fever at New Or- 
leans, visiting the fever hospitals, and ministering to the temporal and 
spiritual wants of the sick and dying ; and was finally prostrated by 
the epidemic, but has recovered and continues his work. A great change 
is going forward in the German communities, and the aid of Colpor- 
tage is most opportune. 

Individual conversions are reported by nearly every Colporteur, 
though, from the nature of the work, the fruit from the seed sown must 
necessarily be brought to the knowledge of the laborer mostly at the 
great harvest day. 

Revivals of religion are reported by American Colporteurs in New 
York, North Carolina, Tennessee, Kentucky, Missouri, Wiskonsan, &c. 
and by German Colporteurs in Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indiana, &c. A 
Wiskonsan Colporteur has been in the midst of many revival scenes, 
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some of which have had immediate connexion with his labors and the 
perusal of the publications ; and a German laborer in Pennsylvania has 
witnessed amazing displays of Divine grace in nearly every place visit- 
ed — in one not less than 50 persons having been reported as hopefully 
converted, and this in a region never before thus blessed with the 
outpouring of the Spirit. 

The Reflex influence of the Colporteur system has been increasingly 
manifest, in prompting to kindred voluntary efforts to save the souls of 
the destitute. A distinguished gentleman in Kentucky, with his ladjt 
have made frequent Colporteur excursions into neighboring districts ; 
two clergymen in Georgia have undertaken the visitation of every fa- 
mily in their respective counties with books ; the Savannah Colporteur 
Association has employed several Colporteurs, sustaining the entire 
expense of the effort ; individuals, churches, associations, and Presby- 
teries, in many parts of the country, are making arrangements for the 
supply of destitutions in their vicinity. One of, the richest blessings of 
the system is thus experienced : may it be extended, until every be- 
nighted household and every desolate heart in our land is gladdened 
with the Gospel ! 

IVeur £n§:land« 

The American Tract Society, at Boston, has continued its cor- 
iial and efficient co-operation. The labors of its excellent Secretary 
Rev. Seth Bliss, and Rev. Messrs. Holmes and Ferguson, with the 
circulation of 12,000 copies of the American Messenger, have served 
to quicken greatly the interest in this department among the churches. 
Numerous individuals and congregations have contributed each $150, 
or more, for the compensation of a Colporteur; and the " Boston La- 
dies' Association for Evangelizing the West" paid into the treasury 
of the Parent Society $881 95 during its first year. 

The receipts and expenditures for the year ending May 15, 1843, 
were $28,359, of which $18,067 10 consisted in donations and lega- 
cies. The dumber of volumes circulated during the year was 38,637. 
Grants, including aniount delivered to Life Members and Directors, 
$3184 52. The amount received by this Society from the Society at 
Boston during the past year is $18,074, including $7070 for Colport- 
age and $2500 for Foreign Distribution. 

Messrs. Bourne and Bridges, and Rev. Messrs. Eaton, Mace and 
Bailey have been employed as Colporteurs or Volume Agents in the 
more destitute parts of the Eastern States and on the Islands along the 
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Maine coast. As the reports of these laborers will be extensively cir- 
culated in the Annual Report of that Society, they are omitted here. 

The " Boston City Missionary Society," having four Missionaries 
and 398 Tract Visiters, has distributed 164,603 Tracts, and reports 
abundant spiritual blessings connected with its labors and the truth 
diffused. 

JXlassactaasetts. 

Mr, Charles Peabody, of the Union Theological Seminary, N. Y. 
spent fifteen weeks during the summer in Berkshire coimty, and ef- 
fected the circulation of 2200 volumes, amounting to $560, and distri- 
buted 200 volumes gratuitously. His labors were mainly devoted to 
the mountainous towns, and were very arduous. Among other cases 
of the usefulness of the publications, Mr. P. reports the following : 



A heedless young man in B was presented with a copy of Baxter's Call. As he read he wept

In the same town, Mr. W arose in a meeting at a school-house and stated that Baxter's Call 

led him to the Savior when quite young. He succeeded in procuring the Christian Library in that 
district 

A Pastor in T writes that The Evidences of Christianity, sold by Mr. P., had been instnimental 

in convincing an Infidel of his error, who loaned it to other Infidels with the hope of good. 

Mr. Samuel Bayliss succeeded Mr. Peabody, and has devoted the 
winter chiefly to the destitute towns and neighborhoods in Berkshire 
county. During three months and a half previous to March 20, Mr. B, 
sold 1332 volumes, amounting to $317 52^ and distributed 137 books and 
17,000 pages of Tracts gratuitously. He addressed 56 public meet- 
ings ; held 19 prayer-meetings, and found 60 families destitute of reli- 
gious books. 

"In it was with difficulty I could gain a hearing:," writes Mr. B. "and 

I found great indifference to all benevolent enterprises. But even there some evi- 
dence of good was manifest. A lady called upon me to say that she was converted 
by means of Baxter's Call, and she wished for some of the precious books to distri- 
bute among her neighbors. 

DestifMtion, — ^^ I have been astonished," writes Mr. B. ** at the destitution and 
ignorance that exists in some of the towns in this county. I could not have believed 
without personal knowledge of the fact, that there were entire towns with a popula- 
tion of more than 400, in the State of Massachusetts, enjoying no stated means of 
grace, and in which so many families are ignorant of the Gospel. On my way to 
one of these places I overtook a boy 12 years old, whom I took into my sleigh and 
conversed with. He said they had never had a Sabbath-school, though his mother 
sometimes attended meeting. He could read a little, but had never read in the 
Bible. He did not know what the ten commandments were ; had heard of the Lord 
Jesus Christ, but did not know who he was. 

** A preacher living in the mountains, in a house partly built of logs, with whom 
I spent the Sabbath, was persuaded his people knew nothing about the Society, and 
all the knowledge he had of it was from the Extra Messenger containing the proceed- 
ings of its public meeting. His people did not take any religious periodicals. I 
addressed them in as simple a way as I could : the preacher seemed interested and 
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told his people he should like to hear more on the subject, but for the communion. 
A deacon, whom we found smoking his pipe when we entered the church, said he 
had forgotten that it was communion and had not prepared for it, so that I had the 
opportunity of addressing them again. I distributjed Tracts and books in that 
neighborhood. 

" In C and F there is no religious organization or stated preaching. I 

find a great deal of Unlversalism and unbelief in various forms, yet a few attend my 
meetings for prayer every evening." 

Termont* 

The Hon. Francis Willson, Agent, has visited 42 churches in 
Western Vermont and 9 in Washington Co. N. Y. During eight 
months about $1300 in donations have been paid into the Treasury 
from his field, besides $58 for publications and $73 for the ** Messen- 
ger." A growing interest has been manifested by the christian com- 
munity ; the Scotch churches, with others, giving cheering indications 
of attachment. Among the interesting moral changes on his field, Mr. 
W. notices the improvement of morals among the boatmen on the 
Champlain canal, the Sabbath being better observed, and many of the 
men being brought under the influence of religious instruction. He 
attributes this state of things, in a great degree, under God, to the 
labors of a few devoted christians at Troy and Whitehall, in connex- 
ion with Tract distribution. Mr. W. also speaks of the condition of 
the numerous French catholic population, and of arrangements for their 
spiritual improvement. 

Instance of Consecration, 

" In R Co." says Mr. W. " is a plain farmer of some property, who, when 

he embraced Christ 6 or 7 years since, made a willing surrender of all to him. 
Since that time his life has been a series of efforts at home and abroad for the ad- 
vancement of Christ's kingdom. Much of his time in winter is spent in destitute 
neighborhoods in his own and adjoining towns, in labors to bring sinners to Christ. 
When a Bible Depository was established, he undertook to supply the destitute in 
his region ; and let it be sounded in the ears of sluggish christians, that this faithful 
servant of his Master has purchased at his own expense, and distribiued toith his own 
handy between 500 and 600 Bibles and Testaments within the last two or three years. 
When I opened to him the Colporteur system, he seemed to be overwhelmed with 
the measure of blessings that would flow from it. Many precious souls have been 
led to Christ by his efforts. 

** Being a large farmer, he has many Romanists in his employ, over whom he ex- 
erts a strong influence. < Treat them kindly and give them Bibles and good books,* 
is his motto. As he came into church, he brought with him 3 or 4 of this class and 
gave them the best seats. On one occasion a Frenchman who had been in his ser- 
vice wished to be hired again, giving as the reason, that *then he could read his 
Bible.' So it is; if we will only labor in faith and love, we may be assured that 
God will honor the service." 

Rhode Island. 

Mr. John Clark has continued his labors in this State throughout 
the year, devoting his attention chiefly to the destitute towns and 
neighborhoods. He has formed 11 societies for promoting Tract visi- 
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tation, with 186 visiters ; sold 1958 volumes ; supplied 438 families 
gratuitously; procured 1926 subscribers for the American Messen- 
ger, and collected more than 1000 dollars in donations. 

The destitution of some parts of Mr. C.'s field is lamentable. With an imperfect 
supply of very imperfect preaching, several towns have scarcely any other means 
of grace. "I have visited G— , B— and F— ," writes Mr. C. "and have found in 
all, say 20 or 25 of our books, and a few of the ' Life of Colby,' which constituted all, 
or nearly all the religious boots in the possession of the people ; and yet two of these 
towns contain 144 square miles and 5000 inhabitants. I have no evidence that 
there is more than one family altar on the 144 square miles.'' 

"I have often gone weeping from house to house, that the Savior was reviled and 
the Bible ridiculed. Sometimes I have been obliged to tie my horse in the woods 
and walk two to four miles to give as many books ; and perhaps find some souls in- 
quiring after the truth. I have thus visited almost 700 families in B. and G. and 
deposited some portion of truth in every family." 

Mr. Clark has done much to interest christians in R. I. in the spiritual condition 
of the destitute population around them. He explored a. neglected neighborhood 
called " Hell-bum woods,'' where a large number of families were found in utier 
ignorance of the Gospel. Benevolent ladies residing within a few miles were stirred 
up to efifort; have established a Sabbath-school, and provided shoes and clothing for 
the poor children. About 50 children are now taught in that school. 

Select Facts. 

After speaking of the convenion of a Roman Catholic by means of a part of a Testament, and of the 
conversion of an Infidel by a blessinifon Nelson's " Cause and Cure," Mr. C.meniions numerous cases 
in which his labors and the publications he distributes have been blessed. 

Wretched and happy,—** If any body in the world has reason to love Tracts," said a woman in S. to 
Mr. C. "I have. About two years since my husband was intemperate, and was uuwillinp 1 should join 
the church. 1 was wretched ; my children were wretched ; we were all wretched ! A Tract was put 
into his hands, which, by God's blessing, made him a sober man and soon a christian. Next Sabbath 
we are both to be baptized and join the church. Now I am happy; my husband and children are 
happy ; we are all happy !'* 

Harlan Page and the death-bed. — ** I found a young man evidently near the grave; but his eyes in- 
dicated that there was peace within. When I entered be said, ' Do you not remember selling me Har- 
lan Page about three years ago ?' I replied that I had forgotten the circumstance. * But I shall never 
forget you nor the book,' said he. Mt has been the means of preparing me for the death-bed, and I 
shall bless God eternally for it.' " 

The book in the leather hag.~-\ Free-will Baptist minister in T. states that he gave Pike's " Per- 
suasives " to an impenitent man, who was led to the Savior by its perusal. He made a leather hair 
for it that it miirht not be injured, and commenced lending it extensively. When I last heard Arom 
the book in the bag, it had been instrumental of the conversion of two others. 

Praying aloud.— "A woman in S. who had not heard a sermon for many years, and was too poor to 
pay 6 cents for Baxter's Call, wept for joy as I gave her the book. After exhorting her to flee to 
Christ, I proposed to pray with her. ' O yes, yes! if you can pray alotuL I thought you looked like 
a minister, but I did not dare to ask you to pray, for fear you were not.' I told her I was not a minis- 
ter. *What!' said she, *not a minister and pray too!' What a comment on the conduct of pro- 
fessors of religion who restrain prayer ! 

A good hargaim.'^** That library my wife bought of you when I was absent," said a man in 8. " was 
a good bargain. If she would always make as good bargains she should do all the trading ! I have 
read all the books, and they are good. I had neglected to pray in my family ; but after reading 
Nevin's Practical Thoughts, I could not rest till the altar was erected, and now I hope I am a better 
man." 

" Many more facts might be stated, which give full evidence of the importance of 
sowing the good seed broad-cast over the land. Scarce a day passes when I have 
visited a place a second time, without fresh testimony that God designs this work as 
an important means of converting the. world. One visit is not enough ; we must go 
and go again to the abode of the unevangelized. There is a readiness to receive the 
truth, and wo be to us if we do not impart it.'* 
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Connecticut. 

Rev. Amos Savage, General Agent for Connecticut and Berkshire 
county, Massachusetts, has visited 138 of the 285 Congregational, and 
108 Baptist churches ; preached 184 times, and remitted $3700 in 
donations. The whole amount paid into the treasury during the year 
from Connecticut is $9156. 

" I knov7 not," says Mr. Savage, " that any prejudice exists against 
the Society's plans, objects or publications. The colporteur system is 
well received and highly approved. The obstacles, so far as they ex- 
ist, to the successful prosecution of my agency, arise, 1. from want of 
information as to the importance of the Society's work ; 2. the want 
of a systematic plan of benevolent contributions ; 3. the frequent 
change of pastors ; 4. an unreasonable prejudice against the system 
of agencies, occasioned by incompetent men or unworthy objects. It 
should be said, however, that personally I have experienced but little 
difficulty from this latter cause. I have been excluded but from one 
pulpit among Congregationalists or Baptists since I have been in the 
State, and that was on the ground of having no agents. Nothing has 
been done by that church for our Society for several years. The in- 
creased receipts during the year have been chiefly from the churches 
visited by the agent. 

" The work of the Tract Society seems more important in its bear- 
ing on the world's conversion, in my estimation, the longer I contem- 
plate it and labor to promote it. May the Spirit of God attend the 
truth thus disseminated, and the good seed produce a plentiful 
harvest !" 

IVew-Tork. 

Rev. L. D. Howell, General Agent for Western New- York, pre- 
sents an inspiriting view of the whole work on his field, in his extend- 
- ed annual report. He notices, among other interesting features, the 
increased attention to systematic efforts for the spiritual good of the 
whole population — " in most of the prominent villages, and many of 
the rural towns. Tract visitation being pursued with zeal and success. 
The number of Tract visiters in the thirty-two counties is estimated 
at 4000, who reach families embracing about 400,000 souls. The so- 
lemnity of the meetings, and the many cases of conversion, show the 
measure of the Divine blessing. The publications and enterprises of 
the Society are rising in the estimation of intelligent christians." 
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Spiritual Wants, 



"The destitution is nevertheless very grreat. In a single congregation of O 

county there are eight large neighborhoods within two and a half miles of the 
church, from which scarcely a single individual attends a religious meeting. Other 
districts are even more destitute. A Bible agent informed me that nearly fifly Ger- 
man families were found in one neighborhood, with readers in most of them, but 
without a Bible in any. Ministers and laymen in that county concurred in the esti- 
mate that at least one half of the population were living in utter neglect of religion, 
while one-seventh only were in connexion with evangelical churches. The repre- 
sentations of your colporteurs on this field are not exaggerated. In several counties, 
it is feared, at least one half of the people are destitute of the means of grace.'' 

AAer speaking of the extent and condition of the German population on his field, 
Mr. Howell expresses his conviction that " a colporteur is indispensable in almost 
every county in Western New- York. If one hundred and twenty Home Mission- 
aries are needed to occupy posts already prepared for them, there is territory enough 
remaining in the most wild and dismal state to require a large number of men to go 
from door to door, and carry the Gospel to individual minds in a manner adapted to 
their various peculiarities ; thus clearing up ihe ground and putting it in readiness 
for the culture of educated ministers. 

"The receipts from my field amount to $6000, with encouragements to expect a 

considerable increase during the current year. Our generous patron at R , 

who has repeatedly given $1000 for foreign distribution, has added $1000 to his 
yearly ofifering for the express purpose of sustaining colportage.'' 

Rev. Mr. H. then discusses in a forcible and eloquent manner the refiex influence 
of colportage on christian character, and the bearing of colportage on the foreign 
field. 

The Secretary for this department, with the aid of Rev. Mr. 
M'Glashan and Mr. Pierson, made an effort in October for the circu- 
lation of volumes in a few towns on Long Island, adjacent to New- 
York. At Williamsburgh nearly 800 volumes were sold, and about 
700 at Newtown. 

Mr. George W. Harwood has devoted eleven months to colporteur 
labors in Allegany county, during which time 9688 families have 
been visited either by the colporteur or by christian friends who have 
co-operated with him ; 3392 families have been conversed or prayed 
with ; he has held 97 prayer-meetings, and 2223 volumes have been 
sold, amounting to ^555 62 ; seven hundred and sixty-six families have 
been supplied gratuitously each with a book, and every family ynih a 
Tract; and twelve hundred and ninety-eight families were 
DESTITUTE OP A BiBLE. About ouo-third of the families were desti- 
tute of all religious books except the Bible. 

**This is the first and only thorough visitation ever made in Allegany county,'' 
writes Mr. H. enclosing his annual report. **A11 has been done that zeal and ener- 
gy could accomplish by way of sales. You notice that 9688 families have been 
reached. A printed message has been \efX in every family; not one has been know- 
ingly passed by. In reviewing the work, we may take satisfaction in the promise 
of Grod, that bread cast upon the waters shall return after many days. These 2600 
preachers from the dead will not preach in vain. Indeed, some sheaves have been 
already gathered. Richard Baxter has many spiritual children in Allegany. The 
adversary had rather see almost any other being come into his dominions than a col- 
porteur^ armed with tried weapons and scattering all around him the arrows gf 
the Spirit. 
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<« As a manifest result of this movement, the poor have had the Gospel preached 
to them ; many hundreds have been gathered into the house of God, and the Bible 
cause has received a new impulse. An old man has just been started over my 
track with Bibles, and I am endeavoring to furnish him with $50 worth of 
Tracts. I have made a great effort to get the churches to take hold of this work of 
giving the Bible to their neighbors. 

** There is another year's work in Cattaraugus county. 1 have visited a few towns 
in Cattaraugus, and think the destitution will not be much less than in Allegany, 
and 600 or 800 Bibles will be required. I am glad of the arrangement with the Bi- 
ble Society for the supply of colporteurs, and wish it could have been effected at an 
earlier day. 

" I have paid from my own pocket the expenses of a Tract Missionary for six 
weeks, in the southern part of the county of Steuben, during the past winter. I 
have taken some pains for a few months to ascertain what proportion of the inha- 
bitants attend church in Allegany county. You will hardly credit the result. A sin- 
gle statement will illustrate the state of things substantially in this respect on the 

'whole field. In the town of A y the population, according to the census of 

1840, was 2500. The ministers in that town report less than 500 who regularly at- 
tend church anywhere ; add 100 who perhaps enter the sanctuary once or twice a 
year, and you have 600 as the aggregate of those who are seen in the house of God ; 
and the average attendance does not exceed ^75. Allowing that there are 400 chil- 
dren, 100 of whom attend Sabbath- school, we have 1600 persons in a single town 
who are not under the direct influence of the Gospel !'' 

An interesting sketch of Mr. Har wood's labors has been inserted in the Messen- 
ger, and is omitted here. We subjoin a few facts. 

Infidels busy. 

Speakinff of the eflbrts of infidels to diffuse error, Mr. H. states that one ku$idred and fTtf 
eoptes of Paine's " Ag-e of Reasoa" were recently distributed in one town. An infidel, worth per- 
haps flOfOOO, who recently had a small religious volume riven him, threw it in the fire, and said 
iJr he had the last copy of the Bible in the world he would treat it in the same way. 

An Infidel becoming a Harlan Page, 

** A younr man who has aided me zealously for a week in the distribution of volumes, informs 

me that a few months ago he was the ringleader of about fifty infidels in . He was their 

nreachgr ; and that he might make the Bible ridiculous, he says he has taken it, and in reading 
it publicly, put in words and taken out otkere^ to ehou kit hearere that it contradicU iUelf! The 
Tract, *The Sinner Condemned Already* was the means of his conversion, and he entertains a 
lively feeling of gratitude to the American Tract Society as the means of his salvation. He is 
now anxious to prepare to preach the Gospel, that he may build up the feith he has labored so 
hard to destroy. He has assembled his infidel friends, renounced his infidelity, and preached Christ 
to them, which he intends to do day by day. 

** The minister in M says he has received a number of communicants to bis church in suc- 
cession, who ascribe their conversion, under God, to the publications of the Tract Society. 

The " Young Christian" and the young man. — A visiter paid for the "Young Christian," and gave 
it to a young man, who, on his death-bed, praised God for it as the means of leading him to the 
Savior. Hw mother cherishes lively gratitude toward the Society. 

Two ehurchee indebted to the American Tract Society for minietert,'—A few Sabbaths since, Rev 

Mr. R , of P , told his people they were indebted to the American Tract Society for 

their minister. One of the Society's volumes led him to Christ, and then to the ministry. Rev. 

Mr. A , of C , informed his congregation that Doddridge led him from the office of a 

judge of the eounty to that of a minister of Christ, and his people were indebted to that book, 
under God, for his labors for the last six years." 

Mr. George P. Horionhas spent a part of the year in colporteur la- 
bors in the destitute towns of Columbia county. He has sold nearly 
1100 volumes, and supplied 240 families gratuitously. During the 
first quarter Mr. H. distributed 900 volumes in five towns, and placed. 
a Tract in every family, accompanied almost invariably with religious 
conversation. Prayer-meetings were held nearly every evening in 
the districts visited, which were fully attended and solemn. 
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Blessing of the Spirit* • 

" Many are the thanks," writes Mr. H. " which daily ascend to God from the 
hearts of christians, and especially of converts, for the Tract Society and its publica- 
tions. On nearly every tovm viaiiedf the Spirit of the Lord has been poured out, and 
souls have been gathered into his kingdom. The Lord is raising up active christians, 
who go forth to the Master's work. There are many among these new-born souls 
to attest the power of the truth contained in your publications, and who ascribe their 
immortal hopes, under God, to their influence. One man stated publicly that he had 
lived a hardened sinner in sight of the meeting-house for years, with no care for 
eternal things till the visit of the colporteur. A blacksmith in the same place said 
to the church, " It was AUeine's Alarm for which I paid one shilling, that led 
me to the Savior." He shod my horse for nothing ; and when at his shop he pointed 
to " Feb. 14," marked on the side of his shop with chalk, as the day in which he 

found the Savior. At a farewell prayer-meeting my heart was filled with joy in 

hearing the prayers in behalf of the Society, its publications and its agent. 

'^ I have organized several Temperance Societies, one of 60 members, another of 
52, &c. : one at a tavern, embracing the landlord, son and daughter, bar-tender, 
ostler, cook, and four boarders, with eight members of a band of music that attended 
and enlivened the meeting. 

A Book sent to a young lady, 

" I endeavored to sell some books to a gentleman from C , but he refused, on the score of want 

oftimetoread; he also refused to receive one as a gift. I asked him if he had any children: to 
which he replied that he had one daughter aged 19. 1 sent her * Pike's Persuasives to Early Piety,' 
as a gift from the American Tract Society. A while after I was introduced to her, and learned that 
the book had done its office in leading her to the Savior, and that she had connected herself with 
Rev. Mr. M.'s church, at C '» 

" LitUe Henry and hU Bearer,'^-'** A lady of influence in L thinks it was the reading of Lit- 
tle Henry' that first directed her attention to the Savior. She was early taught to pray, but it was 
only a form, until after reading this book she offered her first prayer. She desires it now for her chil- 
dren, hoping it may exert a similar influence on them. ^Mr. R. states that the reading of a Tract 

four years since arrested his attention to divine things. 

" Tht last day» of Dr. Payson was among the Tracts distributed in a school in G . Some time 

afterwards a lady remarked to me that she could not be thankful enough for the Tract her daughter 
brought from school ; it had proved the means of her conversion, and her husband was thoughtful. 

The same Tract was carried home from school by a little boy in L , and the next day in visiting 

the families in that district, I found that the mother and two sisters of the boy were seriously im- 
pressed by reading it. 1 sold them four books, and had pleasing religious conversation." 

^ Pastor's estimate of Colporteur aid. 

The pastor of a church in Eastern New York writes, March 5th, "We have lately 
experienced a season of refreshing from the Lord, and many hopeful conversions 
have been the result. Your worthy, and to us much-beloved colporteur, Mr. H. has 
been a very useful and efficient helper in this work; he has been the instrument of 
much good to us, for which, under the Lord, we do thank him and your Society.^' 

Mr, Epenetus Wheeler performed a brief Colporteur Agency in Rockland County 
during the last Summer and Autumn, distributing 1103 volumes, 11,200 pp. of Tracts 
and 55 Bibles and Testaments. He states that of the 11,900 population not more 
than about 3800, or about one third, attend public worship ; and the destitution of 
other means of grace he found proportionate. A portion of the people visited were in. 
the mountains, distant from any main road, and cut off from all religious advanta- 
ges. He was welcomed often with great cordiality, and his visits were the means of 
obvious good. Some of the scenes were truly affecting, and are minutely detailed in 
his reports, which are reluctantly omitted. 

Mr, Glen Wood performed an agency of several months in Orange 
and Sullivan Counties, effecting sales to the amount of 3373 volumes 
and supplying 202 families gratuitously. 
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" In 18 days," writes Mr. W. « I have spoken 13 times. The Pastor, Rev. Mr 

I> , has preached every evening this week in one of the neighborhoods visited ; 

and was called up at midnight, the night before last, to converse with a convicted 
sinner, who had been impressed at meeting, and when he went home took up Bax- 
ter's Call, which riveted the arrows of truth. He is now indulging hope. 

** I have heard encouraging news from one or two of the places I first visited in the 
county. The Lord seems to have begun a good work there. I addressed a meet- 
ing last evening, where the Lord seemed to be present : some wept, and all were 
solemn. 

"Sales inPhilipsport, $22 95 ; Wurtsboro', $35 41 ; Lumberland, $66 28 ; Ten 
Mile River, $29; Cochecton, $30; Monticello, $146 73 ; Bethel, $42 35; Falls- 
bnrgh, $84 81, &c. 

** At Newburgh, about 700 families, stores, &c. were visited by the Agent, with 
the aid of 12 distributers, and sales effected of 750 volumes, amounting to $186 11. 
I heard yesterday of the conversion of a lawyer by a blessing on the reading of Nel- 
son's * Cause and Cure of Infidelity,' sold to him by one of the distributers. I under- 
stand he is an enterprising, strong-minded man, and we hope he will be strong in the 
Lord. I have had several interviews with infidels and Universalists, with what suc- 
cess eternity must reveal." 

Mr. W. gives an interesting and graphic description in detail of a visit to the 
mountains of Sullivan county and of the destitution witnessed, for which we have 
not room. 

Mr» William Bailey, of the Theological Seminary at New Brunswick, devoted a 
part of the summer vacation to volume circulation in Albany county, confining his 
attention chiefly to the town of Bethlehem. He visited and conversed with most of 
the families on practical piety, and eflfected the sale of more than 1000 volumes, 
amounting to $269 41. In many cases the families had been nearly destitute of all 
religious reading except the Bible ; and daring the effort there were not a few in- 
stances in which the people manifested anxiety as to their eternal welfare. He 
found the engagement profitable to his own soul, being watered himself whDe 
watering others. 

Mr. Mortimer Strong prosecuted his volume agency in the western part of the 
State till November 10. He effected the sale of 4137 volumes, amounting to $1034, 
and 150 families were supplied gratuitously. Alluding to the necessity for Colpor- 
teur labors, Mr. S. remarks : " While the large churdies enjoy the means of grace 
in rich abundance and books to satiety, the sections of country between them, em- 
bracing a majority of the people, remain destitute, uninstructed, and to some extent 
nncared for. It does seem that no great progress will be made towards bringing 
these barren wastes under Gospel influences, until the friends of Zion shaU shake 
off sloth and feel that this fallow- ground must be broken up; that this is the work 
ordered in providence for themy and famished plentifully to their hand.'^ 

Nelson and Universalism. 

" Mr. W of S. states that his son was led to see the folly of Universalism 

by reading a copy of Nelson on Infidelity which I sold last summer. He has since 
been hopefully converted, and is studying with a view to the ministry. — ^I have 
placed many copies of this work in the hands of Universalists. 

** A Tract distributer at P calling at a house and finding no one at home, left 

the Tract ^ Pause and Think' in such a situation that it would at once be seen. 
Mrs. T. came home first; her attention was arrested, and the result was her 
hopeful conversion." 

Rehuke for indolent Christians. 

" In the effort at West B., which resulted in the circulation of books to the amount 
of $100, a worldly man arose when distributers were called for, and proffered the 
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aid of his wife ; purchased the Christian Library and other volumes, and sent his 
daughter to visit a district with the books. He expressed much surprise that prqfe«- 
sors of religion should manifest any reluctance to take hold of such an enter- 
prise." 

Mr, Benedict Burnett commenced his labors in St. Lawrence Co. N. Y. Jan. 20, 
among a very destitute population and in the midst of much fatal error. During the 
first month he visited 164 families, among whom he sold 170 volumes; supplied 69 
families gratuitously, and sold or granted Bibles and Testaments to the amount 
of $32 54. 

Rev* B. B, Parsons has spent a few days of Colporteur seiTice in Heuvelton and 
vicinity, St. Lawrence Co., visiting 97 families, with all of whom he conversed and 
prayed : 16 of this number had no Bible ; 25 possessed no religious books except the 
Bible : he supplied nearly all by sale or gift, and procured 60 subscribers for the 
Messenger. Mr. P. reports interesting interviews with Romanists, and states that 
the pubUcations already circulated have been read *^ with the deepest interest and 
with the best results.'' He will continue his labors and visit a considerable de- 
stitute district. 

Wew Jersey. 

Rev. Allen H, Broton has recently been commissioned as Agent and 
superintendent of Colportage in New Jersey, and is perfecting arrange- 
ments for the speedy prosecution of the work in all parts of the State. 
A sufficient number of the students of the Theological Seminary at 
Princeton are under commission to visit the population in "the Pines,'* 
and in the mountainous parts of the north, during the present summer. 
Several of these are voluntary laborers, receiving no other compensa- 
tion than the profit to themselves from personal service for Christ. 

Messfs. A. D, White and JT. A, Brottm, of the Princeton Theologi- 
cal Seminary, spent the last summer vacation in ** The Pines." They 
were joined by Mr. R. O. Doremus, the son of one of the members of 
the Committee, who had recently graduated at the University of New- 
York, and whose service was wholly gratuitous. Mr. Brown has since 
devoted himself to the missionary work in China. The reports of 
these brethren, which are very minute and graphic, occupy 21 closely 
written pages. We present only the following brief summary : 

Colportage in the Pines. 

"Your colporteurs explored a region of country about /or/y miles in extent on the 
shore of the Atlantic, from Shrewsbury township on the north to a point nearly op- 
posite Wilmington, Del. on the south, and up the country as far as the pines extend, 
which vary from 15 to 26 miles in width. We found this whole region covered with 
deep layers of white sand, upon which is a barren wilderness of pine and cedar j and 
it is said yields little or nothing for the sustenance of man or beast. 

" In the small villages along the shore, whose inhabitants are in comparatively 
comfortable circumstances, as well as in the sparse settlements of the interior, in 
those deep solitudes of the forest, we found a scattered population of about 8000 
souls in all, many of whom were in circumstances of most deplorable ignorance and 
destitution. We visited 1967 families; sold 1200 volumes, amounting to $296 49; 
supplied gratuitously 452 families with bound volumes, and distributed 26,000 pages 
of Tracts. Recent efforts having been made for the circulation of the Scripturesy we 
found but 57 families destitute of the Bible. The great mass are living without the 
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Stated means of grace. In many places the people are too far removed from each 
other to enjoy them if they desired it, living in retired places from four to eight 
miles from other inhabitants. It was no unusual occurrence to meet with children 
ten and fifteen years old, who did not know they had a soul to save, or who created 
the world, or who was their Redeemer ! Sabbath-schools are for the most part entire- 
ly unknown ; and parents and children live in ignorance and die in sin, with none 
to care for their souls or break to them the bread of life. The Mormons have gained 
a foothold among this ignorant population ; we found about fifty in one settlement ; 
All this in a christian lattdy and within a few hours' ride of our own favored churches 
and homes ! 

" We visited every village, and cabin, and family in this field— conversed with 
the people individually about their souls' salvation — urged them by all the love of 
Christ to yield their hearts to him — prayed in their families where it would not give 
offence, and then leA behind a permanent book on practical and experimental re- 
ligion." 

A glimpse of the darkness. 

** The following brief exrtactsfrom our journal will furnish an illustration of the 

necessity under which 450 families were supplied gratuitously: 'At M gave 

Baxter's Call to a poor colored woman who lives in a cabin in the forest near to 
three other poor families who cannot read. She received it with gratitude — pro- 
mised to read it herself and to others. Gave ' Saints' Rest ' to Mrs. A , 

who was entirely destitute of books — had not even a Bible. Wrote on a leaf urging 
her to seek diligently the 'Everlasting Rest' which that blessed book describes. 

' Baxter's Call ' to an unconverted and very wicked man who was supposed to 

be on a dying bed — ^much concerned about his soul — endeavored to point him to a Sa- 
vior. He said, 'The dying bed is a poor place to prepare to meet my offended God' 

— conversed much with him and his impenitent family, and left the book. ' By- 

ijig Thoughts ' to a Methodist family, very poor, sick and destitute, for which they 

were very thankful. ' FlaveTs Touchstone ' to a family living in a small cabin 

— no money — no Bible. The mother affirmed that she was sure of salvation because 

she had once been in a trance I ' Mleine's Marm ' to an unconverted family — 

-wanted it very much — ^had no other book, and were too poor to buy. 

" Your colporteurs, as a general thing, were kindly and hospitably received by all 
classes of people among whom they labored. There was no lack of indication, how- 
ever, that ' the spirit of the world ' is ' enmity to God ' and to holiness. Notwith- 
standing which, it seemed like a good work to visit from house to house, to commu- 
nicate to the poor and ignorant ' unsearchable riches,' and carry to the famishing 
*the bread of life' in the Society's publications. 

" There is an extensive region of country in the valley of the Mullica's river, and 
southward to Cape May, whose inhabitants are as yet unvisited by the colporteur, 
and are in a very destitute condition. This region is probably twice as large as 
that which has been explored." 

Pennsylvania. 

Mr. Horace Leet has continued his volume agency in Pennsylvania, 
and a few towns in New Jersey, and effected a circulation of 7264 
volumes, amounting to $1816, and has supplied several hundred fa- 
milies gratuitously. Pastors and people have generally been cordial 
in the work, and much voluntary and effective service has been ren- 
dered in the circulation of books. Ministers have frequently engaged 
personally in the distribution. 

Facts, — Much evidence has been afforded of the usefulness of the publications. A 

few facts must suffice. Rev. Mr. B , a Baptist clergyman, stated publicly that 

he had reason to love the American Tract Society, for its publications had been 
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blessed in leading him to the Savior. Rev. Mr. C , a Lutheran clergyman, 

remarked that Alleine's Alarm had been instrumental in the conversion of two 

young ladies at G . The book was sent to another family, and the man and 

his wife soon professed their faith in Christ. Rev. Mr. E , a Presbyterian 

clergyman, told his congregation that Doddridge's Rise and Progress was one of the 
means blessed to his conversion. He spent several days in circulating the books, 
and sold 200 volumes. Another minister stated that he witnessed the good eiOfects of 
volumes I had circulated in his former congregation five years since. Another pas- 
tor, with one of his elders and several members of the congregation, ascribe their 
religious impressions to the publications issued by the Society. These statements 
might be greatly multiplied ; they show that God is with this work. 

Statistics, — The circulation at Doylestown, Penn. amounted to 400 volumes ; 
Pleasantville, 160 ; Hilltown, 280 j Wentz, 132 ; Barren Hill, 300 ; Abin^lon, 400 ; 
Frankford, 300 ; Bridesburff, 260 ; Brandy wine Forks, 560 ; Kast Whiteland, 520 ; 
Pikeland and Lion ville, 300; St. Mary's Church, (Episcopal,) 360; Baptist Con- 
gregation, 176; Morgantown and vicinity, 300; Churchtown and Windsor Forge, 
200; Spinning-grove and Cedar-grove, 280 ; and various amounts in Bustleton, 
Holmesburg, Newportville, Bristol, Windsor, Brandywine, &c. in Pennsylvania ; and 
Dover, North Hardiston, Sparta, Wantage, Frankford, Hamburg, Newfoundland, 
West MiUbrd, &c. New Jersey. 

Rev. Henry Fordy formely a missionary, and accustomed to personal labors for the 
spiritual welfare of men, has devoted himself to colporteur labors in Bradford, Tio- 
ga, and the adjacent counties of Northern Pennsylvania, since January 1, and has 
effected sales to the amount of 400 volumes, supplying most of the families, however, 
gratuitously, with books and Bibles. His description of the poverty and destitution 
of the people is affecting. 

" I have gone regularly from house to house, and from settlement to settlement,*' 
writes Mr. F. "just as the ploughman lays one furrow on the preceding one. I have 
been particular to visit the dwellers farthest removed from the public roads, and for 
this purpose I am often obliged to leave my conveyance and walk a mUe or two with 
my load of books thrown over my shoulder. The people are generally extremely 
poor. In eight-tenths of the families, 1 should think, there is no money. At the same 
time they are nearly as destitute of hooks^ especially of all religious books, and a 
majority must remain destitute of this kind of reading for a generation, unless it is 
furnished as a gratuity at the hand of the colporteur. 

" I have used extreme caution in making grants, and have also endeavored to 
avoid leaving the same book in different families of the same neighborhood, so that 
when each was supplied they might all have the benefit of a considerable variety of 
religious reading. I have endeavored to magnify my office, by addressing and pray- 
ing with the families on the great salvation, reading the Scriptures, or a Tract, or 
an extract from one of the books. In this last exercise I have spent many evenings, 

"I am also distributing the Bible, for which I find abundant occasion, in the im- 
mense destitution of the sacred volume. Of 185 families in F and viciAity, 

38 were destitute of a whole Bible." 

Mr. Hudson, of the Mercersburg Seminary, is engaged in Franklin county, among 
the English population, for the vacation. 

For the report of Rev. HoUis Reed, General Agent, and the opera- 
tions of German colporteurs in Pennsylvania, see the subsequent pages 
of this document. 

Maryland. 

Mr. James L, Degraw labored a part of the year, effecting a circulation of abotit 
450 volumes, and organizing some auxiliary societies. He reports the conversion 
of a physician by means of Dr. Nelson's work on infidelity, and other evidences of 
usefulness. 

The Baltimore Branch has established an efficient Depository, and has one Ger- 
man colporteur employed in Baltimore and its vicinity. 
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MHstriet of CoiumMa. 

Mr. H. W. PiERSON, Volume Agent for Virginia, commenced his 
labors in Washington, on his way to his field, in November. A pub- 
lic meeting was held, Rev. Dr. Laurie in the chair, which was ad- 
dressed by Rev. Messrs. Stringfellow and Smith, Richard S. Coxe, 
Esq., Hon. C. A. Wickliffe, P. M. General, and by Bishop M'llvaine, 
of Ohio. One of the speakers stated, that of the 25,000 inhabitants of 
AVashington, 15,000 at least were out of the pale of the church, a great 
number of whom were destitute of the influences of written or preached 
truth. A short time previous to this eiFort eighty-three families were 
found in the ward in which the Presidents house is located, destitute of 
the Word of God / The proceedings of the meeting were of an inte- 
resting character, and were fully reported in the National Intelligencer 
and in several of the leading political Journals. An eflicient corps of 
distributers enlisted, including many government oflicers, and some 
2000 volumes were circulated. 

Interesting public meetings were also held at Alexandria, George- 
town, and the Navy- Yard, and a circulation of several hundred volumes 
effected. 

For a report of cheering facts, relative to the supply of colored con- 
gregations with books ; the conversion of two clergymen by a blessing 
on the perusal of Doddridge's Rise and Progress, and other incidents 
of interest, reference may be had to the Am. Messenger for May, 1844. 

History of an old Copy of Doddridge. 

" I am constantly cheered/' -writes Mr. P. " by intelligence of good done by means of these preach- 

ert that we are laboring to introduce into the households of the land. Mrs. A, of A , some years 

since, visiting an afflicted woman whose mind appeared serious and tender, loaned her a copy of 
Doddridge's Rise and Progress, which fortu years before had been greatly blessed to her mother, 
and which she herself had read from childhood. The benevolent lady moved from the city, but 
after some years returned, when the same afflicted woman told her how much she was in debt to 
the labors of Tract distributers, and that she trusted God had blessed the book to her salvation. 
Mrs. A. desired to see it, and at once recognized the old family book ; but ardently as she was attached 
to it, ahe yielded to the solicitations of her who had been last blessed^ and gave it to her." 

Tirginia. 

Having completed his work in the District, Mr. Pierson proceeded 
to Richmond, and has since been occupied in behalf of the Va. Tract 
Society. Reporting a few weeks' Colporteur labors in York Co. Feb. 
28, he states that the way seems to be opening and the horizon bright- 
ening. We have space but for a few incidents. 

A glimpse at Colportage among Oystermen. 

" The first book I sold," says Mr. P. "was the Saints' Rest, to a man and his 
wife who could not read. The next day I was requested to call at a miserable house 
across the fields, where they wanted to buy books. I had to stoop in entering, and 
found the room too low to stand erect. The woman wanted the Saints' Best^ and 
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informed me that Mr. S. came over the night he bought his copy, and she had read 
it for bim, by spelling out the long words, until after midnight. She had nearly- 
finished the first chapter, and none of them were tired or sleepy. She must have a 
copy of her own, and purchased one. 

** I havf been among the fishermen and oystermen on York River, on wet, low 
ground, and among ignorant but kind people. Many, very many cannot read, yet 
there are few who will not buy books. Some of them have bought books that they 
might vse the blank leaves for a family record, which they have requested me to fill out 
for them ! My sales for the week amount to $103 80. 

*^ Calling on the family of one of these oystermen, the woman informed me that 
she had not been in church for four years. After faithful conversation and prayer, 
I gave her James' Anxious Inquirer, and left her weeping. I called again a few 
days after, and found she had read the book and the Bible, and was under deep con- 
viction. I pointed her to the Lamb of Grod, directed her to read Psalm 51, &c. and 
trust she is a new creature. Her husband had taken her Bible and the Anxious In* 
quirer on his sloop, hoping to be benefited by them. 

*^ I might fill sheets with interesting details. There never was a more interesting, 
ripe and appropriate field for Colportage, The lower classes are ignorant, but kind 
and accessible, and devoted to those who labor among them beyond any people I 
have ever known. I have addressed congregations in three counties, and some 
who heard me first have been with me at every appointment." 

At a later date Mr. Pierson made a volume effort at Norfolk, with 
the co-operation of Pastors and churches, which resulted in the circu- 
lation of about 800 volumes. 

Five Students were employed by the Virginia Tract Society during 
a part of the summer as Colporteurs in destitute parts of the State. 

Noitli Carolina. 

Mr. Peteb Winn continued his labors in North Carolina until the 
autumn, when his health required their temporary suspension, and he 
sailed for Key West, where he sold some 400 volumes, and thence to 
Cuba. His sales previous to Nov. 1, amount to 5808 volumes, of the 
value of $1450, and his grants to 276 volumes. He has recently reach- 
ed New Orleans and resumed his labors in the vicinity of Oakland 
College, Mississippi. 

Mr. W. states in his report, that while aiming at the circulation of the publications 
as the great object of his mission, he has endeavored to promote Sabbath-schools, and 
has addressed Temperance Meetings, Bible Societies, Monthly Concerts, &c. and 
has especially aimed to increase a feeling of responsibility on the part of parents in 
the training of their families. 

He gives several pages of facts, showing the usefulness of publications previ- 
ously circulated — Pike's Persuasives having been blessed to the conversion of a lady 
in North Carolina— Alleine's Alarm to a man in South Carolina — Watson's Re- 
ply to Paine to an infidel in North Carolina, &c. A venerable man, more than 
eighty years of age, who purchased the Family Library, informed him subse- 
quently that he had read all the books, and some of them more than once. Ano- 
ther said he had read some of them twenty times. Several pastors have assured 
Mr. P. by letter, that the books had been a great blessing to their people. 

Mr. Aaron Jones has continued his labors in Guilford and Orange 
counties, N. C. during the year, and reports the circulation of 1444 
volumes by sale, amounting to $386, and 2$9 volumes and 3000 pp. 
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of Tracts, of the value of $55, gratuitously, in 1118 families visited. 
He held 126 prayer-meetings, and addressed 40 public assemblies : 
136 families were destitute of the Bible, and 237 of all religious books 
except the Bible. 

'^ I write in the midst of a revival/' says Mr, J. " The Lord has been with me, 
I trust, preparing the hearts of the people to receive and read the truth. Many 
souls are inquiring, and there is much demand for our publications and for colpor- 
teur labor. I attend and address meetings in school-houses, &c. at night, and visit 
from house to house during the day, selling and distributing books and Tracts, and 
conversing and praying with the inmates. Last night about 20 persons requested 
prayers in their behalf, and the night before as many as 12. I frequently sell more 
books at the close of these meetings than during the day's visitation. 

JVm'lw— " I gave ' The Way to be Saved ' to a young lady, who is now inquiring the way of life ; 
Baxter's *CaIl ' to three young men, who are all now wrioas ; *Have me excused ' to a young wo- 
man, who has requested prayers in her behalf. A young lady of superior intellect has recently 
united with the church, and attributes her first religious impressions to the reading of Baxter's 
Call, sold to her father by Mr. Winn about a year ago." 

We would refer to the " American Messenger " for December for 
Mr. Jones' journal of a visit to a plantation, the poor-house, camp-> 
meeting, &c and for cheering evidences of the Divine blessing on his 
labors. In one instance AUeine's Alarm had been the means of the 
conversion of six individuals : Pike's Persuasives and Guide for Young 
Disciples had each been blessed in the conversion of souls, and other 
facts of like character are there recorded. From Mr. J.'s extended 
reports we only select, as an illustration of the work of the yeaS", the 
following 

Adventures of a Day, 

** The first family visited had no Bible nor religious books ; lived in a log-iiouse, 
all impenitent — gave them a ' Baxter's Call,' and promised to procure a Bible. Next 
visited an old man, who had the palsy : he had an unconverted daughter ; had no 
money, but his son, who was with me, bought and presented him the * Saints' Rest ' 
and * AJlcine's Alarm.' Next called on a woman who did not want any books ; Aad 
none but a part of a !Bible and a spelling-book; would not speak to me when I ex- 
horted her to attend to the concerns of hj?r soul. Gave her an * Alleine,' which she 
promised to read. 

** The next family had no books of piety and no Bible ! The husband had some 
novels : he said he was not able to buy. (He was rich.) I proposed to barter, on 
the Society's account, some of my books for his: after some hesitation, he consented, 
and I gave him the ' Children of the Bible ' and ' Pilgrim's Progress* for two vo- 
lumes of trash, and as soon as I got them in my possession, committed tkem to the 
Jtamee, 

^* Next was the house of an habitual druakard, who had no Bible nor other reli- 
gions book: sold him 'Doddridge' to talk to him on religion, and gave him 
^ SewaWi Address ' to lecture him on temperance. Next was a physician who had 
read Tom Paine ; he bought the ^ Cause and Cure ' and the volume on Infidelity, 
with the ' Pilgrim's Progress,' saying that he * wanted the last traces of Paine effa- 
ced from his memory, and he knew of no better way to effect it than to read the 
standard treatises in favor of Christianity. ' 

'* I found no one at the next house but the woman : * Her husband could get books 
when he saw fit ' — had no Bible nor other books : she is a professor of religion. I 
gave her an Alleine to talk to her afler I was gone. Another woman could not 
read, had no Bible nor other books ; wanted a Bible, which I promised to send to 
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her, and I gave her a * Baxter's Call.' Another family had no books but a piece 
of an old Testament : the woman a professor, the man an Infidel, who would not 
read the Bible nor go to meetiDg— <iid not * believe in it.' I left a Bogue and M- 
leine, affectionately requesting her to read them to her husband, and promised to 
send her a Bible. Spent the night with a man who had been a member of the church 
some years ; had a large family, five of whom were unconverted. Could not buy but 
one book, because he had no small money, and would not * break a big bill.' He is 
a member of the Temperance Society, but furnishes liquor to his men." 

Georgria. 

Rev. Anson H. Parmelee, General Agent for the Carolinas and 
Georgia, has devoted his attention chiefly to the establishment of the 
Colporteur system. The " Savannah Colporteur Association," one of 
the fruits of his agency, " embraces a large number of the business 
men of the city, and is destined to carry joy to the hearts of thousands. 
Its expenditures have already exceeded $1000. The whole amount 
contributed during the year for the support of Colportage in Georgia 
exceeds $3000." 

"In travelling nearly 3000 miles in this State byprivate conveyance, and 
mingling with all classes, conditions and sects, I have not met with the first 
instance of unkindness. Pastors have welcomed me to their pulpits, and ear- 
nestly commended the Tract cause to the liberal support of their congrega- 
tions. So important do many regard the work of Colportage, that they have 
expressed a desire to become themselves the Colporteurs. Two devoted Pas- 
tors are actively engaged in supplying their own counties. An old lady, too 
infirm to enjoy the blessings of the Sanctuary, after hearing an outline of the 
plan, said to her minister, * in this way the poor will have the Gospel preached 
to them; I will give $50.' " 

Destitution. '* I have recently made an efibrt to ascertain the number of 
families in Georgia destitute of the Bible, and according to the most liberal 
calculation there must be more than 8000. Twice this number are destitute of all 
other hooks except a hymn-book. The value of all the religious books in the 
stores, out of the five principal towns, must be less than $2000. North and 
South Carolina are better furnished with religious reading-; but even in these 
States the destitution is almost incredible. Between 400 and 500 families were 
found without the Scriptures three years ago, in one of the upper districts of 
South Carolina. 

** There is abundant ground for encouragement. Wherever the labors of the 
Colporteur are enjoyed, and the sanctified influence of the Tract Press felt, 
prayer will be more frequent and fervent ; the Sabbath better observed ; the 
Sanctuary better filled, and the ministry better supported ; there will be more 
self-denial for God's glory ; more unity of the Spirit, and greater exertion for 
the salvation of souls. Were my labors now to cease, I should regard that 
portion of my life spent in this service more usefully employed than any other. 
The consolations or the Gospel have supported the sick and dying ; the weep- 
ing penitent has been directed to the Savior, and thousands of the poor and 
ignorant have been invited to seek refuge in Christ." 

The contributions on Mr. P.'s field for Colportage at the South 
amount to $2772, exclusive of the receipts and expenditures of the 
'* Savannah Colporteur Association." 
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The " Savannah Colporteur Association " was formed the last 
spring, and has prosecuted its work with great fidelity. A few bene- 
volent individuals have made liberal sacrifices in its behalf. Two col- 
porteurs, Rev. Messrs. Carter and Wright^ were sent into destitute 
portions of the State during the summer, for two or three months. 
In the autumn, Mr. Joseph K, Wight, a graduate of Williams College, 
and Mr. WUliam H. ThompsoTty from Amherst College, entered on 
their labors, under the joint commission of the association and of the 
Parent Society. Mr. W, A, M' Curdy has since entered the service in 
the Cherokee country. The Committee have been greatly cheered in 
their work by the enterprise and efficiency of the association at Sa- 
vannah. As the abovenamed laborers report directly to the body by 
whom they are sustained, an outline only of their operations will be 
here inserted. 

Mr. Wight writes, March 19, "4 have now finished the counties of Tatnoll 
and Montgomery, and am on my way to Laurens county. In the above counties I 
have visited 287 families, sold 317 volumes, distributed 8000 pages of Tracts, and 
found 43 families destitute of the Bible, most of whomha'^e been supplied. The pine 
barrens are very thinly settled, as you will see from the fact that I have travelled 
900 miles to reach less than 300 families, over bad roads and no roads, and fording 
many a creek. The people are poor, dwelling chiefly in log-cabins, and generally 
ignorant. Two-thirds of the year there is no school ; and although some of the 
people have heard of Sabbath-schools, there are none in either county. What 
preaching is enjoyed is by circuit-riders, but some sections have none at all. Such 
is the fact respecting a strip of Montgomery county, 20 miles long and 15 broad. 
A woman told me she had heard but two sermons in eleven years. Another had 
heard but two sermons since she was married, twenty years ago. At this place the 
cyidren laughed incessantly during prayer, not so much from contempt as wonder. 

"The people treat me with uniform kindness, and entertain me without charge; 
though they often poorly apprehend the object of my mission, and ask for all sorts 
of commodities, from pins and needles up to clocks and bar-soap I'' 

While tarrying at Savannah, preparing to enter his field, Mr. W. visited a few 
families in the outskirts of the city, and attended the market each morning, selling 
a considerable number of books, and distributing Tracts to the market-men from a 
distance. In one of his visits he entered a little grocery, and found an elderly wo- 
man who was indulging the hope that she was a christian, which she attributed to 
the reading of Doddridge, 

Mr. Thompson has visited Appling county, and apart of Telfair. AilLer travelling 
430 miles to visit 150 families, selling 200 books, Mr. T. writes — ^* A more generous, 
hospitable people I never have found. They are mostly very poor, but such as they 
have, in the language of one, Ms as free as the dew of heaven.' I have not been 
charged a cent since I came into the county, either for work done for myself or for 
repairs of my wagon and harness ; and I have not seen a man yet who would not 
willingly leave his work to do any thing he could for me. There are some 20 or 30 
creeks in my route through this county, which are forded with difficulty in high 
water, there being no bridges. I have been under the necessity of travelling 15 
miles to get from one house to another, which were but two miles apart.'* 

One or two incidents are all that we can give space for from Mr. T.'s interesting 
reports. 

Love for the Bible* 

*^ I walked into a house and found a Bible in the corner of the room, which I was 
engaged in reading as the occupant, an old lady, came in. She looked wildly at me,

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as though she thought I had come to take her last earthly treasure, and asked me 
what I was going to do with her Bible ? I told her I was rejoiced to see the Bible in 
her house, and asked her if she could read ? to which she replied in the negative. 
At her request I read one of those beautiful Psalms of David, which seem more 
beautiful to me here in the wilderness than ever before. Her countenance began to 
brighten, and she exclaimed that that was the sweetest chapter she ever heard. I 
read another, and prayed with her. As we rose from our knees, she came with tears 
in her eyes and took me by the hand, exclaiming ' Who are you ? you are a brother, 
are you not ? ' I told her I hoped I was a brother in Christ." 

Mr. W. A. M'Curdy's reports have not been communicated to the Committee, 
being made directly to the Savannah Association. ' 

Rev. Mr. Carter's Journal is inserted in the Charleston Observer, and contains many 
encouraging facts. He visited camp-meetings in the upper part of the State, and 
distributed 342 volumes. Many ef those who became interested in the Savior were 
from those portions of Franklm and Jackson counties where he had distributed 

books during the summer. A prisoner at G , under sentence of death, to* 

whom he gave Baxter's Call, was indulging a hope that his heart was renewed. 
Much religious interest was excited among the miners by the books circulated. 

Rev, John H, Caldwell has spent four and a half months in Colpor- 
teur labors, chiefly in Habersham county, and visited 1029 families. 
Out of 2431 persons, embraced in 401 &milies, 1210 could not read ; 
80 families were destitute of the Bible, and 273 were destitute of all 
religious books except the Bible. His sales amounted to 1758 volumes, 
and 710 volumes were distributed gratuitously. He found only three 
day-schools of about 75 scholars, and no Sabbath-school, although he 
passed a place where one is in operation in the summer. He found 
no less than twenty-three distilleries, most of which were in operation. 

Mr. C. encloses ample extracts from his journal of an interesting character, which 
we are compelled to omit. He has held twenty-two meetins:s, and made many visits 
in families among the mountains, who are shut out from aJl religious privileges. A 
neighborhood containing about 120 souls were found in this condition ; not one third 
could read ; a woman could not remember the last time she heard a sermon : here he 
gave Baxter's Call to a widow woman surrounded by four or five families related to 
her, none of whom were professors of religion, and she promised to have them col- 
lected on the Sabbath, and have the book read in their hearing. 

Great ignorance respecting the enterprise is encountered by Mr. C. Some of the 
people suppose that he is sent out by the Grovemment to supply the people with 
books ; some that he is taking the census ; others that he is engaged in the work as 
a speculation ! The families are so distant from each other that it is difficult to 
assemble and address them, and the difficulties have to be encountered man by man. 
He has accompanied the circulation with personal conversation and prayer, and has 
encouraging evidence of the Divine blessing. 

Rev. H, Safford has performed three months' colporteur labor in 
Jackson county and vicinity, and effected a circulation of about 
1168 volumes by sale, amounting to $321, and 78 books and 6948 
pages Tracts gratuitously, and obtained 81 subscribers for the Mes- 
senger. 

Mr. S. mentions various incidents of interest connected with his la- 
bors ; at one time among a band of card-players ; at another among 
the miners at Dalonegha ; again in a pass of the Blue Ridge ; then in 
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a day-school ; preaching, talking, distributing, selling, praying, — but 
we are compelled to omit the details of the report. 

Mr. Jarms R, WCarter spent six weeks in the Society's service, and effected 
sales to the amount of 400 volumes, for which he received $101, distributing 36 vo- 
lumes gratuitously. Mr. M'C. alludes in his report to a pious lawyer, who has been 
engaged in the voluntary distribution of Tracts for years, and mentions a recent 
case of conversion by this means. 

Mr, JE. P. Hill has just entered on his labors in the vicinity of Macon, his outfit 
being provided by the citizens of Columbus, his place of residence. 

The far South. 

One of the most successful illustrations of the idea entertained by 
the Committee of the duties of a General Agent, is furnished in the 
bistory of the labors of the Rev. F. Y. Vail during the past winter at 
the South. Mr. V. after a few weeks of successful labor at the North, 
and after possessing himself fully of the plans and principles of the 
Society by weeks of study, returned in November to St. Augustine, 
the place of his residence as an invalid for several years. He imme- • 
diately convened a meeting in that ancient city, over which the Mayor 
presided, and at which $150 were raised for the support of a colpor- 
teur. Proceeding thence to Jacksonville, Monticello, Tallahassee, 
Apalachicola, &c. he procured foundations iorfour colporteurs for the 
Territory, explored the country to some extent, ascertained its 
destitutions which are minutely reported to the Committee, and se- 
cured a valuable colporteur on the ground, who is now prosecuting 
his labors, the others to be sent forth as they are providentially 
raised up. 

From Florida, Rev. Mr. V. went to Columbus, Ga. (raising $100 by 
the way at Irwinton, Ala.) where he secured a colporteur for South- 
ern Georgia, gaining the necessary light as to his field. Returning 
to Mobile, he was brought nigh to death, and wrote in these circum- 
stances the appeal which appeared in the Messenger for May. Having 
recovered sufficiently to travel, he visited New Orleans, made ar- 
rangements for the annual effort, and passed up the Mississippi to 
Natchez, Miss, and thence to Oakland College, Port Gibson, Vicks- 
burgh, Clinton, Jackson, &c. securing foundations for four colporteurs, 
ascertaining the nature of the field to be supplied, and recommending 
several laborers. Returning to New-Orleans, he raised $1300 for col- 
portage in Louisiana, conferred with the five colporteurs, German, 
French and American, in that State, of whose labors he speaks in 
terms of the highest commendation; and at the last advices was at 
Mobile, where, under the most unpropitious circumstances, he raised 
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about $1300, recommending a colporteur for the interior, who has 
been commissioned, and was about to leave for Columbus, Ga. to 
awaken a like interest in behalf of the destitute. 

During all these joumeyings, embracing thousands of miles, cap- 
tains of steam-boats, conductors of rail-roads, proprietors of stages and 
keepers of hotels have almost uniformly given him passage and ac- 
commodations without expense, in view of the highly benevolent and 
philanthropic nature of his work. 

Rev. Mr. Vail has every where urged chiefly the claims of their own 
neighboring destitute population, and the adaptation of the Colporteur 
system, now in practical operation in the South, as the great motive 
for liberal aid. The generous response made to these appeals is an 
evidence of the growing interest felt for perishing souls, and of the 
conviction entertained by intelligent men on the ground, of the adap- 
tation of this system to reach the hopelessly unevangelized multitudes. 

In this brief survey of Rev. Mr. VaiFs labors we would inquire 
whether the "prejudice "'said to exist against ** Agents,*^ extends to 
Gospel laborers of this class ? If it does, it is ungenerous and unjust. 
Would that every large district of our country were similarly cared 
for by a like instrumentality. 

Florida. 

Rev. William B, Cooper entered on Colporteur labors Jan. 15, in 
Columbus county. East Florida. His sales have been small hitherto, 
but the occasion and encouragement for grants and religious conver- 
sation are abundant. The " barrenness of the soil in many parts, and 
the sparseness of the population would prevent the establishment 
of day-schools," he says, " even if the legislature were to attempt 
it ; and six years' experiment has demonstrated the impracticability 
of sustaining Sabbath-schools for the same reasons, and for want of 
competent teachers. I know of no other means, at present available, 
of carrying the Gospel to the habitations of the poor in our waste 
places but that on which you have entered." 

The way to supplant fiction* 

A single incident from Mr. C.'s journal will suffice. **I called on a family to 
spend the night and was received kindly, with the remark * Tou seem to be moving.^ 
*Yes,' I replied, 'lam moving from house to house, as did my Master and the 
apostles, to convey religious instruction to every family.' He was affected by the 
manner of the response. After the family had assembled around the fire-side, his 
eldest son began reading a novel. I offered my criticisms on the book and the 
practice of fictitious reading, and told him that I had mental food of a much more 
healthfal kind, and opened my box of books. The father endorsed my views. I hand- 
ed Baxter's Saints' Rest to the father, and the family were invited to examine for 
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themselves. The father soon exclaimed, ' That is the best book, except the Bible, I 
ever read,' and before I left he purchased twenty-five volumes, amounting to nearly 
$10, urging me when I got a new supply to be sure and spend another night with 
them. This I thought a good substitute for novels in a family often or twelve, most 
of whom can read, and who have hitherto been under the influence of ministers 
who denounce all benevolent Societies, and who forbid their members, by a formal 
vote, to ask missionaries to pray in their houses." 

The Bible. — " I offered books in a poor, illiterate family, who told me that they 
knew the value of good books, and were trying lo learn to reai A few years 
ago a minister spent the night with them, and gave them his Bille, as they had 
none, and were very wicked. With much emotion, he said that God had blessed 
the fragments of his word he had been able to read to his conversion.'* 

Alabamaf 

Rev. Alexander M^Glasfian has spent the winter in Mobile, in the 
superintendence of voluntary Colportage in that city, with 70 Tract 
visiters from the different churches, and in abundant labors for the 
benefit of seamen and sailors. His sales, chiefly on ships and steam- 
boats, amounted to 3376 volumes, of the value of $844. He is sustained 
by benevolent ladies at Mobile. It is his purpose to establish and super- 
intend Colportage in the interior of the State as speedily as may be. 

Monthly distribution, — " Much good has been done in Mobile,'' writes Mr. M'6. 
** Hundreds of families have been visited, warned of their danger, pointed to 
Christ, and supplied with religious reading, who would otherwise have been ne- 
glected. More than seventy persons go forth monthly on their errand of mercy. 
Our hearts have been cheered by the monthly reports. One of the visiters has ga- 
thered forty children into a district Sabbath-school. The blessing of the Spirit at- 
tends these efforts. 

** This is a great field for christian exertion. Mobile is a great thoroughfare, 
the populatioh continually changing, and without watchfulness, thousands will 
pass through unwarned; but if a continuous, holy influence is exerted here, it 
will be carried to the ends of the earth. 

*' I find more than T can do. The jail and hospitals demand my attention, among 
other duties. Some there have thanked me with tears for my labors and books, and 
earnestly entreat me to call often. These prisoners are * prisoners of hope,' and my 
prayer is that the Lord will free their souls from the bondage of sin, and heal the 
spiritual maladies of the sick." 

Bethel operations, — Rev. Mr. M'G. preaches on shipboard, or in a room provided 
for the purpose, twice each Sabbath, and holds a prayer-meeting and a Temperance 
meeting for sailors and seamen each week. These services are well attended and 
greatly blessed. Repeated instances of hopeful conversion are mentioned in Mr. 
M'G.'s reports, among the rest that of a Dane, who gives promise of usefulness as 
a Colporteur. He is now engaged ardently in the distribution of the Society's publi- 
cations and conversation on religious subjects. Persons engaged on lighters plying 
between the city and the Bay, many of whom are from the North, have been much 
benefited, and have frequently acknowledged the influence of Mr. M'G.'s efforts in 
keeping them from temptation, and directing them to Christ. ** Sailors often remain to 
be conversed with at the close of the meeting, and frequently when leaving port they 
^rasp my hand with their clumsy fingers, and thank me, with tears, for my interest 
in their welfare." 

Expeditions to the Bay. — Rev. Mr. M'G. has made several excursions to the 
Bay, 23 miles below the city ; held service on board soine vessels ; conversed with 
the officers and crews, and supplied them with libraries or single book.^. On one 
occasion he sold $70 worth of books, and on another $124 intwo^days, a single Eng- 
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lish vessel taking more than $30 worth, and another more than $20. When he en- 
tered the forecastle of one of these vessels to pray with the sailors, he found them all 
attentively reading the books, and on more than one of the ships the captains have 
commenced daily prayer with the crews. Not less tha.n forty ships and steamrboats 
have thus been supplied with I'Utrariest and on many others the sailor has his favorite 
Banyan or Baxter for a messmate. 

Rev. Mr. M'GIashsm's reports are fall and interesting, but this bare oatJine, with 
the following fact, is all oar space will allow. 

The infidel sailor in the Bay of Mobile, — " A profane, skeptical sailor, employed 
on the Bay, hArd Rev. Mr. M'A. preach, and was much disturbed. While going 
down the Bay he attacked the Bible in the hearing of another sailor, who had re- 
cently been converted, and who told him that he could not argue with him, but he 
had the * Evidences of Christianity,' published by the Tract Society, which he 
would read to him. He told him th read on, and that he could answer any arguments 
that might be advanced. He swore awfully as his brother sailor continued to read; 
but soon became attentive and serious. He began to see that the Bible was right 
and he was wrong, and shortly became in such an agony of mind that he nearly 
fainted. He groaned aloud and cried for mercy : was laid upon the bed and the 
reading stopped. But as soon as he recovered he called for more reading, and the 
most of two nights they continued to read and pray. He is fully convinced of 
the truth of the Bible now, but has hardly found peace, or if he has, is a very 
weak christian. '^ 

. liOnisiana. 

JMr. Heman Packard has continued his efforts for the spiritual benefit 
of the rafbmen and boatmen at New Orleans, and has this winter been 
aided by Mr. Shaw. Two others assist him more or less on the 
levee, receiving a small commission on the amount sold for their 
compensation. One of them sold Baxter's Saints' Rest to a Romish 
Priest. Mr. P. is thus endeavoring to " occupy 12 miles, of the river 
coast : for if the servants of the Lord do not offer the numerous 
comers and goers good books, the servants of Satan will offer them 
bad books." His sales amount to 2322 volunies, value $580 59, al- 
most exclusively among the raftmen and boatmen. The grants 
among the same class are 637 volumes and 95,591 pages of Tracts, 
About $150 worth of Bibles have been sold by Mr. P. and $10 
worth given to the destitute in addition to the above. A christian 
library of 45 vols, has been placed as a circulating library for the 
poor, and for boatmen and workmen at Carrolton. A Baptist cler- 
gyman in the interior of the State has sold $100 worth of books 
received from Mr. P; 

^^I meet persons destitute of Bibles and other religious books almost daily,'' writes 
Mr. P. *^ In one day I found nine in this situation ; one of them however had a 
testament and some pamphlets J gave him two years ago* The rudest, blaspheming 
boatman frequently buys the very boek J select as applicable to his character. Many 
of the people who visit N. O. intend while here to buy hooks ; if they are first met 
by a dealpr in novels and infidel publications, they buy of him j if they meet me first 
they buy religious books." 
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The transition state. 

** I notice an interesting change in the views and feelings of the classes I met 
since I first commenced my labors on the Mississippi. Even the ungodly and profane 
think more favorably of religion ; acknowledge that it makes society better, and is 
the only means of securing happiness in the world to come. I cannot recollect a new 
settlement in all the South-west from which I have received particular information, 
where there is not an unusual readiness to listen to the preached word, or a desire 
to have a minister come among them. • One man said, * In the place where I live if 
it were known three years ago that a man was going to a religious meeting, he 
would be mobbed by the way; now, if there is preaching, scarce one will stay at 
home.' Many urge me to go to their settlement with books, remarking, ' no place 
needs religious books more than that.' I have met some to whom I could neither 
sell nor give a Bible ; but nearly all of them have bought or taken and promised to 
read Nelson on Infidelity. A boatman bought thaUbook as a hungry man bays food. 
He had read infidel books until his mind was poisoned, but wished to know the 
christian argument. 

Demand for Bibles—Ezekiel's vision, 

** There is also an unusual demand for Bibles. An auctioneer's clerk informed 
me that no books sold so well, and that they could not keep supplied half the time. 
A minister in Arkansas sent nearly 1000 miles by a raftman for a large Bible : I 
called at a store where were two dozen of the kind a little before, and they were sold ; 
a large book-store at which I called had sold out weeks before. Double the amount 
of Bibles would have been sold, probably, if they had been in the market; and I 
should have sold twice the amount of our books if I could have visited all the rafl- 
men and boatmen. 

^'As I have witnessed the uncommon readiness of profane, gambling, licentious . 
men to converse about religion and read the Bible and religious books, I have been 
reminded of Ezekiel's vision of the 'dry bones.' There was a movement among 
them ; but they were dry bones still. So there is nn interest in the minds of these 
people to get religious knowledge, though they remain dead in trespasses and sins* 
O that the church would awake in the strength of the Lord, and send out living 
ministers, with a host of Biuters, Bunyans, Flavels, and others long since dead, to 
prophecy on the dry bones of this great valley, that they may stand up an exceeding 
great army — the Spirit of the Lord breathing into them the breath of spiritual life. 

" I have met with pleasing evidences of the blessing of God on the publications 
circulated in previous winters. Besides leading some to the Savior, they have had 
an agency in producing the interesting change alluded to above. They have led 
multitudes to think more of God and eternity. An interesting case of conversion oc- 
curred near my residence in connexion with the reading of our books. 

** Not less than sixty boats are now lying between my house and tke city that I 
have not found time to visit ; and enough in La Fayette and New Orleans to cover 
several acres of ground. 

** Knowledge of the Society is extending, its friends are multiplying, and the estima- 
tion in which it is held is constantly rising. The Tract leaven is working silently 
but powerfully among this people." 

. Iflississippi* 

Mr» L, L. Leathe commenced his labors in the northern part of 

the State in November, and has effected sales to the amount of more 

than 2000 volumes, and circulated about 200 volumes gratuitously. 

Mr. L. speaks of his field as embracing the " Chickasaw grant," with a territory 
of about 10,000 square miles and 100,000 population, within seven or eight years 
the home of the aborigines, of whom scarcely any now remain. Besides the circula- 
tion of volumes, one or more Tracts have been distributed in every family, and in 
some cases he has ridden twenty-five or thirty miles to supply families with books in 
the borders of the county. Speaking particularly of Tippah county, the immediate 
^eld of his labors, where he has circulated 1800 volumes, Mr. L. writes: 
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Education, — ** Owing to the fact that no system of schools is in operation, it is 
quite common to find persons unable to read, especially females, though some one 
can ordinarily be found in every family who can. Much effort is made and expense 
incurred by some families, however, for the education of their children. One man, 
whose education had been neglected in his youth, having become interested in reli- 
gion, attended school with his sons, that he might be able to read the Scriptures. He 
purchased a library of thirty volumes for himself and family. 

Destitution of books,— ^^ There are but few books in the county of any kind. A 
large proportion of the families possess no religious books except the Bible and per- 
haps a hymn-book, and not a few are destitute of these. 

Observance of the Sabbath. — ** The mass of the people, with some noble exceptions, 
pay little regard to the 4th commandment, though a decided change is going on for 
the better. 

Sunday-schools, — "There are but four or five in the county* which are small, poorly 
supplied with books, and discontinued in the winter. 

" Intemperance is prevalent, but the friends of that cause are active, and I hope 
will triumph. There are ten or twelve groceries, filling many a drunkard's home 
with wo. 

The preached Gospel. — ** There is occasional preaching of some kind within reach 
of a considerable part of the population, but mostly at intervals of two and four 
weeks ; and the people are so scattered, that probably not one in ten is seen at 
public worship on the Sabbath. Many professors of religion seldom attend preach- 
ing, and more do not maintain family worship. While there are some devoted 
christians, the standard of piety is low. 

Importance of immediate effort, — " "We can pre-occupy the ground, for the corrupt, 
fictitious issues of the Eastern Press have hardly found their way here yet. A lady 
who inquired for novels purchased Alleine's Alarm, and after serious conversation 
said she would not seek such reading again. 

Books read and valued. — "Considerable desire is manifested to read. I sold a li- 
brary of forty volumes to a family in which there were several children. Calling 
several weeks afterwards, I found they had read it through and were lending the 
volumes to their neighbors. One of the family read in the evening while the other 
members listened. Would that this practice were adopted by every family in the land. 
A good lady raised her eyes from the pages of the Saints' Rest, saying * This is next 
to preaching.' * Yes,' said I, ' it m preachings and it has preached for 200 years, and 
guided many a saint to the heavenly rest.' " 

Rev. John Gilchrist was employed a few months in Hinds county 
and vicinity, and effected sales of 1220 volumes, and made 54 grants. 

A Tract Society was organised at Clinton, with a view of assisting 
the Parent Society and its agent in supplying the population with 
religious reading. 

Arkansas. 

Mr, Rhea Wallace has continued his labors during the year and 
visited parts of the counties of Shelby, Fayette, Haywood, and Tipton, 
Tennessee; Tunica, and Desoto, Mississippi; and Crittenden, Phillips, 
Mississippi, St. Francis, Green, Jackson, Independence, and Monroe, 
Arkansas : i. e. parts of fifteen counties, in three States. 
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<« The number of famiJies visited is about 2000," writes Mr. W. " to whom I 
have sold 1448 volumes, amounting to $350, and distributed gratuitously 800 volumes 
and 35,000 pages of Tracts. I found one hwndred and sixty-eight families desiitute 
of the Bible or any other reUgiov.s book; and nearly 1000 families destitute of any 
book but the Bible and hymn-book, with the exception of some old novels or school 
books. I have found only two slated Sabbath-schools in Arkansas, and but very few 
day-schools. 

" I average about 100 miles travel a week. I have travelled some 6200 miles to 
visit these 2000 families, and have reached on an average 166 families a month, or 41 
a week ; so that it has required 100 miles riding over bad roads and through swamps 
and brakes to reach 41 families, or nearly two and a half miles to find each family, 
I have had two as good horses as Arkansas affords, and then had to borrow others 
at times. 

" Besides twenty-three public addresses, I have held prayer-meetings. I have fre- 
quently conversed on spiritual things till half past one o'clock A. M. with families, 
and the prayers I have offered have often been the first ever made in the family. 

There were about forty persons present at a prayer-meeting in C. county, and 

not a professor of religion among them all. They were all too poor to buy even a 
Baxter's Call for 12j cents, but I gave them Tracts, and they wept freely as they 
were exhorted to think of Christ. A spirit of inquiry has often been awsdtened at 
some of these meetings in these western wilds ; at one, nine or ten individuals re- 
quested prayers, and one, we trust, found peace in believing. 

" I endeavor to visit every family and to speak a word to all, that God may bless. 
Sometimes I travel half a day through cane-brakes and swamps ; in swimming bay- 
ous ; through wet, and cold, and mud : for what ? To seek the abodes of poverty and 
ignorance; where I panake of the fare of the people, many of whom eat opposums 
and lie on leaves; where I find no book, and where a prayer was never heard ; where 
the bottle and gun are the chief resort, and vice and immorality have almost undis- 
puted sway — there to speak of Christ and deposit eternal truth.'' 

Mr. Wallace's reports having been inserted in the American Mes- 
senger, containing graphic descriptions of scenes in the far West, they 
are omitted here, with the exception of the following : 

Seed soum by the way springing up, — *« I find occasionally some evidence of the use- 
fulness of publications scattered by your agent at New Orleans, Mr. Packard, among 
the raflmen and boatmen on the Mississippi. In one family in Independence I saw 
some Tracts and books that Mr. P. had given to some rough raftmen, among which 
was Burder^s Sermons for the Aged. The old man and his son who receivjed them, 
and another son in the same family, are now followers of Christ; and the father told 
me that these books were the means of the conversion of all of them. They live in 
Blackmore Swamp, twenty miles from any post-ofiice. He was a warm and zealous 
friend of mine when in that region. , 

" I see and feel that God is working in these western wilds, and in these swamps 
gathering souls and raising churches, which appear like the hill of Zion to our wait- 
ing souls." 

Iflissouri. 

Rev, S, T, Wells devoted the early part of the year to the circula- 
tion of publications and raising of funds in Missouri and Illinois, and 
in the autumn his field was changed to Western Pennsylvania. His 
annual report is extended and interesting, but we can only give the 
following sketch. 

After an expression of gratitude for the providence that led him 
into a connexion with the Society and to visit the great valley, he

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speaks of the rapid immigration westward — 800 Germans araring at 
St . Louis in a single day, and 500 on another, while he was in that 
city, and 50 immigrant wagons having been passed in three days, on 
a tour of 300 miles southwest from St. Louis. The prospective popu- 
lation in the present ratio of increase is almost incredible, counting by 
hundreds of millions a century hence. And no one who has traversed 
the West can doubt that there is room for all. 

Moral desdcUioTis, — " There are at least 40 counties in Missouri," 
says Mr. W. " without an educated minister, and even with the mul- 
tiplicity of itinerant preachers there are many neighborhoods where 
for years not even the pretence of a sermon has been heard. An indi- 
vidual told me that she had heard but one sermon in five years, and 
she went some ten or twelve miles to hear that. ' O,' said she, 
* could we have a sermon once a year, it would seem like having the 
institutions of the Gospel agiain.' In another neighborhood the people 
told me that for the last five or six years there had not been as many 
sermons in the place. A piteous appeal was made for a preacher by 
one whose house was open for meetings and ministers, and who had 
long been praying for some one to break the bread of life. It is 20 
miles in one direction and 25 in another to the places where preach- 
ing is enjoyed on the Sabbath. In another neighborhood, where I 
preached to an audience of about 50 people, they told me it was the first 
sermon preached there in eight years. The Romanist priest, however, 
•had found the place and baptized the children of many nominal Pro- 
testants, and in a neighboring district 100 had been confirmed in a 
single day in a Roman Catholic church. At — ^ mines an old resi- 
dent infi>rmed me that he had never known of a conversion there. 
Some, of these neighborhoods I supplied with Tracts and some with 
books, and some l\|ave since been visited by a colporteur. At one of 
the places thus supplied a church has recently been organized. 

" The thirty counties of Southern Illinois are very destitute, with 
the exception of Madison. In N. Illinois I have ridden fifty miles on a 
main road without passing a single minister, and the ministers living 
nearest together have a scattered population between them, which 
they do not reach." 

Err ovists. — Mr. W. describes the various classes of errorists on his field, 
embracing Mormons ; ** Bible Christians," as they term themselves ; Infidels, 
who are busy in- circulating Paine, &c. ; " Ironsides," or fatalists, Romanists, 
&c. and speaks of the necessity of some agency like Colportage to reach 
them. ** I know that many of these families would purchase good books if 
they were brought to their doors, for I have thus supplied them, where nei- 
ther parents nor children went either to church or to school." 
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Encouragement, — "I feel assured from what I have seen of the West that 
hardly a neighborhood can be found which does not contain some one or more 
humble christians sighing over the desolations around them. There is no 
part of the world where toil is sooner repaid, or where ministers and faithful 
christians can do more with the same amount of labor. Infidelity flees before 
a few such books as Nelson, and in many instances his work stands now 
where a few months since stood Paine's Age of Reason, now committed to 
the flames. The Society's books have no where been more abundantly blessed 
than in Missouri. Between February and July above /oriy individual instan- 
ces of hopeful conversion came to my knowledge, of persons who had re- 
cently received and read some of the books, and frequently with an immedi- 
ate connexion between the perusal and the result, with God's blessing. 

" An interesting and intelligent family of Unitarians bought and read Fla- 
vel's Fountain of Life, to the destruction of their error, and, I hope, to the 
saving of the souls of at least one or two of its members. 

" According to their ability, the churches in Missouri and Illinois have aided 
in sustaining the Society's work. At Galena, $50 was paid and $100 subscri- 
bed for the support of a German and French Colporteur in that vicinity. At 
Chicago more tnan $200 was raised for a. Depository. In other places a kin- 
dred readiness was manifested. This interest of the people, the constant op- 
portunities of usefulness, the consciousness of God's presence, and the actual 
results of souls converted rendered me happy in niy work, even in the fatigues 
and hardships of my wandering life." 

Removal to Western Pennsylvania. — " For the last four months my labors 
in Western Pennsylvania have been successful in awakening some interest in 
the cause we love. A large Tract Society has been formed in Alleghany for 
the promotion of the monthly distribution ; I have circulated 400 or 500 vo- 
lumes ; raised some $600 in donations ; and the way is prepared for the suc- 
cessful employment of German and other Colporteurs on this field." 

Conversion of Romanists, ^-c— " A student for the priesthood, who has read 
the Testament, Doddridge, and Nevins' Thoughts on Popery, was recently 
converted, and is now preparing for the Protestant ministry. A German Ro- 
manist teacher has recently joined a Protestant church at P. One of the most 
influential lawyers in S. has just been converted by a blessing on the perusal 
of Nelson, and has sent $5 for copies to circulate among his companions, and 
his pastor has sent fox thirty more and fifty copies of Baxter's Call." 

Tennessee* 

Rev. J. P. Fisher, General Agent, visited a few of the churches in 
the early part of the year, and in the autumn resumed his labors in 
raising funds and exciting an interest in the condition of the more des- 
titute districts. 

Rev. Mr. F. writes, 20th April, "I dined yesterday with President E. who 
informed me that he had travelled over the eastern part of the State, and that 
many, many families were not only destitute of the means of grace but of the 
knowledge of salvation by a crucified Redeemer. Rev. Mr. P. savs that pro- 
bably no part of the land is as free from publications of a demoralizing charac- 
ter as this. On all hands it is regarded as a most important and promising field 
for Colporteur operations. Who will sow the 'good seed' and how soon? 
Brother Stebbins is doing a great and important work in Western Tennessee. 
I already rejoice in the prospective results: they cannot be otherwise than glo- 
rious. Brother G. says that Mr. L. is doing admirably in Mississippi, only he 
labors too hard and will wear himself down and die prematurely The Pres- 
bytery will appropriate $150 to the Colporteur work. 
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" The work which, under God, the American Tract Society is called toper- 
form is growing in importance in the estimation of all good men. The plan by 
which we would accomplish that work is gaining their confidence: it needs 
but to be understood to be sustained, and laborers may be multiplied to meet 
the growing wants of our growing population. Minds immortal are famishing ! 
shall they be fed 1 Undyinw souls are ready to perish ! shall they be rescued ? 
Angels rai^ht covet the work which God has given W5 to do; and yet how neg- 
ligent we live! I knew not this before ! says the awakened, renewed soul — I 
saw not such danger— such guilt — such depths of iniquity ! I knew not such a 
Savior — so compassionate — so pitiful ! Amazing love \ Tm a miracle of grace ! 
Such trophies we may obtain — such proofs of our ministry — such crowns of 
rejoicing ! Often am I led to think of the obligations resting upon christians 
to shine as lights in the world. The contest between truth and error waxes 
great. Already are there many Anti-Christs, and they struggle hard for the 
mastery. 

"Cannot the wonderful providence of God herein be seen, by bringing his 
church into sucb straits tlrat her energies will be brought into exercise and 
her resources will be developed and consecrated to his service? Only let us 
sow and reap for Christ — buy and sell for Christ — live and die for Christ — and 
speedily Zion will be in motion, and her brightness will break as the morning, 
and her promised Redemption will not only 'draw nigh,' but will actually 
appear wrth shoutings and with triumph on earth and in heaven !" 



WESTERN AND SOUTH-WESTERN STATES. 

Field of Mrt Seely IVood, Saperlntendent of Volume Circulation and 

Colportage* 

Mr, Seely Wood presents the prominent features of the operations 
on his field at the West, in connexion with the reports of his 
fellow-laborers. The prominent aspect of the Society's work at the 
present time is the directness and efficiency of its plans for reaching 
the destitute. The colporteurs are not aiming so much at the circula- 
tion of a large amount of publications, as at placing therri where they 
are most needed, accompanying them with personal conversation and 
prayer. In this work, the blessing of God has been more apparent 
than during either of the ten previous years of his connexion with 
the Society. Suitable laborers have been raised up providentially, and 
the Spirit of God has owned, in a marked degree, their labors and the 
publications they have diffused. 

" During the past year," says Mr. W. " 28 colporteurs have been 
in commission for this field the whole or a part of the year, of whom 
7 have labored in Ohio ; 5 in Indiana ; 5 in Kentucky j 3 in Illinois ; 
2 in Missouri ; 1 in Iowa ; 2 in Tennessee ; 2 in Mississippi, and 1 in 
Arkansas. The results of these labors are reported in the extracts 
from correspondence herewith transmitted." 

Mr. Wood made an effort in St. Louis, which resulted in the sale 
of about 2000 volumes. An interesting union meeting was held in

Rev. Dr. BuUard's church, and several gentlemen aided in the distri- 
bution. The pastors of the different churches co-operated cordially in 
the work. 

MISSOURI AND IOWA. 

Mr. Alfred Belkna'p continued his labors in Cape Girardeau and 
"Washington counties, and parts of St. Louis, St. Charles, and St. 
5]'rancis counties, till October, when they were transferred to South- 
em Mississippi and Northern Louisiana. Sales during the year 2428 
volumes ; grants 282, and 16,000 pages of Tracts. 

" As far as practicable," writes Mr. B. " I endeavored to visit every family. I 
met bat five or six ministers on my field who were wholly devoted to the ministry of 
the word ; and most of those who supply any charge have three, four, or more con- 
gregations, so that the stated means of grace are very imperfectly enjoyed. I found 
many families so far removed from Gospel privileges, or so neglectful of them, that 
they have grown up in ignorance of the plan of salvation. 

" More than 600 copies of Nelson have thus been commissioned to arrest the skep- 
tic ; more than 200 of Baxter and AUeine have been sent to as many families to 
* call * the unconverted and sound the * alarm ' in the ear of the gay and thoughtless; 
and nearly 2500 messengers of truth are placed where it needs but the Divine Spirit 
to make them the means of conversion and sanctification. The 16,000 pages of 
Tracts have gone to Canada on the north, to Texas on the south, and to abodes of 
poverty and spiritual death." 

Mr. B. gives condensed extracts from his journal, showing the particular circum- 
stances in which grants were made. In almost every case the family had no reli- 
gious book, and was too poor to purchase. A very few only can be inserted as a 
sample of all. " Gave Baxter's Call to a poor, grey-haired man, living in sin, and 
without religious instruction; Harlan Page to a youth concerned for his soul; 
' Tracts on Romanism ' to a Catholic, who promised to give them an attentive pe- 
rusal ; Nelson on Infidelity to an infidel who had read Paine and other authors, and 
promised to read it ; Clarke's Scripture Promises to an orphan girl, who has since 
professed religion. Sold Nelson and Evidences of Christianity in a family where I 
ibund Paine and * Volney's Ruins ;' Nelson to an avowed infidel; the Family Li- 
brary to a family, the heads of which have since made a profession of religion." 

Evidences of 'Usefulness, — " I sold a temperance volume to a man who had been on 
a drunken frolic for weeks. He bantered me for a trade for my whole stock of 
books, but I reminded him that business done on a small scale was often safest, and 
at my suggestion he bought that volume. Within two days he became a sober man, 
and promised his wife he would not touch another drop of the poison for five years. 

" I sold Nelson and other works to a young man of wealth and infiuence. He sta- 
ted subsequently that he had entertained skeptical views, but Nelson had swept 
them all away, and he manifested a serious concern for his soul. I will only add, 
that several places visited have since been blessed vnth the outpouring of the Holy 
Spirit, and a considerable number of souls have been hopefully converted. "What 
agency the volumes may have had in efi*eciing these results eternity alone can re- 
veal. By whatever instrumentality efifected, the work is the Lord's, and to his name 
be all the praise.'* ' 

Mr. B. gives a detailed statement of his labors in connexion with Rev. Mr. C. in 
a destitute neighborhood in the region of the Mines. There had been but two ser- 
mons preached in nearly twelve years ; the people were destitute of good books, and 
many of the Bible. After an evening meeting he visited the families, and to his 
surprise nearly all purchased books. He was subsequently informed that an inter- 
esting revival succeeded their labors, and fifteen or more expressed a hope in Christ. 
Religion had become the all-absorbing theme. 

He expresses gratitude for the kindness and hospitality every where extended to 
• him by ministers and christians, and regrets leaving his interesting field in Mis- 
souri. His labors in Louisiana and Mississippi will be embraced in another report. 
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Mr, Isaac Leonard commenced his labors in Iowa in Jan. and has 
circulated 450 volumes by sale, and supplied 110 families gratuitously. 

" The districts I have visited during the last month," writes Mr. L. " are very 
destitute of the means of grace, having only an occasional sermon, and there being 
no Sabbath-school in the thi'ee townships. A considerable proportion of the people 
are destitute of religious books, and many families have no Bible." Mr. L. sends a 
daily journal, showing a great variety of incident and the manner in which various 
classes are addressed. We give some of the incidents of a single day as samples of all. 

"March 5. Came into a continuous settlement, under the Mississippi Bluff; 
rode 24 miles, and visited 26 families. At one place found some men in the yard', 
who at first refused the publications, especially those on temperance and universal- 
ism. After conversation, however, they accepted them, conceded that temperance 
was a good thing, and that they might be in error about the salvation of all men. At 
noon, a man inclined to Mormonism fed my horse, and I spent an hour, Bible 
in hand, endeavoring to set forth the truth as it is in Jesus, and left Baxter's 
Call to preach to him, with the prayer that God would bless it richly. Came to 
three men at work by the road-side, and from my horse proclaimed Jesus and 
the resurrection. They listened very attentively, and two of them with deep se- 
riousness received Tracts from me, and sat down at once to read them. Gave 
' Religion and Eternal Life ' to an afflicted widow who was destitute of a Bible 
or other means of grace. 

" With some voluntary aid I have visited 210 families during the month, in* all of 
which I have had religious conversation, and in many of them prayer, and have sold 
221 volumes and granted 67.'^ 

TENNESSEE. 

Mr, Shepard Wells continued his labors, chiefly as a Volume 
Agent, in Western Tennessee, till September, when he resumed his 
studies for the ministry in the Union Theological Seminary, New- 
York. His sales amounted to $1540 46, and his grants to 882 vo- 
lumes. A large part of his labors were bestowed on the congregations 
of the Cumberland Presbyterian church, and were cordially welcom- 
ed, as they were greatly needed by them. The aggregate circulation 
in two years and a half, through Mr. Wells' labors, is not far from 
25,000 volumes. 

Six w€tks^ tour, — By abundant labors in the most sickly part of the year, Mr. W. 
traveled 600 or 800 miles ; visited six county-seats and eight or ten other towns 
and congregations ; and sold about 3000 volumes in a six weeks' tour. In Paris 
more than $70 worth were sold. The pastor of the church ascribes his conversion 
to the " Swearer's Prayer." At M'Laurensville, a small community, 16 Family Li- 
braries and other publications were sold to the amount of $213 ; at Trenton $93 ; 
at Brown ville $111, and the excellent pastor took him to a country church where 
were circulated $127 worth among a scattered population in three days. At Jackson 
and Denmark $223 ^orth of books were circulated in two weeks. Up to this time 
Mr. W. enjoyed good health, although scores were sick in the region traversed. He 
was here attacked with chills and fever, returned to Nashville, and gave the agency 
into the hands of Mr* Stebbins, who had accompanied him for a month. 

Mr. Wells reports many interestinar facts, showing the acceptableness and 
usefulness of the publications, from which we make the following selections : 

The vorthoft^ 50 vetUexpendeeL-^A pastor writes, " I purchased $2 50 worth of books of Mr. 
W. and loaned them to my neighbors, who read them with much interest. My brother-in-law re- 
turned Pike's Persuasiires and said, * Hand this to others, for it has been the means of leading toe to 
a knowledge of my sins. O that I had seen that book twenty years ago ; then I should have avoided 
those scores of fictitious works whose deleterious effects I feel now, and long ere this have come to 
Christ.* He has established family worship, and seems like a new creature. By the reading of Ab- 
bot's * Young Christian/ a young lady^was awakened, and is now a member of the church. Several 
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others have told me they were blciwed and edified by reading the voIuinei«. They have been going 
from houM to house, and 1 expect to keep them going till they are worn out." 

Far-reae&ing result* of one Jooft.— " Judge , who was hopefully converted by a blessing ou 

the perusal of Nelson's Cause and Cure of Infidelity, loaned it to two skeptical lawyers, who were 
also hopefully converted. They were men of influence, and established meetings at two different 
uoints, in connexion with which some two hundred individuals were hopefully converted and have 
been gathered into the church. That copy of Nelson was sold by a colporteur, Mr. C. a few mouths 
aga A former member of Congress is among the converts." 

Two distilleriea stopped by a Troct.^" The gentleman with whom I am now staying," writes 
Bfr. Wells, *' informs me that he removed to this region from North Carolina eighteen years since, 
and commenced distilling. His business was successful, and he was making arrangements for the en- 
largement of his establishment, without thinking of the wrong, although an elder in the church, until 
a Temperance Tract fell into his hands, which opened his eyes and led him to abandon the business. 
He heard no lecture on the subject until last summer. Soon after he abandoned the distilling, a mi- 
nister near him commenced building one. He went to him and told t him what a curse he would 
bring upon the community, and succeeded in preventing its erection. These are fruits of seed sown 
•ome fifteen years ago." 

Seed by the way-side. — ** Rev. Mr. R— was riding with five young men into V. a few years 
since. A short distance from town they met two young men, who bowed politely and passed. They 
had gone but a few yards when they saw a Tract lying in the road. Only one of the five was 
not a professor of religion, and he happened to get the Tract, * Am I a christian.' Some months 
afterwards the young man professed religion, ascribing his conversion to the reading of the Tract. 
So much for seed sown by the way-side in the South. If in the day of Tracts sparingly scattered 
each blessed results followed, what may we not expect when Baxter and Bunyan are distributed by 
tens of thousands annually over the laud." 

Mr, Samuel W. StebUns succeeded Mr. Wells in Western Ten- 
nessee, and has effected sales to the amount of 3804 volumes and 
35,000 pp. of Tracts, and gi-anted 282 volumes and 17,000 pp. of 
Tracts. 

We regret the necessity of omitting the monthly and annual reports 
of Mr. W. which contain much valuable information respecting the 
field he has traversed in his journeys of 1600 miles, and graphic de- 
scriptions of scenes of deep spiritual interest in the abodes of the poor, 
at camp-meetings, &c. Referring to the Messenger for December, 
we can only insert the concluding page of his annual report. 

Creneral Characteristics. — "A great proportion of the people have had very little 
sense of the importance of providing for themselves or families religious books $ 
but as their attention has been called to it, many have joyfully received the volumes. 
I have found but few families destitute of the Bible, but very many make little 
use of it. Compared with many parts of the West, there are a great many preach- 
ers in this country ; and yet there are few churches who have preaching ofiener 
than once in two or four weeks .Very little is done by professing christians gene- 
rally for the salvation of those around them by personal effort. The general feeling 
seems to be that souls cannot be converted except at a camp-meeting or some spe- 
cial season of preaching. I have found but two or three Sabbath schools out of the 
county-seats. The Sabbath is looked upon by multitudes as a day of recreation^ 
rather than of sacred rest. As I think oJf the low state of religion, and the little 
sense of the purity and sanctity of Bible precepts and commands, my heart would 
often sink within me, were it not for a confidence in God that he will ere long 
bring about a mighty change. The longer I remain in a neighborhood the greater 
the interest manifested in my work ; and some who at first look upon the effort 
with suspicion, come to regard it favorably, and desire to participate in its blessings.'^ 

Usefulness of PuUicaiions, 

**A young man who purchased Pike's Persuasives at a camp-meeting last fall, was persuaded a 
few weeks after to yield the Savior his heart, and remarked that he would not take $5 for the 
book. A Methodist brother in moderate circumstances hesitated about taking any volumes, not 
hnving any money. A neighbor who was with me offered to advance it, and he took |2 worth. 
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Some weeks after, as he refanded the money, he remarked to the neighbor that be bad been paid 
the cost of tke whole by frhat he had Ibuod in one bonk :'* and be says " that is not all ; my 
ROD commenced reading them directly, and not long after professed to experience a change of 
heart." 

After many daye.—" While visiting a family in affliction last evening, a lady from Charleston, 
8. C., who had been much interested in the effort here, remarked that she must relate one foct 
that had come to her knowledge since her father's death. He was accustomed for years to carry 
with bim volumes and Tracts for distribution. Meeting a little boy one day, be told him he could 
not let him pass without giving him something, though he bad nothing suited to his youth. Hand- 
ing him the Saints' Rest, be said Hhis may do you rood, when you grow up to be a man." He 

carried it home and gave it to his mother, saying, Mr. P says it may do me good when I get 

to be a man. He lived to have a family. On losing a member of his family by death, he went 
to his mother and asked for the book, and read it, but without being specially interested. Some 
time after he was more deeply affected by the death of his wife and a child. He called for the 
book again, read it with seriousness, and it was the means of leading him to the Savior." 

The Drvnkard.'-^^ While opening my books one day in Jackson, a drunkard entered the store. 
After trying in vain to induce him to buy Baxter's Call, I sent him the Tract * The wretched 
made happy,' by the clerk, which he promised to read. He told the young man a few weeks 
after, that it was * too much for bim ;' he had given up his cups and was resolved never to drink 
any more." 

« Wherever I have gone great interest has been manifested in my work, and the 
more the publications have been circulated and read, the greater has been the desire 
that they should be carried to every family. I have met with the most cordial 
reception among the different Evangelical denominations ; and pastors and people 
have been ready to aid me all in their power. When my horse has been lame 
and tired, brethren have loaned me their owa to ride through their neighborhoods, 
and lately a brother furnished me his horse to take a circuit of 80 miles, taking care 
of my horse ; besides showing me much other kindness.^' 

Hospitality. — " I have been surprised and delighted with the hospitality of the 
people. Since 1 commenced my labors in July, my horse-keeping, board and lodging 
has cost me but $1 25, and of this amount 75 cents were paid at a tavern for keep- 
ing my horse one night. In many places where I offered or expected to pay, all 
the charge has been to ^come again,* 

** It has been difficult for me to break away from many neighborhoods, in order 
to fulfil previous engagements, so great has been the desire that the work should 
be done thoroughly. 

*^ In short, my work has been a delightful one, and all the disconragements, in bad 
roads, stormy weather, and a variety of other things, have seemed hardly worthy 
a thought. Were it not for a sense of unfaithfulness in a labor so solemn and in- 
timately connected with the prosperity of Zion and the salvation of souls, there 
would be no bound to my enjoyment. 

"As I look around and see the great work to be done by teachers of the young, 
by colporteurs, and by preachers of the Gospel in my field, I wish and pray 
that the Holy Spirit may speak to the young men at the East, in a voice that 
they will understandy saying * This is the way, walk ye in it' and lead them out to this 
great valley, girded for vigorous effort in the cause of our Master, 

** From my next remittance please take $20 to make my mother a member for 
life of the American Tract Society, and charge the same to my account : the sum 
to be employed for the Germans," 

KENTUCKY. 

Mr. Jason Keith has spent the past year in Fleming, Greenup, 
Lewis and Carter counties; has visited about 2000 families; sold 
1336 volumes, and supplied 750 destitute families gratuitously. These 
counties contain a scattered population, but a small portion of whom 
regularly attend preaching of any denomination. 

"I visited L county,'* writes Mr. K. ** a portion of which is perhaps as des- 
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titute of religious privileges as any portion of the state. I crossed the mountains to 
the head waters of the Kenekinick. From thereto its outlet into the Ohio, twenty 
miles, there are some thirty families who have had no preaching for years, with the 
exception of now and then a sermon by a Campbellite. Many families have no 
readers in them, and seemed utterly careless about their souls. I supplied all who 
could read with a volume, and commended them to God. The territory is moun- 
tainous, and the people live on the streams of water, and are not able to have preach- 
ing oAener than once in four "weeks. There is a single Presbyterian chUrch in the 
county, very small, and supplied with preaching once a month. On the other side of 
the mountain there is another state of things. I spent the Sabbath at the house of a 
preacher four-score and six years old, who has a little congregation of as happy and 
devoted people as are often met. It was like a stream in the desert. 

Church formed, — " In one neighborhood where I met with the most indifference 
and want of interest in obtaining and reading the books, they gathered up the books 
and Tracts atter I left and came together on the Sabbath and heard them read. After 
continuing this meeting some time they sent for a preacher, who has organized a 
church of about fifty members. 

Temper aTice.-r^^^ I have lifted my voice against the distilleries, and one man who 
had commenced grinding his apples has determined to press out the juice for vine- 
gar, and that his distillery shall never go into operation. But another, with whom I 
had a long conversation, expressed so much determination to continue the manufac- 
ture of ardent spirits that I decided to return several miles on the next Saturday and 
attend a shooting match near the distillery, which he has kept up every Saturday 
some time for the benefit of his distillery, and lecture both distillers and customers. 
On my arrival at the place, I found twenty-five or thirty on the ground, and at 
length succeeded in obtaining their attention for three quarters of an hour, while I 
reasoned with them of 'righteousness, temperance, and judgment to come.' Not a 
taunt or unkind word towards myself did I hear, and as I was about to mount my 
horse the distiller very pleasantly invited me to spend the night with him, which I 
respectfully declined/' 

Mr. K.*s report mentions several cases of persons who have been led to abandon 
their cups and adopt temperance principles, and others of hopeful conversion. 

Keith on the Prophecies.—*'^ During the revival in the mountains of Kentucky, in which the 
labors of the Colporteur were abuudaut, and in the promotion of which the pubhcations of the 
Society bore at lea»t an humble part, a young man aroae and taking 'Keith on the Prophecies' 
Irom his pocket, and looking toward the Colporteur, said, *I bless the Lord for sending that man 
hare ; for this book has been the meaus, 1 trust, of leading me to the Savior. To God be all 
ihe glory.' " 

Rev. P. Follambee has continued his labors in the counties of 
Boone, Grant, Scott, Fayette, Woodford and Franklin, and has cir- 
culated 3804 volumes, chiefly by sale. These counties contain a 
population of more than 70,000, and though the last four mentioned 
are among the best portions of the state, and the population is better 
supplied with religious reading than elsewhere, yet even there many 
families are found who need the Society's publications. 

" You may ask," writes Mr. F. "if the work is not nearly completed on the field 
assigned me ? I answer, no ; it is but just begun ; 40,000 volumes seem to be as 
much needed now as the 8000 already circulated. Much encouragement to call on 
families a second and third time is found in th6 fact that many who at first will 
only take a single volume, become so much interested in its contents that, on calling 
again, three or four are purchased ; then a family library ; and when that is read, 
the remaining 30 volumes are wanted ; so that in many instances ihe introduction md 

8 
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nading of a single volume of the Society's publications prepares the way for the 
whole series of 45 volumes. 

Church Libraries. — " In several instances I have proposed lo raise half or one 
third the amoant necessary lo procure the Christian Library, and that I would col- 
lect the balance of benevolent individuals in other portions of my field ; and thus 
introduced a church library, to be accessible to all the families of the congregation. 
One of these churches of 50 members, situated among the hills, had preaching only 
once a month on Saturday and Sunday. Some of the Christian Libraries have been 
carried to such churches on horse-back, 25, 50, and 60 miles." 

Mr. F. furnishes many illustrations of the fact that the circulation of Tracts has 
greatly increased on his field. The pious students at Georgetown College engage 
cordially in this work. Families have procured a quantity for distribution. A lady 
furnished every member of the legislature with a Tract, and they were respect- 
fully received ; there was immediately a demand for more than she could furnish, 
and she removed the binding from a volume of Tracts to meet the wants at the 
capitol, thinking that, in the circumstances, they would be more widely useful 
than while bound together. The Female Tract Society at F. have just ordered 
20 packets for distribution. Mr. F. visited and supplied the State's Prison. 

Directness of connexion between the gift and the blessing, — At a public meeting in 
the Tabernacle, when several of the Society's Agents received their instructions, 

Rev. Mr. S , who was about to leave for the West, described a destitute family 

in the Kentucky mountains in a graphic manner, and appealed for aid to send to that 
and similar families such books as might instruct them in the way of life, and stated 
that $1 would supply eight such families with Baxter's Call. A Methodist girl, who 
earns her bread by her daily toil, gave $1 after the meeting, and requested that Rev. 
Mr. S. would take the books to those poor families. 

On reaching Kentucky, Rev. Mr. S. joined a colporteur for a few days' excursion, 
and took eight copies of the Call, writing a sentence in each, stating the circum- 
stances of the gift. One of the first abodes at which they called was that of an aged 
widow, who had neglected the means of grace, and was surrounded by an irreligious 
family. It was with difficulty that they gained admittance, and more difficult to se- 
cure attention to the object of their mission. At last it was agreed that Baxter's Call 
should be lei\, and one of the sons was to read it to his mother. In a few weeks that 
widow was found in the house of God, a believing penitent ; connected herself with 
the church; adorned her profession, and a few months afler died in peace. 

The letter containing these facts, and others of interest relative lo the other seven 
books, was given by one of the Secretaries to the girl who had contributed the dollar, 
and rejoiced her heart more than the expenditure of thousands squandered by the 
wealthy for their worldly gratification. 

*' A mother says her daughter's attention was first called to the concerns of her 
soul in reading the Dairyman's Daughter that I left in her family. She has connected 
herself with the church. An instance, among others, is mentioned by Mr. F. of an 
infidel at the South who was brought to renounce his infidelity and embrace Christ, 
by the perusal of the Society's Tracts." 

Mr. Alpheus Trask commenced his labors in Lavvrrence county 
in November, and has visited several hundred scattered and desti- 
tute families, supplying them with books mostly as a gratuity. His 
reports present an appalling picture of the state of morals and re- 
ligion in some parts of his field. In many families he has deposited 
the first religious book ever received, and made the first prayer ever 
offered. As an evidence of his interest in the Society's operations, he 
has contributed $50 as a donation for German colportage, being one 
third of his entire salary. If more of the patrons of the Society pos- 
sessed the same self-denying and liberal spirit, the work might go for- 
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ward with ten-fold rapidity. A single extract from Mr. T.'s report 
must suffice. 

" I have found about one third of the families in this county destitute of the word 
of God. Two thirds of ihe families have no books except the Bible, a spelling-book 
and an Almanac. On a tour of several days nearly half the houses were without the 
Bible, and in travelling four days, 40 families out of 46 visited were destitute of the 
word of God. A large part of the population cannot read. In many parts of the coun- 
ty there are no schools whatever ; in other parts there are a few private schools and 
Sabbath-schools. The desecration of the Sabbath is common. One fifUi of the popu- 
lation, at least, live in the habitual neglect of the preached Gospel. 

** It is evident that the books and Tracts I am distributing among this people are 
doing good. A distiller, through the influence of the * FooPs Pence,' has abandoned 
his distillery, and others have been persuaded to abandon their cups. I have pro- 
cared 70 temperance pledges. The books pass from hand to hand, and frequently 
travel faster than I can. People from parts of the county I have not visited urge me 
to come to their settlements." 

Mr, James McCall commenced his labors in Rockcastle, Pulaski, Lincoln, Cass 
and Laurel counties in July, and has performed five months' labor, daring which 
period he has sold 425 volumes and supplied $34 families gratuitously, also 150 fa- 
milies each with a copy of the Bible. 

His correspondence contains many facts showing a commendable interest on the 
part of the population in the mountainous districts in obtaining the books, and that 
much good has been accomplished by their circulation. 

Mr, J. E. Chandler performed a few months' agency in Hardin 

county, where his sales amounted to 668 volumes, and his grants to 

324 volumes. 

" Many of the people," he says, " are very ignorant. I have found many whole 
families in which there was not a single individual that could read; and a great many 
who can read have no books except the Bible and some old song-book. I have found 
15 or 20 families without the Bible; but what is even more to be lamented, there 
are many, even in the church, who have the Bible but do not read it. For instance, 
I called on one of the families in a village which consisted of the parents and six or 
seven children, who could read — some of them members of the church. While con- 
versing on some points of Bible truth, the story of David and Goliath was alluded to. 
The old gentleman remarked, * I have never heam of that' — *norI,' said the old 
lady. I took my Bible and read the narrative, which was listened to with breathless 
attention. I also gave them the narrative <>f Samson, and Moses, and then com- 
menced a sketch of Joseph's life, when the old man remarked, * I have heam tell of 
that.' Of the other stories not one in that large family had ever read or heard. I 
have often seen tears flow freely when rising from my knees, in cabins where, un- 
til then, the voice of prayer had never been heard — and that heart must be stone 
which would not be moved by such indications." 

ILLINOIS. 

Mr, Milton B, Stair devoted the first six months of the year to the 
counties in the southwestern part of Kentucky, and in the autumn 
transferred his labors to Gallatin and adjoining counties in Illinois.. 
He has eflfected a circulation of 6808 volumes by sale, and has sup- 
plied nearly 1000 families gratuitously. 

Reporting a colporteur tour of eight weeks, Mr. S. says, " I held eight prayer- 
meetings, and left a Tract or Book in more than 200 families, in all of which I had 
some religious conversation or prayer. The majority of these families were ven- in- 
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digent ; more than half said they had not money enough to buy a *bit book ' (12 
cts.) Five families, from five to ten souls in each, were wholly unable to read, and 
Ibrty others could read but imperfectly. Nearly fifty families were destitute of either 
a Bible or Testament. On one occasion several persons told me they had not attended 
church for many years, and that others in the neighborhood were in the same con- 
dition. One woman said her son was thirteen years old, and had heard but one 
sermon. 

ji motfier's testimony, — *' ji mother " in Kentucky has written the Society a letter 
of seven large pages, expressing her emotions of gratitude for the publications 
furnished for her own family and the district of country in which she resides, and 
stating interesting particulars of their usefulness. An aged woman, who procured 
the Christian Library of Mr. Wells at C. was accustomed to exhibit her treasure to 
her neighbors and friends, saying *^ These books are what I have been praying and 
wishing for a long time. O that I could have possessed them years ago ! They con- 
tain nothing but lasting food and durable riches. My prayer is that God will bless 
them wheal am gone, to my children's children.'* One of those children, "the mo- 
ther " who writes the letter, was thus incited to a desire for the possession of this 
treasure, and prayed that the way might be opened for it. When Mr. Starr called 
at her house she regarded her prayer as answered, and immediately purchased the 
Christian Library. Many other families who had borrowed and read books from 
the library first brought into the neighborhood, where there were no Sabbath-school 
aud few religious books, were eager to procure the volumes at the hands of the 

agent. Mrs. expresses warm thanks for the visit of Mr. S. and a high sense"^of 

the value of such labors of love. She then appeals to mothers to procure the 
Christian Library, or a portion of it, as a means of spiritual benefit for their 
children. 

Baxter^* class in a Kentucky «cAoo7.~" Durinff one of my excursions in a destitute neighborhood 
I had occasion to grant several copies of Baxter's Call (having no other small volumes at tbe time) to 
as many deiitiiute families. A few days after, a gentleman inquired at the house where I stopped if 

* the book -man was there.' The landlord directed him to my room. 

" * I have come,' said he, < to acknowledge my obligations to you.* I replied that I was not conscious 
of his being under any particular obligations to me, as he was an entire stranger. 

" * And yet, sir, I am under lasting obligations to you. Yesterday morning a lad came unusually early 
to my school, exhibiting a small volume given to him the evening before by a stranger, saying that be 
had brought it to read in. In a few moments another came, presenting a copy of the same brK>k, and 
then another, and still another. Afler the school had commenced 1 requested all who had a new book 
to arise, when to my astonishment ten hoys and girls ktood on their feet; and on examination I found 
each had a copy of Baxter^s ' Call to the Vnconverted,* published by the American Tract Society ; 
nil of whom I arranged in a class by themselves, which 1 call my Baxter's class. Before this neither 
of these children had a book to read in. It is decidedly the must interesting class in my school. May 
the Lord bless you and your Institution in your labors of love ; and may this instance ofyour liberality 
result in sending forth from this class several Baxters^ who shall stand on Zion's wall and call the 
sinner to repentance." 

'* Many similar facts might be mentioned to show the good resulting from the circulation of your 
volumes in this fi»>ld. The ladies of Smithland f)urchased two Christian Libraries for ihe Methodist 
und Episcopal Sabbath-schools. Also in Paducah the ladies formed a Society for the systi>matic dis- 
tribution of religious Tracts. I feel uuder lasting obligation to many kind Iriends in iS^aud 1*. for their 
hospitality so liberally bestowed." 

Kentucky honor leading to a 6?«M«rf Aop«.—" I called one afternoon at the house ofMr.T ," 

writes Mr. S. "to leave a library until my return from anoiher part of the State ; and remarked to 

Miss T as 1 lelt the house, that I hoped she would avail herself of the opportunity of perusing 

tiie books. 

'• * I am very much obliged, sir, for your kind offer,* said she, * and would do so with pleasure if 
I thought they would prove as interesting as the new novels 1 have just received,' at the same time 
proffering me a favorite one. I selected Pike's Persuasives to Early Piety, and requested her to 
promise on the honor of a Kcntuckian, for my sake and that of her pious mother, to read it faithfully 
through, and the book should be her own. She replied that to her such kind of reading was so dry 
and insipid that she was fearful she could not bo able to accomplish the task, and should thus cause 
me to distrust Kentucky veracity. With a little persuasion from the mother, however, she complied 
with our request. 

• " You may judge what were my feelings when, on my return, I heard the young lady had united 
hrrselfwith the church ; stating that the book, and tbe circumstances by which it came into her pos- 
session, were the means, in the bands of God, of her conviction and conversion. She often laid it aside 
und took up a novel to wear off the impression— &ut her^pledge must he redeemed. 'O that cruel 
promise!' She read on— the Spirit of God accompanied the perusal of the book: her convictions 
deepened ; and ere she finished readiug the volume she was led to the foot of the cross, and enabled to 
make the lauguagn of the last prayer her own. Of course tbe book was hers. 

" The Christian Library now occupies the place of the new novels, and her soul now feasts on sub- 
Btiintial knowledge. Her pious mother soon after went home to sing with the angels \ and had the sa- 
tisfaction of knowing on her deaih-bed thai her daughter, for whose coaversiou und salvation she had 
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fervently prayed for many years, had ' chosen rather to suffer affliction with the people of God than 
to enjoy the pleasures of sin for a season/ " 

Mr. Charka j3. Spring labored four months in the vicinity of Rock Island, his sales 
and grants of this Society's publications amounting to S86 volumes and about 40,000 
pp. of Tracts. He was also amply supplied with second-hand books forwarded 
through the kindness of friends at the East. Reporting his labors, he writes : 

*< I have given or sold about 2000 volumes, 60 Bibles, 150 Testaments, 10,000 
Tracts, and bushels of pamphlets, &c. I have called in missionary and other aid in 
their distribution. I have also constituted more than 20 Sabbath- schools since I be- 
gan the work ; and yet in view of what remains to be done, it seems that almost 
nothing has been accomplished. Go over the whole ground, and you might as well 
talk of satiating a hungry stomach with the smell of a feast, as of my having overfed 
a single family with the bread of life. As we say at the West, the way these families 
will * walk into your books,' three years hence, * will be a caution !' " 

Barter for Novels. 

" Passing from house to house, Mr. S. found * in a miserable log-cabin ' a family of 
noveUreadera ! Here, he says, * God, I humbly trust, put a new thought into my 
heart. O may he bless and prosper me in it ! It is this : 

*' * Where there is no cash we must barter. What think you of buying up novels, 
and books of pirates and hero-robbers, and infidel books, with the Bible, Payson's 
Life, and other good books which the providence of Grod has given me to trade vnih ? 
I have begun the work, and when I return home all I can rake and scrape shall 
pass through the fire,' " 

Several letters from Mr. S. have been inserted in the Messenger, and are here 
omitted. 

Rev. Wm. Chamberlain has devoted a portion of his time, in connexion with his 
labors as a Home Missionary, to the circulation of books and Tracts on his 
Missionary field in Madison and Macoupin counties ; and circulated 230 volumes, 
besides several thousand pages of Tracts. 

INDIANA. 

Mr. E. H, Merrill has spent the year in Jay, Delaware, Randolph, 
Huntington, Allen and Lagrange counties ; sold 2924 volumes, and 
supplied 1812 families gratuitously. 

"In four of these counties," writes 'Mr. M. "I found more than 200 irreligious 
families without a copy of the Bible ; also 98 professors of religion without the 
whole of it; and more than 60 professors without any portion of it. One preacher 
had not a copy of the Scriptures. When I first visited Delaware Co. there were no 
Bibles to be obtained within 45 miles, but when I left, a Bible Society had been 
organized, the Bibles procured, and they were about entering on their distribu- 
tion : other Societies were organizing in adjoining counties. 

" I have distributed 40 Bibles and 140 Testaments, a part of them at my own 
expense, there being at the time no suitable provision for supplying families. An 
aged lady, wishing to supply her two grandsons, who were about connecting them- 
selves with the church, with a portion of the Bible, split one in two pieces and gave 
each a part. 

" I need scarcely add that the population generaUy were not supplied with evan- 
gelical books. One family to whom I gave a copy of Baxter's Call, stated that they 
only possessed two small books, were living without a Bible or Testament, and had 
attended but one religious meeting of any denomination in five years, though in 
former years they had been constant attendants upon the sanctuary. Another fa- 
mily, in connexion with the Presbyterian church, who had not heard a sermon 
from one of their own denomination in five years, expressed an earnest desire to 
see the face of a minister or missionary. 

"One man, whose library consisted of a part of a book, to whom I presented a 
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copy of Baxter's Call, called on me some weeks after to express his gratitude for 
the book, and his hope that he had obtained evidence of pardoning mercy and an 
interest in Christ. 

A book in a family without readers. — " A volume of Tracts, presented, to a family 
who could not read, was read to them by a girl who came to attend the sick, and 
blessed to the conversion of the mother, and in arousing the father to the import- 
ance of immediately sending his children to school. There seldom being any reli- 
gious meeting within eighteen miles, the neighbors frequently assembled to read 
the book together, and it has been blessed to the whole neighborhood. I find so 
great a desire for the books, and so much necessity of granting them to the thou- 
sands who are destitute and are too poor to purchase, that I desire the privilege of 
supplying some at my own expense ; and therefore wish you to retain the amount 
of one month's services as my contribution for this object." 

Mr. M, R, Hull has continued his labors in the counties of Fayette, 
Union, Henry and Wayne, and effected sales to the extent of 1791 
volumes, and made 510 grants. 

Mr. H. endeavors to ascertain of those families on whom he calls whether the 
family altar is established in the house, and the children are daily instructed in the 
precepts of the Bible, and taught to keep the Sabbath ; also whether; as christians, 
they regularly attend and sustain neighborhood prayer-meetings, and engage in 
personal efforts for the salvation of the impenitent around them. He has also esta- 
blished several Sabbath-schools, and obtained nearly 2000 temperance pledges within 
the two years of his agency. 

Among several instances of hopeful conversion reported, is that of a school mis- 
tress, through the instrumentality of a volume of bound Tracts; also of three 
young persons, who were awakened, and, as they trust, led to the Savior by the 
reading of " Persuasives to Early Piety," purchased by their mother as specially 
adapted to them, and who made its influence on her offspring a subject of special 
prayer while they were reading it ; also that of a young man converted through the 
instrumentality of the same book. 

The Husband atgedntt the JFlfe.—^'^ On passing through a portion of my field formerly visited," 
writes Mr. H. *' I learned that a poor woman to whom lliad given a copy of Baxter 'h Call, with the 
assurance that she would prayerfully read it, had been awakened by its solemn truths and expe- 
rienced a hope of pardoning grace, which excited so much opposition in the mind of her husband, 
that in a drunken (it he burned the * Call,' a New Testament, aud some Tracts that I had given them, 
and drove her and four small children from their home at a late hour in the night through the 
snow, part of them without shoes ; and that she was still separated from her husband. On asking her 
if she would live with him if I would get him to sign the pledge, she replied that she felt it to be her 
duty to do so, for that when sober he was a kind husband. I immediately went to see him, persuaded 
him to sign the pledge, and the same day he was restored to his rejoicing wife, a sober man. The 
last time I heard from them they enjoyed much peace, were regular attendants at church, aud seemed 
to be doing well." 

^ Nelson among Infidel Physicians.— ^^ In the town of ^— I left Nelson's < Cause and Cure of Infi- 
delity ' with a lady for her husband, an eminent physician, and an Infidel. Calling some time after to 
learn what effect it had on the patient, I was pleased to ascertain that he was nearly or quite cured of 
a disease that thirty years before had assumed the chronic form. He desired me to present him the 
book, as he had five brothers who had imbibed the same sentiments, and he wished it to testify to 
them also. Subsequently the doctor informed me that one of his brothers read it carefully, com- 
pared it with the Bible, had renounced hin Infidelity, and connected himself with a christian church ; 
also that it had produced a very happy impression upon the other brothers." 

The Report mentions the case of another Infidel physician who had been led to renounce his Infi- 
delity by the same means; also the conversion of two sisters, through the instrumentality of James' 
Anxious Inquirer, and two others by the Dairyman's Daughter. 

No Bible, — ** I called on a man a few days since, who is a professor of religion, 
and whose wife is the daughter of a preacher ; has been connected with a church 
fifteen years ; can read bank-notes well, being worth some twenty or thirty thou- 
sand dollars ; had reared a family of nine children, and never had a Bible! 

'^ On asking an old professor of religion, who could boast of possessing 700 acres 
of choice land, for a Bible to read a chapter before prayer, he replied that they had 
none. Many preachers in this county scarcely ever inquire if their members are in 
possession of the word of God.'* 
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Mr. Asa Prescott prosecuted his labors with great fidelity in Rush 
and Decatur counties until August, making two years and two months* 
service in all, and has now resumed his studies for the ministry. His 
sales from April to August were 934 volumes, and his grants 976. We 
present a few extracts from his final report : 

" I have visited parts of Hamilton Co. Ohio, and Franklin, Fayette, Rush and 
Decatur Cos. Indiana. I have sold 3751 volumes, of the value of $1172 28, in 1602 
families ; and have distributed gratuitously to 1437 destitute families 1498 volumes, 
amounting to $426 32 ; making an aggregate distribution of 5249 volumes, at a 
cost of $1622 92, in 3039 families, exclusive of 37,000 pages of Tracts. 

** I have/ottTid four hundred and forty families destitute of the whohy or a part of 
the BibUy many of whom were professors of religion, and some of ihem had reared 
large families without the Scriptures. Had I been as careful on this point the first 
year as the second, J should have found many more. There is also an appalling 
destitution of other books. My rule has been to give one book in a family destitute 
of money and books, and having one reader who manifested a desire to read. There 
are not more than from three to six Sabbath-schools in each of the four counties. 

" A considerable part of the population of the counties visited consists of Ger- 
mans, many of whom are Roman Catholics. I was surprised to find that almost 
every adult German was able to read, while many native Americans in the same 
neighborhoods cannot read a word. There is comparatively little open infidelity in 
most o6 the counties, but it is cloaked under some professedly christian sect. I think 
nearly one half of the adult inhabitants belong to some religious order, and the great- 
est obstacle exists in the form of false doctrines. The opposition to my work was 
chiefly among professors of some faith. The prevailing denominations are Method- 
ists, Baptists, Reformers or Campbellites, Presbyterians, Seceders, Associate Re- 
formed and Universalists. I have labored among all the difiierent denominations 
without distinction when permitted, and my labors have not been in vain. Some 
souls have been awakened and led to repentance, and others .have been quickened in 
their christian course. When I left my field some good people at Greensburg showed 
iheir appreciation of my labors by uniting — Presbyterians, Methodists and Baptists 
—to procure clothing which they presented to me. 

** I thank ihe Society for the grant of a * Christian Library ' of 45 volumes for 
my private use. It would have been worth $50 if I had purchased it — it is worth 
$100 now.'^ 

Mr. George G. Jones commenced his labors in October in Dearborn 
and Switzerland counties, and has effected the sale of 1832 volumes, 
and granted 1086 volumes. His field of labor has recently been 
changed to Missouri. A few extracts from his cheering reports are 
here inserted. 

" I left Cincinnati, October 18th," writes Mr. J. " on my first excursion as Col- 
porteur. During seven days I visited about 100 families, and disposed of 140 volumes 
by sale, amounting to $38 54, and 27 volumes by grant, which, with Tracts, amounted 
to $15 73. I bless the Lord for sending me into this field of labor. The Lord has 
lifted up the light ©f his countenance upon me, and filled my soul with joy and peace, 
and I have been instrumental, I humbly trust, of some good. 

The Act of Faith.—" A Baptist minister to whom I granted a package of Tracts, subsequently in- 
/orined me tliat be gave 'The Act of Faith ' to a young man with whom he had conversed on the im- 
porunce of attending to religion ; that he read it attentively, went away, and cast himself at the foot 
Mf the cross, and soon after rejoiced iu hope. He is about commencing study at Woodward College, 
and seriously thinks of turning his attention to the Gospel ministry." 

The DeeisioH.—" To a young lady who had been undecided on the subject of religion for more 
than two years, I gave the Tract, * Shall I Come to the Lord's Supper?' It was the means of deciding 
her for God, and on last Sabbath she connected herself with the church." 
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Under date of November 13, he again writes: *^ I have just completed visiting 
all the families in Lawrenceburg and its snbarbs. There was much need of colpor- 
teur labors among many of the inhabitants. I have distributed upwards of 21,000 
pages Tracts, granted 165 volumes to as many families, and sold 579 volumes, 
amounting to $186 60. Found 24 families destitute of the Bible, which I reported 
to the Lawrenceburg Bible Society, with the promise that they should be supplied. 

" Visited the distillery, and gave each of the distillers and hands a Temperance 
Tract. Went into a bar-room where I found about a score drinking and smoking, 
and gave them a general invitation to attend the Temperance meeting to be held 
that evening. To-day one of the topers informed me that he had accepted my invi- 
tation to attend the meeting, and had signed the pledge. He also took 11 others with 
him, who all signed the pledge. 

Books and Tracts in a J2et>«vaZ.— "Several of the recent converts in the reviral at L , in which 

between SK) and 30 were hopefully led to Christ, have related to roe the benefit they derived from 
books and Tracts received from the Colporteur. Said one, * You gave the Tract " Dun't put it Off" 
to a fellow-apprentice of mine, who threw it on the floor near me. I picked it up, read it, and con- 
viction fastenied upon my soul. I found no rest until I saw Jesus as my Savior.' 

'* A little girl^ who afterwards became hopefully piousj was deeply impressed by reading * The 
Warning Voice,' which I sold in a package to her mother. ' • 

" I found a copy of AUeine's Alarm in a house, presented to a man by Rev. Mr. FoUansbee in Ky. 
two years ago: the owner was then impenitent, but now rejoices in hope. 

« On asking a Universaliati who was sick, if he would like to have me pray with him, he replied, 
'I never do the like of that.' Afterwards he suffered the voice of prayer to be lifted in his behalf, and 
accepted a copy of Baxter's Call. His daughter has since been hopefully converted. 

" Gave the Tract ' Watchmaker^ to a little girl. The Lord directed the arrow to the joints of the 
harness. Her father was an Infidel, a watchmaker by trade, and a drunkard. He read the Tract with 
a great deal of emotion. On seeing him a few nights afterwards, he signed the pledge. • 

>' ' Have you many religiotu books .?'■ said T to a lady. * Yes sir,' said she, ' we have a great many.' 
On asking to see the assortment, she produced a Bible and spelling-book ! 

" I sent Nelson on Infidelity to Robert Dale Owen by a particular friend of his, with the Society's 
best wishes for his welfare." 

" DonH Put it Off"—" In the distribution of some Tracts among Sunday-school children at the 
close of my address to them, the Tract ' Don't Put it Off' fell to the lot of a little girl, who took it 
home and read it to her father. The truths read fastened conviction upon his soul, and two days 
afterwards he rejoiced in hope." 

"A lady to whom I sold * James' Anxious Inquirer,' has been induced thereby to become a con- 
stant attendant upon the preaching of the Gospel." 

** Suffer Little OhUdren." — '* On being followed home by two little girls fi-om a Sabbath-school where 
I had made an address, and being asked by them to pray for them, I attempted to lead them to the 
Lamb of God, and requested them to come again, and bring others also. On the following Sabbath I 
found assembled twelve little girls, and after prayer was offered in their behalf, the two first named 
tarried, the one to tell me she felt that ' Jesus had made her a better girl,' and the other to ask me * to 
teach her how to pray.' The next Sabbath a similar scene occurred with thirteen children in attend- 
ance, and last Sabbath I met them to the number of fifteen for the last time, and bade them farewell. 
One of them gives evidence of having found Him who said, ' Suffer little children to come unto me.' "j 

The Synod of Northern Indiana, at its late meeting in Fort Wayne, 
passed resolutions strongly commending the Society and its Agents 
to the confidence and co-operation of the churches connected with it, 
and expressing the high estimation in which the Society's publications 
are held. 

OHIO. 

Mr. Thomas Spencer has continued his labors in the counties of Jack- 
son, Pike, Sciota and Ross, many portions of which are mountainous, 
and the population poor. His sales amount to 932 volumes, and his 
grants to 729. 

" Conld I fully express on paper," writes Mr. S. '* what I see and hear every 
day, I trust there would be no lack of funds to send these perishing souls the bread 
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of life. Multitudes of families here never go to the house of God, and are as ignorant 
of the law of God as though it had never been given. I have read the Bible for the 
first time in many families, and witnessed the flowing tear on many a withered cheek. 
I frequently hold temperance meetings, lest temperance lecturers should not find their 
way among all the population of these hills. , 

** Among the instances of the usefulness of the volumes may be mentioned that of 
an impenitent young man whose attention was arrested by reading the * Guide for 
Young Disciples,' and who found no peace until he obtained it at the foot of the 
cross ; also of a sceptic becoming greatly alarmed by an examination of < Nelson,' and 
the volume on the Evidences of Christianity, which I furnished him." 

The whole family brought in. — "A self-righteous man with whom I lodged for a 
night, and whom I endeavored to convince of the necessity of a change of heart and 
the importance of acknowledging God around the family altar, permitted me to pray 
and leave some Tracts. Three weeks after I learned that the father, mother and 
three children were rejoicing in hope of pardoning mercy. 

" A Universalist to whom I gave some Tracts subsequently abandoned his error, 
saying those Tracts were enough to prove to any rational man that the Universalist 
doctrine was false. 

" Sometimes I meet with Tracts in families 10 or 15 miles from the place where 
they were first granted, they having been loaned about from family to family." 

The children will, if parents will not. — ^* A Roman catholic woman coming to the 
door, and learning that the colporteur had only religious books, hastily retreated with 
pious horror ; but her eldest daughter came out for a book, saying that she would 
read it attentively, and that she liked the Protestants much belter than the Catholics." 

Mr, Sylvester Brown has labored five months in the Maumee valley, 

visited 1085 families in 16 towns of Lucas county, sold 694 volumes, 

and supplied 290 families gratuitously, 81 of vtrhich were destitute of 

the Bible. 

He speaks of his field as very destitute of the means of grace, and thickly sowa 
with the seeds of error. Mormons and o|her gross errorists have made a lodgement 
there — two zealous Mormon preachers having spent the winter at W and vicini- 
ty, making proselytes even from the ranks of the christian church. The state of mo« 
rals is such as is commonly found in recently settled districts. 

Dealing with Catholics, — We give the following extract from Mr. B.'s correspond- 
ence, as a specimen of the interviews continually occurring between the colporteurs 
and the deluded Romanists. ^^ The Catholics hate the doctrine of justification by 
faith, with which they associate the name of Luther. I had a long conversation with 
a Catholic who is possessed of some information and holds an important office in the 
town. The conversation turned on praying to the saints, penance, good woriis, &c. 
I endeavored to show him the idolatrous tendency of their worship, ascribing to saints 
the attributes of Deity. He replied that they only prayed to the saints to intercede 
for them, which I showed him from his prayer-book was not true ; but allowing it to 
be so, that it puts them in the place of the only Mediator, and is contrary to his own 
words, * No man can come unto the Father but by me.' He could not answer, and 
I proceeded to explain the doctrine of justification by faith ; when he exclaimed with 
some degree of contempt, ' Yes, that's just like Martin Luther !' Pressing the point, 
he confessed he could not reply, and referred me to the priest. 

" Some Catholics tell me the priest does not allow them to read Protestant books ; 
others that he doe3 not object ; and others still that they think they ought to have the 
liberty to read what they phase, and they will do ity whether the priest likes it or not. 
I thii^ more of them will soon begin to think for themselves. 

Lack of service supplied. — " The books are doing good. In two or three places the 
Fountain of Life, and in one place at least the Saints' Rest are used for reading in 
public meetings on the Sabbath, where they have no preaching. The * Sacred 
Songs ' has introduced singing mto families where it was not previously practised, 
and it is used in many neighborhoods in social worship.'^

Rev. L. C. Rouse, Agent and Superintendent of colportage for the 
Western Reserve and Michigan, reporting his labors and those of his 
associates, states that he has spent two and a half months in the Re- 
serve, and the remainder of the year in Michigan. He has received 
$639 in donations, and circulated 977 volumes; which, with 4389 
volumes circulated by colporteurs on his field, makes a total of 5365 
volumes. 

Colporteurs. — Mr. Rouse gives a brief sketch of the character of his fellow- 
laborers. Of one he says, " In point of general intelligence and address, com- 
bining ability to be useful in private conversation and in neighborhood meet- 
ings, few can be obtained in this service to equal him." Of another, " Modest 
and humble, yet industrious, judicious and persevering; skilled in private con- 
versation more than in public address, he is all we can desire." Of another, 
" He is a prudent, devoted man, able to effect more than he can well report.''^ 
And of another, " He is a sober, judicious man, whose familiarity with hard- 
ships renders him less sensible than most to the privations encountered on his 
forbidding field." 

The aggregate results of Messrs. Clark, Dixon and Betts' labors in Michigan 
are as follows : Townships supplied 46 ; families visited 4276 ; destitute of re- 
ligious books except the Bible, 1037, or nearly one fourth; destitute of the Bi- 
ble 249, or one family in 17 ; volumes sold 1984, amounting to $496 17; grant- 
ed 1644 volumes, amounting to $274 35 ; time spent in the work, seventeen 
months. Mr. Brown's labors are not included in the above. 

Al'ter speaking of the necessity of more complete arrangements for the sup- 
ply of colporteurs with Bibles, and the diflScuIty of efiecting timely arrange- 
ments with local Auxiliaries, especially in the more destitute counties, Mr. R. 
discusses in an able and practical mani^er the subject of agencies for the pro- 
motion of benevolent enterprises. " For years," says he, my plan 'has em- 
braced a visit to no church which with its pastor would undertake to do the 
work alone. My grief is that pledges of aid are too often unredeemed, because 
the convenient season is always ahead. The information and impulse imparted 
by suitable agents is worth more lo the churches visited than the money con- 
tributed. I have made special exertions to induce pastors and churches to act 
without an agent, but while all are friendly to the object the meager receipts 
from churches not visited will show the practical working of the volunteer 
system." 

Mr. Elijah Clark commenced his labors in June, and in nine months 
has visited 2480 families ; sold 1010 volumes, and granted 1021 volumes 
to the destitute. He found 112 families destitute of the Bible; has 
made full monthly reports, and given much valuable information re- 
specting the various classes of errorists on his field, the scattered and 
destitute condition of many families, and the encouragement for faith- 
ful colporteur labors. A single extract from his last report, showing 
some of the results of his operations, must suffice for this document. 

Revivals. 

" Many of the towns on my field have been visited with refreshing showers of 
grace. Parts of S , A , H , and E eihibit an aspect truly cheering. 
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The truth works like leaven. Almost as soon as I leave one field of labor and enter 
another, I hear intelligence of good. For example, in E 1 found a remarkable in- 
difference to divine things as well as an appalling destitution of religious reading. I 
urged the claims of the Grospel on all, going from house to house, invited all to the 
Savior, and sold or gave books or Tracts to all. Christian brethren of different names 
were incited to labor more efficiently. I had not completed my visits in the adjoining 

town before I heard that God was doing a great work in E ; that more than forty 

souls had enlisted under Emmanuel's banner, and that not more than one or two 
families could be found in the whole settlement in which there were not some to 
offer prayer. 

" I am now laboring in C , and many souls are inquiring the way to Zion. Our 

log- cabins are too small to accommodate all who attend our prayer-meetings, and 
some have to sit out of doors. The farmers, though busy in putting in their spring 
crops, will gladly leave their teams and fields when apprised of the colporteur's 
visit.'' Mr. C. proceeds to give interesting details of his labors among the destitute, 
which we are compelled to omit. 

The yonMg If^deU and Ifelton. — " Mr. V. of S A , informs me that a young man of talents, 

who was lo deep-rooted in infidelity that he has stood aJooffrom all the means of grace for years, 
was recently brought under the influence of the truth by the perusal of Nelson, and is now an attend- 
ant on the preaching of the Gospel. He is endeavoring to counteract his past influence. Another in 
the south part of the same town, and by the same iostrumeniality, has openly espoused the cause ui 
Christ, and wishes to purchase our volumes to the amount of $25." 

Rev. D. R, Dixon has labored nearly three months in Washtenaw 
and Jackson counties ; visited 689 families ; sold 464 volumes, and 
supplied 186 families gratuitously, 55 of which were destitute of 
the Bible. 

While most of the towns visited enjoy what is deemed a competent supply of reli- 
gious instruction, ** it appears, on careful examination,'^ writes Rev. Mr. I). ^* that 
not more than one half of the people are in the habit of attending any place of public 
worship. In neighborhoods from five to six miles distant from church, scarcely any 
attend. I found a woman living not more than three miles from a house of worship 
who had not attended meeting in four years ; and another within a little distance 
who had been but once in ten years. The distant neighborhoods are very destitute 
of religious books, and in many such places I have given more books to the poor 

than I have sold. In the town of S I found five contiguous families destitute 

of an entire copy of the Scriptures, and in other neighborhoods a similar destitution. 
Nearly all the resident minisiers of difierent denominations have favored the object, 
and many of them have acted as distributers.'' 

Afler describing the various classes of errorists on his field, particularly a new 
sect, called the <^ Gome-outers," who reject the ministry and ordinances, Rev. 
Mr« D. mentions repeated instances of the usefulness of publications previously 
circulated. Rev. Mr. P. informed him that the reading of ** the Shepherd of the Sa- 
luhury Plain " produced the first serious impression on his mind. "Are you ready V* 
had been blessed to a young man. Mrs. P. who was inconsolable under the loss of 
a daughter, and was advised by her physician to travel for her health, found the 
Tract, ** Am I a Christian ?" at a public house, which was the means of her con- 
version, &c. 

Mr. Edward C. Beits has labored five and a half months ; visited 

1107 families, 307 of which were entirely destitute of religious books 

and 83 of the Bible ; sold 508 volumes, and supplied 432 families 

gratuitously. 

Mr. B. describes his field as extremely destitute and difficult of cultivation. It 
embraces five counties, covering 240 square miles. "Families frequently reside 
from one to three miles apart. In some parts there are no roads. If I can find a 
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trail I follow it, often tlirough mud, swamps, bushes, and over logs, streams, fences, 
stones and stumps. In the ten towns embraced in one report, there is but one Con- 
gregational or Presbyterian minister, and the other preaching, to a great extent, is 
Uke the ' chaff of the summer threshing-floor.' In the absence of Gospel instruc- 
tion the people are running after all grades of errorists. Universalists, Mormons, 
and Swedenborgians are all striving for the ground. Shall it be possessed by the 
friends or the enemies of Jesus Christ ? In this state of things have I given too 
many books ? I have sown the seed thickly. But how could I have done less, where 
the people are without preaching, books. Bibles or money ? Come witli me and visit 
one of these towns, and see the children cry and the parents weep because they 
cannot buy our books ; hear them promise to read, and not hunt or fish on the 
Sabbath if they can have the books, and then tell me what I shall do." 

Mr. B. gives a graphic description of the town of L , which contains but ten 

families, hemmed in by swamps or forests. By employing a guide he sought 
them out, and found them Universalists, Deists or Infidels, living in vice and ig- 
norance. They were as much amazed to see him on such an errand, as was the 
family of an early settler in Ohio when found by a minister, when they ** thought 
they had got beyond the reach of ministers and rats!" He supplied them all with 
books and conversed with them on spiritual things. 

IFiskonsan* 

Rev, Jonas M, Clark has continued his labors during the year, and 
has sold 1089 volumes, and granted 799. His monthly reports are 
full of interesting intelligence respecting the spiritual wants of the 
increasing population, and the manifest usefulness of the Society's 
publications. A very few items will be all for which we have space. 

The seed-time. — " Soon after my arrival on my field in October last," writes Rev. 
Mr. C. " I visited P. and in the course of my colporteur labors called on Mr. E. who 
vhs poor, and to whom I gave Harlan Page. The next family were without hope, 
and sick : after conversation and prayer I gave them Baxter's Call. Another fa- 
mily, who had professed religion in Canada and backslidden, I conversed with, and 
as I left gave Baxter's Call to the daughter with words of warning. I placed a Ger- 
man Tract in a German family as I passed along. The next family were sick, and 
the father was found in the comer with a beard of three weeks' growth, the wile 
tossing and groaning on the bed and the children crying for food. Requesting my 
companion to chop wood at the door, I soon divested my new patient of his hideous 
beard as the first christian duty, and soon succeeded in procuring a half barrel of 
flour for the hungry family, and gave him Venn's ^Complete Duty of Man.' In 
the same district I heard of an infidel, Mr. G. who was exerting a {lowerful influ- 
ence against religion. I sent a copy of Nelson to him by a friend. 

The harvest,—'''^ One bitterly cold Saturday afternoon a friend came from P. and 
said, ' There is an interesting state of things in our district, but as yet we have had 
no preaching there. My infidel neighbor has begun to attend our prayer-meetings, 
and we are anxious to have preaching.' I went to P. and the log-house where our 
meeting was held was filled. The infidel was present all day. In the evening my 
discourse was on « Salvation by Faith,' and after the sermon we held a prayer- 
meeting. Several of the individuals to whom books had been given arose in succes- 
sion to give expression to their new- felt interest in the great salvation. One stated 
that his wife, brother and himself were hoping they had passed from death unto 
life, and subsequently he informed me that Baxter's Call had been the means of 
awakening hipi. The infidel also arose and renounced his infidelity, and was follow- 
ed by his son, with streaming eyes, who commenced prayer for himself. The infidel 
has since erected the family altar and his son and daughter unite their hearts with 
him in supplication at the throne of grace. He is earnestly seeking the salvation of 
his wife. I found on subsequent inquiry that the young woman mentioned above, to 
whom I gave Baxter's Call, is trusting in a pardoning Savior. The German and his 
wife are also inquiring the way to Zion. My old * patient/ Mr. K. and the son of 
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Mr. L. are also amimg the number of hopeful converts. Mrs. L. has read Baxter's 
Call aloud in her family of twelve children, and keeps it in circulation among her 
neighbors. 

"I am led to exclaim, ' What hath GJod wrought !' Here is a harvest often souls, 
nine of whom have joined the congregational church in another part of the same 
tovni.'* 

A Church established as the fruits of Colportage. 

Uader a recent date Mr. C. writes, " I have just received a letter from Manitowoc which gives me 
much encourairement in my work. You will remember that when I visited the place there was no 
church there and few christians. The distribution of the Tracts and hooks exoited so much interest 
that now a church may be found havinj^ preaching once a fortnight, in that same Manitowoc. The wri- 
ter who communicates this information says : * i have taken a deep interest in reading Doddridge's 
Rise and Progress. I knew not to what to attribute it, to the books or to your last address, but a great 
change has taken place in myself. 1 am determined to be not almost but altogether a christian. My 
sister has also found an interest in the Saviur*s love.' This man and all his family were non-prof)sssors 
when I last saw himtbut he treated me very kindly, and now, I trust, has obtained pardoning mercy of 
the Son." 

Debate with a UidverBalist preacher. — '' I was invited to deliver an address before the P Ly- 
ceum. After the addreos, there was a debate on the subject of* eternal punishment — is it taught in the 
Bible V* There was a Universaliitt preacher present, who descanted largely on the words translated 
e<ema/, and contended that that could not be their import when applied to spirit. I was invited to 
close the discussion, and received divine aid in urging the truth of that terrific verse which ends the 
25th chapter of Matthew. The opponent felt the truth so powerfully that he confessed in his last 
speech that he had argued against his honest convictions." 

J. B, Taylor the means of hUsaing to a miniater of the OoepeL—" Three years ago a young busi- 
ness man, a professor of religion, on leaving Detroit for the West, procured a copy of the * Life of J. 
B. Taylor.' In pursuing his business his lot was cast in a very wicked community. At length the at- 
tention of this young man was called to the book he had purchased, lie read it, and was excited to 
make higher attainments in religion. He attended prayer and conference meetings, and there gave 
expression to his thoughts and feelings. He did the same in privp.te as opportunity offered. God 
blessed his labors. The result of the revival which was thus originated and carried forward, was the 
conversion of some fifty individuals, now members of the visible church. That young man is now a 
preacher of the Gospel to the Presbyterian church in P." 

A Quaker lending' " Nelson " to a sceptic — " Some days ago I went into Washington Co. where I 
distributed books last December. A noble-hearted Quaker received me with much kindnesx. He 
bought ' Nelson's Cause and Cure of Infidelity ' at my last visit. Said he, ' Nelson was our family 
physician in Kentucky; I like his book much. When I bought his book of thee, I had a young man 
living with me who was a sceptic. I persuaded him to read it, and conversed with him now and then, 
and he has given up his infidelity^ and professes to believe Uie Book of God.' " 

German and French Colportage* 

The efforts of the Committee in behalf of our large immigrant po- 
pulation have been among the most encouraging of the year. God has 
raised up an efficient band of laborers, who have been cordially wel- 
comed by ministers and christians, where they have been found ; while 
their visits among neglected families and neighborhoods have been 
received, for the most part, with kindness, and often with gratitude. 
The Spirit of God has placed his seal upon this effort, and very many 
souls already rejoice in a spiritual faith, who were either found in the 
cold embrace of rationalism, or imder the fatal delusions of Romanism. 
We would invite a careful perusal of the following brief and condensed 
reports of these several laborers. They will serve to illustrate the spi- 
ritual condition of the great mass of our immigrant population, and at 
the same time the efficiency of colportage as a means of impurting 
divine knowledge to those not otherwise reached by the Gospel. 
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Cordial approval of the Synods of the German Churches, — ^A series 
of cordial resolutions was passed by the Synod of the German Re- 
formed Church, at its session for 1843, held in Winchester, Va. one of 
which we insert. 

Reso\ved, That we hail with lively emotions of gratitude to God the late 
movement of the American Tract Society in the introduction of the Colporteur 
system into the United States, and particularly into the German churches, as 
eminently adapted to supply their want of ministerial labor, to arouse profess- 
ing christians to the faithful discharge of the practical duties of religion, and 
to diffuse that spirit of vital piety which characterized the best days of the 
Reformation; and therefore, that this great and good work be seriously and 
respectfully recommended to the sympathies, contributions and prayers of the 
whole German Reformed Church. 

The Evangelical LiUheran Synod, at its stated meeting in Balti- 
more, 

*^ Resolved, That the thanks of the Synod are due to the Rev. Mr. Eastman 
for the interesting information communicated by him respecting the noble 
efforts of the American Tract Society in behalf of the German population in 
our country. 

*^ That we greatly rejoice to hear that said Society is engaged in prublishing 
Tracts and the best devotional books in the German language, for circulation 
among those who read German. 

" That we believe that, with the blessmg of God, a vast amoimt of good 
will be accomplished through this powerful instrumentality, and that we 
heartily recommend it to the favor of all our ministers and churches. 

** That this Synod will gladly co-operate with said Society in carrying out 
its benevolent intentions in behalf of the Germans, so far as such co-operation 
may fall in with the nature and designs of our body." 

NEW-YORK CITY. 

Mr, Lewis Evlner has labored nine and a half months among the 
Germans in this city, and notwithstanding the discouragements attend- 
ing such labors among a crowded population, has found much to ani- 
mate and encourage. He has sold, loaned, and distributed gratuitously 
about 300 volumes and Tracts each month. Mr. E. has found a much 
larger proportion of Rationalists than was anticipated, and fears that 
comparatively few of the 30,000 Germans in the city know any thing 
of a spiritual religion. We give a few extracts from his monthly 
reports. 

Plain dealing with a Formalist. 

The Colporteur entering a German house and presenting his books for examina- 
tion, was met with the response by one whom we shall designate as 6. *^ O, these 
are from the Tract Society ; we don't want any of them." C. " Why not ?" G. 
** They treat of nothing bat repentance, conversion, regeneration, &c.'' C. " Do you 
believe the Word of God ?" G. ** By all means we do." C. ** But these books con- 
tain nothing but what the Word of God teaches ; almost every page of that urges re- 
pentance, faith, the new-birth, &c. especially John, 3:3. 

G. *^ Bat I am bom again ; I am baptized and confirmed," and he referred to Titus, 
3 : 5, and affirmed with a dreadful oath that he was born again. C. (after refuting 
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his error with great clearness,) " Will you peirmit me to tell you the whole truth 
without getting angry ?" G. "Yes.'* C. "Then, on the authority of the word of 
God, I tell you that you are not born again ; but that you are on the broad road to 
hell. Satan is in your heart, and gives you this false hope.'' G. (turning pale,) 
"Prove this, if you can." C. "Hear what the Bible says, Gen. 8 : 21, and Psalm 
51 : 7, &c.'' (quoting the passages and showing the truth of what he affirmed.) G. 
" Yes, this is the everlasting style of preaching in the Houston-street Church and 
among the Methodists.'' G. " But this is the language of the Bible, and therefore 
every evangelical minister ought thus to preach. If you were to die this moment, 
where do you think your soul would go to ? Answer as before God. Do you not 
think that, in your present condition, heaven would be a hell to you ?" G. (weeping 
freely,) " Yes, what Baxter's Call says is true, sinners must repent or die." He pro- 
mised solemnly that he would seek the salvation of his soul. 

The Rationalistic Medical Student. 

" In a family with which I had frequently conversed, (the father opposing the doc- 
trine of regeneration,) I met a medical student, who was a Rationalist. The man 
was pleased to call to his help one who had some learning, and told the student I had 
religious books to sell. He laughed scornfully. * Do you not like religion V I inquir- 
ed. * No,' said he, ' it is only a contrivance of the priests.' I told him religion was 
as old as man and his relations to God ; that it was evident from the history of all 
nations that there was not only a God, but an effort to worship him in some form, 
however misguided ; that if he was an exception, he made himself equal to the beasts, 
and that he ought to be ashamed to degrade his nature so much.' 

" ' O,' said he, * the heathen are an unpolished race, who know not how to use 
their reason.' < And what,' I asked, * makes us more polished than they ?' * Our rea- 
son and education,' he replied. ^ If you will show me a nation, from the barbarous 
Caflre to the most refined Chinese, that has freed itself from idolatry through the 
power and light of reason, then I will admit that the Bible is an invention of priests. 
But the universal fact is that those nations alone where the Gospel has been diffused 
have been delivered from idolatry. The Bible alone contains laws of universal ap- 
plication and a code of morals for mankind.' 

" *But,' said he, * these things are supernatural, and therefore of no use to us.' 
^ I infer, then, that you reject what you cannot comprehend.' ' Yes.' * On the same 
ground you must deny your own existence ; explain to me the union of the body and 
the soul.* 'Nobody knows this,' he replied. ' Then you contradict yourself. How 
do the hairs on your head grow ?' ' Like the grass,' was his reply. ' How does the 
grass grow V He was silent and appeared ashamed that he could not carry his point 
in opposition to the truth. There are thousands in this city who reject the truth on 
these flimsy grounds." 

Numerous instances are reported by Mr. Eulner of the conversion of Rationalists, 
Romanists and others, by the reading of Baxter's Saints' Rest and other publications 
in German. Some of these were inserted in the Messenger for April, and are 
omitted here. 

A Book for RomanisU. — « A woman was induced by the title to purchase Baxter's Saints' Rest» 
(auppoeing, perhaps, that it referred to * the rest ' of the * Saints ' of the Romish Church, «f which 
she was a member.) The perusal of the book conyinced her of her mistaken notions of religion, 
and as a consequence she desired to hear the truth in the Protestant church ; which she has at- 
tended three, times each Sabbath, as well as the weekly prayer-meetings, ever since. She has 
once attended the Roman Catholic Church since, at the persuasion of a friend, but the formal, 
idolatrous service only disgusted her, and she declared she would no longer go there ; for she 
was convinced that God was a ^irit^ and required spiritual service. Instead of the mass-book 
she now reads the New Testament and the Saints' Rest. 

The StUnU* Rest "Another person to whom I sold the Saints' Rest, Pilgrim's Progress and the 

Bible, I have reason to hope, has become a disciple of Christ. Another, who purchased the Saints' 
Rest at two payments, her husband refusing to pay for it, has read it with great attention and 
manifests deep concern for herself and others. — A roan to whom I loaned Baxter, stated that he 
had boen awakened in Germany, but being a musician and playing at balls, he had lost all seri- 
ous impressions, until this book led him to see his wrong course. He is now a regular attendant 
at the sanctuary and the prayer-meeting. Another family I visited and conversed with frequently; 
the father was intemperate. I left the Saints' Rest with them, which made a deep impression on 
tbe mind of the father t he began to visit the church and the prayer-meeting, and is now a can- 
didate for church-membership. 
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*' The loaning of books has been greatly blessed. Many who used to go to the 
German circalating library, pay six-pence, and get romances, now read these vo- 
lumes. The librarian complained to me a while since that the American Tract So- 
ciety was delaging the city with its books ! 

" ITie German priest is dreadfully enraged against this system. He very well knows 
that it is laying the axe at the root of the Papacy. But all his rage cannot stop the 
work of the Lord for a day." 

Itevitu* Tkovght8 on Popery.— "A young Romanist had been faithfully conversed with by a pious 
friend, but all to ^o purpose, uutil a copy of Nevins' Thoughts on Popery was put in his hands, 
which the Lord blessed to him. He was soon convinced of the errors of his church, and now 
experimentally l^nows that his salvation resu in the meriu of Christ alone. He has been atroagly 
assailed bv the priest, but continues strong in the Lord. Another Roinanirt has been brought to 
the knowledge of the truth by a blessing on the reading of Pilgrim's Progress, together with the 
preaching of the word. 

The report for September contains an account of three hopeful conversions through the bless- 
ing of God oh the Colporteur's labors. The prayer-meetings are well attended, and much inter- 
est manifested in them. 

Mr. Geo. F. Yahnke spent several months in similar labors to those of Mr. 
Eulner in the city of New- York, and with kindred results. He removed in 
November to Ohio to prosecute the same work, and his report is inserted on a 
subsequent page. 

Mr. James Wissing devoted three months to the same efibrt in the city, 
among Germans and Danes. His district consisted mostly of Romanists, 
Jews, Deists and Rationalists. The Jews received him with civility, and 
were willing to converse on religious topics. So much space has been given 
to Mr. Eulner's report that we must omit details respecting these laborers. 

Pennsylvania. 

Rev. Hollis Read, General Agent, has devoted his attention mostly 
to the German interest, and gathered much valuable information re- 
specting the spiritual wants of this important class of our fellov^r- 
citizens. In an extended report he presents the field of German 
Colportage in Pennsylvania, extending from the Delaware River to 
the Alleghany Mountains, embracing 1000 congregations or more^ 
with a very inadequate supply of ministerial labor, or other means 
of spiritual improvement. This field is ripe for the harvest. Extensive 
revivals have been enjoyed and a spirit of inquiry awakened which 
creates a demand for more religious instruction. The importance 
of this field appears from its extent, character and resources. 
** There is unemployed wealth enough in those churches to carry 
on every foreign mission in the country." Colporteurs must be 
raised up and trained for their work from this field, to labor for the 
thousands of immigrants of the wide West. 

Present supply of Evangelical labor. 

" For 1400 Lutheran conopregations there are about 400 pastors ; for 700 
German Reformed, 192 pastors. The latter iuclude 51 ministers west of the 
Alleghanies, and about 30 either superannuated, or licentiates; or for some 
reason without charge; leaving for the 470 east of the mountains only 111 
ministers — one to four and a half congregations. It is not uncommon that one 
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pastor administers to eight. Many churches have no preaching. More than 
lOO, (Lutheran, 15 in one Synod,) embracing a population of 100,000, have 
no stated preaching. Those who are said to be supplied have one minister to 
four, six, eight, ten congregations. Some hear but six or eight sermons a 
year; the half that are the better supplied, from 12 to 26. Very few church- 
es enjoy the entire services of a pastor, or have his presence, as could be de- 
sired, at the weekly lecture, the prayer-meeting, the Sabbath-school, the sick- 
bed, or in family visitation. There is, too, a corresponding paucity of lay labor, 
and a like destitution of evangelical books and of a taste for religious reading. 
" Besides the want of ministers, there is now a demand for Sabbath-school 
and Bible-class instruction, for the evening lecture and the prayer-meeting, 
for books and lay labor, heretofore unknown. This state of things has been 
induced by the Spirit of God. How can it be met ? It is impossible that the 
present ministry should do all that now needs to be done. Nor can ministers 
in sufficient numbers be called in from abroad, for few congregations will be 
satisfied with merely English preaching. Nor can ministers be raised up in 
time to gather in the ripening harvest. The present exigency must, then, be 
met by some extra agency. Luther and the early reformers found it necessary 
to meet a similar exigency. They supplied the lack of ministerial laborers by 
means of evangelical books and the labors of pious laymen. We must do so 
too. Hence 

Colportage must be resorted to. 

"This or something like it seems indispensable. Nor is its adaptedness less 
obvious. Preaching is not the only thing the German churches and people 
need. They need books, Sabbath-schools and personal efforts for the promo- 
tion of religion. There is perhaps no system of operations so exactly adapted 
to meet their present demand, and no people more likely to be profiled by the 
system. The importance that it should be introduced there, and pressed for- 
ward as fast as circumstances allow, appears in the fact, that on this whole 
field the predominating religious interest is German. We must not expect to 
draw out the vast resources of Pennsylvania except through these churches. 
Every influence exerted in Pennsylvania will be fell among the German popu- 
lation in Ohio, Virginia, in the South and West." 

Mr. John Ermentrout, Jun. presents a minute report of his labors for 
eight months in Lebanon county and vicinity, to April 1, 1844, during 
which time 1898 families, embracing 4142 adults, were visited and 
conversed or prayed with ; 222 families were destitute of the Scrip- 
tures, (72 of which were supplied,) and 260 of all religious books ex- 
cept the Bible ; he addressed 42 public meetings and hejd 52 prayer- 
meetings ; sold 2011 volumes, of the value of $576, and distributed 
278 volumes and 1673 Tracts gratuitously. Forty-seven persons are 
reported as hopefully converted on his field, in connexion with his 
labors and those of the pastors with whom he co-operated. 

Attention is requested to these condensed statistics. A great deal 
of hard and self-denying work is brought to view in the above para- 
graph : and the spiritual blessings which must result from this eight 
months' sen'ice will furnish occasion for eternal thanksgivings. 

"I am more and more convinced,'* writes Mr. E. "ihat this is the Lord's work. 
The presence of God is manifest, in arousing christians to duty and awakening 

• 10 
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the impenitent. Our meetings are solemn, and attended by many who never attend- 
ed such places before, and by some who have not been in the house of God for 
3'ears. We see the tear stealing down the cheek of old and young. I have more in- 
vitations to come with my books than I can attend to. The places first visited by 
Committees wish me to come back and go from house to house personally ; and 
although great good was then done, the way seems to be prepared to sell more 
books and do more good. 

*^ I have been enabled to visit more than 4000 adult persons, and place in their 
hands, either by sale or gift, a book or Tract, exhorting them in public and from 
house to house to flee from the wrath to come. To God be all the praise. I might 
have given away more books profitably, but my plan is to sell all I can : the books 
are more valued when paid for. The grants were to the poor and destitute, and 
thankfully received. Many prayers ascend for the blessing of God to attend the be- 
nevolent operations of the American Tract Society." 

Excursion in the Blue Mountain Valley. 

Mr. Ermentrout writes, Oct. 18 — '* We have spent four days in the Blue Moun- 
tain Valley, about eight miles long and two wide, and visited upwards of seventy 
families, more than half of whom were destitute of the Bible. Some have been sup- 
plied, and others will be by the County Bible Society. Many of the parents cannot 
read, but in most cases the children can. I have not words to describe the wretched 
condition of the people. We sold but lew books ; but lef\ Baxter's Call and the Mo- 
ther at Home, so that all will have an opportunity of reading or hearing them read." 

A revival in the first district visited. 

" I was greatly rejoiced on passing through the district where I commenced my 
labors, and where I thought least was done, to find that a rich work of grace is in 
progress. . Some ten or fifteen are hopefully converted to God, and a Sablmth- school 
commenced. One man, with whom 1 spent a night, remarked, * Since you were 
here I have had no peace until a Sabbath- school was in operation.' Goid is thus 
blessing our labors : to him be the praise.'' 

The Lebanon Co^inty Tract Society was formed through Mr. E.'s agency, with the 
expectation of giving permanency to the interest awakened by his labors, and ex- 
tending the circulation of the Society's publications continually over the county. 

J. 0. Derstein in November visited eleven school districts in Dauphin Co. 
Penn. containing 306 families; sold 171 volumes, amounting to $41 57, and 
supplied 23 families gratuitously, besides the circulation of 180 Tracts. He 
found 22 families destitute of the Bible, whom he supplied. 

(jr. M. Zink visited 131 families in Lebanon Co. 10 of whom were destitute 
of the Bible. Resold 51 volumes and distributed 174 Tracts. 

Rev, J. B. Sliade commenced his labors in Berks county about 
the 1st of December, and prosecuted them with great assiduity until 
April 1st, when he was prostrated by bleeding. His sales in five 
towns amount to about 700 volumes, of the value of $191 ; and 
many families were supplied gratuitously. He conversed and pray- 
ed with 268 families. 

We select the following items from the reports of Mr. S. The cheer- 
ing facts are confirmed by statements in the German periodicals, 
and from other sources. 

'* The centre of ray operations in this part of the county is W. Here I have 
preached and lectured very often, and the Lord has poured out his Spirit upon 
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US. There are more persons now attending public worship than have been 
out for years before. Several universalists have been shaken. Lutherans, 
Methodists, Presbyterians and German Reformed all attend our meetings, and 
all seem well pleased. I have made use of no other means than preaching, 
lecturing and praying ; and now I am following up with my books and per- 
sonal conversation. I succeed in selling a book in almost every family, and 
in some a number of them : some books I have given away. We have no 
excitement in the town ; but there is a silent, deep influence at work, and the 
people have read their Bibles more within the last few weeks than ever be- 
fore: and now they are just prepared for our books. I have visited 114 

families in W , among whom, besides two Christian Libraries at $20, 

I have sold 142 volumes, amounting to $40 66, or $80 66 in all. This is ex- 
clusive of books and Tracts distributed gratuitously. 

" According to the promise of the Savior to those who have left all for Christ, 
I have found fathers and mothers, and brethren and sisters, and a home, and 
every good thing among my German friends in every place I have visited. 
But what is still more cheering, I have had the satisfaction to see some souls 
turning to God in every place where I have been laboring any length of time. 
And what can be more cheering to a christian when he is about to leave one 
ilace and go to another, than to see a company of believers gathering around 
lim — some old pilgrims that have been refreshed by his labors among them, 
and some babes in Christ that have been gained by his influence — all taking 
the hand, and with looks, melting looks that cannot be misunderstood, wish- 
ing him a thousand blessings in all his labors of love 1" 

A work of grace — Baxter^s Call. 

" I spent some time at , preaching in the evening and going from 

house to house during the day with my books. The Lord worked mightily 
in that place, and some ffty souls, we have reason to hope, were converted. 
I met with some opposition, however, as might be expected. One old man 
has two daughters, who became enlii^htened by reading Baxter's Call, and be- 
gan to pray. This oflended the father, but be could not stop the work of the 
Lord ; his daughters, we have reason to believe, will persevere. They carry 
out the precious little volume, which they dare not read in the presence of 
their parents, and get their impenitent friends to read it ; and I have already 
found good results from their efibris. 

** After preaching at M a few nights since, I was called to visit a 

family about eleven o'clock. I found the wife on her knees crying for mercy, 
and the husband trying to drive her from the house. I spoke to him mildly, 
and in a few minutes he began to pray. Now both husband and wife are re- 
joicing in hope. 

** 1 am generally received with much kindness, and in almost every family 
I find some who are impressed with the truth that they have either read or 
heard. Five years hence this whole German region wUl be enlightened, and 
will do its part in the vineyard of the Lord. Our German churches are des- 
tined to rise and become mighty instruments in extending the Redeemer's 
kingdom : although we may not live to see it, yet it will certainly come to 
pass. We will be content to sow the seed, and let those who follow us 
gather in the harvest." 

Rev, J. Wingert has spent six months in Union county and its vi- 
cinity. His monthly reports have been full and interesting. One 
must suffice as a sample of all. From November 18 to December 
18 he visited 256 families, 48 of which were destitute of the Bible ; 
sold 130 volumes, amounting to $32, and distributed 19 volumes and 
325 Tracts gratuitously. 
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" I labor incessantly," he writes, " almost night and day. I often ride or walk till 
late at night over hills and valleys. When I hold meetings, the houses are crowded. 
I have preached eight times the past month : some who have not attended church 
for years have attended four meetings in succession : many are serious, and some 
have found peace in believing. There are three churches in this district, but not 
knore than half the people attend them; there are few prayer-meetings, and no Sab- 
bath-schools. 

*^ I have witnessed some striking displays of Divine grace within these few days. 
The tears of contrition have flowed from the eyes of fathers and mothers, with their 
whole families, as I have reminded them of their neglected duties and pointed them 
to the Lamb of God In a single day I have had occasion to engage in prayer six- 
teen times with families, the most of whom never botoed the knee before in the domestic 
circle ; and many of the young in those families have never before heard a prayer. 
Poor children ! what christian heart will not feel for them, when there is bread 
enough and to spare, and these are famishing within our reach V^ 

Novel toay of learning^ to read. — " God seems to have blessed the reading of some German 

Tracts and books in a family where I bad them deposited in C . The father and children 

are readers, and read many of the publications in the hearing of the mother, who could not read. 
She told iue she would give all she possessed if she could learn to read. I told her if she 
would follow my advice she would be able to read iu less than three months. Said I, you must 
rise early in the morning, fall on your knees and pray to God to give you a clean heart and 
enable you to learn to read his word ; then take your book, and let one of your daughters sit 
down and spend half an hour in the forenoon, the same time in the afternoon, and an hour iu 
the evening, and with attention you will accomplish it. I saw her the other day with the Bible 
in her hand, and she told me she could read for herself now, and it gave her more satisfaction 
than any thing she had experienced in her life : she should not cease to be grateful to me in this 
life or the next. The whole famil}' are appirenlly striving to enter in at the strait gate. Ihe 
father has commenced a gratuitous school with a large number of pupils, with whom he prays 
and sings. May God bless him, and all like him!" 

Revival* among iht Qermatu — ^<*Yoa will rejoice with me," says Mr. Winger^, "in hearing 
of the prosperity of Zion in this place. The Lord has been truly gracious. Many sinners have 
been hopefully converted during the last few days, and among them some of those who helped 
to bar the doors of the church last spring. The number of those who profess to have found 
peace in believing is between 90 and lUO, and the good leaven is spreading in various directions. 

" Since my last report I have distributed 61 Bibles and 84 Testaments, besides books and Tracts. 
Much good has been done by those already circulated, and manv more are demanded. The num- 
ber of English readers in this part of Union county is very smfll. It is a pity we cannot have 
a German paper like the America^ Messenger for the Germans of this county : they would read 
and prize it" 

Again, under date of March 5, he writes from Northumberland county, " An interesting revival 
is in progress, notwithstanding opposition, which went so far as to bar the doors of the church. 
A church was organized under father S.'s supervision and a Pastor called. There is a complete 
imoral filtration going on in all this district ; but it will require time before the impurities of sin 
and formalism are separated from the crystal waters of Christianity." 

Mr, J. Kohler, of the Gettysburg Theological Seminary, spent a 
part of the summer vacation in Schuylkill county, mostly among the 
seven congregations under the charge of Rev. Mr. E. and in the neigh- 
boring destitutions. 

Speaking of the condition of the German community in Pennsylvania, Mr. K. 
writes, " Excepting in the larger towns, there are few Sabbath schools and but few 
temperance societies. Little attention is bestowed on the education of the young; 
schools being held but two or three months of the year. The people in general 
have but few books, and these few are little read. Those who have read the books 
they possess were anxious for more, and rejoiced in the opportunity for procuring 
them. I met with several who could not read, and some families destitute of the 
Bible. Yet they all think themselves intelligent. Nearly all in the district I visited 
are members of some church, but few of them, it is to be feared, know any thing of 
the religion of the heart. Many suppose Christianity to consist in church member- 
ship and attendance upon its ordinances. I spoke with some on the subject of the new 
birth ; and although I was as simple as possible in my explanations, I had the mor- 
tification to find that I had conveyed no idea to their minds. Oj the moral desola- 
tion that here prevails ! I could never fully sympathise with the missionary, as he 
weeps over the benighted condition of his fellow- men, until I commenced my labors 
as a colporteur.'* 
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Mr. K. suggests the expediency of appointing a German general agent to repre- 
sent the Society before the churches speaking German, and to mingle with the clergy 
and acquaint them with the Society's plans. 

Voluntary German Colportage, — After Mr. Kohler's return to the Seminary he 
wrote to the Committee suggesting' a plan for the employment of several of the stu- 
dents as volunteers in the vicinity of Gettysburg, and requesting a supply of publi- 
cations, which were forwarded ; and on the 21st of February Mr. K. reported the 
progress of the work. The town of Cumberland was selected for an experiment. 
It was divided into six districts, with two colporteurs for each district. Every 
family was visited, 192 in all, and about 170 volumes and 2000 pp. of Tracts sold 
or distributed gratuitously, amounting to $50. 

Mr. K. writes of the preparation for the work as follows: "Rev. Dr. Schmucker 
addressed us on the spirituality of the enterprise with the happiest effect. We were 
made^ to feel the importance of the work and the necessity of a right spirit in 
entering it. As the time drew near for commencing our labors, we all assem- 
bled in the lecture-room; I read the Society's book of instructions; and we united 
our hearts at a throne of grace,, invoking the blessing of the Most High. We then 
took our books and went forth trembling, but rejoicing. 

*' We had bad roads, the snow having melted ; I walked for miles in the snow and 
mud, through woods, over fences, across fields, &c. We were all surprised that we 
could endure what we did : nothing but the cause in which we were engaged could 
have elicited this self-denial. Our labor was not vain, as we have already ascer- 
tained. We shall continue the work in the adjacent towns." 

Mr. D. Y. Heisler devoted a short period during the summer vacation at 
Mercersburg Seminary to colporteur labors in Franklin county, and has per- 
formed some voluntary service during the winter term. His sales at the 
Seminary amount to $40. 

Mr. David H.»Focht labored for three months in Bedford county, Pennsylvania. 

A member of Rev. M. W 's church provided him gratuitously with the means 

of conveyance, and the pastors of the various churches in Bedford united in a 
public commendation of the enterprise in the secular papers of the county. He has 
sold about 500 volumes, and supplied several hundred destitute families gratuitously 
with books or Tracts. He has been hospitably entertained, and his expenses have 
been but 41 cents for one month and 45 for another— half of which for postage ! 
We present but a single extract from his reports. 

" I have spent several weeks along the eastern spurs of the Alleghany mountains. 
The people are very poor in both temporal and spiritual things, and sometimes they 
offer me all the money they have for a book : what shall I do in such cases ? I some- 
times appoint meetings for prayer and exhortation in this destitute region, and the 
people come flocking in from all directions, and all seem anxious for books and 
Tracts. O if you could be in ' W settlement,' where for twenty years the peo- 
ple have enjoyed no preaching on the Sabbath and only an occasional sermon on a 
week-day, your hearts would bleed for them. I urged them to commence a Sabbath- 
school, which they will do. I see plainly that God is blessing your books in Bed- 
ford county." 

Mr. George W. Reimund succeeds Mr. F. in Bedford county and vicinity, the 
latter having entered on a course of preparation for the ministry in the Theological 
Seminary at Gettysburgh. 

Reward of pastoral and colporteur labors. 

Rev. Mr. W , a zealous pastor of a Lutheran church in Pennsylvania, who 

has manifested a deep and practical interest in the system of colportage, writes 
as follows: 

"I am richly, yea doubly rewarded for my little labors for the Society in the 
good the circulation and reading your books will do to perishing immortal souls., 
I regard the Tract Society as one of the most powerful instruments for promoting 
the salvation of sinners that has ever been put in operation by human intellect and 
christian piety. Its interests lie very near my heart. 
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** We have had bat a short time to test the effects of the Society's volumes on our 
community, but I have seen enough to convince me that every faithful pastor should 
aid in their circulation. Every book will assist him in return, by helping to do the 
very thing for which he labors— opening the eyes of the spiritually blind and edify- 
ing the people of God. The leaven is at work in B county, as the following 

facts show: 

Blessing on German publications, 

** One man, who is a liberal and intelligent christian, after reading your book called ' Mammon,' by 
Harris, told me (1 will use his own words) that ' the reading of Mammon had turned him *' inside o«t,'" 
and made him feel that he had experienced but little of the life of God in his soul.' A small Tract 
called the * Life-Preserver ' made a deep impression on a young man's mind. A German Tract called 
the ' Lord's Supper ' brought a whole family of Germans into my church. 

" A gentleman informed me a few days since that ' James' Anxious Inquirer ' led a Mrs. to 

see the yanity of the world, and to feel her need of an interest in the blood of Christ. An old man near 
seventy, after readinr Baxter's Call in German, commenced family prayer : this man was a nominal 
member of my church, but had always opposed true piety ; now he is an active and zealous christian. 
Another man, after reading Baxter's Call, said he would not take $5 for it if he could not get another. 

<< I can assure you that your books are producing quite a sensation in B Co. 

There never was such an amount of truth scattered abroad here as your Society has 
poured out upon our region. I feel the effects in my congregation ; every page of 
your publications helps me to preach. I have frequently been asked from different 
portions of the country for the ^book-man ;' every district wants him first, so that I 
scarcely know sometimes which way to send him. Many will rise up here and call 
your Society blessed. The people here never heard of such a thing as a Society in 
New- York to send books to the poor for nothing ! May the smiles of heaven rest 
upon your labors !" 

In another letter Rev. Mr. W. says, "There is another district in B. Co. where 
there is no church for a territory 12 miles wide and 15 or 18 mile§ long, and thickly 
settled. I tell you thousands are perishing for lack of vision, even in Penn. I preach 
almost constantly, amid trials and persecutions : generally three or four times each 
Sabbath and sometimes every day in the week. The Lord has poured out his Spirit 
on my inmiediate charge, but thousands beyond are not reached, and will not be 
unless by the colporteur." 

VIRGINIA. 

Affecting appeal for books from a German minister. 

A grant was made but miscarried, which gave occasion for the stirring letter which 
follows. The writer is a pastor in Virginia. 

"It was with a degree of gratitude and feelings of heartfelt gladness that I receiv- 
ed your letter, stating that your Society has granted me 10,000 pages of books, 
Tracts, &c. in the German and English languages. Your letter was read and re-read, 
not only by myself but also by such of my people as love the Redeemer's kingdom. 
Question upon question was asked ; * When will the books come 7 What kind of 
books V One asked for Bunyan, another for Baxter, another for the Rise and Pro- 
gress, and all wanted to know how soon the books would come. 

"I have waited till waiting becomes a crime. Dear Sir, do, do let me have the 
books. I need them ; the people need them ; the Lord needs these silent preachers, 
which often speak more powerfully than the living minister, for they follow a man 
to his fireside ; his wife, his little children, his friends read them. I want to be the 
means of doing good, and I am willing to employ every measure, every help which 
the Lord blesses, and surely he blesses your books.'' 

The writer^s conversion while crossing the Atlantic, by Doddridge, 

" When I, a wild, careless and wicked man, left my own native shore and sought 

- the American £1 I>orado, wishing like many others to get earthly riches, I met with 

Doddridge in the vessel. 1 commenced reading the latter portion, where he speaks 

of the happiness of heaven and the blessedness of the sons of God. I was delighted 

with the book, I determined to read the whole ; but O, the beginning of that book ! 
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it aroused my sleeping conscience, it kindled the fires of conviction in my soul, it 
burned, it wounded ; I believed, I felt, I knew that I was a lost sinner. Many a 
time I could have thrown that book in the fire ; but the persuasion that every line 
was God's own truth, which would remain and abide, stayed my arm. That book, 
under the blessing of God, brought me, a poor wayfaring man, to Christ; it taught 
me to turn and to build on the Rock of Ages ; and now, happy in the faith of Christ, 
I am striving to serve him. The sight of Doddridge's Rise and Progress always re- 
calls to my mind what I was, and what I felt, and that mercy-seat to which I fled ; 
and always makes me examine carefully whether I am yet in the Lord. I love Dod- 
dridge ; I want every man to read that work. 

" Do, dear Sir, not delay an hour. If you who live in the midst of Gospel light, 
surrounded with kind christian friends, knew how we poor servants of the Lord feel, 
who are surrounded on every side by strong and powerful enemies, abused^ slander- 
ed, threatened, often in danger of losing, if not life, yet what is dearer than life, 
character and influence, through the enemy, we should have all the aid you can 
afford." 

LOUISIANA. 

Mr, Henry Westerman has spent the entire year at New Orleans in 
colporteur labors among the Germans. Extracts from his reports 
previous to December are inserted in the American Messenger for 
that month, to which reference may be had for the details of his inde- 
fatigable efforts ; the reasons for his stay at New Orleans during the 
season of the fatal epidemic ; his visits to the fever hospitals ; his pros- 
tration by the yellow-fever, and recovery ; numerous conversions in 
connexion witK his labors, &c. 

Mr. W. estimates the German population in New Orleans and vicinity at 18,000, 
and says, " I have visited nearly every German family ; sold about 600 German 
volumes, amounting to $141, and made grants to the amount of $52; established two 
Sabbath-schools, containing 45 children, and induced about 30 children to attend 
other schools in their neighborhoods ; brought a goodly number of children into pub- 
lic schools ; persuaded several to sign the temperance pledge ; provided a home for 
the orphan, and have been permitted to rejoice in repeated instances of conversion. 
But for the want of a sufficient variety, five times as many books might have been 
sold. 

" Of the 18,000 German population, more than one half profess to be Roman Ca- 
tholics, though they will read our books and Tracts if given to them, and in some in- 
stances are willing to purchase them. They have as yet no special place for worship, 
but are building at La Fayette. There are ^Iso from 1500 to 2000 German Jews, 
though the greater portion of them are skeptics. The number of Protestants is about 
7000, who have four or five places of worship, but the number of attendants at each 
seldom exceeds fifty, and not more than 500 in all ever attend German worship. 
They are shut out from evangelical reading, except as we provide it : a semi-weekly 
paper, edited by a Jew, is the only German periodical published in this city, and that 
is filled with fiction and trash, or with sneers at every thing evangelical. The great 
obstacle is the want of competent German preachers. I have heard thousands of 
them say that they would attend church if a preacher of irreproachable christian 
character and suitable attainments could be obtained. Th^ Society's jniblications 
have drnie much io excite this general desire for a good minister." 

Mr. W. relates many affecting incidents relative to the ravages of the yellow-fever 
among the Germans, and his interviews with the sick and the dying; and states that 
owing to the neglect to organize the philanthropic association for the relief of the 
saflering as usual, much additional labor was thrown upon him. " Thus I was en- 
gaged at one time to call a physician ; at another to assist the friendless stranger to 
bury his dead ; sometimes to clothe the naked, and again to feed the hungry, and daily 
to speak consolation to the bereaved and the dying. I have thus become so well 
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known to certain classes that I have constant applications for one kind of benevolent 
service and another.'^ 

Mr. W. visited Baton Rouge, La. for a few days, after his recovery from the epi- 
demic, " calling at nearly every house in the town and distributing Tracts in each, 
which were generally received gladly. There are not more than about 100 Germans 
at B ." 

In an appeal which was read to the churches at New Orleans, Mr. W. remarks, 
that *^ while more of the Germans have been carried off during the frightful epidemic 
than of any other nation, they have, nevertheless, increased to a much greater extent 
than any other. It will not be many years before they will number 50,000 ; and if 
American christians will not employ speedy means to bring them under the influence 
of the Gospel, there is reason to fear they wiU perish, generation after generation. 
Whatever is done must be done quickly.'^ 

Mr. Frangois Morel, Colporteur for the French population in New 
Orleans, commenced his labors November 13, and has sold about 170 
French volumes imported from Toulouse, and distributed gratui- 
tously 2400 French, 400 English, and 200 Spanish Tracts, besides 
volumes. 

Mr, Tkeopkilus Maker, an excellent French Bible colporteur, translating and for- 
warding Mr. Morel's report, says, ** Mr. M. could profitably distribute 600 pages of 
Tracts daily, and I could distribute an equal amount. Would that we had that num- 
ber ! It is not unusual for Mr. M. to find himself surrounded by six or ten Creoles, 
friends of the one with whom he began to talk ; some smiling, others laughing, and 
some listening seriously to what he has to say — his basket and books thus becoming 
objects of curiosity for the French. 

Profitable eve's-dropping : — " He holds a prayer-meeting every Friday night at a 
French blacksmith's on the Levee in the third municipality, attended by several me- 
chanics who love him very much. That blacksmith came ten years ago with his wife 

from O , in the south of France, where a faithful pastor's preaching had produced 

serious impressions on their minds— impressions that had become well nigh effaced 
when brother M. met them. He holds another prayer-meeting every Tuesday even- 
ing at an old French Creole's — a school-master 70 years old, who has a large family. 
A month since, a mason, who was finishing an oven at evening behind the black- 
smith's house mentioned above, stopped to listen to what seemed to him like a prayer : 
he drew near to the door and, almost unconscious that he had lef^ his work, remained 
there all the while, listening until Morel had done expounding his portion of Scrip- 
ture. He then returned to his oven ; the next day he heard from the blacksmith the 
object of the social meeting, and has ever since been one of the most punctual attend- 
ants. Brother M. thinks him very near if not already in the kingdom of Christ. 

** It is difficult to say how many families are destitute of all religious books except 
the Bible, when you will meet in New Orleans with 200 mass-books or breviaries, or 
saints' lives and legends, for one Bible. * Thomas k Kempis' we find sometimes, but 
I)oisoned with their Ave Marias, Litanies, &c. 

*^ Of course we are in Rome here. As for Universalists, Campbellites, and other 
errorists, we might as well look for them among the heathen. They spring up, you 
know, only where the word of God has been sown ; and no doubt the devil is at vork 
to convert the manna sown here into wormwood. Sixty or seventy families are daily 
visited and conversed with, and there are some who always call in the colporteur 
when he passes by that they may unite with him in prayer. Not less than eight of 
every ten families, on an average, are destitute of the Bible.'* We give a single ex- 
tract from Mr. Morel's own report, which will give some further insight into the 
character and condition of the Romish population. 

" I have visited the third municipality and a part of the first. The entire French 
population belongs to the Romish churph, excepting perhaps one out of a hundred, 
who belong to the Reformed church, which is Christ's. The greater part of the in- 
telligent catholic population are unbelievers, chiefly because they see and know that 
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their priests teach lies : and imagining that the Romish religion is Christianity, and 
knowing that to be false, they give themselves up to think that there is no such Grod 
as is spoken of, and that the pretended revelation is an invention of the priests, and 
thus are led to recognize no other God but money ! 

" Among those, however, who wander in this wilderness, are some who feel wants 
they cannot express; seeking a peace they know not where to find; living in a sort 
of expectation they cannot analyze. They wish to hear and know — happy such 
souls ! for they hunger and thirst after Christ. To such my visits are welcome. 

" I address myself to individuals of all nations, without distinction, if they can un- 
derstand me, and tell them that God, in his infinite love for poor miserable sinners, 
now calls all men by his holy word to be converted unto him, and to receive salva- 
tion by faith in the merits of Christ, that they may become heirs of the glorious pro- 
mises. I do all in my power, by God's grace, to induce all the people to buy or ac- 
cept the word of Grod and read it with prayer ; and to this end I address myself to the 
rich and the poor, to the bond and the free — telling them all that they must repent, 
believe in Christ, and forsake their sins, to escape from heU, and be saved in the 
kingdom of God." 

MISSOURI. 

Mr. Sebastian Barth continued his labors in St. Louis and vicinity until Octo- 
ber ; sold 240 volumes, and distributed 360 gratuitously. Rev. Mr. German 

missionary at St. Louis, furnishes gratifying testimonials of the usefulness of 
these labors, and has done much personally for the diffusion of the Society's 
publications. 

ILLINOIS. 

Mr, Charles N, Schirmer, who was formerly a Colporteur two years in 
France, has spent the winter in Galena and vicinity, among the German and 
French population. The great mass of the people are rationalists or Romanists, 
to whom he has sold some books. A rationalist lecturer has visited Galena, to 
confirm the people in their 'infidelity by his lectures and publications. Mr. S. 
mentions some mstances of hopeful conversion. He ur^es the importance of a 
more liberal supply of Bibles and books in the French language. 

INDIANA. 

Mr. John Hauch has continued his labors during the year, chiefly in 
Dearborn, Ripley, Vanderburg and Posey counties, and has supplied 
several hundred Catholic and other families with publications. An in- 
teresting sketch of his conversion from Romanism by the instrumentali- 
ty of Mr. Ritty, (see report below,) and his early labors, is inserted in 
the Messenger for September, and soipe portions of his correspondence 
have been published in the religious journals. His labors and success 
have been similar to those of Mr. Ritty, and are omitted for want of 
space. In a recent communication he alludes to 14 individuals, most- 
ly Romanists, who give good evidence of having passed from death 
unto life within a few weeks, by the Spirit's blessing on the truth he 
has diffused. 

" The people are generally poor," he writes, " but they have feelings of gra- 
titude that American christians attempt so much for them, by sending men 
with good books to lead them tp the Lamb of God. There is a general awak- 
ening wherever the books and Tracts have been distributed among the people. 
Many a house of cursing has become a house of prayer. What a pity it is that 
there are so few evangelical ministers on my field, to second and follow up the 
good impressions made by the reading of the publications circulated. 

11 
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OHIO.. 

Mri Leger Ritty has continued his labors during the year, and cir- 
culated more than 1000 German volumes among the Roman Catholic 
and other German population of Montgomery, Clark, Delaware, 
Franklin and Fairfield counties. We give a brief sketch of his his- 
tory and labors, as illustrative of a doss of labors adapted to the 
ViTork of evangelizing communities of errorists. 

A German Colporteur^s Conversion from Romanism, 

Several years since, while residing in P , Mr. R. had a very severe fit of 

sickness, gradually declining until his physician gave up all hope of his recovery. 
He then began to feel a sense of his sins, and to look about for relief. " I must have 
a Bible," said he; and as soon as returning health permitted him to walk, he went 
to the priest to see if he could get one. The priest refused to supply him, saying, 
" The Bible is not for common people.'* Knowing that the priest was in the habit 
of selling Bibles (Romish version) to the wealthy, he offered him ten dollars for a 
Bible, and on being refused, offered him twenty dollars ; whereupon the priest, bid- 
ding him come to the church to hear the Bible expounded, pushed him out of the 
house and closed the door after him. The poor man with a sad heart turned away 
from the house of his spiritual guide. " The priest bids me come to hear him preach : 
I have heard him again and again, but it is all about ^ holy mass,* ^ holy virgin,' and 
they cannot help me ; they cannot take away the load of guilt from my soul ; they 
cannot pour light into the dark heart of man." Thoughts like these came rushing in 
upon his mind, till at length the bitterness of a grieved and desolate spirit poured itself 
out in a flood of tears. 

Driven thus from all earthly sympathy, that night hiS soul sought help from God. 
" I have tried to pray before, but now, as a hungry child cries for bread, so I be- 
sought the Lord to show me the best books that I. could obtain to point out the way 
to heaven." The Lord, who hears the young ravens when they cry, did not turn 
away from his prayer. His mind became so strongly impressed with the conviction 
that the Lord would send him a Bible, that the next morning he inquired of the first 
woman he met in the street if she knew of such a book as the Bible, and where he 
could obtain one. To his inexpressible joy she informed him that she had one pub- 
lished by the American Bible Society, which she sold him for fifty cents. For days 
together he read the New Testament and prayed over its truths. He imtnediately 
began to talk with the Catholics about its contents, though his own mind was in 

great darkness. This excited so much opposition against him that he left P and 

removed to C . Here he embraced every opportunity of conversing with the Ro- 
manists, his soul still continuing in spiritual darkness ; till one day, after talking 
with about thirty of them on the subject of salvation, light broke in upon his mind 
and his soul was filled with joy unspeakable. 

He continued to communicate his feelings from house to house among the Catho- 
lics : some listened with tears, others with indifference. Many treated him roughly, 
and one man kicked him out of doors and down several steps. While engaged in 
these labors his mind became deeply impressed with the importance of his preach- 
ing the Gospel to his countrymen, but he relinquished the idea on the ground of de- 
ficiency in his intellectual attainments. His convictions, however, that he was not 
in the path of duty were so strong that it destroyed his peace of mind for years. 
When the colporteur system for his countr3rmen was explained to him, he made it at 
once a subject of eai*nest prayer, and decided that it was his imperative duty to en- 
gage in it. It was a system of effort by which, with God's blessing, he could get 
access to the people, and the result shows that his decision was right. 

Street Labors, 

Mr. S, Wood and Rev. Mr. Smft^geneTsU agent, accompanied Mr. R. on an ex- 
cursion among the Germans in C , for the purpose of gaining a more definite

impression of his manner of approaching the people. The former communicates an 
interesting sketch of the afternoon's excursion, from which we select the following : 

A memorable scene— one hundred Ivearera, 

** We next entered a shoe-shop. A Romanist, a few doors beyond, who holds some 
important office in the church, seeing Mr. R. enter the shop, and knowing his ob- 
ject, came running in and warned the shoemaker against purchasing his books ; 
and immediately began abusing the colporteur in an angry manner at the lop of his 
voice, calling him a liar, and telling that he was the man who went around per- 
suading the people to fall away from the faith, &c. ' There is Mr. H ,' said he, 

* whom you led entirely away by degrees, and you want to destroy the catholic 
church.' He kept on talking so loudly and incessantly that Mr. R. had no oppor- 
tunity to reply, until a woman in the house, herself a catholic, begge4 him to give 
the man an opportunity to speak. 

" Mr. R. standing on the step in front of the door, apparently unconscious of all 
that was passing around him, maintained his ground for three quarters of an hour 
against the violence, abuse, profanity and erroneous views of the catholic. His tongue 
did not falter ; his words poured forth like a torrent. < Friend,' said he, * you use me 
thus for wishing to benefit your soul,' &c. Appeals like this so completely disarmed 
the Romanist that he slunk away to his store -, and afterwards, as if to make amends 
for his ill-treatment, he came out of his own accord when we passed by, and asked 
Mr. R. for some Tracts. 

" Immediately after the conversation commenced crowds began to gather. The 
people looked out from the upper windows — came out of the alleys and from the- 
houses : Germans who were passing in wagons and on horseback were arrested and 
turned back ; till Mr. R. had an audience of more than a hundred, chiefly catholics. 
Near the close of the conversation we commenced distributing German Tracts. All 
were eager to receive them. Every child became German for the time, that he might 
carry away a Tract. All that we could spare were given long before the crowd 
were supplied. The whole scene was one of thrilling interest. 

" We next called on a family, four of whose numbers had been converted from Ro- 
manism and are now members of an evangelical church. One was brought in 
through Mr. R.'s instrumentality, and then the others in succession. After calling 
on several other families we returned home, happy in the assurance that much may 
be done for German errorists by the labors of suitable colporteurs." 

What Colporteurs do with Distilleries. 

One day as Mr. R. was passing along the road in G , a man engaged in 

making barrels hailed him, stating that as Mr. R travelled considerably, he 

should be ?lad to have him find a purchaser for his distillery : and as he was a Uni- 

versalist, he thought Mr. R would of course comply with his request. But the 

colporteur, in the spirit of his Master, began to exhort him to attend to his eternal 
interests and prepare to give up his final account at the judgment-seat. ^*But 
what," said he, " shall I do with my still-house ?" " Repent and get your heart 

right," said Mr. R , " and it shall be shown you what to do with your distillery 

— you will obtain light on that subject." 

Afler he left the shop the man, who could not read a line, and as he afterwards 
said, had never before been personally adittessed by any christian on the subject of his 
souVs salvation, immediately fell down upon his knees and cried to God for mercy. 
Some time after he found peace in Christ. He has given up his distillery which cost 
$1000; and his vnfe, his brother and wife, and his mother have been hopefully con- 
verted to God, 

On his route to C , Mr. R rode seven miles out of his way to see a Ro- 
manist, who became so much interested in his own salvation that he desired Mr. 

R to come again, spend the night, hold a prayer-meeting at his house, and bring 

him a Bible. On arriving at C , not wishing to go to the tavern, he called on a 

German by the name of M , whose wife told him to put his horse in the stable, 

but that her husband wotlld be so opposed to him that he could not stay in the house ; 
therefore he went to a tavern and lodged. Next day, while taking care of his horse, 
Mr. M invited him into the house. Mr. R in turn desired to read the 
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Bible to Mm and pray with him. Subsequently he accepted an invitation to make 
the house his home while in the city ; and he embraced the opportunity of reading 
the Scriptures, conversing, praying Avith the family and all who might assemble 
every evening. One woman with whom he conversed said, " O, you must come and 

see my drunken husband.'' Mr. R sent him a Tract on temperance, and the 

next day the man called with five of his companions, when Mr. R talked to 

them on the sin and evil of intemperance, until, with tears rolling down his cheeks, 
the husband exclaimed, " It is enough; I will pledge myself to quit drinking." 

On returning to C , after a few days' absence, he found Mr. M rejoicing 

in hope ; and'his family, with several other families whom he had visited and fur- 
nished with books and Tracts, deeply serious, and anxious that he should return. 

Such had been the profanity and wickedness of Mr. M , that the Germans of 

the place generally exclaim, If this man holds out, they too will seek that change 
which is so apparent in him. 

Mr. R makes it a point to seek out the wickedest class of Germans he can 

find ; and not unfrequently he does not leave them until, With God's blessing, they melt 
down before the power of truth, urged with most afiectionate earnestness upon their 
consciences by one whose heart burns with such love to their souls that his spirit 
is pressed day and night with a sense of their ruined condition ; and his body grows 
weak while he stands, hour by hour, urging them to accept the kind invitations of 
the Gospel. Though it is more difficult and wearisome to the body than to sell 
books to pious people, he regards it as his imperative duty to do the " rough work " 
— to go rather to the impenitent — to the "lost sheep." The Bible is his text-book, 
always at hand — in his heart— on his tongue ; the standard, the test to which he 
brings every man's conscience and arguments. 

Visit to the priest, 

" I have visited the catholic priest of this place," writes Mr. R. " who is a German, 
recently from Europe. We had a long and rather warm controversy, during which 
he demanded my books and Tracts. I talked to him freely and without reserve of 
their error in witholding the word of God from the people; and told him that the 
priests kept me in darkness thirty-three years, forbidding me to search the Scrip- 
tures for myself; but at last the good Spirit found his way to my poor heart, not- 
withstanding their efforts to keep me in darkness and uncertainty. He said no 
more, but withdrew to another room. 

*^ I have learned since that he has been preaching against me, and requiring all 
who had Bibles, Testaments and other books from me to bum them immediately ; but 
the people think them too valuable to part with them in that manner,'^ 

More recent letters contain facts of deep interest respecting the 
progress of Mr. ft — r— *s labors among Roman Catholic Germans. 
We give the following extracts. The translator particularizes twelve 
persons who are hopefully converted, and nearly twice that number 
w^ho are awakened by the Spirit's blessing on his labors and the truth 
diffused. 

He makes it a point to supply as many families as possible with the Bible, frequent- 
ly being without one himself for many days, that some destitute family may enjoy 

the blessing. A woman near S , to whom he gave a Bible two months since, 

gives evidence of a change of heart. A catholic school-master, eight miles from 

S , to whom he gave a Bible three months and a half ago, has abandoned his 

former wickedness and established a family altar in his house. The whole family 
are awakened and greatly rejoice in the chaq^e in the head of the family. 

Prayer Meetings and Conversions^ 

The fact that Mr. R. is a converted Romanist draws out multitudes to hear him. 
At B , a woman walked three miles through the mud, and at P Romanists 
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came nine miles on a sled to attend his meetings. They were commenced in the 
lectiire-room of the church, but it became so crowded that they were removed to the 
body of the church. The result was the hopeful conversion of seven Romanists. A 

catholic woman attended his prayer-meeting at C , was so much impressed with 

his petition for the Roman catholic church, that she went home and assured her 
husband that the colporteur must be a good man, and she continues to attend the 
meetings. A woman near B , who was awakened at a prayer-meeting, request- 
ed Mr. R. to visit her son, who was impenitent and on a bed of sickness. After 
prayer and reading the Scriptures, the young man was led to a sense of his guilt, 
and to feel his need of a Savior. He is now rejoicing in the favor of God and in re- 
turning health. 

Mr. R. held seventeen prayer-meetings in five weeks. During the day he visits 
from house to house with his books, ascertaining the peculiar state of the minds 
of the people, and invites them to attend his meetings in the evening, when he 
reads a portion of Scripture and adapts his instruction to the circumstances of 
those who attend. He seldom leaves a Catholic family without praying with them. 

Meetings in a tavern* 

On his way from C. to B. he found eighteen persons in a tavern. He asked 
them if they had met for public worship, to which they replied in the negative, but 
gave their consent to his addressing them. Some of his hearers were in tears, and 
at the close of his exhortation they all united with him in supplicating the Divine 
mercy in their behalf. Returning several weeks afterwards, he was urged to hold 
another prayer-meeting at this tavern, which became filled to overflowing. Seven 
persons were awakened to an earnest solicitude respecting their spiritual welfare ; 
among them the landlord himself, who has erected the family altar in his house. 

The Colporteur in demand among the Romanists* 

The labors of Mr. R. are valued, and he is in great demand wherever he has 

been. After he had spent two weeks in D Co. he was followed by the priest, 

preaching against him and endeavoring to prejudice the minds of the people; but 
It would not avail. Nine individuals and two Catholics were brought under deep 
conviction for sin, and the people have sent him word to visit them again. Two 
families have been recently heard from as hopefully converted in a Romanist set- 
tlement in Indiana, where Mr. R. labored a year ago. The people have invited 
him to visit them again and hold prayer-meetings among them. 

When he labored in C , some of the principal Catholics assisted him in cir- 
culating books among their fellow Romanists. By this means nearly every Catho- 
lic family in the town purchased one or more volumes. Since then the majority of 
tbose Romanists have procured themselves Bibles or Testaments. Three of the 
leading Romanists in that place recently sent for him to come and hold prayer- 
meetings and converse about spiritual things. They have already been preparing 
the minds of others for the expected visit of Mr. R. by telling them that he is 
right, and only wishes to bring the Catholics back to the days of primitive Christi- 
anity and the Bible. Other places are in the same state of feeling. 

Mr, Christopher Brockmeier, also a convert from Romanism, has 
continued his labors in Miami, Mercer and Allen counties, and has 
circulated nearly 1000 volumes, more than half gratuitously. His 
labors have been much of the same character of those performed by 
Messrs. Ritty and Hauck, and a detailed report is omitted. We sub- 
join a few facts showing the 

Blessing of the Spirit on books in the hands of Romanists, 

^The greatest eagerness is manifested in a German settlement in A county 

to procure the books. The people are greatly agitated, and not only purchase books, 
but packets of Tracts. In many families I have found a willingness to attend to 
their spiritual interests, often manifested by the silent tears which course down their 
cheeks while reminded of their obligations to lead lives devoted to God. 
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** A Romanist whom I warned of his guilt and danger, and who accepted a copy of 
Baxter^s Call and Testament, is now hopefully converted. A Cathelic family, in the 
same neighborhood, have become convinced of the error of their faith,^«nd attend a 
Protestant church.— A Catholic to whom I loaned Baxter's Call, (fearing lie wo«ld 
burn it,) has become awakened to a sense of his sins. — A lady to whom I gave tWo 
Tracts, gave them .to her husband, who sent for me the next day to pray with him, 
and has obtained a hope of pardon. — Another woman, who had borrowed a copy of 
Baxter's Call, was hopefully converted by that means, which fact alarmed her hus- 
band in view of his own lost condition. — While in conversation with a Catholic 
family on experimental religion, one of the number with weeping eyes requested an 
interest in my prayers, and all purchased books.— A man in S , to whom I gave 
the ' Swearer's Prayer,' has now found peace in believing." 

He speaks of a revival in a settlement in A Co. and states that the people 

came a distance of five miles to attend the crowded prayer-meetings. **They suffer 
me not to rest wherever I come to lodge, but the whole neighborhood come toge- 
ther." Many additional facts were reported by Mr. B. which we must omit. 

Mr. David RotJian commenced his labors among the German popu- 
lation of Putnam and Hancock counties in December, and has sold 
440 volumes and supplied 512 families gratuitously. 

*' The German population in these counties is composed of both Europeans and 
Americans. The former are chiefly Lutherans, Reformed Mennonists and Catho- 
lics, and the latter are principally Albrights. The Catholics have two large settle- 
ments and a priest in Putnam Co. They generally read well, and the majority are 
willing to receive the Society's books." 

The report mentions the cases of ten individuals who had been awakened, and 
brought, as they trust, to Christ for salvation, through the instrumentality of the 
books and Tracts already distributed in those counties. *^ A very ungodly man was 
led to a sense of his danger and guilt by a Tract on Repentance. A deist and his 
wife were both awakened from the slumber of carnal security by reading the Tract 
* John de Long.' Much interest is manifested in obtaining the publications. 

** One young man walked five miles to purchase some of the books : one family, 
reported to be somewhat covetous, purchased two volumes, and subsequently rode 
eight miles to purchase five additional volumes." 

Self -denial for the Gospel, — " I called on a man," writes Mr. R. " who thought he 
was too poor to purchase books. He has recently buried his eldest son, lost his 
team, and been unable to peribrm any labor for a long time in consequence of having 
broken his arm, and his children needed clothing. I opened my saddle-bags to give 
him a book, but when he learned the object of my mission he purchased two boohs 
with money laid aside for the purchase of cotton-yam with which to make clothing. 
The next morning the father followed me three miles, through the mud and rain, 
stating that, though poor, he could not rest without purchasing for his wife and son 
each a book, and for that purpose he had sold a bushel of wheat that morning ; and 
as for cotton-yam, his wife had concluded to sell some feathers and lie on a hard 
bed a little longer rather than do without the book. I have since heard that they 
would not part with them for a cow." 

Mr, George F, Yahnke commenced his labors in Tuscarawas Co. in 
November last, and has spent the winter in visiting that and portions 
of Franklin and Ross counties, selling 316 volumes and supplying 318 
families gratuitously. 

Speaking of the encouragements to labor, even on the hardest soil, Mr. Y. says, 
** The Lord has bowed the stubborn knees of some of the most notoriously wicked 
men in prayer, in one instance a man of 77 years for the first time in his life. Other 
families, yea, whole communities are desirous of my visits, receive me kindly, and 
call for books which I cannot supply. In one place a prayer-meeting is now estab-

lished whpre none ever existed before, and about 50 Baxter's Call and James' 
* Anxious Inquirer ' are left to work in my absence. 

Baxter read by the light of a distillery* — " I visited a distillery in W ," says 

Mr. Y. ** where I found a stout German, who would at first hear nothing about reli- 
gion. After a while he took me aside and drew from his cap a letter just received 
from his mother in Germany, urging him to repentance. As I read it the tears 
started from his eyes, and he acknowledged that he was a great sinner. He would 
not pay for Baxter's Call, but commenced reading it, and promised to continue by 
the light of the fire, when his wicked employer was away ; and I gave it to him, 
with solemn exhortations to prepare to meet his God." 

Mr. E, H, Peters performed one month's labor in Cincinnati, and 
supplied 60 families by sale and 70 gratuitously. 

Mr, C, F. Bowers y a student of Lane Seminary, spent his vacation 
of four months in visiting German families in Cincinnati, and circula- 
ted more than 400 volumes by sale and gift. From, the many encou- 
raging facts reported, we select the following : 

" Saints " bartered for the " Saints' Rest,'' 'I met a Romanist who was enga- 
ged in selling the images of saints. He. was somewhat alarmed when told that my 
stock consisted of Protestant books ; but at length a barter-trade was concluded 
wilh him, and I took one of his ' Saints ' for a * Saints' Rest ' of Baxter I And before 
the saint-pedlar left the ground he bought out the colporteur, taking twelve volumes, 
including two Testaments, side by side with his saints to the families of Romanists. 

^^ A pious man informed me that a Roman Catholic female had accepted a Testa- 
ment. I sent her Baxter's Call and a few Tracts, not knowing that she was unable 
to read. Last week I was informed, to my great joy, that she has since learned to 
read, and gives evidence of a change of heart. A Romanist woman to whom I sent 
a Bible and Baxter's Call, reads them day and night, and now attends evangelical 
preaching. A Romanist family being obliged to raise money for the priest, could not 
forego expending a portion of it for a copy of the Saints' Rest. 

" An old Romanist, who had formerly driven a Colporteur from his house, to whom 
I gave a Tract, read and praised it. He is now supplied with the New Testament, 
which he studies diligently ; and a few weeks since he and his wife knelt together 
in prayer to God for the first time, and have ceased to attend Roman Catholic wor- 
ship. I sold a copy of Baxter's Call to a Romanist family, and gave a volume and 
Tracts to another family in the same house, and conversed on practical Christianity. 
The next morning, one of the family was visited by a Catholic neighbor, who said, 
' Come, let us go to confession.' ^ I go there again ? No, indeed, not I. I have begun 
to learn a better way.' Two other members of the family are convinced of their 
error, and attend evangelical preaching. 

*• I supplied a Romanist family with a Bible and a book. He gathers bis family 
around him (wife and five children) and reads to them from the Bible or the 
book. \ christian lady came subsequently into the neighborhood to gather chil- 
dren into the Sabbatn-school and called at this house. Now the children of this 
Romanist attend an evangelical Sabbath-school, and himself and wife go to a 
Protestant church.'* 

Mr. E. Boudeley hsis performed three and a half months' labors in 
Sandusky county ; visited 592 families, and made sales and grants of 
538 volumes. Mr. B.'s reports have been very full and satisfactory, 
but being of the same general tenor of those already inserted, they are 
omitted here. 

Mr. S. Sola has recently commenced his labors, chiefly for the Ger- 
mans, in Tuscarawas, Holmes, and Coshocton counties. The Presby-

tery of Tuscarawas have resolved " that we hail with gratitude Mr. 
Sala as a colporteur for this field, and will give him all the assistance 
in our power in furtherance of the object of his agency." 

VOLUNTARY COLPORTAGE. 

Co-operation of Home and Domestic Missionaries and otliers. 

A palpable and important result of Colporteur labors in destitute 
districts is visible in the increased attention to the spiritual wants of 
neglected classes of our home population. Perhaps no more direct 
means could have been employed to excite christians to care for per- 
ishing souls at their doors, than to hold up the results of the efibrts of 
self-denying men in seeking out the destitute and furnishing them the 
means of salvation. This has been the desire of the Committee. It has 
never entered into their plans to attempt to reach all the destitution 
of the country by paid laborers ; but while sending some godly men to 
the absolutely destitute, every other channel of circulation has been 
made available, as Providence has opened it. 

It is the desire of the Committee to reach the entire accessible po- 
pulation in the most efficient and economical way ; and they cordially 
solicit the aid of pastors, missionaries and christians, especially in the 
growing but sparsely settled districts of the West, in furnishing the 
people with printed truth. But the interests of the Institution require 
that such co-operation, especially in the sale of publications, in whole 
or in part, should be prompt and business-like. It would be unwise 
to scatter the funds intrusted to the Society in indiscriminate grants 
or sales on credit. There must be responsibility on the part of the 
applicant, and a seasonable report of all transactions connected with 
the service rendered. Where the Committee are assured that a dis- 
creet use will be made of publications, and reasonable effort put forth 
to effect sales, they are ready to aid the faithful missionary fo al- 
most any extent that may be necessary for the supply of the truly 
destitute. 

A large proportion of the grants during the year have been made to 
missionaries at the West, several hundred of whom have received 
packages of 5000 pp. each, and others a larger amount. The aggre- 
gate of these grants is more than two million five hundred thou- 
sand PAGES, including those of the Society at Boston. 

In addition to the above, books to the value of about $1000 have 
been forwarded to about twenty responsible Home Missionaries for 
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sale or gratuitous distribution among destitute families, in accordance 
with the Society's principles ; the amount received from sales beyond 
expenses of freight, &c. to be returned to the treasury, and the 
grants accurately reported. So far as missionaries, with the pressure 
of other cares and duties, can be prevailed upon to give j^rompt at- 
tention to this branch of beneyolent effort, and within a reasonable 
period close the accounts with the Society, it is highly desirable that 
the arrangement should be extended. While, on the other hand, 
drawing a quantity of books from the depository, and neglecting to 
circulate them, or to report or remit the proceeds, abstracts so much 
from the resources of the Institution and embarrasses its operations. 

We append a few extracts from the correspondence of mission- 
aries and others on the subject. The increasing readiness to co-ope- 
rate voluntarily in the diffusion of the Society's publications is one of 
the most cheering indications of the year. It is honorable to the Gbs- 
pel and to those who profess to love it. May many be like-minded, 
and christians every where put their hands efficiently to the work of 
seeking out the perishing and bringing them to a knowledge of the 
truth as it is in Jesus. 

Rev. Smith Sturges, of Alleghany Co. N. Y. in the bounds of whose congrega- 
tion Mr. Harwood labored as a Colporteur, says, •* Our to\hi has recently been 
blessed by a visit from one of your colporteurs, for which we are grateful. Bro- 
ther H labors by daty and by night. He addresses two of threfe congregations 

frequently in a day, and the people are much stirred up to the interests of their 
own souls and those of their destitute and perishing neighbors. 

*' His labors in my congregation were very acceptable ,* after listeoing to his 
address, the people came forward with manifestations of love and zeal, prepared ' 
to enter into the work of distribution. Even the impenitent seemed aroused ; one 
of them was among the number of distributers, and not without profit, we trust, l;o 
himself and others. I had long desired some such movement to enlighten the 
minds of this people, for so far as religious knowledge is concerned we may be 
called a destitute people, partly because of temporal as well as spiritual poverty. 

" There are not far from 500 families in town, or about 2000 souls, only about 
200 of whom are hopefully pious, and probably not far from 200 ar^ in the habit of 
attending public worship ; at least 40 families are destitute of the Bible ; and pre- 
vious to the circulation of your volumes and Tracts they were nearly destitute of 
any kind of religious reading. Many are too poor to buy, though they long for the 
books, and they must come to them, if at all, " withotil money and without price." 

" A distributer on his return from his district, besides a number of families 
destitute of thfeBibl6, reported a fatnily of six individuals, not one of whom knew 
the letters of the alphabet. Another distributer's report was as follows: " 19 fa- 
milies, consisting of 122 persons ; 21 pious ; 22 regularly attend public worship ; 
5 families without Bibles. Gave books and promised Tracts. 

*' * The lost nation.'— My oWn district was a part 6f a tieighborhodd called ' the 
lost nation.' I found 16 families, one fourth of which had no Bibles, and but one 
or two were able to j^iirchase the cheapest volume, t foutid them ^xious to read, 
and so far as I could judge, anxious to become wise unto salvation. In view of 
their wretched condition my soul was troubled. They are truly 'miserable, and 
poor, and blind, and naked.' There are about 40 fapiilie^, containing not far from 
2!)0 souls, in ' the tost nation.' I should be glad of .40 books for them, and 2000' 
Tracts for our own town." 
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Br. Samuel Smithy of Loudonville, Ohio, appeals for a grant of publications, 
German and English, ** to be carried to the dwellings of the people and affec- 
tionately commended to the notice of those who would never inquire for 
them, Imowinff nothing of them. They will be read. There are those in 
this region who once enjoyed and now thirst for the waters of life, mingled 
with a very large proportion of the ignorant and vicious, but whose distant 
location from any place where the Gospel is preached precludes their attend- 
ance on it, and whose poverty forbids theis supplying their rising families with 
suitable religious reading. Our Sunday-schools, too, some of which are with- 
out libraries, would be greatly benefited by your volumes for a circulating 
library, while the Tracts will be a valuable auxiliary. A Colporteur is much 
needed here ; but until he comes I will avail myself of the numerous op- 
portunities of doing good afforded me in the circulation of your publi- 
cations." 

Rev. J. Bloomer, pastor of the Baptist church in the same place, urges the 
importance of the above application, by the beneficial influence of Tract dis- 
tribution in his own experience* and by the consideration that ^^a ffreat many 
families would be kept from hunting and fishing on the Sabbath if they had a 
book or two to occupy their attention on that holy day." 

Rev, Thompson Birdy of Boone county, Indiana, expresses thanks for a grant 
of Books and Tracts, which had been loaned from family to family and given 
to families, all of whose members promised to read the books; and the Tracts 
had been stitched together and used in the place of Sabbath-school books at 
6 or 8 stations, and read with avidity. Urging the importance of a new and 
liberal grant, he writes : 

" The general diffusion of the Society's publications is the very thing to 
bum out the thousand isms that are rampant in this great valley. I have yet 
to find the man who has faithfully read and mastered the contents of one of- 
these standard volumes who has been led away by these agents of Satan, ^Ah! 
he does not preach as Doddridge or Baxter writes ' is always the reply made 
relative to them. We want an extensive circulation of Ithese standard vo- 
lumes to give stability to christian character — especially for those who have 
recently l^gun to walk in the ways of the Lord.^' 

Rev, Jairus Wilcox, of Henry county, Illinois, writes, " Brother G— in- 
forms me that the Society |;ranted a most valuable library to aid 'him more 
successfully in the work of preaching the Gospel among the destitute, which 
were a great accession to his usefulness. I need a similar grant. Hardly a 
week has passed since I have been in this destitute field, but I have felt the 
need of some one of these precious volumes to leave with a poor perishing 
sinner or weary pilgrim beset with temptations, to follow up and deepen the 
good impression that a faithful and prayerful interview has made, and which 
for lack of this has been nearly or quite effaced ere they could be reached 
again. I have sighed for the means to purchase these volumes for this object, 
but alas, in vain. 

*^ It was but a few days since that I found a young man, a husband and a 
father, on a'sick-bed, and without hope. After exhorting him, with little ap- 
parent effect, to repent and believe now, I borrowed of a friend Pike's Per- 
suasives to early Piety, and loaned it to him ; the result was that it awakened 
him to the immediate necessity of being bom again." 

Rev, George C. Wood, Manchester, Illinois, alludes to an article in the 
Messenger respecting the supply of missionaries with books; states the fact 
that he is suffering for the want of them; that he has witnessed *^ the blessed 
influence they are exerting in the salvation of souls amid the desolations of 
a new countrv," and solicited a supply to the amount of $50 for sale and gra- 
tuitous distribution, which were furnished. 
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Rev. A, Btdlardy D. D, of St. Louis, writes in behalf of twenty-one minis- 
ters in Missouri for a grant of publications to be distributed among destitute 
families. A grant of 105,000 pages was made. "If your Society," writes Dr. 
B. "could grant a set of the library for each of our poor ministers it would 
do great good." 

A similar grant was made to the amount of 100,000 pp. to Rev. F. Bas- 
com, Chicago, Illinois, for missionaries in his vicinity. 

Rev. Erasmus J. Boydy Brooklyn, Michigan, states that his church extends 
its influence over a territory of 12 miles square, and "to supply this com- 
munity with good reading there is a library of $16 worth of the Society's 
volumes, which has been of great service. I loaned Bogue's Evidences of 
Christianity to an infidel, which he read again and again, and then came 
to me saying, *My foundation is shaken to atoms, and I am in a lost 
condition.' He soon became a christian, and is a member of my church. 
Several other cases I might relate. The books are all drawn each Sabbath 
from the library, and many more would be if we had them. I have four or 
five Sabbath-schools without libraries, with the exception of about $5 for 
one. I distributed many of ^our last grants of Tracts among the scholars. A 
grant of books would be of important and lasting benefit in a community like 
ours where they have no books of any kind." A grant was made of the 
amount requested. 

Rev. L. M. S. Smithf Iowa county, Michigan, writes, " My field is this en- 
tire county, embracing 576 square miles and about 2500 inhabitants. Seve- 
ral little churches have been gathered, in forming and preaching to which I 
have travelled nearly 4000 mues during the year, and preached about 180 
times. You see firom these facts how much I need help. The prospect is 
fUiat I must labor alone another year, and as I cannot have the living preacher, 
I want exceedingly to get Flavel, Baxter and Doddridge to preach for us. If 
you will furnish me with books I will endeavor, with the blessing of God, 
to have at least one volume placed by sale or gift in every family in the coun- 
ty, and faithfully report and pay over the moneys received. 

" I have not words to express my feelings on the importance of this subject. 
You, who have had so much experience in this business, know how great is 
the assistance rendered by these volumes to the labors of the ordinary pastor, 
who can see and preach to all his people weekly. How much more then, to 
the missionary situated as I am. God has graciously revived his work during 
the past winter ; and when I must be gone three or four weeks at a time, 
how I wanted your evangelical volumes to place in the hands of young 
converts." 

A box containing $100 worth of volumes was forwarded to Rev. Mr. S. 

Rev. A. Gaston, Walworth county, Wiskonsan, acknowledges a grant, and 
writes, "I have taken the Tracts with me to my different preaching-places 
and distributed them at the close of the services, adapting the selection to the 
state of feeling. The desire for Tracts has increased to eagerness ; and when 
the time comes to make the distribution there is almost a rush to obtain them. 
They ate read, and are ardently preparing the mind for a better appreciation 
of divine truth. There is more thougnt manifested respecting spiritual things. 
that the means were furnished to increase the circulation of the Tract So- 
ciety's publications an hundred fold ! The articles in the Messenger 'respecting 
booES for Missionaries at the West are peculiarly true and important. I need 
just such a supply. Will not some friend furnish it ?" 

Rev. Oliver Emerson, of Iowa, reporting the circulation of $100 worth of 
publications and requesting another $100 worth forwarded, writes that he has 
" gone from house to house with the books, conversing with the inmates, and 
distributing Tracts where the volumes could not be sold, in one or two smal 
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villages along the bauks of the Mississippi and some sparsely populated set- 
tlements, where to reach ten families one is compelled to travel as many 
miles. 

" There are two or three points in which the influence of your Society is 
immensely important. 

" 1. The publications will be joyfully received and diligently read. Nearly all 
this population have removed from the East within the past seven years ; and 
in the absence of their former intellectual and religious privileges, these pub- 
lications in a great measure fill up the void thus painfully felt. Your Society 
is furnishing the means of religious instruction to thousands of families who 
feel the need of it, in a way not to be appreciated by those who live in a land 
overrun with books. 

*^2. Stated preaching cannot be secured in the^e settlements for years 
to come. Hence the importance of supplying the people with appropriate 
reading. 

"3. Your books are needed to counteract the influence of fictitious works, 
which find their way to the cabin of almost every emigrant. 

" 4. They would prevent the deterioration of christian character so common 
on a removal to the West. 

" 5. We appeal to your Society because of the poverty of the people. The 

I)eople are nearly all on a level as to ready money, whether worth much or 
ittle. After traversing this county in its length and breadth, I am satisfied 
that morip than three-fourths of the families fi^d serious difficulty in obtaining 
money to pay their postage. 

"This work of Colportage rises every day in my estimation; and I come 
npw to solicit such a supply of publications as shall enable me to sell, give or 
loan at least one book in each family. The hearts of thousands will be glad- 
4ene4 and incalculable good dpne." ^ 

The writer of the foUowing letter is the respected pastor of a 
flQurishing church in Alabama. 

Gratuitaus Colportage in Alabama. 

" You will justly expect some account of the effort made by the church with 
which I am connected to circulate the publications of the American Tract Society. 

" During the months of August and September, for the term of six weeks, Mr. 
Henry Morse^ an intelligent, judicious, and pious man, engaged in the business 
aud succeeded in distributing about ^ug hundred volumes^ two-thirds of which were 
sold, amounting to S130, and the balance given away on a promise to read care- 



They are also destitute of any thing 1 
quale supply of the means of grace. The preaching they have, to a great extent, 
is not calculated to instruct or elevate them. Mr. Morse found them willing iobuy 
his books, in almost every instance, where they had the means, and his instruc- 
tions were to give a book in every family unable to purchase, if it would be re- 
ceived. He was generally received with great kindness. This is the more re- 
markable, as there are many anti-missionary sectarisls through the region, who 
are avowedly opposed to every thing that calls itself a society. 

•»One lady, a member of a church, expressed an unqualified condemnation of 
all such things as circulating and reading religious books ; but finding that she 
could not provoke Mr. Morse into any remark that would furnish her with an 
excuse for continuing her denunciations, relented, and said that perhaps she 
ought not to condemn all books, as her husband had been converted oy the read- 
ing of one of those he had with him — Doddridge's Rise and Progress ! 

" Mr. M. found a few families without the Bible. There were very many with- 
out any religious bookSf and often the opportunity to buy was joyfully embraced. 
He invariably conversed with the families on the subject of personal piety, and 
whenever he thought it would be productive of good, proposed to pray with them. 
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He was himself much encouraged by the success of his efforts, and the church 
here are so well pleased, that I have no doubt at the proper time they will make 
another liberal contribution to this cause. (At a subsequent date, a contribution 
of more than $300 was cheerfully made.^ If you could send us a colporteur to be 
constantly employed, 1 think this church would pay his salary and travelling ex- 

fmses, and probably a considerable portion of the funds to supply him with books, 
am willing to bind myself to do all in my power in behalf of the cause, though it 
should extend to leaving my charge for a while, and making formal visits to the 
churches within my reach. In my view, and I speak the views of the prominent 
members of my church, it is most desirably that we should have a man constantly 
ID the field. However, we know how many and urgent are the calls upon your 
resources ; but, if possible, let us share in your benevolent plans and provisions. 
We are not troubled with Romanism^ but we are with othet forms of ignorance, 
superstition and delusion. 

" If you will forward us books to the amount of $150, the mouey will be sent by 
the first opportunity. 

"It is proper to state that Mr. Morse refused to receive any thing for his servi- 
ces as a colporteur, except a few books for his private use, worth four or five 
dollars.** 

VOLUNTARY COLPORTAGE IN KENTUCKY. 

The following letter furnishes an admirable illustration of the refiex influence 

of the colporteur system. The Hon. Mr. M 's example of Harlan Page-like 

labors will provoke others in turn, we trust, to similar voluntary devotedness of 
time and effort for the diffusion of the truth. One great end of the system of col- 
portage will be lost if christians are not stimulated by it to self denying, j?er^/ma^ 
exertions to win individual souLs to Christ. 

" It will be remembered that during the spring of 1843 I applied to your Society 
for books to the amount of $100 for the purpose of supplying to some extent at 
least a very destitute portion of southern Kentuckv, embracing a part of the coun- 
ties of Logan, Todd, Muhlenberg, Christian and Hopkins. In compliance with 
that request the Society directed their agent, Mr. S. Wells, then laboring in this 
neighborhood, to deliver to me $100 worth of their volumes. Immediately upon 
the receipt of the books I proceeded to their distribution, and during the early 
part of the last summer I so far advanced as to distribute all except about 60 
volumes. I have already placed the volumes of the Society in more than 150 dif- 
ferent destitute families. Those who have received grants have invariably mani- 
fested gratitude, yet I am fully satisfied of the wisdom of the Society's policy of 
efiecting sales where practicable. 

Extracts from Journal, 

"This day I gave to Mrs. S a 44 cent volume. She lives five miles distant 

in a poor neighborhood, and walked (though aged) to my house to return a Bax- 
ter's Call I loaned her in 1H42. She states that it had been read by all of her large 
family who could read, and by most of the neighbors. It is much worn, and looks 
like a veteran of the cross. She received the donation with the strongest marks of 
thankfulness. 

"Proceeded to visit a portion of the destitute of the north part of T- Co. 

accompanied by Mrs. M , both of us packing on horseback as many books 

and Tracts as we could carry, and visiting families inaccessible by any other 
mode of conveyance. We found families who rarely if ever attended the public 
ministration of the Gospel, which indeed in some portions was but poorly calcula- 
ted to secure attention. I made a public address in favor of the Tract cause, and 
distributed a number of volumes where there were many unconverted. Among 
my distributions were many of the works of » Baxter and AUeine.' In a very 
short time a most glorious revival followed in the neighborhood, and 30 or 40 
persons have been added to the church, and that too where I have never heard of 
a revival before. 

Singular payment for Books, 

" After I had made my address and was handing out books, an old lady about 
^ years of age remarked to me that she desired those two boys (pointing to two

young men) should each have a small book. I gave to one a * Baxter * and the 
oth«r an * Alleine/ and directed Ihem to exchange when each should read his book 
through. Though I intended ihe books as a donation to the young men, the old. 
lady remarked that she would do all she could for the Society. She then climbed, 
up on a box and pulled out of a crack in a log of the cabin a small rag which con- 
tayied 25 cents, which she said she had kept for a long lime, and would give lor 
the bcoksas the best appropriation she could make of it. The young men were 
her grand-children and members of families who were deeply interested in the 
revival, and I hope they have been led to Christ. 

A mother of ten children teaching them to read without Books^ dfc, 

** In passing through another very destitute neighborhood I called on Mrs. 

M , who told me she had not had an opportunity of going to meeting any 

where for years ; she did not live near to any place of public preaching, and 
had no conveyance ; desired much to join some christian church, but never 
had an opportunity. I knew her husband was a dissipated man and very poor ; 
yet I saw before me a delicate-looking woman, surrounded by ten bright, in- 
teresting children, the eldest about 16, all looking clean and neat; and she 
informed me she had taught several of the eldest to read, though they had 
never been to school, I asked her what were her stock of books 1 She replied, 
two pieces of spelling-books and a part of an old Bible, I gave her a volume in the 
name of the Society; and while in the midst of her children (to some of whom I 
gave Tracts and one or two small volumes) she expressed her sincere thanks, 
tears of gratitude gathered in her eyes, I promised to procure for her a Bible, 
which I did. 

«< We gladdened a poor widow's heart by a donation of a Baxter's Call and a 
larger volume to her son. Visited a large number of poor families; and gave 
to each a book, and generally some Tracts ; then visited another neighbor- 
hood; met a large collection of people; made an address, and distributed what 
books and Tracts we had left, which were but few, having almost exhausted 
our packs. During this excursion I was accompanied throughout by Mrs. 
M— — , who was greatly delighted in her new emplovment, and only re- 
gretted that we had not given ourselves more time, so that our family visits 
might have been more thorough. 

" We called on Mr. L— and family. Though poor, they entertained us kindly : 
he was not yet a professor, but was deeply interested and engaged upon the subject 
of religion, his interest having been excited by reading a * Baxter's Call' which I 

had given him some time before. Gave Mrs. L a volume of Tracts, which was 

most gratefully received. Called to see a family, the lady only at home ; she was 
poor, with four small children in their cabin; gave her a * Mother at Home,' and ex- 
plained it to her. She said she would read it through once for each child she had, 
and < raise ' them by its instructions. She asked for a book for her husband to read, 
as he was not pious. I gave her Baxter; and while she showed us the road I never 
saw manifested more strong marks of gratitude and pleasure than were exhibited 
by her. 

Another excursion and its results. 

** Soon after this excursion I made a tour to a poor and destitute neighborhood of 
Logan county. Visited some families ; met a congregation; made an address; grant- 
ed a number of books; sold a few; distributed Tracts, &c. and have since learned 
that some who received books have been hopefully converted. Among these was a mother 
and her daughter, who were members of a poor family who were all wicked, con- 
sisting of these two and the father, who is also now serious, as I am informed. I re- 
turned home after having distributed all the books I could carry. I then made an- 
other tour to the north of T county. Met a congregation; made an address; 

found much interest in favor of the Society; distributed a number of books and 
Tracts. There is no place where I think the works of the Society have been more 
needed, to give a firm and solid cast to the excited interest which has been since 
produced upon the subject of religion in a revival at a camp-meeting, where about 
40 persons professed an interest in the Savior, and perhaps 50 others were anxious. 

** In this neighborhood I visited a young minister who had just commenced his 
labors. I found him poor but very industrious, with a lovely and sprightly set of 
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chiMren, and an energetic wife, without a library and too poor to buy. I thought it 
would meet the wishes of the Society to grant him three volumes. On a private trip 

through M county I took a few of the books in iny saddle-bags. I found a wealthy 

man who was a member of the church ; but I was informed that although he had been 
in the church three or four years, and was worth $20,000, he has not paid one dollar 
to the support of the Grospel or to charity. I gave him * Mammon.* 

" I have the pleasure, and it is truly a great one to me, to state to the Society that 
in looking over my journal I find that a considerable number of persons to whom I 
have granted the works of the Society, and particularly Baxter's Call, have since 
professed an interest in the Savior, and are now members of the church, and some 
of them I know to be useful members. 

" Your Society is popular in this region, and is doing much to elevate the stand- 
ard of religious intelligence and piety. May God hasten y6ur efforts to their high 
destiny !" 

It will be seen from the preceding pages of this document that in 
nearly every state and territory of the Union a beginning has been 
made in this good work. The full results of these labors will be made 
apparent at the judgment of the great day. They cannot be estimated 
by naked statistics. Plain, earnest, spiritual conversation ; sighs and 
tears ; prayer and intercession cannot be reported. He who would 
gather the full force of all that is locked up in the above brief para- 
graphs should fill his hands with good books ; go into the nearest des- 
titute neighborhood ; converse with each soul about eternal things ; 
deposit a book by sale or gifb in each family, and return to his closet 
weeping over the ravages sin has made, and with strong crying and 
tears plead for the descent of the Holy Spirit on each immortal being 
thus visited : then the study of the statistics above will make some 
just impression of the vastness, and the blessedness, and the power 
of this agency for sending Gospel instruction to ignorant and neglect- 
ed abodes.^ 

Pastors of churches in several of the states have entered personally 
on the visitation of the counties in which they reside, with the books 
of the Society. There is a quickened interest pervading the churches 
to some extent, in behalf of the scattered families on the outskirts of 
almost every congregation, which is full of hope and encouragement. 
If there were a full development of the energies of the churches now 
nearly dormant, and if each disciple of Christ would but discharge his 
obligation to the Redeemer and those perishing around him, availing 
himself of such facilities for spreading the truth as the providence of 
Grod affords, the necessity for employing paid laborers would be great- 
ly obviated, and the waste places of Zion be removed. Our hearts' 
desire and prayer to God is, that speedily every minister of the Gos- 
pel may be surrounded by an active, praying church ; that all our po- 
pulation may enjoy the labors of an intelligent, spiritual ministry ; and 
that ministers and people may so plan, and care, and labor for dying 
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souls at their doors^ that the system spread out on this sheet may 
cease to be necessary among the means of evangelizing our wide- 
spread and growing country. Till then, in God's strength let it go 
forward, gaining new victories for Christ, and arousing to glorious 
war the consecrated host of God's elect. 

A gifted female friend has furnished the following gems, which have 
been widely copied into the periodical journals, and are worthy of pre- 
servation in this document.

The relations of the Society to " the Religious Tract Society " 
in London^ after which this is modelled, and which has now closed the 
foTty-Jifth year of its truly evangelical aijd most useful labors, be- 
come continually more and more intimate and cheering. Our Dele- 
gate to their last Anniversary, John Tappan, Esq. Vice-President of 
this Society and President of the American Tract Society at Boston, 
was received with great respect and kindness by the Committee, and 
his report to them of the progress of this Society, especially in its Col- 
porteur labors for the more destitute parts of the country, was receiv- 
ed with expressions of the deepest interest. Mr. Tappan was highly 
gratified with many of their more recent publications, especially those 
ornamented with elegant engravings ; and selections of them, approved 
by the Committee for that purpose, have been ordered to the value of 
.£100, and are daily expected, for sale by the Society. Their corres- 
pondence through the year has been most cordial and encouraging. 

Their forty-fourth anniversary, held in May last, was a gratifying oc- 
casion. The addresses, which occupy eleven columns in the London 
Patriot, all breathe the spirit of union among churchmen and dissent- 
ers of different names, and an ardent attachment to the vital doctrines 
of the cross, contrasted with dead forms, whether of Rome or Oxford. 
J. Labouchere, Esq. a member of the church of England, presided, 
adopting the quaint but expressive motto, " Whoever is good enough 
for Christ is good enough for me," and glorying in the Society as a 
standing witness against the exclusive idea that God would not bless 
the united efforts of christians of different communions. He dwelt on 
the evangelical excellence of the Society's publications, and the bless- 
ing they had conveyed to multitudes of souls ; and called especial at- 
tention to the efforts the Society is now making to circulate books in a 
cheap form to counteract popery and other opposing influences, and 
in the foreign department of its labors to avail itself of the wonderful 
access now opened to China, and the adaptation of the press to bless 
that country. 

The wide extent of the labors of the London Society must give joy 
to every christian heart. In foreign lands they were prosecuted, the 
last year, " in China, Java, Burmah, Asam, India, Ceylon, Australa- 
sia, New Zealand, the South Sea Islands, West and South Africa, Spa- 
nish America, the West Indies, New Providence, the United States, 
British North America, Newfoundland, Labrador, France, Switzer 
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land, Belgium, Spain, Portugal, Italy, Hungary, Lower Saxony, 
Wirtemburg, Iceland, Denmark, Russia, the Mediterranean and 
adjacent countries," &c. 

Their Home operations were not less active : grants were made for 
Sabbath-day circulation, soldiers, sailors, and river-men ; Home Mis- 
sionary, District Visiting, City and Town Missions, Christian Instruc- 
tion, and other kindred Societies ; British emigrants, prisoners, hospi- 
tals, work-houses, railway workmen, fairs, races, foreigners in Eng- 
land, on special occasions at public executions, on convict ships, and 
for otter important objects, amounting to 1,677,936 publications; be- 
sides 302,557 granted to Scotland, Wales and Ireland : total value of 
the grants d£2668. Libraries, to the number of 106, have been granted 
during the year to schools, destitute districts, and union houses ; also 
a grant of books to the value of d€60, at half price, has been made to 
form libraries for the police. 

The new publications of the year were 218. Publications circulated, 
16,469,551 ; making the total circulation of the Society, in nearly 90 
languages, including the issues of foreign Societies assisted by the Pa- 
rent Institution, nearly 377,000,000 publications. The total benevolent 
income of the year amounts to d£4980 ; special donations received for 
China to .Slst March, c€1477 ; proceeds of sales, <5e43,064. Total gra- 
tuitous issues, cC6649 ; being 0^1668 beyond the amount of benevolent 
contributions, without any charge or expenses whatever thereon. Le- 
gacies oeiOOO. Total receipts, de52,605 7*. ^d, ($252,500.) 

The Socieiy^s Foreign Operatitn^s* 

Whether we fix our eye on our own country, or on papal, moham- 
medan, or heathen lands, the great question which agitates those who 
call themselves christians seems to be, Is salvation solely by faith in 
Christ and the renewing of the heart hy the Holy Spirit ? Rome, with 
her adherents, denies this ; and on this point she well kno^irs her 
strength, for the depraved and blinded heart of man is with her, and 
every child that shall be born, which can be kept in ignorance and 
lulled with her siren song, she justly counts as a future votary. No 
wonder that, with the assumption of the prerogatives of Christ, op- 
position to this spiritual religion reigning in the heart of every un- 
sanctified individual within her pale, and the absorbing love of power 
and of gold, she is contesting the point in every christian land and 
with every mission at the extremities of the earth, exulting in the as- 
surance of success. The power of the Spirit, promised by Christ as a 
better gift than his own presence — to " abide '* with men, " convincing 
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of sittj of righteousness, and of judgment,'^ — she lieeds not; and it is 
appalling to consider how near is her real and official rejection of sal- 
vation by his Divine influences, in her substitution of the idolatrous 
sactifice of the mass, pardon by the priest, and indulgence for sin, to 
that " blasphemy against the Holy Ghost " which hath never forgiveness* 

In this Holy Spirit, and in him alonfi, we trust, and if he dwell in 
our hearts, and we go fprth at his bidding, we shall conquer though 
eEurth and hell oppose. The, prospect may be infinitely dark to our 
clouded vision ; but faith reveals him to us as Almighty — we see his 
power and glory ; we hear his command ; we read his promises, and lo, 
they that be with us ate more than they that be witbthem. In him we 
shall conquer, though it be in the fires of martyrdom. The nations 
shall be converted to him ; Christ shall see of the travail of his soul ; 
and w© shall join in allelujahs over a world redeemed, sanctified, saved. 

To what, then, does the Spirit call us for the world's conversion 1 
The voice of his providence and grace claims every renewed soul as 
wholly his, and that all the means of his own appointment be faithfully 
employed. We seem to hear him say, " These ought ye to have done, 
and not to leave the other undone." Not our own neighborhood and 
land merely, but " every creature " must be supplied-r-not with the 
written word merely, which gives authority to all other means, but 
with the living ministry which it appoints — not by the labors of the 
commissioned ministry alone, but with the co-operation of every mem- 
ber of the body of Christ — not with oral preaching or instruction merely, 
but the same permanently embodied and presented to the eye — not 
with any one of these instrumentalities alone, but vdth all united ; or 
where all cannot at once be employed, with such as can be, as intro- 
ductory to the rest, " if by any means " we may " save some." 

A view of what this Society is attempting, we trust under the guid- 
ance of the Spirit, for our own country, especially by means of the 
Colporteur system, has already been presented. 

On continental Europe a similar work — and from which, next to the 
example of apostolic days and the days of Luther, this was borrowed 
— is in extensive and successful operation. More than 200 colporteurs, 
besides numerous evangelical churches and their pastors, struggfeg, 
with the spirit of Felix Neff or D'Aubigne, to revive spiritual religion 
— not as we, breathing the bland atmosphere of freedom, but under the 
double tyranny of the state allied to popery, or protestant rationalism 
— demand our sympathy and our aid. 

The countries around the Mediterranean, where superstitions perhaps 
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Still darker, and Mahommedism reign, present much kindred labor to 
be performed. 

The millions of Indian southern and northern^ for whom so much of 
the care and treasures of the churches have been expended, have 
among them numerous and well-established missions, with able men 
skilled in the respective languages ; schools and presses in successful 
operation ; a great number of missionaries and native assistants 
making tours for preaching and Tract distribution ; and such eviden- 
ces, not only of a blessing to individuals, but of an impression in favor 
of Christianity pervading the native mind, as inspire the hope that the 
systems of paganfem are tottering to their fall. 

The opening of China, from which the able Episcopal missionary is 
now in this country, is hailed with the deepest interest by all who 
seek her salvation ; and the missions connected with each of our 
principal Boards are strengthening themselves, and seeking the safest 
and best positions for enlarged and permanent operations — all con- 
curring in the desire that the benefits of the press should be extended 
to a people whose numbers almost surpass belief; whose toritten lan- 
guage, like our music, is the same for all the spoken dialects ; for 
whom two distinct and extensive founts of metal moveable type have 
been prepared ; and among whom a number of able Chinese scholars 
have been raised up and their lives kindly preserved, who are qualified 
to issue works in that strange and difficult tongue. 

To meet the providential claims upon the Society from foreign and 
pagan lands, which will be more fully presented under the heads of 
the respective countries and stations, the Committee rejoice and bless 
God that they have been enabled, during the year, to remit the sum 
of Twenty Thonsand Dollars ; viz. 

For North American Indians, through the American Board of 
Commissioners, $200 ; for Toulouse and the American Swiss Com- 
mittee at Geneva, $600 ; Baptist mission in France, $300 ; Paris 
Tract Society, $500 ; Strasbourg, $100 : Belgium, $200 ; Rev. Mr. 
Barth, Calw, for Hungary, $300 ; Baptist mission in Hailiburgh, $600 ; 
Lower Saxony Tract Society, $300 ; Berlin, for Hungarians, Wen- 
del*and Poles, $200; Russia, $500; Baptist mission in Greece, 
$300 ; Mission in Turkey, $2000 ; Rev. William G. Schauffler, for 
German books in Austiia, &c. $200 ; Nestorians, $300 ; Gaboon, 
$300 ; Bombay, $300 ; Ahmednugger, $600 ; Ceylon, $1600 ; Ma- 
dura, $500; Madras, 500; Teloogoos, Lutheran Mission, $200; 
Orissa, $500; Rev. Mr. Carapeit, Calcutta, $100; Missions in North-

em India, $3000; Burmah, $400; Siam, Baptist mission, $600; 
Mission of A. B. C. F. M. $500; China, Mission of A. B.C. F. M. 
$1700; Baptist Board, $800; General Assembly's Board, $300; 
Sandwich Islands, $1500 — ^tbtal, $20,000. 

In dispensing the Society's foreign pecuniary grants, the Commit- 
tee regard the whole work as one, the funds committed to the Society 
as the Lord's treasury, and they endeavor to distribute the appropri- 
ations as, according to all the light within their reach, will best ad- 
vance the great interests of the Redeemer's kingdom. All the infor- 
mation communicated to the Society from the various countries is 
carefully considered ; correspondence is then had with the principal 
Missionary Boards, to ascertain what additional information bearing 
on the subject has been received by them ; and it is referred to a 
special Committee, consisting of members of different religious deno- 
minations, in view of the whole, to designate the amount for each 
station. And the Committee are happy to state that, though many 
missions have earnestly requested larger grants than the Society had 
means to give, no complaint has been made by the laborers at any 
station, that they had been unduly neglected by the Society. 

A majority of the largest and most important missions have report- 
ed the whole amount committed to them as expended for approved 
publications. By those missions the appropriations now made were 
imperiously needed, and will be most gratefully welcomed ; and in 
order to meet these manifest claims, appropriations for all stations 
where adverse providences have delayed the expenditure of previous 
grants, have been deferred for the coming year. 

To all the Missions and Missionary Boards the Society sustains the 
most cordial relations. It does not attempt to meet all the wants of 
the press at any station ; for, at each, publications may be required 
which lie beyond the range of this Society ; nor does it ever request 
any mission to omit any thing judged to be important, but joyfully 
co-operates with all, as far as it has means and co-operation is needed, 
in issuing publications which accord with the great objects and prin- 
ciples of the Institution. 

As a response to the Society's grant of $3000 in all for missions 
connected with the Baptist General Convention, that highly respected 
body, at their large triennial meeting recently held in Philadelphia, 
unanimously, adopted the following resolutions : 

" Resolved, That the thanks of this Convention be tendered to the 
American Tract Society for the generous assistance it has rendered 
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heretofore to our missionaries in the publication of religious Books 
and Tracts, and especially for the donation of $3000 made during 
the past year. 

" Resolved, That the catholic principles upon which that Society is 
based, and its active and uniformly consistent efforts to propagate the 
Gospel throughout the world, entitle it to the enlarged charities and 
fervent prayers of our churches generally, and that it be recommended 
to our brethren to co-operate in extending its usefulness, so far as 
shall be consonant with their relations to other important objects.'' 

The Board of Commissioners for Foreign Missions, while they 
gratefully acknowledge the Society's appropriations just made, 
amounting in all to $10,000, report that they have 16 printing esta- 
blishments, with four type founderies, 43 founts of type and 30 presses ; 
that printing has been done by them in 33 languages, 15 of which 
were first reduced to a written form by their missionaries, and that 
600,000 publications were printed at their stations the last year, 
making upwards of 56,000,000 pages since the establishment of 
that Board in 1809. 

The Committee have issued a pamphlet of 16 pages, comprising a 
tabular view of all t%e Society* s foreign pecuniary grants, toith the prin- 
ciples on which they are applied, Foreign Examinifig Committees, and a 
list of the puhlicatums approved for foreign stations. This document 
shows that the Society's total foreign appropriations since 1828 
amount to $271,594, and that of this amount the expenditure of 
$238,182 has been reported and sanctioned by the Committee ; and 
presents a list of 1943 publications, including 161 volumes, which 
have been approved for foreign stations. It also contains a list of 
ninety-nine langtiages and dialects in which publications have been is- 
sued by the Society and the Institutions through which its grants have 
been made« The document will be sent wdth the Annual Report to 
foreign stations ; but will be omitted in the general circulation of the 
Report, to diminish the expense. 

The Committee now proceed to present a brief view of the Soci- 
ety's labors at respective stations. 

North and Sontli America, 

Tracts in various North American Indian languages have been in circula- 
tion during the year, the Peep of Day is now printing in the Ojibwa, and nu- 
merous! gtants have been made from the Society's Depository for their 
benefit. 
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To Meanco and various ^parts of South America grants have from time to 
time been made in Spanish and Portuguese, and in German, French and 
English especially for distribution in the sea-ports. Biit all Spanish and 
Portuguese America lies in midnight darkness— a darkness madt doubly 
dense by the idolatry of paganism sanctioned by popery ; and perhaps the 
condition of no part of the world more baffles the expectation and staggers 
the faith even of the spiritual christian, while patriotism and philanthropy 
weep as the people cherish their blindness and hug their chains. 

In Central America, Mr. Geokge Howell, "moved by the deplorable 
ignorance that covers the land " even where a considerable English popula- 
tion has been planted, has circulated 450 Bibles and Testaments, 150,000 
pages of Tracts, and has made numerous appeals for aid from tlie Society, 
which have been met by grants of Tracts and volumes, and it is hoped his 
active labors will not be in vain. 

For a number of the West India Islands grants have also been made, and 
committed to- the faithful hands of clergymen and laymen of various religious 
connexions. Mr. William Fowler, of Porte Plate, Ilayti, in company with 
Rev. Mr. Cardt, made a considerable tour in that islantf, distributing Tracts 
and conversing with the neglected and blinded population, most of whom, 
however, who could read gave a grateful reception to the publications ; and 
in some cases they " were followed in the street, and their doors literally be- 
sieged sometimes, so that they were obliged to shut up the front of their 
houses when they wished to eat or have prayer by themselves." The Rev. 
William C. Woodbridge, at St. Croixy one of the invalids, who, while 
seeking their own health of body have sought to win the souls of the people, 
among the evidences that his labors have not been in vain, states that a poor 
mechanic and fisherman, who was roused by reading the Temperance Tracts 
and papers, listened to religious conversation with tearful interest, renounced 
his vices, was led to the Bible and the sanctuary, declared his peace and joy 
in believing and in prayer, and had become active in his endeavors for the 
good of others — being often seen surrounded by groups to whom he was speak- 
ing or reading the Scriptures and Tracts. 

Coutinental Europe. 

Since the transfer from Gibraltar of the labors of the Rev, W. H. 
Rule, little has been done by the^Society for Spain, except by grants 
for the sea-ports and publications sent into that* country by the Tract 
Societies at Toulouse and Paris. 

The Toulouse Tract and Book Society are steadfastly pursuing their 
labors, and a set of their beautiful publications, embracing thirty or 
forty excellent evangelical volumes, has been presented to this Society 
through the kindness of Rev. Dr. Baird. Mr. Courtois, the Secre- 
tary, writes, that " Popery has never been so powerful or so active in 
France as at this time." In some departments the Bible has been offi- 
cially removed from the schools, as a part of the system which the 
Romish hierarchy doubtless design to extend throughout the world — 
the amount of instruction " allowed in the rural schools *' being con- 
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fined to '^ three books : the catechism of the diocese, a book of moral 
lessons, and an arithmetic.*' Yet Mr. Courtois adds that they have 
full liberty to spread their evangelical v7orks. Their labors the past 
year have been blessed, and they feel constrained to vrork vfrhile it is 
day, leaving events in the hands of God. 

The Society at Toulouse is very much identified v^ith the American 
Swiss Committee at Geneva, Pho support not far from fifty Colporteurs, 
and vrhose labors have been greatly blessed in the spread of evangeli- 
cal piety — thousands of praying hearts and active hands coming out 
from the Roman Catholic churches " to the help of the Lord against 
the mighty." 

The co-operation of Rev. Dr. Baird while in France is most gratefully ac- 
knowledged by the Toulouse Society, in compliaace with whose request tbey 
have made a liberal grant of their publications for circulation by Mr. T. 
Maheb, in New Orleans. Their hands are also strengthened by ine aid of 
Rev. G. De Felice, Professor at Montauban, a part of whose useful labors 
are devoted to the selection, revision and preparation of evangelical books for 
publication by that Society. 

Dr. Baird, in describing his late tour in France, made the last summer in 
connexion with Rev. Mr. Sawtell, says, "At no point during our whole tour 
did we spend our time more agreeably than at Toulouse. The Messrs. 
Courtois had invited us to make their house our home during our stay in that 
city. This gave us an opportunity of talking for hours with them respecting 
the operations of the Toulouse Society. We had time also to visit and closely 
examine the printing establishment of the Society as well as the book-store 
which it has recently opened. I cannot tell you how much surprised and de- 
lighted 1 was with the advance which this important Society had made since 
my former visit to Toulouse in December, 1839. Much as I had valued 
this Society before, I can assure you that I am prepared to estimate its ob- 
jects and its labors more highly dian ever. If you could have been with us, 
and listened to the letters which its Committee have received from all parts 
of France, and even from foreign countries, respecting both the wants and 
the usefulness of its publications, you could not have failed to be deeply in- 
terested. The French is the modern Latin, and as such is spoken by many 
millions, and is read by several more." 

Dr. Baird states that the publications of the Toulouse Society have found 
their way not only to the countries bordering on France, but to Moscow, and 
St. Petersburg, and Constantinople, as well as Canada, Louisiana and South 
America, and he himself carried a considerable number of that Society's pub- 
lications into Italy, In various parts of France and elsewhere. Dr. Baird re- 
ports the circulation of Tracts and books, at the expense of the Society, to the 
amount of $100 placed in his hands. He had never witnessed more striking 
evidence of the eagerness with which such publications are received by multi- 
tudes in the diligences and steamboats, and at points where they rested in their 
journey. On the Garonne, going up to Bordeaux, a Tract which they gave to 
a poor man attracted the attention of others, and in a few moments they were 
surrounded by many who most willingly received the proffered boon. One man 
read aloud the Tract, Rewards of Drunkenness, to a crowd of attentive hearers. 

The American Baptist Mission in France have pursued their accustomed 
labors and expended nearly $800 in Tracts and Colportage. 
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The Paris Religious Tract Society circulated, the last year, 657,000 publi- 
cations, 10,000 of which were distributed by a society of young men, the 
receipts exceeding $5000. Of the Almanac of Good Advice they circulated 
125,000. They urge, that much as the people need liberty they need truth 
more, for of what use is the former without the latter? and they acknowledge 
the influence of Pope Gregory's encyclical letter of September, 1840, in call- 
ing attention to their publications, though but to denounce them as one of the 
principal means of spreading heresy. They report a number of evidences of 
the Divine blessing upon their endeavors. 

The Strasbourg Tract and Book Society distinctly manifest in their report, 
that their aims are Evangelical, in opposition to Neology on the one hand and 
dead forms on the other. They have issued upwards of 20 small and neat 18mo. 
books in German, and nearly as many in French, being near the borders of 
the two languages; and they obtain additional supplies for their depOt from 
Frankfort, Barmen, Basle, Stuttgart, Hamburg, Berlin, St. Gall, Paris and 
Toulouse. They circulated, in 1842, 16,125 publications, partly through the 
labors of a Colporteur, of which 4000 were for Jews ; nearly one half of their 
receipts being the 5J100 granted by this Society. 

Belgrium ancl Holland. 

A letter from Rev. Edward Panchaud, Secretary of the Belgian Evange- 
lical Society at Brussels, states that in January, 1841, the Belgian Tract So- 
ciety was merged into the Tract department of the Evangelical Society, and 
that of the 1612 francs ($300) received from the American Tract Society, 
960 had been expended previous to the transfer, and the whole of the balance 
afterwards. He encloses a very interesting report of the Evangelical Society 
for 1841 ; which states that two Tract Colporteurs had been employed a part 
of the year, a counter had been opened for the sale of Tracts and Books, and 
a Tract was stereotyping in Flemish, 

Their publications are chiefly those of the London Tract Society, and he 
believes that aid from this country to counteract the zealous efibrts of Popery 
and difluse evangelical truth in Belgium could hardly be more usefully ap- 
plied. " The openings for Tract distribution cannot be more favorable than 
they now are; and had our Society the means, we could increase our distri- 
butions. At the present moment our funds for the Tract work are so low, that 
had we not faith that the Lord would send us the means to reimburse the 
money advanced to pay the wages of our excellent Colportebr, \^e should 
immediately withdraw him from his work, but having this faith on the one 
hand, and seeing the vigorous elforts, on the other hand, of the Roman Ca- 
tholic clergy, we dare not draw back until we have proved that the Lord 
will not supply our wants." 

Mr. Arntzenius, honorary Secretary of the British and American Seamen's 
Friend Society at Amsterdam^ has gratefully acknowledged this Society's grant 
of 30,000 pages. Mr. F. Van der Oudermeulen, President of the Netherlands 
East India Company, is now the Secretary, and a further grant is requested 
to be addressed to him. 

Ocrmany. 

At Calw the Rev. C. G. Barth continues his useful labors, having printed 
280,000 copies of his Bible Stories; 90,000 of his Church History, in German, 
Hungarian, Slavonian, Arabic, Bengali, Cauarese and English; a school 
Hymn-book, and a History of the Wond for schools and families ; and a History 
of Missions, which is printing at the same lime in French at Strasbourg, and 
in English at London. It is a prominent design to supplant Infidel and Neo- 
logian school-books, in which he is apparently very active and successful.

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The Society's grant of $100 Mr. Barth immediately transferred to the ex- 
cellent Mr. Wimmer, who is carrying forward the same work in Hungary. 
In Deoiember last Mr. Wimmer had printed in Slavonian 25,000 of the Bible 
Stories and Church History; in the Hungarian 13,500, and 1000 of NeflPs Sin 
and Salvation, besides 28,000 of these works in German. 

The Church History, he says, has at last been prohibited and confiscated 
by the Austrian government, though happily they could not find in the print- 
ing-office a single copy. 

At the time of writmg he was in debt $600, though the London Tract So- 
ciety had granted him £100, and during the year he had received for sales 
$625, " a large sum indeed," he adds, ** considering the extreme poverty and 
misery of my countrymen, most of whom are reduced to very limited cir- 
cumstances." In the Hungarian and Slavonian parishes the salary of the 
pastor is often but $15 or $20, and this small sum not paid because the 
people are really unable to raise the money ; and to spread books extensively 
by sale is very difficult. Yet he further says, 

" When I consider that our people have paid in the last six years $10,000 
for Bibles and $5000 for school-books and other religious publications, I really 
admire the pious zeal of these poor people which mduces them to give their 
last farthing. It is to be considered that besides all they do to build churches 
and school-houses, and support their own pastors and teachers, they must pay 
their tithes to the Roman Catholic clergy! I dare say no other nation of Eu- 
rope is laying so liberal offerings on the altar of God." 

Three hundred dollars have been appropriated the past year, through the 
Society at Calw, to aid this devoted man in his useful labors. 

The Rev. William G. Schatjffler, missionary at Constantinople, expresses 
a deep interest in the welfare of his German brethren in Hungary and other 
parts of Austria, and widely dispersed throughout the continent of Europe, 
there being a large body of them in South Russia ; and he entreats the Society's 
aid in the publishing of some good books for their benefit. Not only is there a 
great dearth of spiritual evangelical books, but most even of the Protestant 
clergymen have sunk into a moral stupor so profound that they manifest little 
desire to remedy the evil. The censorship in Austria is very strict as to books 
imported from abroad, and they must be printed by the few pious and evange- 
lical publishers or friends who already exist, or may be raised up among the 
people. Good books issued in Austria might be easily sent by the steam-boat 
navigation of the Danube to South Russia. The Committee liave appropriated 
$200 for this interesting object; and granted a liberal supply of German publi- 
cations, with some in French and English, for distribution by Mr. Schauffler. 

The Rev. Dr. King, missionary in Greece, on a late visit to Hungary, found 
some devoted spiritual christians in that dark land, and encouragement to im- 
prove every meanis of access to its population so much under the blighting in- 
fluence of popery and its political adjunct, the Austrian government. 

The Society at Barmen^ in acknowledging through their venerable President, 
Dr. Graeber, the Society's grant of $100, express their gratitude to God, and 
state that they issued the last year 1,730,000 publications, with encouraging 
prospects of usefulness. 

The Lower Saxony Tract Society at Hamhvtr^^ after the destruction of their 
depftt, with all their stereotype plates, in the conflagration of May, 1842, printed 
within one year 138 Tracts in editions of 5000 each, besides Pilgrim's Progress, 
and the Life of Koch and of Neff ; adding six new Tracts, which raised the 
series to No. 161. The Rev. Mr. Rheeder expresses the most gralpful acknow- 
ledgment for the Society's grant of $500 to aid them in their embarrassments. 
Since replenishing their stock, they bad circulated to April 20, 1843, about 
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165,000 copies, and sent 10,000 copies as a grant to Louisville, Kentucky. 

Two Colporteurs or Agents were employed, who had circulated 55,000 
Tracts, wiih much evidence of the blessing of God upon their labors. One of 
them visited the Russian dominions, and was well received, obtaining dona- 
tions as well as opening new channels of circulation. Truth, Mr. R. says, is 
spreading, prejudice giving way, and many who were opposers have become 
active coadjutors. He gives selections from their correspondence, showing the 
hopeful conversion to Christ of a Roman Catholic lady, of a lad, of a lawyer, 
and of a farmer, and gives numerous other testimonies to the Divine blessing 
by which their publications and labors have been attended. In religious meet- 
ings one and another have testified that their attention was first arrested by 
Tracts or the fidelity of the distributer; and on the other hand strong opposi- 
tion to some of the Tracts which more decidedly testify of Christ has been often 
manifested. They request a continued support and. co-operation from christians 
in the United States. 

The American Baptist mission in Hamburg have made a verv efficient use 
of Tracts and books in connexion with colportage and volimtary christian efibrt, 
though their labors have encountered the most determined resistance. The 
last letter from Rev. Mr. Oncken, the principal missionary, was dated in the 
State Prison, in which he expresses thanks to God for his blessing on the la- 
bors of himself and his persecuted brethren, and for the pecuniary grant from 
this Society. Of their truly evangelical publications 252,000 copies were issued 
in 1842; and he says, " The Lord has not left us without many proofs that 
their. circulation accords with his mind and will. Several instances of conver- 
sion have come to our knowledge — one a seaman, who at the age of 70 has 
f^nd peace in the blood of the cross, and has now entered the ranks of our 
younger brethren, and goes forth every alternate Sabbath with his parcel of 
tracts sowing the good seed." 

Their efibrts were never prosecuted with greater fidelity than in the past 
year; 40 brethren were engaged in lending and distributing on the Lord's day, 
and excursions were soon to be made into Denmark and Hanover. ' One of the* 
brethren, however, had the previous week been banished from the city for a 
year for distribH ting Tracts; another threatened with imprisonment if found 
again in this work ; and a third was publicly fined five Thaler for the same 
offence. 

The banished brother, with another, armed with 5000 Tracts went into 
Hanover to pursue the work there. Many Tracts had been sent into Wurtem- 
burg, Switzerland, Hessia, Pomerania, and as far as Memel, where three indi- 
viduals are distributing; and Mr. Oncken requests a special grant of $50, for 
Tracts in Lithuanian, the language spoken throughout Prussian Poland. The 
grossest forms of error, he says, prevail on every side; substituting dead forms 
for vital godliness, while a modified universalism silently exerts its influence, 
and rationalism, as an irresistible flood, lures millions down to eternal death. 

Mr. Oncken entreats the Society for ** help to its utmost ability, that they 
may know how wide to spread the Gospel net. God," he says, ** is with us, 
and though we may now be persecuted, imprisoned and banished, we shall 
see our hearts' desire in the ingathering of God's elect to their Surety, Re- 
deemer, and King." 

It is the established custom in Germany for s. journeyman mechanic to vi- 
sit various" countries before entering on business for himself. The passport he 
receives gives him access where he could not otherwise go ; and thus, if his 
heart is right, he has the finest opportunities for Tract distribution. 

The Romanist and Luther's Tract on the Spirit, 
A young man from the frontier of Austria, says Mr. Oncken, had gone to Olden- 
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bui^. As he was walking out one Lord's day evening, LiKher's Tract on the 
Spirit convincing the world of'sin, of righteousness and of judgment, was handed to 
him. 'He had never seen such a book, and ran after the Colporteur or distributer to 
iiquire what this meant. This led to conversation and an acquaintance which was 
attended with the most important results. Our young friend, though a Romanist, 
could not resist the truth spoken and contained in the Tract. He began to search 
the Scriptures, and was led to seek for mercy at the feet of Jesus. He was re- 
ceived into the church under my care a few days ago, and not willing to return 
to his home, has left us for the highly-privileged United States. 

Communications from the Prussian Tract Society at Berlin show that the 
interest in Tract Distribution is increasing in Prussia, and that in East 'and 
West Prussia, and in Lithuania, several clergymen have become active distri-* 
buters. The Society's grant of S'200, for .the Hungarians, Wendes and Poles, 
is acknowledged with expressions of unfeigned brotherly kindness and grati- 
tude for co-operation in the work of God. There are in Prussia more than 
1,000,000 who speak the Polish, generally poor and havina; a strong claim 
to our regard. Happily, in their darkness they have not imbibed the learned 
infidelity which pervades Germany, and thus are more ready to receive the 
truth in its simplicity. The Society at Berlin have great facilities of access 
to many millions of nominal protestants, speaking various languages, and 
seem ready and desirous in every direction to extend their useful labors. 

Si¥eden. 

The Rev. George Scott, whose labors have been transferred from Stock- 
holm to Gravesend, England, has given a history of the Tract operations in 
Sweden, saying that as the late king, now no more on earth, had confirmed 
the decree of the governor, closing the chapel erected in Stockholm by funtft 
chiefly from England and the United States, there is no probability that any 
foreigner will be allowed to introduce Divine service there in the Swedisli 
language until religious freedom is better understood in that country. The 
Tract department is still carried on, however, with considerable efficiency, 
and Mr. Eetser, at Stockholm, who reads the English and can reply in Ger- 
man, may be relied on as a correspondent and a faithful manager of the 
Tract interest. The following is a brief view, presented, by Mr. Scott, of the 
existing state of religion in Sweden. 

" The devoted young roan who took a kind of charge after me in the capital 
sends me the most cheering accounts of the progress of Grod's work in the hearts of 
the people. Not merely the poorer classes, but several of rank hear him gladly, and 
seem concerned for their souls' salvation. 

" In the mysterious providence of God, some of the converted persons have had to 
leave Stockholm and settle in provincial towns and villages. They have carried 
with them the light and power of God's truth, and have found many prepared of the 
Lord to listen to the word with all readiness of mind. ■ 

" A Colporteur, (a pious peasant,) whom I had the privilege of engaging ere I left 
the country, has been the instrument of one of the most remarkable revivals ever 
known in any one parish in Sweden. Not content with offering the book for sale, he 
gathered the people together to tell about its contents, and while thus engaged in 
this parish above 100 miles west of Stockholm, the Spirit of the Lord was poured 
forth in a marvellous manner, so that scarcely a honse could be found where some 
one- or more of the family were not concerned about their souls. 

A Colporteur recommending his wares. 

" The good man was brought up before a justice and charged with travelling 
about as a vagrant without a passport, he not having brought one from the local 
authorities, but when he presented one obtained for him at head-quarters by the 
Bible Agency, they had no more to say on that point. They declared, however, that 
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his passport only sanctioned his hawking Bibles for sale, and afforded no excuse for 
his talking to the people as he did, which he must therefore give up. To wiiich he 
responded, * Whoever heard of a hawker being prohibited from expatiating on the 
excellence and usefulness of the works he offers for sale ? Hpw could he hope to 
effect a sale without doing so ? Like other hawkers, I tell the people the excellence 
of the works I have to dispose of, and the necessity there is Ibr their possessing 
them ; and in order 'to induce them to purchase, I produce a few specimens, showing 
their richness, value and suitability, and in this I certainly do no more than other 
licensed hawkers are always allowed to do.' The Justices were silenced, and after 
straitly charging him, let him go. 

*' The most popular papers are constantly employed in attacking religion by argu- 
ment, and sarcasm, and anecdote, so that our friends feel the great importance of 
scattering very plentifully the good seed, and instead of withholding Tracts till pay- 
ment can be presented, are delighted if they are freely received and perused. I do 
hope your Conunittee may be induced to help, and help liberally.'' 

Russia* 

Gratifying communications have been received from W. C. Gelli- 
BRAND, Esq. and Mr. Joseph S. Ropes, in behalf of the Tract friends 
at St. Petersburg, expressing their gratitude for the Society *8 grant 
of $500, and of casts of cuts, and giving full reports on their publica- 
tions, upwards of one hundred of which have been approved by the 
Committee of this Society. William Ropes, Esq. now at Boston, 
transmitting the report for the year ending with December last, 
makes the following expression of his own emotions in view of the 
cheering intelligence received. 

*' I have the pleasure of forwarding, as enclosed, the 12th report of our be- 
loved christian friends at St. Petersburg, and I am sure it will rejoice your 
hearts to peruse it. The appendix deserves a careful perusal, and the evi- 
dence that is therein contained of the blessed effects of Tract distribution must 
be most satisfactory to your Committee. Some of the -anecdotes are most 
touching, and show that God sets his seal upon your work in permitting it to 
reach cases that would in all human probability never be reached by any other 
means of doing good to the souls of men. 

" The translation of thq paper from what appears to be a periodical etpress- 
ly for children, and youth, entitled * Cheap Books,* is most satisfactory evi- 
dence that the Tract cause has now a strong hold on the hearts of the popula- 
tion generally; and as the good work has been publicly approved by* the mi- 
nister of instruction, I trust we may feel entire confidence that nothing will 
be permitted to arrest its rapid progress. 

" Your Committee cannot but be greatly pleased to notice that more than 
liaJf the receipts of the year have been from the sale of Tracts and books, 
say $2200 of the whole amount itceived, which was $4300. The silver roii- 
ble is full 76 cents of our money." • 

Mr. Gellehrand says, " There is probably no country in the world where 
there is that prepared soil which a Russian heart presents. Infidelity has 
never been permitted to poison the minds of the people. They have no 
doubts, and works calculated to raise doubts and mislead them nave never 
been permitted. What they need is the light of truth under the sanctifying 
influences of the Holy Spirit. I wish the Committee could have been present 
with us these last few weeks in the country. Many regiments have passed by 
on their way to the camp. It was delightful to witness the eagerness of the 
soldiers for Tracts, the onicers themselves in many instances taking them andr 
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sending their thanks. In this way we have distributed 8000 in less than a 
month. Who can estimate the good these little messengers of mercy may do V^ 

The Annual Report to friends in England and America states, that permis- 
sion has been received for circulating the 5000 oi Baird^s Temperance His" 
tory in Russ, and 10,000 of an abridgement of the same in Finnish^ which 
were printed mainly at the expense of this Society — his imperial majesty hav- 
ing assured the author that their circulation should be granted for the benefit 
of his subjects, though to stay the ravages of intemperance diminishes the re- 
venue. They were also highly gratified that the Life of Christ, as published 
by the London Religious Tract Society, being a Harmony of the Gospels with- 
out addition or comment, was about to go into circulation, which they be- 
lieved would be hailed with joy by nearly every class of the population. 
There were circulated in 1843, 162,862 publications, of which 35,349, amount- 
ing to 780,531 copper roubles, ($1694 84) were sold at the dep6t. Total is- 
sues, 2,768,877 publications in 16 languages. A large number of publications 
were in preparation, and a continuance of the Society's pecuniary grants ear- 
nestly desired. (The silver rouble, in value 76 cents, is equal to three and a 
half copper roubles.) 

Their correspondence contains evidences of good accompanying the publica- 
tions in various parts of that vast empire, especially the Tracts on intemper- 
ance, and those distributed in hospitals and among regiments of soldiers. Great 
interest has been manifested in Tracts which clearly exhibit the plan of re- 
demption. In many cases. Tracts like " Christ calling the Sinful Soul," have 
been selected in preference to narrative Tracts, bv those who seemed to trust 
in Christ alone for salvation, and to know the value of his atoning blood. 

In the Esthonian language an edition of 3000 of the Pilgrim's Progress had 
been disposed of chiefly by sale, and it was requested that another edition be 
immediately put to press. On reading this book, an Esthonian in Oesel said, 
** If such books as this are printed for us, who can any longer defer repent' 
ance?^^ In the heart. of another young man it had awakened an ardent desire 
to preach the Gospel, and he was seriously conferring with his minister in 
reference to entering the sacred ofice. 

Poland. 

The Society's grant of $500 for Poland has all been expended in issuing 
Historical and other Scripture Tracts adapted to the prejudices and wants of 
Jews; especially the predictions of Christ in the Old Testament, and their 
fulfilment in the New: a portion of them being published in Hebrew, with a 
Polish translation, and a part in Judeo-Polish, all which have proved accepta- 
ble and promise good. 

Oreece. 

The Rev. Mr. Benjamin informs that he has had interesting appli- 
cations for books, and that the sales at the dep6t had somewhat in- 
creased. * 

The Rev. Mr. Love, of the American Baptist Mission, who is now 
in this country, has presented a statement of the expenditure of nearly 
$1000, including a part of the expenses of ApostoloSy who has been 
for three years a most laborious and successful native Assistant or 
Colporteur. For nearly two years he sustained the work alone at 
Patras, while the missionaries were laboring at Corfu. The publica- 
tions distributed were chiefly obtained from the mission press at 
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Athens. Mr. Love is anxious to return, but held in uncertainty by 
continued want of health. • 

The Rev. Mr. Hill, of the Protestant Episcopal Mission, reports, 
in January last, tliat the average attendance in the missionary schools 
in the previous month was no less than 552 pupils, the whole number 
registered as attending being 650. The average attendance at the 
Sunday-schools during the last four months had been upwards of 200. 
The celebration of the schools at Christmas was thronged, and many 
portions of Scripture and Tracts furnished from various sources, in- 
cluding the Young Cottager, were distributed. 

Turkey— The Armenians* 

The Committee have received two highly interesting official com- 
munications from the large American Mission, occupying the stations 
at Constantinople, Smyrna, Broosa, Trebizond and Erzeroom, showing 
the progress of a wonderful work of grace among the Armenians, 
stating that all the funds remitted to them had been expended, and 
earnestly appealing to the churches to support the most useful opera- 
tions of the press among that interesting people. The first of these 
appeals was dated April, 1844, and signed by Rev. Messrs. Goodell, 
Dwight, Schauffler, Homes, Hamlen and Wood. But in July the 
annual meeting of the united mission was held at Constantinople, 
when the latest intelligence was received from all the stations ; and 
through two of their number, Messrs. Adger and Wood, the mission 
again addressed the Society in one of the most cheering communica- 
tions ever received from any station. The latter appeal is as follows, 
and let every disciple of Christ weigh well its solemn import. 

" Dear Brother, — The mission in Turkey, now holding their annual meet- 
ingr at this place, are impressed more deeply than ever before with a sense of 
the power and reality of the work of grace which the Almighty Spirit has be- 
gun among the Armenians. We behold in this city a small but steadily in- 
creasing body of men who give more and more evidence from year to year that 
they know, feel and love the truth as it is in Jesus, and that they are prepared 
to labor and to suffer for its sake. If you could accompany Mr. Dwight on 
Tuesday, or Mr. Homes on Thursday, to'that room in the khan where they are 
acdbstomed every week to meet all who wish to converse with them ; and if, 
taking your seat among them, you could understand their questions and the 
replies they get; their narratives of the events which are occurring in the va- 
rious circles in which they move; their remarks to one another; their discus- 
sions together; the explanations given by those more advanced to their younger 
fellow-disciples; and their mutual exhortations* to be strong in the Lord, and 
to be faithful even to the end; if you could see their eyes sparkle when hear- 
ing some new illustration of the truth, or a satisfactory explanation of some 
difficult passage in the Gospels or in the Epistles; if you could look upon their 
cheerful, sober, intelligent, happy faces; if you could witness their mutual, 
love, their wisdom and prudence, their growing faith, their rising courage, 
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their kindling^ zeal for the honor of their and our Lord, and their fervent de- 
sires for the salvation of their * kin^en according? to the flesh,' you would no 
douht feel, as we do, a solenan impression that there is a supernatural power 
at work ahiong these minds, and that Divine wisdom and love is preparing 
, here in this city the materials for a second reformation lyce that of the 16ih 
century. Nor could vou fail to have this impression made deeper, more solemn, 
and tender, and joyful, were you to be present at Mr. Dwight's public preach- 
ing in Armenian on Sunday afternoon ; or at the exposition of tne Sermon on 
the Mount in Turkish by Messrs. Goodell and Schauffler, immediately after 
the former exercise ; or at Mr. Goodell's exposition of the Epistles in Turkish 
on Tuesday morning to a select company ; or at the public service of Mr. Ham- 
lin at the seminary on the Bosphorus. 

" Nur are these delightful appearances confined to this great city. At 
Smymay while no special interest has been manifested in the word preached, 
there is still the same friendly appearance on the part of many of the people, 
which causes us again to urge on our Prudential Committee the location 
there of a missionary to be devoted to active labors among the Armenians. 
Cases of apparently sincere inquiry after truth have not been altogether want- 
ing, and of these we trust two have resulted in genuine conversion. AX Erze- 
room the preaching of the Gospel has been set up, and the attention of a few 
attracted to the wondrous and joyful sound. At Broosa the word has been 
publicly proclaimed without interruption the whole year, and it is hoped that 
some souls have passed from death unto life ; while such an interest has been 
awakened at Trebizond that Mr. Bliss, who lately arrived from America, de- 
clares that from what he daily observes it appears to him that he ' is in the 
midst of an American revival.' 

" But it is not only at these missionary stations we discover that the day 
begins to dawn. The light has been communicated to towns in the interior, so 
that at Nicomedia and Ada Bazaar, at Amasia, Tocat and Massovan, at Egin,. 
Erzingan and Zillah, and at Eaisarieh, and doubtless, too, at other places from 
which we have not heard, the work of illumination and reformation may be 
said to have commenced." 

The Influence of Books. 

" Now, dear brother, it is unquestionable that in all that has been done to- 
wards awakening and directing this interest, the books and Tracts issued from 
our press at Smyrna have borne an important, and oftentimes the chief part. 
And we call on you to rejoice with us, and with us to praise God that he has 
thus highly honored your and our united instrumentality. There is not a mis- 
sionary in this field who would not feel his hands greatly weakened by the 
abandonment of these printing operations ; and there is not a native brother 
who would not be dumb with astonishment if he were to be told that any 
well-informed christian in America questioned the importance of vigorously 
prosecuting this branch of our labors. Whatever may be the state of public 
opinion at home as to the value of our books, we are happy to say that they 
seem to be rising in populai; favor here ; the demand increases ; our first edi- 
tions are fast being exhausted ; the books are being everj where circulated ; 
opposition to them is waning ; our apparatus for prepanng and distributing 
them becomes more simple and more complete; our views of what we need 
in this department grow more distinct ;,and we are more and more satisfied 
that although the direct preaching of tlie Gospel should as far as possible be 
the great business of the mission at large, still we must have at least one de- 
voted to translating for the Armenians in each of the two languages by which 
they are approachable. 

" The publication of the truth by means of books and Tracts is in our view 
.pre-eminently a work of faith. The book is written, printed and sent forthi 
and you know not where it may go or into whose hands it may fall. You see . 
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not your readers, and it is absolutely impossible to say whether, among all 
the different copies circulated, this or that copy shall prosper, or whether both 
shall be alike good. You send out a little Tract alone into the unfriendly world, 
and you cannot guide or even follow it on its way; but you may and you must 
trust that in many cases it will go, through many a hostile hand, straight to 
the heart of some man, or woman, or child in some distant village in the moun- 
tains, concerning whom sovereign mercy determined before the foundation of 
the world that that very soul should be saved by this very means. And to the 
missionary who prosecutes this work in faith it is most cheering, whenever 
circumstances come to his knowledge which show a Divine hand guiding and 
directing these little messengers. 

" There is here now a young man from Massovan whose heart the Lord 
appears to have touched. He is intelligent and amiable, and seems to burn 
with zeal to go back and make known the truth to his fellow-townsmen. His 
first impressions he derived from a copy of the Armenian New Testament, 
printed at Paris for the British and Foreign Bible Society, which he was in- 
duced to read by hearing that ' a new sect has risen up who never fast, nor 
pray to saints, nor worship the Trinity.' Afterwards a copy of the Child's 
Entertainer, translated and printed by us at your expense, fell into his hands, 
and this book deepened his impressions, and induced him to come hither in 
hopes of learning more perfectly concerning this new way. A remarkable pro- 
vidence brought him into immediate contact with one of our best native breth- 
ren, who was enabled to confirm him in the truth. He is a respectable mer- 
chant at Massovan, and we trust will go back to be a preacher of the righte- 
ousness which is by faith. 

" In this way Divine Providence is continually bringing individuals from dis- 
tant towns in the interior to these missionary stations, fromnvhence they carry 
back the truth to their native regions." 

Sales in the cities and interior. 

" You have already heard of the man from distant Aleppo who was here for some 
time under Mr. Dwight's instructions, and who aflerwards took with him a box of 
books to sell to his townsmen. How encouraging to see natives raised up to help us 
at their own expense ! 

. " During the past year not less than ten individuals, from St. Petersburgh, from 
Erivan and Massovan, and some other places, have visited Mr. Hamlin, who pro- 
bably knew little or nothing of our doctrines before, but whom Providence led to his 
school that they might there hear the truth, and obtain, books to carry back with 
them to their remote abodes. 

" At Smyrna there has been a merchant frOm Kaisarieh, of whom we hope that he 
has lately himself experienced the power of the truth, and who has taken great pains 
to introduce our books into his native city. Having met with heavy losses in his 
business, we would hope his concern in spiritual things is the result of sanctified 
afflictions. 

" From Trebizond Mr. Johnston sends out a colporteur, who has disposed of many 
of your books. In some places fierce opposition has been exhibited ; but in the midst 
of his sufferings in this service a change of heart seemyto be wrought in the colpor- 
teur himself, and the bookseller becomes a preacher of the truth which the books 
contain. 

" From Smyrna a bookseller is sent out, and he meets with encouraging success. 
At the annual fair of Babkisr he intrusted some of his books to several respectable 
individuals from various quarters in the interior to sell on his account. One of these 
is a travelling collector of charities in aid of a new Armenian church recently built 
at Oonieh, on the Black Sea. A few days ago this man arrived at Smyrna and re- 
turned a few of the books which he had not sold, paying for the rest; after which he 
bought 108 Psalters, two copies of the History of Joseph, and seve/al co]3^s of the 
New Testament to sell, as he continues his journey, on his own account and for his 
own profit. Here is a colporteur raised up for us who pays his own expenses. This 
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man, moreover, from the nature of his errand, is continually with the ecclesiastics of 
every place he visits, and as he has now taken a share in our stock, he will no doubt 
defend our good name and that of our books. 

*^ At Constantinople you will find our books exposed freely for sale at many or most 
of the book-stalls throughout the city, at a price in advance of that at which we sell; 
a fact which plainly shows that the value of our goods is rising in the market, and 
that the holders are neither afraid nor ashamed to be found with such a conmiodity 
on hand. 

^^ On board of an Austrian steamer on the Danube, between Orsova and Galatz, 
where people of many nations and languages are continually passing and repass- 
ing, there is a converted Jew of very respectable character holding the oflScie of con- 
ducteur, who has ofiered to become agent gratuitously for the sale and distribution 
of our publications. 

" We could mention other facts of a similar kind, but these are enough to 
show you how this work is spreading in all directions far beyond the circuit 
of our personal influence, and bow it is a Divine hand which is chiefly con- 
cerned in the dissemination of these writings. Our confidence is strong that 
the providence of God will open before us here a yet wider and more efi*ectual 
door of entrance for this particular means of influence. We believe he will 
take care that the truth as published by us shall penetrate to the remote 
bounds of the Armenian community, and that he will thusgprepare them to 
be peculiar instruments for the propagation of the Gospel among the Turks." 

Agency of God's people in America. 

" But, dear brother, we have to tell you, and through you to tell the churches, 
that we must not be left any longer without adequate means for the vigorous 
prosecution of our.share in this work of publishing salvation to the Armenians. 
Divine Providence is taking care of the distributing department, and the 
churches must enable us to do the necessary translating and printing. We are 
co-workers with God. God blesses and prospers our work, and God's people 
in America must not forsake or neglect it. Instead of loitering on our way, in- 
stead of languishing in our work, you and we must go on from strength to 
strength. Our mission, in view of all the facts which lie before us, feel so- 
lemnly persuaded that the time has come when we need a higher class of 
works than we have ever yet put out among this people — a class of books 
more distinctive and more decided in their character. For two years past we 
have been aiming at this, but we are still more determined to pursue this 
course. The men whom we have around us, and who are rising up in various 
interior cities, as the leaders of this reformation, need the most solid and tho- 
rough instruction which we can give them. They ask for information specific 
and complete on many points of the highest importance. And one obvious 
reason of this is, that the prince of darkness finds his kingdom shaking, and 
therefore agitates the minds of men upon many topics which were formerly 
allowed by him to sleep. A thousand cavils, and difficulties, and objections 
are urged against the most fundamental truths of theology, and a thousand 
perversions are circulated of the most unquestionable facts of church history. 
The work begun here is Rsuming a most momentous character and a most 
overwhelming interest. We call on our fellow-christians in America not to 
neglect this work. The contest begun we adjure them by all they cherish and 
by all they reverence not to withdraw from ; and we beseech them not to with- 
hold the means of arming and equipping the little army of soldiers whom God 
is raising up here to fight the battles of our King and Lord. 

" We shall only add, in conclusion, that we have resolved hereafter to give 
our chief attention in the book-making department to such books and Tracts 
as directly and plainly set forth the fundamental doctrines of the Gospeh to 
volumes of brifef explanatory notes on the Gospels and Epistles, and to judi- 
cious compilations of ecclesiastical history, relating to the most interesting 
and important periods of the christian church. 
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The Rev. Mr. Adger, in a previous appeal, stating that four pious 
native Armenians had been sent out from different stations to make 
sales and labor among the people, and showing the v^onderful prepa- 
ration in the minds of many to receive the truth, adds : 

^* We have had during the last few weeks three or four men from the city of Kai- 
sarea and two from the cityof Ak-shebr seeking for instJ'uction concerning the way 
to be saved, and buying copies of all our books in Armeno-Turkish, which alone 
they can understand ; and these boolfs and these truths they are soon to carry back 
with them to the interior. Who shall set limits to the influence which our press may 
thus be made to exert over those distant cities where our faces have never been seen 
and our lips never been opened ? These facts and others similar which are occur- 
ring daily at Constantinople and at our other stations in Turkey, open to my mind a 
most exciting and delightful prospect. As I think of it I cannot repress the tear of 
joy and gratitude. I see men coming from all parts of the interior to get the light 
of truth, and to carry it whither we have never gone. I see God's providence and 
grace going far before the dull progress of his church, and causing those who are ig- 
norant of the truth, but whose salvation requires that they wait not upon our slow 
advance towards them, to rise up and come to us, and from our lips and from our 
press carrying back the word of life to their families and friends, become our co- 
workers in the missionary service. 

" Our issues of books enlarge j. the call for them becomes louder and more earnest ; 
the people come from far to receive them, and carry them to distant regions ; God's 
providence opens the door of access to these minds wider and wider; but our supply 
of the ' leaves of the tree of life ' gets smaller and more meagre continually. The 
churches ask for ' encouragements,' and we give them ; but how long can we conti- 
nue to do so if they give us not in return the means of enlarging or at least sustain- 
ing our operations ? * O ye Corinthians, our mouth is open to you, our hearts are 
enlarged; ye are not straitened in us, but in yourselves !'" 

Rev. Mr. Homes says, in March, 1843, "I find it impossible to obtain books from 
our Smyrna press as fast as they are called for. With the present limited amount of 
pecuniary means printing goes on slowly, and yet the demand for our publications 
is beyond that of any former period. Of many of the books that have been printed 
by us no copies remain to supply the wants of the people." 

Rev. Mr." Dwight also says, " We feel encouraged by what the Society has done 
for us, but I can promise you no rest in this work ; for so great are our necessities 
that I am confident we shall have perpetually to cry ' Give, give.' It is a work, 
however, which you love, and those who support your Society love ; and you and 
they will not only bear with us, but encourage us still to make known all our 
wants." 

The man from Aleppo. 

"Some time since," say the mission, " a man aged from thirty-five to forty came here from the 
vicinity of Aleppo. On his way he stopped at a place where no missionary has ever been, but where 
our books have been somewhat circulated. He there found a teacher whose mind the Lord had open- 
ed, and by him he was advised, when he should come to Constantinople, to inquire after the American 
missionaries and place himself under their instruction. He accordingly Came to us and begged the 
privilege of repeating his visits two or three times a week, and that wo would at each time read and 
expound to him a chapter from the word of God. He became so interested in the study of the 
Scriptures that he could not refrain from attempting to impart to others the benefit he had himself 
received. He lodged in a kkan in which there were several Armenians from Van, and he began 
to read to them the modern Armenian Testament, which they were surprised atad delighted to hear 
in their own language; and they sat up, sometimes nearly all night, listening to the word of God, 
and weeping at what they heard. These were ignorant men from the interior, who had never 
themselves learned to read, and who never before had heard any part of the Scriptures in any lan- 
guage which they could understand. Wiser and more learned men than they have wept when listen-, 
ing to the words of everlasting life. 

Two Armenian Ecclesiastics. 

A prominent bishop of the Armenian church, and one who has held many high offices among them, 
and who, moreover, has sometimes used his power tP persecute the followers of Christ, read the 
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Dairyman's Daughter and wept over it, and he has appeared to be a better man ever since. Many 
complaints have been made to him against the evangelical portion of the Armenians in his dio- 
cese, and he has been urged to persecute them, but ban always refused to* do any thing against 
them. It is even said tliat he now preaches the Gospel himself, so far as he <knows it, and oar 
hope and prayer is that he may be altogether brought over to that truth which once he persecu- 
ted, but of which his understanding seems now to be convinced. 

Another distinguibhed ecclesiastic, who was formerly Patriarch, and who at that time was ex- 
ceedingly mad against the truth, who drove into exile some of our christian brethren, and who 
anathematized all our books, and by whose order many of them were burned, has recently given 
his sanction to the circulation of all our publications iu his diocese! He is at present bishop of 
an interior province; and we learn tbat some leading individuals among the Armenians in the city 
in which the bishop resides have come to the knowledge of the truth solely through the means of 
some of our books which we sent to that province. They now bless God that he ever sent the 
American missionaries out to this country to enlighten the Armenian nati<m. 

Females Reading, 

Nothing is more evident than the great and good influence of our Tracts and books on this people. 
Females, many of whom, in consequence of the forms of society, can never see us, read our books 
with great profit; and many men through these same publications first become acquainted with 
our views, their prejudices are removed, and they are soon brought to hold intercourse with us, 
and to place themselves under our preaching. 

Armenian Distributers, 

It is exceedingly pleaaing to us to see how readily our Armenian brethren become hook dutri- 
butera as soon as they feel the love of Christ in their hearts. Many times have those who lat)or 
for their daily bread come to us and purekoied books to distribute gratuitously. One very 
wicked young man had his eyes suddenly opened to see his sins, and he was hopefully con- 
verted to God. He immediately set himself to work for the salvatiou of his countrymen, and much of 
his time he devoted to talking to men on the salvation of their souls ; and again and again did he coine 
to us for Tracts and volumes to distribute. His business led him to a village at some distance from 
the capital, where he was to remain for some months. The place was inhabited by Greeks and Bul- 
garians, and the young man, of his own accord, came to ask Ibr a quantity of Greek and Bulga- 
rian Tracts to toke with him, in order to try to do good to the people. He has since return- 
ed temporarily to the capital, and has now gone again with another supply of books. 

Another man, a distinguished teacher, in going to a town in the interior, took from us a box 
of books to sell, for which he paid in part in advance; and we have since heard from bim, 
that he not only succeeds well in distributing the books, but that he holds a meeting with the 
l>eople every Sabbath, at which he endeavors to explain to them the word of God. In various 
ways our books are carried by native agents to distant places in the interior. Ignorant men, 
who are not capable of talking with e£^ct, are thus preaching the Gospel to many who other- 
wise would never have heard it. 

Soame Jenyns* Evidences at Broosa. 

To-day, says Rev. Mr. Ladd, Missionary to the Greeks at Broosa, one of the most intelligent and 
enlightened of the Greeks, has called, and spent a long time in religious conversation. About ten 
days ago, I gave him Jenyns* Internal Evidence of Christianity, translated and printed at Athens; 
and he now expressed himself very feelingly in regard to the contents of the book, saying that be 
most fully coincfded with the author in his views, though ho had formerly had doubts respecting 
the truth of Christianity; that he was now fully convinced the christian religion was a very 
different thing from tbat which is called by this name generally, among both Greeks and Ar- 
roeninns. The .iutorview has led me to hope that the Holy Spirit has indeed touched his heart, 
and that he may yet be brought to true repentance and faith in Christ. 

PREACHING TO THE EYE. 

The Rev. Mr. Goodbll, Missionary at Constantinople, having em- 
ployed eight years ;n the translation of the Bible into Armeno-Turk- 
ish, and being about to turn his attention more directly to speaking 
into the ears of men, takes the following view of truth as presented to 
the eye ; for " as God employeth whatever instruments it pleaseth 
him, so in bringing men to the knowledge of the truth he useth which- 
.ever of their organs of sense he chooseth, whether their eye or their 



''The noble Bereans are specially commended for having made use of their 
eyes, and to this the sacred writer ascribes the great success of the Gospel in 
that place. And in the reformation in England, Tindall's translation of the New 
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Testament was apparently more blessed in opening the eyes of men, and convin- 
cing them of the truth, than any other means whatever. What could the preach- 
ing of even one hundred reformed priests have effected without it ? Such a trans- 
lation was absolutely necessary to satisfy the minds, and to quiet the consciences 
of men. Without this how should they know whether to believe this priest ©r that 
priest ? Every thin^ would depend, not on a solid foundation, but on the eloquence, 
or rather the influence of the speaker. In carrying forward all such reformations, 
the Bible must be the final appeal. 

** Turn now to our labors among the Armenians. Our whole work with them is em- 
phatically a Bible work. The Bible is our only standard, and the Bible is our final 
appeal. And it is even more necessary for us than it was for the reformers in Eng- 
land, because we are foreigners. Without it we could say one thing and the priests 
and bishops could say another j but where would be the umpire ? It would be no- 
where, and all our efforts would be of course like * beating the air.' 

** And we may ask, What could even the apostles have done without the Bible ? 
Among the Jews, absolutely nothing. They based their whole new revelation upon 
it ; tbey appealed to it always ; and they asserted it to be more sure and certain 
than any voice they had themselves heard in the holy mount. And so our Savior 
himself appealed to it. Instead of requiring the Jews to take his mere word for the 
truth of any doctrines, he either confirmed it to them by a miracle or referred them 
to their own Scriptures for the truth of it. 

** Thus we ourselves, — foreigners though we be, and therefore laborinsr under pe- 
culiar disadvantages, — with the Bible in our hands and in the hands of these people, 
seem to be standing on the Rock of ages, and building for eternity. But without it 
we have no strength, we build on the sand ; and our house is exposed to be blown 
down by every storm that sweeps by." 

He closes this review in the following beautiful terms : 

'' I bless God that my attention was directed to so great and good a work ; and 
to him be everlasting thanks that the whole is now brought to a conclusion. I read 
over the last chapter I trust with some gratitude and humility, certainly with tender- 
ness and tears ; and finding at the close that my translator had set up a pillar, on 
which he had inscribed, < To God be all the praise and glory,' I added underneath, 
' Amen and Amen, and let every one that readeth say Amen.' And thus I left for 
ever the rich and beautiful country through which I have been passing, — a land 
* flowing with milk and honey,' that drinketh water of the rain of heaven, and hath 
fountains gushing out from every hill, and springing up into everlasting life. And, 
blessed be God ! that portion of the community for whose special .benefit I have pre- 
pared these Scriptures in Armeno-Turkish, have now no occasion in ' passing through 
the valley of Baca' to 'make it a well;' for they will find it already made for them, 
and * the stone rolled away from the well's mouth j' and thus they may now * with 
joy draw water out of the wells of salvation ' for the refreshment of their souls 
for ever." 

The Nestorians* 

The missionaries hare prepared and issued valuable Tracts on the 
distinguishing doctrines of the Gospel, salvation by grace alone, jus- 
tification by faith, the true nature of regeneration by the renewing of 
the Holy Spirit, and the relation of good works in the christian sys- 
tem, not as the foundation, but as fruits of the work of the Spirit. 

The doctrine of "/rec grace,^' Rev. Mr. Stocking says, " is comparatively 
new to the Nestorians ; but they ar@ not slow to see and acknowledge the 
beauty and harmony that prevail throughout the Tracts we have published ; 
all tending to humble the sinner, while God is exalted, and Christ is magni- 
fied as a perfect and all-sufficient Redeemer. It is a new era in the Nestorian 
church to have truth made simple and plain, divested of human traditions 
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and improvements. In many of their writings the body of Christianity is de- 
corated, to the neglect of the spirit — the shadow is exhibited in numerous 
rites and ceremonies, rather than the substance." 

After the true nature of regeneration had been exhibited in a discourse by 
Mr. Stocking, one of the most intelligent of the priests said, " We were all 
compelled to feel as condemned criminals." 

They have also issued Tracts on intemperance, a vice which " is one of the 
most formidable obstacles which the cause of truth and righteousness has to 
encounter among the Nestorians ; for " the pure juice of the grape produces 
as genuine and universal intemperance among them as other alcoholic drinks 
do m America;" and it is gratifying to learn that the bishop Mar Yohannan 
had gone out " into the villages, interesting his people with a narration of the 
wonderful things he saw and heard during his visit in the new world, and 
withal preaching on temperance, and actually obtaining names to a temper- 
ance pledge." 

Mr. Stocking states that the original Tracts, in the view both of the mem- 
bers of the mission and the best native judges, are much better adapted to 
the people, both in style and matter, than the translations. 

A new fount of Nestorian type, prepared by Mr. Homan Hallock, under the 
direction of Rev. Mr. Perkins and Mar Yohannan, while on their visit to this 
country, has recently been sent to this mission. 

The Schoolboy and the Wine Jar, 

A boy eight or ten years old in one of the village schools among the Nestorians, 
having read the Tract on intemperance, went home, and saying nothing to any one, 
took a stone and perforated t^e bottom of the earthen wine jar, though at the cost 
of a severe whipping from his enraged and intemperate father. 

Syrian 

The Rev. Eli Smith, missionary at Beyroot, says, in reference to the present 
state of Syria, and especially the liberty of the press : " I can affirm without 
hesitation that I have never known the country so open to our labors as at 
the present time. Our schools, with the single exception of two or three es- 
tablished among the Druzes, have met with no opposition for a year. Our 
press is in full operation, without censorship and without opposition. For our 
books there has been a greater demand than in any previous year. Our dis- 
tributer goes freely wherever he chooses. We have a bookstore in one of the 
most public parts of the town, which has been visited by very many high 
officers of government, including the serasker himself, and by people of all 
classes ; and we have yet to hear the first lisp of complaint against it. For 
a long time no one has been persecuted for professing our religion. In fact, I 
regard protestantism at Beyroot as having gained the point of a tacit to- 
leration." 

Book'distnbuters in Syria. 

The Rev. W. M. Thomson also says, " There is another way in which we 
may publish, and in fact are now publishing the Gospel : it is the system of 
colporteurs or book-distributers. We have at Beyroot a bold, efficient and 
pious man, who distributes books over a very large surface, extending as far 
as Damascus. Mr. Whiting has done something in the same way, and an- 
other is stationed at Tripoli. By this means the Bible and the best books we 
have been able to prepare are very widely circulated, and the Gospel pro- 
claimed to a multitude of people by intelligent and pious natives; and we are 
endeavoring to secure the services of the best qualified person we have in the 
mission to conduct this department of labor in Aleppo ; iind as soon as we 
have the men and the means, we ought to station them in all the chief towns 
in the country." 
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Africa. 

The mission of the Board of Commissioners having been transferred from 
Cape Falmas, one thousand miles eastward on the coast to the mouth of the 
Gaboon river, near the equator, the Rev. J. L. Wilson wrote from that sta- 
tion in December, that they should soon be ready to print simple Tracts, not 
only in the Gaboon (or Mpongwe) dialect, but in one or two others, and re- 
quested an appropriation for that purpose. 

Of the Gaboon language he says, "We find it essentially easier than the 
Grebo, and it is probably spoken by a larger number of people. Two distinct 
tribes of bushmen have penetrated to the river Gaboon within the last twenty 
years, and among one of these we hope to commence operations. The field 
around us is extensive and promising, and I trust the Lord will enable us to 
lay foundations of a permanent and lasting church in this dark corner of the 
world." 

He states that the French government are attempting to possess themselves 
of almost every eligible point on the coast liot previously occupied, by some 
foreign power; and though the present object may be the extension of com- 
merce, an important collateral design doubtless is, as in the South Seas, the 
spread of popery. 

Mr. Xyilson having visited Cape Palmas to meet Mrs. Wilson on her return 
from the United States, prepared and printed while there four Tracts to carry 
back to Gaboon. The Greho Tracts remaining there were chiefly or wholly 
committed to the Episcopal mission, and the press taken down to be reship- 
ped to Gaboon. Several of the educated African youths were to be transferred 
from Cape Palmas to Gaboon, who, it was expected, would be very useful in 
commencing missionary operations there. 

Dr. N. Adams, at TJndazi, among the Zulus of South Africa, has reported 
54,680 pages of elementary and scriptural Tracts printed, and states that, as 
the British government have made Natal a dependency of the crown, a gov- 
ernor would be appointed, the contentions of petty tribes be hushed, and a 
state of far higher prosperity to the mission and the press might be anti- 
cipated. 

. Mr. Rtland Stapleton, of the Castle at Cape Town, Secretary of the 
South African Tract Society^ has gratefully acknowledged the Society's 
aid, and requested a grant of publications in English, German, and Dutch. 
He informs that some impression seems to have been made on the dark-mind- 
ed Malays, and that one, in the hour of death, openly declared that Moham- 
medism gave him no satisfactory prospect as a sinner, but that the Gospel of 
Jesus Christ supplied him with hopes which made death a blessing. That 
Society, in 1842, printed 14,000 Tracts. 

The Mahrattas.— Bombay. 

AH the missions in British India give great encouragement for the 
use of the press ; and the two Mahratta missions at Bombay and Ab- 
mednugger now require a liberal support. 

Rev. Mr. Hume, of Bombay, says, " It appears to me that no part 
of the world has now such strong claims upon the American Tract 
Society as India. Here, particularly in the Concan;i\iQ region around 
Bombay, the number of readers is very great. The people are desir- 
ous of receiving books. There is reason to believe that the books 
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given are generally read, and we often meet with gratifying evidence 
that they have been understood. An intelligent native has recently 
translated Gallaudet's Youth's Book of Natural Theology into the 
Mahratta." 

The population of the island of Bombay is about 300,000, with a mass of people 
visiting the city from all the neighboring regions, and with numerous places of con- 
siderable importance in the vicinity. Tanna, 24 miles distant, contains about 20,000 
people — ^Ahmednugger about 30,000. 

New founts of Goojeraitee type* — The Parsees* 

Three new and beautiful founts of type have been prepared, and some Tracts and 
the Gospel of John printed, in Goojerattee. This is the commercial language of 
Bombay, and there is a large additional body of Goojerattee people in the city and 
vicinity. The large Mussulman population read Goojerattee much more liian they 
do the Mahratta ; and it is the vema€ular language of the Parsees, of whom there 
are in Bombay some 25,000. *^ For all the interesting population using this lan- 
guage,'' Mr. Home says, ^^ comparatively little has yet been done. This addition to 
our opportunities of usefulness makes us feel more than ever our dependence upon 
the Society. We should be sadly at a loss were we left to pursue our labors without 
the aid of the press." 

He adds that they hope soon to print Tracts in HiTuLostanee for the use of not far 
from 60,000 Mussulmans in Bombay ; and states that in the Mord character of the 
Mahratta, which alone can be read by many, their depository did not contain one 
Tract, while several other important Tracts were out of print. 

Value of Tract distribution in India, 

*^The distribution of Tracts and books as a department of missionary labor," says 
Mr. Hame, " has in our view undiminished importance. Let them be jvdiciously 
and widely scattered, and with the Divine blessing the results will be great and glo- 
rious. They contain truth suited to the taste of the native mind ; truth fitted to 
bring out to view the utter folly of heathen superstitions; truth drawn from the Bible, 
and aimed directly at the hearts and consciences of men. This truth is mighty. We 
cai^ftentimes send it where we cannot go ourselves. Enable us, we pray you, to 
scatter it with an unsparing hand. Give us the means, so that, as far as our 
strength and circumstances will permit, we may send it into every dwelling where 
it can be read, and as far as possible bring it into contact with the mind of the 
whole community. God, we are persuaded, will not suffer this truth to be scat- 
tered in vain." 

AHMEDNU66ER. 

Rev. H. Ballantine writes, February' 23, " The past year has been to us a 
period of much interest. Seventeen persons were gathered into our mission 
church, all but one of whom were originally heathen. These, althdugh afford- 
ing cause for joy and thanksgiving, are yet a source of great care and anxiety. 
For their instruction and increase in righteousness we need a much greater 
number of books than we now have, especially the lives of eminent christians, 
to show them how the people of God in other parts of the world have honored 
the Savior. At present we are compelled to give our christian converts nearly 
all they learn of christian character, other than as it exists among them, by 
mere oral communication. A pastor in America would feel it to be a great 
deficiency if he could not direct young converts and members of the church to 
books, and a moment's consideration will show how much assistance we 
might derive from the same means." 

Prevailing spirit of inquiry, 
"The state of feeling in this region is more and more encouraging. A spirit 
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of inquiry prevails among large classes of the people, as we ourselves have 
had opportunity of seeing on several tours made within a few months. Our 
native assistants who have been much engaged this cold season in traversing 
the adjacent region scattering abroad the precious seed, and missionaries of 
other Societies whom we have had an opportunity of meeting, unite in saying 
that the people around give remarkably good attention to the word." 

He proceeds to ; give a history of a large pilgrimage assembled about 35 
miles from Ahmednugger, which he and Mr. Abbott, with five or six native 
christians, attended, preaching and distributing a large number of books. 
" What I saw on that tour," he says, " gave me new ideas of the favorable 
state of feeling towards Christianity. Great numbers have learned that there 
is only one Savior, Jesus Christ; that he is a sinless Redeemer; and that the 
Hindoo system presents no Redeemer who, being himself sinless, paid the 
ransom for guilty man. 

" The conversion of two or three individuals in the villages north of this 
during the year past has had ^reat influence in extending the knowledge of 
the truth. It has spread like leaven from one to another. When one has be- 
come a christian we have found a larse party gathering around him, who feel 
with him, who acknowledge the truth of Christianity, and some of whom de- 
sire to be admitted to the christian church. Such is the state of things, that 
we think we have reason to hope for great results attending the preaching of 
the word within a few years. We may have reverses, but believe the work 
will in the end be glorious." 

The Hindoo Saint at Ramrteeh • 

Tracts have often found an introduction for me, (says Rev. S. B. Hunger,) which I should not have 
gained without them. In 1840 I visited Ram-teek, a sacred sbrine of the Hindus, about 600 miles 
iiorth>ea«t of Bombay, being, as I suppose, the first missionary who ever visited there. I in- 
formed the people that I had books showing the character of the christian's God and the way 
of salvation provided for sinners. They hesitated about taking them, and proposed to carry them 
to the Oooroos, their spiritual guides, and in the present ccute they were some of their reputed 
holy ones. I consented. 

The next morning I received a letter from one of these saints, desiring an interview with me. 
He stated that he had seen some of my shastres, (sacred books,) and was interested in learning that 
they teach the worship of Qod as a Spirit^ and he wished conversation with me on the subject. The 
reason for his not coming to see me was that he was a holy man, and he feared pollution from walking 
through the streets. 

1 went. I found the poor deluded man, to whom the people bowed down as to a god, sitting in 
the midst of heaps of Hindoo sacred books. A few Tracts were lying by his side, and he was 
reading one of them at the time of my arrival. He received me with much respect, seated mo 
by his side upon the floor, and proposed the subject of our interview,— God, the Spirit, salvation 
by faith without works, the sinfulness of man until renewed by the Spirit through faith in Jesus , 
the wickedness of image worship, &c. The place was thronged, inside and out, by eager listeners, 
and there they learned for the first time that Jesus Christ had died for them and for the world. 
They were the more attentive and respectful from the circumstance that this holy man had called for 
this interview, and was himself a listener to this discourse. When I took my leave the people 
pressed upon me for the shastres. They had heard the ^reat saint speak favorably of them, and 
they no longer feared to receive them. Tracts did all this. But for them I could not have even 
gained a sifsht of this holy one, and could have had but little if any influence upon the people. 

The writer adds an expression of the high estimate he entertains of the value of the press, 
especialiy in laying foundations for the permanent extension of Christianity. 

Ceylon. 

Mr. Minor, of this large and successful mission, reported in Fe- 
bruary, 1843, that all the funds received by them from the American 
Tract Society to that date had been expended. "We have some 
fears," he adds, " that the income of your Society will be so much 
affected by the financial embarrassments of the country that your 
Committee will not be able to remit an appropriation this year of 
equal amount with that of the last year. We shall be very sorry if 
it should be so. The demand for Tracts is now greater than we can 
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supply, and of many of the Tracts called for we have not a single 
copy in store. The presses have been engaged the last six months 
more on Tracts than any thing else, and yet the re-printing of our 
general series is not more than two-thirds completed. The children's 
series is also on hand, which we design to bring out in 18mo form. 
We have every encouragement in regard to the demand for Tracts 
and their apparent usefulness in changing the general sentiments of 
the people, to go on vigorously in our operations. We sympathise 
with your Committee, as well as with the Committees of other be- 
nevolent Institutions, in the reduction of the amounts of their various 
incomes, and the necessary reduction of their appropriations to foreign 
stations consequent. We only wish for a just proportion of what is 
received. May the Lord guide your Committee in their distribution, 
so as to receive the richest harvest of good ! We know that he directs 
in adverse as well as prosperous affairs, and is no less a Grod of vns- 
dom and love in relation to the former than the latter." 

Madura Mission. 

The lamented Rev. Robert O. D wight, whose sudden death in 
the midst of usefulness has caused the hearts of so many friends of 
missions to bleed, presented, in a letter recently received, a full re- 
port of the expenditures of the mission in Tract operations, which 
showed that all the funds which have hitherto been granted them had 
been expended except about $90 ; while he believed that in no part 
of the heathen world is there greater promise of good from the distri- 
bution of Tracts and volumes, in schools and to the people generally. 
The mission, which embraces the stations at Dindigal, Sivagunga, 
Terumimgalum and Terupuvanum, requested immediate pecuniary 
assistance, and also a grant of the Society's volumes in English, for the 
use of native assistants who have been trained in the Mission Semi- 
nary at Ceylon, and can read English. They distributed, in 1842, 
36,280 publications received from Jafiha and Madras. 

The Rev. Henry Cherry wrote from Sivagunga in behalf of the 
mission in May last — 

" India is India still — ^a land of idols idolized ; of people who are willing to wor- 
ship any thing but God | to have their sins forgiven through any other means than 
the blood of the Savior. Emphatically is Christ < despised and rejected of men' in 
this long-enslaved and caste-bound country. 

« Still we are called to rejoice with angels over new-bom souls. During the past 
year the Lord has added to our number, we trust, of such as shall be saved, seven 
souls. This may seem to one in highly-favored America a • day of small things,' but 
we in this land find much in these small things to encourage our hearts. But 
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more. — a spirit of inquiry is moving on the face of these dark waters, which we 
trust will yet bring order out of confusion, and the worship of the triune God from 
this chaos of idolatry.'* 

*« Who can tell what part the American Tract Society has borne in this great and 
good work ; or compute the sum of the blessing which it has spread throughout this 
land in light and love on its pages, which are for the healing of the nations? And 
will the Society now deprive this dying people of the * balm of Gilead ' which is 
spread on every page we have given, and which has begun to manifest its healing 
power in the urgent and oft-repeated demand for books and Tracts from the near 
and the distant, the bond and the free, the rich and the poor ? I might mention 
many particular evidences of good ; and state facts of individuals whose attention 
has been arrested by them, and who come to us for further instruction, professing 
that ' Christianity is true, and they rejoice to see it prosper.' At all our stations 
there is much occurring of daily Interest, and far and wide the people seem waking 
to the folly of their idols." 

Rev. Mr. Lawrence, of Dindigal, says : ^' In a tour I made to Pulney in No- 
vember, a merchant in Palcanooth, afler having conversed a while on religious 
truth, produced an olla contaiDing a list of some twenty Tracts which he had col- 
lected, and showed a good acquaintance with some of the important truths of 
Christianity. He declined taking several Tracts because he already had them. 
The sincerity and manly freedom with which he conversed, and his strong desire 
for an entire set of our publications, induced me to hope much for him. * Is not 
this a brand plucked from the burning?'" 

The Hindoo of Compay, 

In a late visit up the valley, (says Mr. Lawrence) while discoursing with the people and giving 
Tracts to those who thronged the rest-house^ a roan whose appearance indicated his superiority, 
came and took his seat near us, and told us of his reading the Blind Way and Spiritual Lamp, 
which he received from me the third year past in Dindigal. We found that he was a near rela- 
tive of the present Zemindar of Compay, and well read in some of the Tamul popular works. 

He declared that from the time of reading the two publications above named, ho has ceased 
to worship idols and to rub ashes, and that in consequence his wife had been much enraged, and 
once caught the book from his hand and threw it into the fire, but he recovered it again. 

The day after we took our departure, his wife seized a copy of Matthew which we gave him, 
and wailing threw it over the wall. He pursued us, and overtook us at an encampment some fifteen 
miles from Compay. He had read to the I3th chapter, and wished to make many inquiries about what 
he had read, and* after explanations and much conversation, proposed openly to profess himself a 
christian. He accompanied us further on our way, having still other doubts to be resolved, and 
begged permission to come (70 miles) to Dindigal to talk further on the subject and be admitted 
to the cliurch, an event which we now anticipate. He seems to have filled all Compay with his 
*< n0gularities /'* 

Madras. 

The American mission at Madras since 1836 have published 95,000 volumes 
of select Tracts, chiefly the Blind Way and Diglot Catechism in English and 
Tamil ; and are printing 3000 of the New Testament in Telugu and 6000 of 
the whole Bible m Tamil. They have just issued an English and Tamil Dic- 
tionary about 800 octavo pages ; and have nearly ready for publication a Tamil 
and English Dictionary to be still larger. Both were carried to an advanced 
stage by the late Rev. Mr. Knight, on whose decease the former was commit- 
ted to Rev. Mr. Spaulding, of Ceylon, and the latter to Rev. Mr. Hutchings at 
Madras. The printing of the latter is delayed for want of funds. 

The Madras Tract and Book Society issued in the last (its 24th) year up- 
wards of 100,000 publications in Tamil, Telugu, and Hindustani. They report 
a number of cases in which Tracts have been blessed in leading the benighted 
pagan to Christ. 

The Rev. F. D. W. Ward, whose labors have been transferred from Ma- 
dura to Madras, and who has been appointed Secretary of the Madras Tract 
and Book Society, has in preparation in Tamil "An explanatory and practical 
Exposition of the Parables," the first five numbers of which, comprising 8 or 
12 pages each, have gone to press, and the whole may be circulated both sepa- 
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lately and as united in a volume. He expects the series to extend to about 40 
numbers, embracing a body of truth which he hopes may prove a rich legacy 
to India. He also edits " The Aurora," a semi-monthly Tamil paner. 

Mr. Ward gratefully acknowledges the receipt of a supply of the Society's 
publications, especially the Sacred SongSy of which he says, " It stands with- 
out doubt at the head of such publications." 

The Society^s volumes in India, 

I cannot doubt, says Mr. Ward, that many of these volumes will be read and loved, 
when the works of the novelist, now so popular, will no more be known. Many saints 
in glory will exclaim, *' Blessed enterprise, that led to my salvation. Here I am, by 
its means^an heir of heaven — an associate with angels.^' We have just been reading 
with great interest, '^^Flavel's Fountain of Life.'' How appropriate the tiUe, and how 
well adapted its contents to a dweller in this dry and thirsty land. It is a fountain, 
from which we have found it pleasant and profitable to drink — often shall we resort 
to it. MdvilPs Bible Thoughts, too, are rich, timely, and emphatically Bible ; the 
style is nervous and rousing, and it furnishes a sweet repast for all who give it a 
careful perusal. We have also GaUaudet's Scripture Biography, an exposition and 
illustration of the truths of the Bible which, I doubt not, will appear in the great 
day to have been a prominent means of good. 

lintheran JUIssion to the Teloo^oos* 

The Rev. C. F. Heter has entered upon his labors at Guntoor, and it is 
hoped that ere this he has been joined by Rev. Walter Gunn, into whose 
hands a set of the Society's publications were placed at the time of his sailing. 
The Committee have encouraged this new mission by an appropriation of 
$200. 

Oeneral Baptist mtssiony Orissa. 

Rev, Amos Sutton, whose fervid public addresses and appeals 
when he visited this country will long be remembered, wrote, March 
18, reporting 2,128,000 pages printed, and acknowledging the Socie- 
ty's grant of $500, of which he says, " We are equally sorry with 
yourselves that the Society could not afford us a larger grant. The 
consequence is we are in debt, and must limit our printing to what is 
absolutely necessary. All you can spare will be very acceptable, and 
I trust well bestowed." 

He states that their publications had bad a wide circulation the last 

year, including a considerable distribution among Oriyas in Calcutta, 

and about 2000 of them at the cotton-mills on the Ganges. He adds 

the following facts : 

Influence of Tracts on the Heathen — Turn or die. 

" Mr. Phillips, stationed at Jelleme, last week communicated the following facts : 
Upwards of thirteen years ago a man from the eastern comer of the province travel- 
led upwards of 200 miles to Pooree to attend the car festival. He then obtained a 
Tract and carried it back to his village, where the perusal of it introduced light into 
a mind hitherto dark as midnight. He continued to read it till his convictions induced 
him to abandon idolatry and follow the teachings of his Tract. Whether he obtained 
any other Tract or further information I know not, but he continued to walk in the 
way of truth, so far as he had been able to discover it, till he died, which was a year 
or two since. His younger brother then, amidst the loud lamentations of his aged 
mother, adopted the same course, and has recently found his way to Jellasore, where 
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he avows his intention td become a christian, and gives this account of his brother. 
This, we are happy to believe, is only one among many similar instances of the in- 
fluence of these silent messengers of mercy. 

'* In an interesting revival of religion in our native boarding-schools, several of the 
boys referred to our Tracts and books as first inducing serious impressions. Little 
Henry and his Bearer was mentioned by one or two, but on inquiry of Solomon (our 
dear Khund boy) what first impressed his mind, he replied it was the Call to Uncon- 
verted Sinners, (in Oriya of course,) and especially the words. Turn or die. He af- 
terwards became a candidate for baptism, and we hoped to add him to the visible 
church, but he was, with two other dear boys, suddenly cat down by the cholera. 
We grieve not for him, however, as for those of whom we have no hope. But shall 
I thus dismiss the record of our poor boy 7 May not some eye glance on this brief 
notice to whom the words which first impressed his mind are as applicable as to the 
poor barbarous Khund ? Yes, ye young, ye gay, ye refined, ye amiable, whether in 
America or England, you must * turn or die.' O may these words prove to be one of 
the arrows of the Holy Ghost, piercing your heart and leading you to turn and live !" 

Calcutta. 

A gratifying letter from the Rev. Timothy Sandys, of the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church, Calcutta, states that he should probably be absent for two years 
on a visit to England, occasioned by the feeble health of Mrs. Sandys ani^ one 
of their sons ; and recommends that the Rev. James Lon& act in his stead as a 
member of the Society's Examining Committee in Calcutta, during his ab- 
sence. He states that the principles of the Calcutta Christian Tract and Book 
Society appear to be entirely the same as those of the American Tract Socie- 
ty, and thinks this Society might adopt all their publications. He recommends 
that the Society continue their support of the Tract operations of Rev. Cara- 
peit C. Aratoon in Armenian, as he knows of no one who, should he be re- 
moved by death, could " occupy the sphere of usefulness which by the grace 
of God, and his knowledge of various languages, he has been enabled so long 
and so successfully to occupy in this populous city (Calcutta) in which there 
are in all probability persons residing from more numerous nations of the earth 
than in any other city of Asia." 

The Rev. Carapeit C. Ara^oon, Baptist missionary in Calcutta for the 
Armenians, has written, acknowledging the Society's grants, and stating that 
he had expended $100 more than the total received, which amount has been 
sent him. He also informs that the modem Armenian New Testament, with 
marginal references, is now printing at Calcutta, which he trusts will prove 
an invaluable boon to his nation. 

Oeneral Assemlbly's Mission in IVortiiern India* 

The three efficient missions, the Allahabad, the FurrukTiabad, and 
the Lodiana, which include five other Btations, have issued the last 
year fifteen puhlications in the Hindusthani, Hindui and Panjahi lan- 
guages, and the whole number now approved by this Society is no 
less than seventy^four. In the first of these languages their press has 
afforded a liberal supply ; in the other two and in Persian the number 
is more limited. 

The Journals of the Mission mention tours made by Rev. Messrs. 
Newton, Porter, Caldwell, and others, and particularly Golak Nath 
and Coleman, the native catechists, most of whom, with Mr. Morris 
from Lodiana, attended the great annual mela or fair at Hardwar, 
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where " the call for Scriptures and Tracts in Panjabi much exceeded 
the supply provided for the occasion;" indeed, this being the great 
mela for Sikhsy Mr. Morris believed that 5000 additional volumes 
would have been demanded. In parts of their field, the eagerness at 
first awakened by the novelty of receiving Tracts had abated. 

Rev. Mr. Newton writes in October, " We are still going on in what we consider 
the wayo f duty ; preaching, talking, teaching, and distributing the word of life ; 
but we see much to try our faith. The word spoken seems to be soon forgotten, and 
books distributed are often destroyed ; yet who can say that, if we continue to cast 
the net into the deep at the Master's word, we shall not presently enclose a great 
multitude of souls. We can have no doubt that the Lord intends his Gospel to be 
preached to every creature in this region ; and with the assistance of his grace we 
shall not grow weary in the work. Implicit obedience, unceasing prayer, and earnest 
hope ought to be the oxAer of every day. In due time * we shall reap, if we faint not.'*' 

He adds that a change is likely to occur in the political state of the Panjab ; and 
that should it come into the possession of the British government, it will greatly en- 
large the sphere of their Tract operations. 

Rev, Mr. Warren informs that they were printing a Hindi translation from the 
Urdu, of the Christian and Hindoo parts of the Inquiry concerning the True Religion^ 
a work of very high character, perhaps embodying more of sound theological learn- 
ing and christian argument than any book published in the languages of the coun- 
try. They were also publishing in Urdu, Mrs. Sherwood's Indian Pilgrim, " the 
Pilgrim's Progress of India." He had also just printed a treatise of 94 pages on the 
Crucifixion, If they are to proceed to furnish the people, as they desire, with even a 
few of the numerous works which the American <:hurche8 would not know how to 
do without, they will need, he says, much larger means than have yet been granted 
them. 

The Society^s Sacred Songs in N, India. 

Both Rev. Mr. Newton and Rev. Mr. Warren gratefully acknowledge the recep- 
tion of a copy of this valuable work. Mr. Newton says, ^* I admire it much ; it is 
full of the most charming melodies, every way worthy of such men as Hastings and 
Mason j" and Mr. Warren says, " Please accepttny most sincere thanks for it. The 
music has tempted out my flute^ which had long lain aside dry and dusty. If you will 
send me a dozen, I think they can be sold here for cost and charges." 

Bnrmah and Arracan. 

Rev. S. M. Osgood has transmitted a report of the printing and distribution 
from the Maulmain Mission Press in 1842. There were printed, including 
Pilgrim's Progress and Tracts in Burmese, 352,000 pages; part of the New 
Testament in Peffuan, 280,000 ; Catechism of Scripture History, and Geome- 
try, 458,000— making 1,090,800 pages. Distributed at Akyab 16,000 pages; 
Amherst 13,264 ; Maulmain 277,760; Mergui6040; Ramree 32,760; San- 
doway 25,600; Tavoy 50,032— total 421,456 pages, of which 177,768 were 
Tracts and 55,580 extracts from Scripture. 

Of the Karen press at Tavoy, Mr. Bennett, who recently returned from this 
country to Burmah having here prepared founts of type, reports that in 1842, 
besides a large part of the Karen New Testament, they printed at the expense 
of this Society 1000 of Grallaudet*s Child's Book of Repentance, costing about 
$100; Todd's Lectures, and other publications, amounting, in all, to 1,531,884 
pages. 

The Rev. G-. L. Comstoce, at Ramree, in Arracan, the late field of labor of 
Rev. Mr. Kincaid, whose address gave so much interest to the Society's last 
anniversary, acknowledges the Society's correspondence as affording much 
encouragement, and proceeds to say: "With us it appears to be, at least to 
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the eye of sense, " the day of small things," though I think the dawning of a 
bright and glorious day may even now be perceived by the eye of faith. That 
the truth is becoming more widely diffused and better understood year by year 
/ can plainly see. This increase of light and knowledge has been frincipalli/ 
effected by Tracts. They have been freely distributed ever since I came into 
Arracan in March, 1835, and have gone into many large towns and villages 
where a living preacher has never been, to tell the perishing heathen of the 
Savior. They are very usefully employed, too, in those regions which we can 
visit only for a day or two once a year. I am persuaded thai Tracts are pre- 
paring the way of the Lord in Arracan. May he come quickly ! 

His journal of tours for preaphing and distribution, made in December, 1843, 
and January, 1844, contains numerous illustrations of the influence and useful- 
ness of books, of which many hundreds were distributed. 

The Examiner^ or Falsehood of the Betagat, 

Mr. Comstock says, " It is necessary from time to time to prepare new Tracts, to 
meet a particular state of the heathen mind. More than a year ago I found by the 
inquiries of several individuals from diflerent places, that many of the people had 
begun to examine the foundation of their religion, which is the Betagat, the sacred 
book of Gaudama, and were inquiring with considerable interest as to its credibility. 
I therefore prepared a small Tract called ' The Examiner,' to aid and guide their in- 
quiries." As an illustration of the adaptation of some of the Tracts issued to the 
state of the heathen mind, he encloses a translation of most of this Tract— first giving 
the principles on which the credibility of a book should be tested, and then applying 
those principles to this heathen oracle. He proceeds, 

" Try the Betagat by these tests. It was written more than 450 years after the 
days of Graudama, in a country thousands of miles from that in which he appeared. 
It was written by priests, and the book is full of statements calculated to exalt the 
priesthood, and induce men to make large and frequent oflerings to them. It is writ- 
ten, too, in such a way as to please kings and all the great and wealthy, whose favor 
is often purchased at the expense of truth. 

*^ The Betagat contains many statements which are contradicted by numerous un- 
impeachable witnesses. I will select only three or four. The continent on which we 
live, says the Betagat, is 1200 miles wide. This is contradicted by many of different 
nations who have measured it. The Betagat also says that the sun revolves around 
Myenmo mount. Many astronomers who have watched the motions of the planets, 
&c. for years through their telescopes, declare that the sun is fixed in the centre of 
a system, and has no motion like that mentioned in the Betagat. Mariners, too, who 
often calculate their courses, &c. by observations of the planets revolving round the 
sun, arrive at their desired havens, which proves that the declarations of astrono- 
mers are true. 

"Do you ask, 'If we reject the Betagat, what sacred book shall we believe?' 
The New Testament of our Lord Jesus Christ, I answer. That was written by eye- 
witnesses of the events they relate. Matthew's Gospel, the first that was written, 
was published in Judea, where Christ appeared, and in the days of many who must 
have known whether its statements were true or false. They had no worldly interest 
to gain by writing what they did, but had to suffer bitter persecution, and in some 
cases death. Many wicked men who hated the holy religion of Christ have endea- 
vored to discover false statements in the New Testament from the time of its first 
appearance, but in vain. All is true ; and they who believe it have discovered the 
way to escape hell, and secure everlasting bliss in heaven." 

Siam— Mission of A« B. C. F. HI* 

The missions in Siam have made the press an efficient auxiliary to 
their labors. " Distribution has been made not only in and around 
Bangkok but to many who have come from different and distant parts 
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of the kingdom. On some days scores, and perhaps hundreds of Tracts 
have heen given to applicants at the houses of the missionaries ; but a 
far great^ number have been given by the wayside. Readers are to 
be met with not only among the Siamese, but the Chinese, Burmese 
and Peguans, who are not only glad to obtain a book, but will in many 
cases listen to the explanations of the distributer respecting its con- 
tents. Boats in large numbers, and from the most populous places in 
the kingdom, coming to Bangkok for trade^ have been supplied, both 
for those on board and for their friends at home ; and in presenting 
books to the people conversation has heen had vnth them wherever it 
was practicable." On this point the missionaries lay much stress, and 
seem resolved to persevere in this self-denying but most essential and 
useful part of the missionary work. 

In November, 1842, owing to some misunderstanding, which threatened po- 
litical disturbaDces with Great Britain and caused the strengthening of the 
fortifications to repel an invasion, the public mind was thrown into great agi- 
tatii^n ; and a false report was put into circulation that the king had prohibited 
the circulation of the missionary books. So great was the panic, that few (ex- 
cept those of a more liberal party which has sprung up in the priesthood, who 
have rejected many of the sacred books and the grosser forms of heathenism) 
could be persuaded to receive Tracts and books; many books were torn up and 
destroyed, and many persons having them were fined by petty officers, who, 
vnthout authority, thus took occasion to enrich themselves. 

The Rev. Mr. Bradlev wrote in March, 1842, that this panic had exerted 
a favorable influence in inducing many high in authority to examine the pub- 
lications. The Praklang, and his brother the second Praklang, had requested 
complete sets, the latter desiring that the pure word of God — that word ex- 
pounded — and Tracts on science should be carefully distinguished, as he wish- 
ed to examine each class himself. The panic too had led the mission to more 
prayer, and more deeply to feel their dependance on the blessing of the Holy 
Spirit, which it was believed had resulted in the revival of his grace in their 
own hearts, and some unusual seriousness in those to whom they preached. 

The Tract on Astronomt/y in connexion with the appearance of the cele- 
brated comet, had led a number of the priests to call on the missionaries, to in- 
quire respecting that interesting phenomenon, and to examine the system of 
astronomy which betrays the impositions of their sacred books, and makes 
known Jehovah as the God of the universe. " One of them seemed anxious 
to know how he might worship Jesus so as to secure his blessing. He wished 
to know if Jesus, in all the immensity of his works and his cares, would give 
heed to his prayer. He requested to be furnished with some forms of prayer 
that he might pray to Jesus by himself. He seemed to be strongly convinced 
that Jesus was indeed the true God, and requested all the books we had con- 
ceming him." (See the full letter, NewYork Observer, Dec. 1843.) 

In August Dr. Bradley again wrote, that the panic had almost wholly sub- 
sided ; the people had learned that the missionaries had still the friendship of 
the king, and '* persons from all parts of the kingdom " were calling on him 
" at the Tract House," manifested " more confidence in him as a teacher, and 
were more ready to sit down and talk with him about Christ than formerly." 
He adds, 
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Mode of preaching with Tract distribution, 

** It is not improbable that the constant exercise of my preaching abilities in a fo- 
reign tongue has increased these powers, and made them more effective in getting 
and holding the attention of my hearers. Be this as it may, it is quite certain I have 
more quiet, orderly and attentive audiences than before. 

" I aim to be on the ground panetually at a certain hour, on four days of every 
-week. It is seldom that I fail of doing this. I then endeavor, as a settled plan, to 
preach very briefly yet distinctly the divinity of Christ: that he is the Maker and 
sustainer of all things ; that he, seeing the world ruined by sin, came in human na- 
ture, and suffered and gave himself a sacrifice for man ; that he rose from the dead 
on the third day, that he ascended to heaven, and now reigns Lord over all ; that 
he has commissioned his servants to go every where preaching, saying, * He that 
believeth and is baptized shall be saved, but he that believeih not shall be damned.' 

"When I have preached this short sermon of five or six minutes, if I perceive a 
hearing ear I enlarge upon the topics; but if the audience is noisy, and the demand 
for books is strong and impatient of delay, I consider it an indication that I should 
dispense the word by distributing Tracts and printed portions of the Bible, enjoining 
it on every one to read for the life of his soul, and practice what he reads. When 
this company have retired, and others come in, I preach substantially the same ser- 
mon again, endeavoring to make all hear and understand so much of the Gospel that 
the blood of their souls cannot at last be found in my skirts — so much, that not one 
of them can say at last that he never had an opportunity to learn that Jesus Christ 
is the true Lord, and is able and willing to save every penitent sinner; in a word, 
I try to fulfil my commission as I read in Mark, 16 : 16. 

" I often ask questions, and awaken attention in this way. I hesitate not to tell 
all classes that they are believing a lie, and must be damned to all eternity, unless 
they repent and turn unto Jesus. Some appear to listen to such announcements with 
astonishment. Others seem to lay them up in their hearts, and say one to another, 
^ It is probably true,'' Others again are enraged, and loudly curse the preacher and 
his adorable Lord ; and if they have a Tract they will as likely as not tear it to 
pieces before his eyes and scatter the fragments in the street. Scarcely any thing is 
so painful to me, which is of frequent occurrence, and still I am constrained to think 
that it tends directly to make Christ known to the people, and induces others to come 
in to hear what the * babbler ' saith, and finally take books that would not otherwise 
do so.'^ 

Baptist mission in Siam. 

Cheering comtnunicatioDs have been made by this mission to their Board, 
shovtriog that in three years ending with July, 1842, they had printed in Si- 
amese about 5,600,000, in addition to 900,000 pages previously issued. Many 
obstacles in obtaining complete founts of type had been overcome; and re- 
cently the prince Chau-fa-yai had cut a new set of punches, and the aid of the 
missionaries being required in preparing the matrices, &c. the mission were 
able to secure a set of matrices for themselves. During the panic above al- 
luded to, the government even sent an officer to the mission to inform them 
that the report was false. 

In July last, the Rev. J. Tatlor Jones reported that all the funds commit- 
ted to the mission by the Society had been expended, except a few dollars ; 
and that, notwithstanding the unfavorable state of things during the preced- 
ing year, they had distributed about 20,000 Tracts and portions of Scripture 
in Siamese, and 7,000 or 8,000 in Chinese. " Having native assistants to aid 
in the Chinese distribution," he says, " Tracts are seldom given without con- 
versation up8n their contents, and although few instances of manifest and 
particular effect can be given, their general effect is decidedly visible. One 
man received and read a Tract, and by it was induced to make further in- 
quiries, which led to his attendance on worship, his hopeful conversion, con- 
nexion with the church, and his becoming a distributer himself, with high 
promise of usefulness.

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<' We have Chinese type," he adds, *' and can readily print what is requi- 
site here ; and the present claims for distribution seem to be stronger than 
usual, from the fact that, in consequence of a peculiar panic, many have re- 
cently been destroyed. As that panic has passed away, many persons are 
more desirous of supplying themselves than ever." 

In November, Rev. R. D. Davenport wrote a kind, christian letter, inform- 
ing that he was about to make '* a tour of some weeks into the interior, for 
preaching and distribution," and that the mission ** continued to feel encour- 
aged in this delightiul labor." 

He refers to the interesting fact that the .late Rev. Dr. Milne received his 
first abiding religious impressions from the reading of religious books, and 
quotes the language of Rev. Dr. Morrison in reference to this fact : '* See the 
advantages ofreligious Tracts and books. Yes, fill the world with them. If 
made waste paper of, as some of them are and will be, even in that state the 
scattered leaves of the Bible, or of other reli^ous books have been made, and 
will continue to be made, the means of exciting serious and godly thoughts, 
which bring the proud sinner's heart to mercy's throne." " How thankful," 
adds Mr. D. '* should we be for the Press, whose rapid movements have sup- 
plied the slow and tedious processes of multiplying the leaves for the healing 
of the nations." The mission have evidence that the books are read atten- 
tively, at least by some, who come to inquire respectins^ Christ, or Pilate, or 
the hostility of the pharisees, and other points in the christian history; they 
believe the leaven is working in Siam, and that great results may yet be ex-, 
pected from God. 

The mission regard the Chinese devartment in Siam, to which the labors 
of Rev. Mr. Goddard are devoted, as highly important and promising. They 
hail with joy the openings in China itself, whither Rev. Mr. Dean has re- 
paired, but believe that the Chinese are no where more accessible than in 
]&angkok, where a large population are permanentl}r settled, free from the 
fear of those in authority, and with at least some diminution of the strong 
attachment to the custom's of their country which must be felt in their native 
land. A Chinese church of 16 members already exists in Bangkok, with can- 
didate^ for admission around them, and a respectable congregation regularly 
. assembling on the Sabbath. 

Rev. Mr. Goddard has made a remark well worthy of regard as to the in- 
dispensableness of uniting a discreet use of books with christian effort. Being 
on a visit for conversation and Tract distrihution in a village near Bangkok, he 
states that Eeok Cheng read and explained a portion of the Summary of 
Christianity to an individual, who said, " When you thus read and explain I 
can understand, but when I read alone I do not understand." This remark 
Mr. Goddard believes is applicable to a large proportion of those among the 
Chinese who have been found able to read. It is not enough to send the press 
alone to the dark-minded either in heathen or christian lands. The intelligent 
with cultivated minds and hearts understand, but not so the dark and igno- 
rant. They need the minister, colporteur or active christian viith the book. 
These, which God in the New Testament and in evangelical history has join- 
ed together, "/c^ not man put asunder ^^ — either by prohibiting the Bible and 
books, with the papal church, or sending the press alone where the glowing 
heart and speaking lips should accompany it. 

The wonderfal openlnir. of China. 

The opening of doors of access to the millions of China is an event 
of surpassing interest in the annals of the world's conversion to its Re- 
deemer and Lord. It has been hailed with joy throughout our country, 
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but has awakened less enthusiasm than in the mother country, and 
less, undoubtedly, than the occasion rightfully demands. The late es- 
teemed Secretary of the Foreign Committee of the Protestant Episco- 
pal Church can hardly be regarded as too sanguine when he said, " From 
our hearts we thank God for the wonderful tidings. China is indeed 
opened; the rulers of the people take counsel of the missionary ; they 
open the doors of their houses that he may enter ; they assemble their 
families that he may preach ; they bring forward their children that 
these may hear ; and some, more noble than the rest, venture the 
gratuitous offer of a comfortable residence to the humble representative 
of Him who when on earth had not where to lay his head. Wonder- 
ful event ! God forbid, that when he was thus turning the hearts of the 
heathen even as the rivers of water are turned, any should say, * I^ 
is naught.' Let the tidings be heard in every ear — let them be sound- 
ed from every pulpit — let them travel amid songs of rejoicing to the 
furthest borders of our Zion — let them be echoed back again from 
north and south, and east and west — let the children of our families 
and our Sunday-schools learn the tale from parents, and friends, and 
teachers : and while the merchant anticipates the probable increase 
of his merchandise, and the statesman 4ays out his scheme of national 
acquisition and aggrandizement, let the christian and the christian 
church awaken to individual and ecclesiastical responsibility, a respon- 
sibility than which one weightier and more momentous has never de- 
volved upon the * flock ' to whom * it is the Father's good pleasure to 
give the kingdom.'" 

The Rev. Dr. Boone, of the Episcopal mission, who recently reached our 
shores with his two motherless children from Amoy, is greatly animated by 
the present state of things in that country, and has expressed not a little sur- 
prise that christians in the United States, who have long been praying that 
China may be opened, manifest no deeper anxiety at once to enter in and po&> 
sess the land. He believes that the spoken dialects in the neighborhood of 
Canton (for the written language is every where the same^ are corrupt and 
comparatively limited dialects ; while what at Canton- is called the Mandarin 
dialecty prevails generally in the more central and northern portions of the em- 
pire, and he who acquires that dialect can communicate with the great mass 
of the Chinese. Men high in authority have called on the missionaries, con- 
versed freelv as to the nature of the christian religion, gladly received books, 
and themselves given the missionaries an introduction to a circle of Chinese 
females, who were addressed without restraint respecting salvation by Christ. 

Dr. Boone reports ^1160 expended for the American Tract Society, and is 
desirous to reium as speedily as possible with reinforcements of laborers and 
supplies for the extensive circulation of books. 

*' Not long after my last letter," says Dr. Boone, " the chief magistrate of 
Amoy (the same who paid us a visit this morning) sent his card over and in- 
vited us to go and see him. Mr. Abeel was unwell, but Mr. M'Bryde, Dr. 
Cumming and I went. He treated us with great politeness; gave me an op- 
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portunity of declaring to himself and his numerous attendants the Gospel plan . 
of salvation to the full extent of my ability y and invited us to come and live at 
Amoy, where he said we could preach to many more people, and he could 
have the pleasure of seeing us much ofiener. He accepted a copy of the New 
Testament and several Tracts, with which he has told us since he was much 
pleased. Thus, you see, we shall take up our residence at Amoy, with the 
lull approbation, nay, by the invitation of the authorities of the place. It 
would have been thought the wildest vagary of a disordered imagmation to 
have anticipated such a thing«when we came here in February last. We 
may well say, What hath God wrought !" 

A hundred Chinese females addressed* 

" Among the friends we have made in Amoy, there is no one who has 
evinced more zeal in our service than Yew-a-ko, the son of a generalissimo 
of one of the provinces, who goes day after day around the city with us to as- 
sist in selecting houses, and who Jias offered to lend us houses xcifhout expense* 
This offer, for reasons which you will readily understand, we declined. Such 
kindness from a man in his station in society well deserves an honorable men- 
tion ; but I introduced his name rather as an introduction to the account of an 
event which took place at his house a few days since, and which has greatlv 
cheered us all. He invited Mrs. M'Bryde to pay a visit to his lady, with 
which request she complied. My little daughter was sick, and I^could not go; 
hut Mr. Abeel and Mr. M'Bryde accompanied her. Upon their arrival they 
found more than a hundred of the most respectable females in Amoy assem- 
bled to meet them, which was the more agreeable surprise from their hariog 
had no intimation of it before. The lady of the house came out to the gate to 
meet Mrs. M'fi. conducted her to the inner apartments, and treated her with 
great respect and kindness. Afterwards our friend Yew-a-eo invited Mr. 
Abeel and Mr. M'Bryde to visit the ladies, and of his ovm accotd proposed 
that Mr. Abeel should address them on the subject of reli^^ion, which he did 
at some length. This is xhe first occasion of which I am informed that such 
an opportunity has been afforded to a missionary in China. And I would ask, 
in view of such a fact as this, Is not China now indeed opened ? The Lord in 
in6nite mercy grant that the hearts of some of those who were present may 
be opened, as was Lydia's, that they may attend unto the things which were 
spoken unto them." 

The Rev. Dr. Abeel, writino^ from Koolongsoo, near Amoy, after narrating 
many cheering incidents, concludes by saying, " I can scarcely conceive how 
any place could furnish greater facilities for spreading far and wide the truths 
of Christianity than this station. There is no necessity of leaving the house; 
indeed it is scarcely possible to do so. They come in successive companies, 
keeping us busy for several hours of almost every day, until we are often quitey 
exhausted. At this moment they are sitting on each side of me, and have been 
surroiinding me so much since I began to transcribe this journal, that I have 
had difficulty to proceed. Not wishing to have any leave the house untaught, 
I am frequently obliged to lay down my pen, that I may converse with them 
and ^ive them books. After living years in China fettered and tongue-tied, 
to enioy such perfect liberty and so many advantages as we now have is most 
delightful. Had we but fellow-missionaries enough to help us in our work- 
to open schools, establish out-stations in the surrounding country, and carry on 
a vigorous system of operations, what happy results might we not effect." 

The Rev. Dr. Bridgman, Missionary of the Board of Commissioners, now 
stationed at Victoria, Hong Kong, wrote, in November and December, thai the 
Society's grant of $6000 made about one year since, was nearly all expended, 
besides the money recovered from (insurance on) blocks, &c. lost in coming 
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from Singapore ; that arrangements were made for preparing many new and 
improved publications, " better suited to the end in view, of saving lost men;" 
and that their arrangements for printing were such that they were able to 
produce a much larger number of pages than formerly for a given sum of 
money. " We all hope," he adds, " to see this good seed talcing root and 
yielding an abundant harvest. The Spirit of the Lord only can make it 
prosperous." 

The Rev. Messrs. Dean and Schuck, of the Baptist Mission, alluding to the 
loss of the blocks of most of the Chinese Tracts above noticed, as rendering a 
new series indispensable, state that, in connexion with Dr. Bridgman, they 
were about to review the Tracts and make a selection of those most worthy 
of republication. It is hoped that the new series may be in all respects wor- 
thy of a wide and permanent circulation. ** Our field for Tract distribution," 
they add, " has been greatly enlarged, and we continue to regard this depart- 
ment of labor as an invaluable auxiliary to the great work of preaching the 
Gospel to the heathen." Both these brethren are preaching to attentive con- 
gregations, Mr. Dean's speaking the Pu Chew dialect. 

Rev. Mr. Schuck, in September, ordering twelve sets of the Society's Chris- 
tian Library of 45 vols, with cases, gives the following view of the state and 
prospects of the mission. 

"Since I last wrote you our work has been encouragingly advancing, while some 
circumstances of a discouraging nature have beset our pathway. Abroad among the 
mass of the people dreadful apathy prevails on all matters of a religious character, 
while a number of individual cases afford us much hope. As to myself, I now have 
eleven Chinese services per week. My congregations on Lord's days at public 
Chinese pi caching are large and attentive; and the small though punctual number 
of attendants during the week hold out considerable encouragement. Under my eye 
there are eight or nine native inquirers, among whom are four men of highly respect- 
able literary attainments, one a doctor of medicine and another a priest of the 
Budha sect. Pray for us. 

*'The hearts of the Chinese are awfully hard ; and after nearly eight years' 
study I am prepared to give it as my opinion, that to acquire the Chinese language 
is barely possible for a foreigner. And yet in view of the spiritual wants of these vast 
mUIions of perishing souls, how deeply thankful should we feel that their language 
can be acquired ! I have thus far had wonderful heahh, and God has condescended 
to allow me to reach that most difficult yet glorious goal of preaching so as to b^ un- 
derstood in the Chinese language. But I am still a learner, in the strictest sense of 
the term, for I feel that after all I really know very little comparatively of the lan- 
guage ; consequently I am daify driving: at it in downright schoolboy fashion. 

"The church under my care worship in the Queen's Road chapel. Mr. Dean's 
church worship in the Bazaar chapel, and have excellent attendance. We hope for a 
reinforcement. The London Missionary Society will do nobly for China. The open- 
ings are glorious.". 

Alluding to the public deliberative meeting of the Society's Board, held in 
October, 1842, he says, " Every thing connected with your Institution is in- 
teresting to me. I regard the American Tract Society as one of the direct 
agencies in the hands of Jehovah for saving our country from crime and anar- 
chy, and the reproach and scorn of the world. I regard it as one of those 
mighty machines with which God designs dispelling the gross darkness which 
spreads its pall of death over the heathen world." He requests pecuniary aid 
to print Milne's Two Friends, which he regards as." the best Tract yet writ- 
ten in the Chinese language." 

Letters from Rev. I. J. Roberts show his continued fidelity and abundant 
labors in preaching and distributing both among the Chinese and Europeans. 
** The books," he says, " are indispensable auxiliaries in my humble labors. 
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Oae young man who received some of the Society's Tracts from me last year, 
and has enjoyed few other means of grace, now trusts in the Savior, and 
wishes publicly. to profess his faith. I distribute from 100 to 200 Tracts every 
Sabbath morning, and often on other days to Europeans, and am distributing 
Chinese Tracts every day. The Chinese are always anxious to set them. M> 
chief difficulty is to keep them in order. Sometimes, after standing quiet and 
listening for half an hour, the crowd gather upon me and carry me, Tracts 
and all, away together. He intimates that the $100, which is the only ap- 

Eropriation the Baptist Mission to China have received from the Society, has 
een small indeed compared with their wants, and unless further means are 
furnished, the work of distribution to the Chinese cannot be continued. The 
mission will be greatly cheered by the appropriation of $800 now made. 

The recent reinforcement of the General Assembles Mission to China, em- 
braced Mr. R. Cole, printer, and Chua Gek, a native of Cochin-China, who 
has a knowledge both of printing and binding. They carried out a press sind 
the matrices for the new Chinese metal type, and a type'fowidery, from which 
supplies of the same type may be furnished for the future as it shall be needed. 

Rev. W. M. LowRiE acknowledges the reception of the Society's Sacred 
Songs, of which he says, ** the size, the clearness of the type, and the charac- 
ter of the hymns and tunes combine to render ii one of the most attractive 
books of sacred music," and from which he derives daily refreshment. 

To the several missions above the Society have granted publications during 
the year to the amount of upwards of $200. 

The Rev. Mr. Gutzlaff wrote in April from Tinghae, where he was en- 
gaged in preparing and printiiig Tracts and the Scriptures — the new version 
of the New Testament beinor in circulation and the Old Testament in prepa- 
ration. He is sanguine in the assurance that God, who has so wonderfully 
opened the way of access to China, will now bless the efforts of his children 
for calling its millions to himself. 

The Rev. Mr. Milne, English missionary to China, who has been spending 
some time in the northern ports, Shanghae and Ningpo, states that the preju- 
dice against foreigners in that part of the empire is far less than at Canton, 
and is animated with the prospect of usefulness among them. 

But while there is so much to give joy in reference to China, we 
are called also to weep over the ravages of death among able and de- 
voted laborers for that country. The Rev. Samuel Dyer, who so 
long and successfrilly labored in the preparation of Chinese metal 
type, and who recently reported the kind reception given to himself 
and the publications he distributed among them, has ceased from his 
labors on earth. John R. Morjuson, Esq. eldest son of Rev. Dr. 
Morrison, an accomplished Chinese scholar, on whom the missions 
leaned in all that pertained to the language, and who encouraged all 
the departments of missionary effort; Mrs. Dean, the aidJior of the 
History of Elijah in Chinese, and Mrs. Boone, both admirably quali- 
fied to be useful in the new and wide spheres of labor which God had 
opened before them*— have also been cedied to the rest above. 
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JTavay Borneo, dee. 

The Rev. William H. Medhukst, perhaps the best European Chinese scho- 
lar now living, who has given a cordial co-operation to our American mission- 
aries in the Indian Archipelago, has now transferred bis labors from Java to 
the open field in Cbina itself, and the American missionaries bave left that 
island for Borneo. Mr. Medhurst has reported $300, received from tbis Society 
through Rev. Mr. Bruckner of Java, and $500, received through the Episcopal 
mission to China, as expended in full. He also reports as printed in Batavia, 
during, the year ending October 1, 1842, in Chinese, Malay, and Javanese, 
1,866,000 pages, of which 878,000 are publications approved by this Society : 
distributed, in Chinese 19,570 copies; Malay Arabic character 13,475; Malay 
Roman 6199; Javanese 9275; Dutch 2583; English 700--total 51,808, whicb 
h^ve been very widely and faithfully dispersed. 

" If," says Mr. Medburst, " from all this amount of divine truth circulated 
through this darkened Archipelago good should result, the praise be ascribed 
where alone it is due. I continue to receive evidence that the Tracts are useful, 
greedily sought after, and in some instances bought. About $5 have been re- 
ceived by me from Soerabaya, paid by the natives in quarter cents for the Ja- 
vanese Tracts circulated among them. 

In April, 1843, being on the eve of departing for Hong Kong, Mr. Medhurst 
reported that 661 Java rupees received from Rev. Dr. Boone were expended 
in printing 2000 of a work of 192 pages on " the Being and Attributes of God," 
or " The whole Doctrine of God," in Chinese : that two editions of Gallaudet's 
Adam to Jacob, translated by Rev. F. B. Thomson, had been printed with 
funds furnished by him from this Society ; and also a Harmony of the Gos- 
pels and extracts from Genesis in the Dayak language of the iMUth-west of 
Borneo drawn up by German missionaries of Benjarmasin, and paid for by 
the Dutch Bible Society. In this language no part of the Scriptures had 
before appeared. He had also printed three other Tracts in Chinese, one in 
Malay Arabic character, one in Javanese, and one in Dayak, making 1,053,400 
pages printed in 6 months. The missionaries of the London Society were to 
meet in Hong Eong and deliberate on the best positions to occupy in China ; 
and as the opportunities would be greater than ever, he requested the Society 
to place additional means in his hands, ** praying the Lord to put it into 
the hearts of christians to do their utmost in these new circumstances, and 
enable the missionaries to avail themselves to the fullest extent of the oppor- 
tunities afforded them." 

The Rev. Messrs. Pohlman and Younghlood at Fontianak, Borneo, report a 
tour of 16 days among the Chinese who live along the sea-coast, visiting a 
population of about 12,000. They took with them about 1400 Tracts, which 
were all distributed, preaching daily, with from 20 to 200 hearers, all of 
whom appeared to approve of their object, and many to hear the word with 
gladness. 

Sandwich Islands. 

Mr. Levi Chamberlain has reported the approved expenditure of all the 
funds received from the Society, the publications issued amounting to 
19,773,000 pages, equal to about 179 pages for each inhabitant. "What 
contributer to the funds of tb€ Tract Society," he asks, " will not rejoice at 
the expenditure which has placed such an amount of vnluable reading in the 
hands of a people only a few years ago ignorant of letters, without an alphabet, 
and destitute of all means of mental and moral improvement ! But," he says, 
" books must be renewed, the number must be increased, and the whole mis- 
sionary work here be urged on with all possible vigor, lest we lose much of 
what we have gained, and that which should have been for the everlast- 
ing good of the people be made the means of evil, as knowledge will if 
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not sanctified and employed for God. We need therefore both the conti- 
nued alms and prayers of ihe churches." 

A set of the Society's pyblications has been granted to the Seminary at 
Lahaioaluna» and an interesting history of the islands, presented to the Soci- 
ety by Mr. S. Dibble, is gratefully acknowledged. 

SEAMEN AT THE SANDWICH ISLANDS. 

The Rev. Titus Coan, at Hilo, to whom grants of books have been 
made especially for seamen and whalemen visiting that port, says the arrival 
of the last grant in August was most opportune and providential, as an 
unusual number of ships were in the harbor, and the opportunity for dis- 
tributing most favorable. Among the ships visiting that port were the fri- 
gate United States, Commodore Jones; U. S. frigate Constellation, Com- 
modore Kearney; the English flag-ship Dublin, Rear Admiral Thomas; ahd 
the sloop of war Carvsfort, Rt. Hon. Lord George Pawlett; the names of the 
last two of which ships and their commanders, he says, will go down to 
posterity. Among the ward-room officers and the midshipmen, seamen, 
&c. of these ships, as well as among whalemen, the books were received 
with many expressions of 'gratitude ; and he looks for the harvest "after 
many days," of seed thus sown among men whom he will probably never 
meet again on earth. 

"The American Tract Society," exclaims Mr. Coan, "is engaged in a. glorious 
work— it is a great auxiliary, a rich blessing to the missionary. It enables us to 
preach to hundreds and thousands whom we cannot reach with the living voice ; 
and where we can deliver but one message of thirty minutes in the ear of a wan- 
derer, to follow it up with a select weapon from the armory it has prepared, that 
often proves *a discerner of the thoughts and intents of the heart.' I should *have 
great heaviness and continual sorrow of heart' for my brethren and countrymen 
who visit us, if, in the multiplicity of my cares, I could not avail myself of just such 
help as the Society affords to bring this interesting and influential class of our fellow- 
men to the knowledge and love of the truth." 

"As to the progress of Christ's work in these islands and the 'times which go 
over us,' " he says " the Lord's hand is distinctly seen. The rage of men here has 
oAen been like the heat of our subterranean fires, or the fury of the tempest; but 
He that sitteth in the heavens overrules all, and shall make the wrath of man to 
praise him. Our work is onward, ' not by might nor by power,' but by the Spirit of 
the Lord. We often labor like Nehemiah and the Jews in rebuilding their beloved 
city J but no matter, if we may say in the name of the Lord, * so built we the wall.' " 

The Rev. Samuel C. Damon, Seamen's Chaplain at Honolulu, gratefully ac- 
knowledges the Society's grants of books, and encloses the narrative of the conver- 
sion of a physician whom he met on an English whaleship, whose infidelity was 
becoming rife, and who, maddened by reading fiction, and fired by the description of 
Lord Byron's pirate chieftain Conrad, actually agreed with two of his companions to 
seize a vessel and become pirates. After many changes, he was led, by reading 
The Dairyman's Daughter, to serious reflection, prayer, and the study of the Bible, 
as also to the reading of Venn's Duty of Man and Wilberforce's View, and became 
a decided and consistent christian. 

Such is the wonderful work which God is perfortoing through this 
Society, in connexion with the other agencies he is using to advance 
the kingdom of his Son. For all we praise him, trusting that it will 
be our joy to toil on in this service while he permits us, and from a 
more bright and blessed abode to rejoice in its advancement till " the 
kingdom and the greatness of the kingdom under the whole heaven 
shall be given to the people of the saints of the Most High."

DIVISION OF LABOR AMONG THE SECRETARIES, &c. 

" Mr. Hallock to devote himself to the Publishmg and Foreign departments^ in- 
cluding the preparations (in connexion with Mr. Cook in the departments assigned 
to him) of intelligence for the public journals, the Annual Report, American Mes- 
senger, and other documents, and the putting to press of all the Society^s printing. 

" 3fr. Hallock and Mr, ,Ackley to see that the Society's printing and binding are 
executed according to contract, and to meet the Society's wants ; that the duties of 
Assistants in the Depository and sales-room are properly discharged ; and to give 
attention to grants of publications for foreign and pagan lands. 

" Mr. Eastman to devote himself to the raising offundsy by procuring and cor- 
responding with agents (paid or gratuitous;) attending public and ecclesiastical 
meetings ; obtaining the contributions of wealthy individuals; -gaining the co-opera- 
tion of clergymen, of ladies, and the community generally ; and especially by pre- 
senting the objects of the Society to churches and individuals in our cities and large 
towns, and employing other means for gaining the regular and systematic contribu- 
tions of all the churches co-operating with the Society. 

" Mr. Cook to devote himself to the circulation of the Society's volumes and other 
pvblications in our own country, accompanied with christian effort for the salvation 
of men; by procuring and communicating with agents for those objects; public pre- 
sentations in our cities and large towns and to ecclesiastical bodies, and endeavors 
to gain the co-operation of clergymen, prominent individuals, and the christian com- 
munity generally, and tlius to reach the whole accessible population of the country, 
with a special regard to those more destitute of the stated means of grace. Also to 
prepare (in connexion with Mr. Hallock as above) intelligence for the public jour- 
nals, the Annual Report, American Messenger and other documents ; and to commu- 
nicate, as occasion shall demand, with the Society's auxiliaries, agents, officers and 
members, presenting the moral and spiritual bearings of the Institution. — Mr. East- 
man and Mr. Cook each to spend at least three months of each year in labors out 
of this city. 

" Mr. Kingsbury to present to the Committee a monthly statement of receipts and 
issues; a quarterly statement of the proceeds of rents and dues on the Society's real 
estate, and an annual statement of the total receipts for volume circulation, and the 
amount of stock on hand ; to file the correspondence received; answer letters of busi- 
ness not requiring the attention of one of the Secretaries ; attend to the engrossing 
of the minutes of the respective Committees ; the collecting of subscriptions ; rents ; 
insurance, and the purchase of stationery. 

** Mr. AcKLEY, in addition to the duties assigned him in connexion with Mr. Hal- 
lock, to attend to care of the building, repairs, furniture, fuel and light. Shipments, 
bills of lading, and invoices to be made in his name. 

" Mr. Kingsbury and Mr, Ackley (with such assistance as they may need from 
the Secretaries) to attend to claims of directors and members, and applications for 
sales and grants in our own country so far as necessary in the intervals of the meet- 
ings of Committees."
